Mr. Haddocks advised that during the period of . • 


June 17, 1963, through July 1, 1963, a total of 280 
applications for passports were made in person by individuals 
at New Orleans, Louisiana. Mr. Haddocks further stated that 
during this same period, an additional 2,091 applications 
for passports were received by his office through the mail* 

On June 3, 1964, the daily incoming teletypes 
(or TV.Xs) from the New Orleans Passport Office of the y 
U.S. repayment of State for the period June 17, 1963, 
through July 1, 1963, wero wade available for review to 
Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation by 
Hr. Robert Johnson, Chief Counsel, Passport Office, U.S* 
Department of State. It was noted that these TffXs are 
generally filed by year, office and the date of the incoming 
TWX. The reply TWX from the Passport Office is generally 
attached to each incoming TWX. There may be several incoming 
TVi’Xs from New Orleans in one day.

It Hill be recalled that Dr. HERMINIO PORTELL-VILA, ' 
4740 Connecticut Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C., advised on 
• May 13, 1S64, that he had received a coded message from an 

unknown source within Cuba which in his interpretation indicated 
to him that the files pertaining to LEE HARVEY OSWALD *s relations 
in Moscow, Russia, with two Cuban Ambassadors there, were turned 
over to the CASTPjO brothers on November 24, 1963, just two days 
. after the assassination. The message was dated November 24, 

1963, and he received same before the twelfth of December, 1963. 

Around the time of, its receipt, he gave the original 
of this part to Mis.

1964, that she recalled a small scrap of paper given to her some 
time ago by POFTFIL-VILA; that the contents of the paper 

were in Spanish; that apparently it was in a code known to 
FORirLL-VILA; that he told her that the message suggested 
that OSWA1J) allegedly had contacts with Cuban Ambassadors In 
Moscow.

related that after Mrs* OSWALD was placed aboard the 
plane, he and his brother, along with Special Agent in 
Charge FORREST V. SORRELS of the Dallas Office of Secret 
Service, went into the airport restaurant or coffee shop, 
also accompanied by WALDO. The news column in the "National 
Guardian" alleged certain conversation between Deputy 
Sheriff PAT HOWARD and WALDO, and Special Agent MIKE HOWARD 
stated he had no knowledge whatsoever of any such conver- 
sation between WALDO and Deputy HOWARD.* 

Agent HOWARD related at the airport WALDO asked f 
if Agent HOWARD would give him a ride back to Fort Worth \ ' 
from Love Field and Agent HOWARD acquiesced .inasmuch as v 
he was driving bis personally-owned vehicle. En route 
to Fort Worth, Agent HOWARD drove the car with his brother, 
PAT HOWARD, riding in the front seat and. WALDO was 
riding in the rear seat alone* During the ride Agent 
HOWARD, in discussion with his brother, related to his

on January 1, 1964, while on a special detail accompanied - v -' -

' by the Dallas police in connection with his being in the - 
Texas Bock Depository Building on the day of the ' 
assassination of Resident KENNEDY and that the Negro man 
had left the building hurriedly after the shooting* When 
later questioned by Dallas police why he had left the 
building in a burry, the Negro man stated that because he 
bad a police record, he feared he would be suspected of . 

having been involved in the shooting* 


Special Agent HOWARD stated while relating this 
incident to his brother, PAT, he did not know WALDO, in the 
back seat of the car, could have overhead the conversation; 
however, WALDO leaned forward over the rear of the front 
seat and asked Agent BOWARD if this person, the Negro man 
who was the topic of conversation, would be called to testify 
before the Warren Commission. Agent HOWARD stated that in 
jest be replied to WALDO, "Why yes, I’m sure he will be M * 

In response to a question by WALDO as to where this man was. 
Deputy PAT HOWARD replied jokingly, "They probably have him 
bidden out someplace. n 

Agent HOWARD stated neither he nor his brother, 

PAT HOWARD, realized WALDO was 8 newspaper reporter and 
later that night, after having returned to Fort Worth, 
be learned television and radio coverage had been given 
to a story attributed to WALDO that a witness who was to 
testify before the Warren Commission was being hidden by 
police officers* Special Agent HOWARD stated the Fort 
•Worth newspaper "Star- Telegram” carried a story by WALDO 
.in the same vein and he immediately called WALDO tele- 
• ’phonically to rake inquiry where WALDO had gotten such a 
• story* In reply. WALDO told Agent HOWARD he (WALDO) had ^ ^ - 
talked to his attorney and that WALDO did not have to 
divulge the source of bis information and said Agent 
HOWARD had nothing to worry about* Agent HOWARD stated 
his brother, PAT HOWARD, also contacted WALDO telephonically 
and received a similar assurance*

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Agent HOWARD stated that during the ride from 
Dallas back to Fort Worth with WALDO in the car. Agent 
HOWARD did not make any statements such as were attributed 
to him^concerning, “Wait until that old black boy gets in 
front of the Warren Commission***" Agent HOWARD stated he 
• did not make any statement to the effect that the Negro 
janitor was a witness to the shooting of the President* 
Agent HOWARD stated these alleged quotes attributed to 
him were entirely a fabrication* 

With regard to the article in the "National 
Guardian", Agent HOWARD prepared a memorandum dated 
Hay 27, 1964, and a copy of this memorandum furnished 
by Inspector THOMAS J* KELLEY on May 28, 1964, is as 
follows:

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1161, Warren Commission), SAIC SORRELS, Dallas office; my 
brother PAT HOWARD, deputy sheriff of Tarrant County; and* 
the reporting agent were having coffee in the airport coffee 
shop* Wo were joined by Ur. THEYER WALDO, a reporter for -? > 
the Fort Worth Star-Telegram, who asked if he might 'hitch 

# a ride* with ne to Fort Worth. Due to the fact that I was - 
off duty and returning to Fort Worth in. my private automobile, 

I agreed to let Mr. WALDO rids with ne. While driving 
between Dallas and Fort Worth, Deputy HOWARD and I were - * 
riding in the front seat and Ur* WALDO was in the back seat* 

Doth front windows were completely open and the wind was 
blowing strongly, possibly muffling the conversation going * - 

on in the front seat, which may account for Mr. WALDO'S 
misunderstanding oi the conversation* 

'Deputy HOWARD and I were discussing an incident 
which Dst. JACK BRYAN of the Dallas P.D. had told me on 
January 1, 1964, concerning a Negro male suspect who was 
questioned by the Dallas P.D* in connection with his being 
in the Texas Book Depository on the day of the assassination, 
and having left hurriedly sometime afterwards* When 
questioned as to why he left the Texas Book Depository in 
a hurry, the suspect stated that, since he had a police ’ 

record, he would probably bo suspected of involvement in the 
shooting. However, Det. BRYAN stated that the suspect 
apparently had absolutely nothing to do with OSWALD nor the 
shooting* . 

'After relaying this story to Deputy HOWARD, Ur* 

WALDO sat up in the back seat (apparently having heard part 
of the conversation) and asked if this roan would be testifying 
before the Warren Coxaiss ion, Hot tailing Mr, WALDO seriously, 
and not realizing he was a newspaper reporter, the reporting 
agent laughed and jokingly ctatod 'Why yes, I'm sure he will 
be.' Mr, WALDO then asked where thin nan was, to which 
•Deputy HOWARD stated (in a joking roanuor) 'They probably 
have him hidden-out someplace*’

''Upon arrival at Fort Worth, Mr, WALDO asked to . - 

be dropped off at the Star- Telegram office* • 

,: 0n this same day at approximately 10 p.m., a 
television broadcast was heard by the reporting agent, to 
the effect that a witness was being hidden by police officers 
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who was to testify before the Warren Commission. Mr* 

WALPO’s name was mentioned in this broadcast* A few .. - 
minutes after the broadcast, the reporting agent received - 
a telephone call from Inspector KELLEY in Washington, D.CV, 
asking if I had heard the broadcast and instructing me to 
* find out whatever I could about it* 

"I inimediately telephoned the Star-Telegram 
office and talked with Mr* WALDO, asking him where he had 
gotten his information as to the ’hidden witness' mentioned 
in the TV broadcast, to which he answered 'You don't have 
anything to worry about, I won't mention your name*' Not 
immediately understanding that be was referring to the story 
Det* BRYAN had told me, I said 'That's fine, but who is this 
witness who is going to testify before the Warren Commission?' 
Again Mr. WALDO told me not to worry; that he had spoken 
with his lawyer who told him that it was all right to print 
the story. When I realized that he was referring to the 
story that Det* BRYAN had told me, I told him that there 
had been a misunderstanding and that I was joking with him. 

''When the article appeared in the Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram of February 10, 1964, I tried to get in touch 
with Mr* WALDO again, but he was not available* . . 

"The above incidents were made the subject of an 
0/M to SAIC SOFRELS, dated February 11, 1964* I did not 
try to get in touch with Mr. WALDO again on the advice of 
SAIC SORRELS. 

"In connection with the quotations allegedly made 
by me and Deputy HOWARD, to my knowledge, at no time did 
Deputy HOWARD tell Mr* WALDO that he would give him infor- 
.mation in regard to an unidentified witness to the 
.assassination of Resident KENNEDY; at no time did I refer 
• ‘to 'that old black boy* going before the Warren Commission; 

. at no time did I refer to anyone having seen OSWALD or 
anyone else fire a shot from a window of the Texas Book 
Depository; at no time did I refer to a janitor in the Texas 
Book Depository; at no time did I tell Mr. WALDO that Z 
had seen the Negro man in question in the custody of the 
Dallas police; and at no time did I state that a rifle had 
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been found on the roof of the Texas Book Depository which 
had been dropped by a Dallas police officer*

The President's Commission on the Assassination 
of President KENKEDT has advised that in a tape recording made* 
.available to the Commission by Dallas Radio Station KRLD, an r 
employee of CBS News, DAN V RAT11ER, is quoted as having told ' * ' ' 

another newsman that he saw LEE OSWALD in the Carousel Club, ; 

Dallas, Texas, prior to November 22, 1963. The Commission 
requested that Mr. RATHER be interviewed to determine if he 
did see OSWALD in the Carousel Club and the circumstances 
under which such statement alleged by KRLD was made by him. 

As provided to the Commission, RATHER's alleged 
statement is quoted on a KRLD audio tape of November 24, 1963.

Cn June 11, 1964, DAN I. 'RATHER, 1725 34th Street, 

N.W., Washington, D.C. , employed by CBS News as a Correspondent 
in Washington, D.C., was apprised by a Special Agent (SA) of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) of the above OSWALD 
allegation. 

He advised that he has never been at the Carousel * 
Club; consequently, could not have seen OSWALD there. He 
reasoned that the allegation may have been attributed to him 
as the result of the following facts: 

Be was employed by CBS in Dallas and was working 
there on phases of that network's coverage of the assassination. 
After OSWALD was shot, and RUBY introduced into the assassina- 
tion picture, he and a photographer went to the Carousel Club 
to obtain sny news items. They found the club locked and never 
did gain entrance. He estimated this was Sunday, November 24, 

1963, about 1:00 cr 1:30 p.m.‘ 

While there, they observed another man trying to 
gain entrance who stated he was employed at the club, and 
wanted to get his clothes' which were inside. He also failed 
to get in the club. * v ; 
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Recognizing a possible news interest, RATHER identi- 
fied himself and his purpose; learned that this man's name -T: '■ 

was BILL iDE MAR (phonetic); that DE. MAR said he was a master of 
ceremonies at the club with RUBY, his boss. In a filmed 
interview conducted outside the club, DE MAR remarked to RATHER 
, to the effect that he thought he might have seen OSWALD at 

the club sometime. At this point, according to RATHER, DE MAR'S 
position on this observation of OSWALD was one of uncertainty. 

He asked DE MAR to accompany them to KRLD's studio in 
Dallas where they could-.interview him "live” for television. 

RATHER said that during this subsequent interview, DE MAR 
seemed more definite on this point of having seen OSWALD at 
that club, leaving the impression that he was convinced he* 
had seen OSWALD at that club. DE MAR did indicate to a direct 
question, that he was not certain on the point but was strength- 
ened in his belief because be felt he was somewhat of a memory 
expert. 

RATHER said that it was his personal opinion, and 
only opinion, that PE MAR may have been lying in this respect. 

He explained that between the two interviews DE MAR had changed 
from uncertainty tc almost certainty as to having seen OSWALD 
at the club. RATHER felt DE MAR saw a good opportunity for 
publicity and took advantage of it. 

RATHER said he believed that DE MAR was immediately 
interviewed after his studio interview by various law enforce- 
ment officials. 

RATHER then reported the results of his interview 
with DE MAR on a few occasions during that day on the CBS 
network. He pointed out that network coverage had practically 
completely preempted local coverage by KRLD. He suggested 
that late that same day or night when KRLD was affording local, 
as distinguished from national network, coverage of the assassina- 
* tion news, his repoitiog of DE MAR's comments on observing , 

OSWALD at the Carousel Club may have been editorialized or 
misconstrued such that be was said to have seen LEE OSWALD 
in the Carousel Club, while in fact he was reporting that ' 5.;

* On June 18, 196*1, JANET F/ RUSCOLL, Administrative' 

Supervisor, Special Services, New York City Department of v\-cv 
Welfare, 42 Franklin Street, New York City, advised .> * 
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SAS JAMES 0. INGRAM and JOHN JAMES 0 'FLAHERTY that ehe had 
spoken to OSWALD on June 13 and 14, 1962, at the Special ^ 
Services Office. She stated that ordinarily she does not 
*>ave any contact with Welfare clients but did so In this 
case-because OSWALD Insisted on speaking to Welfare 
superiors. Instead of the case worker, regarding his 
obtaining a government loan for transportation to Texas 
Instead of using funds sent by his brother. Mrs. RUSCOLL 
advised that she does not recall OSWALD making any statement 
to the effect that he served as a guard at the American 
Embassy in Russia and was kidnapped by Communist agents. 

She felt certain that any such statement would have been 
made a part of the Welfare records and that the United 
States Department of State (USDS) would have been notified. 

Mrs. RUSCOLL commented that OSWALD appeared 
normal; that he and his wife seemed to get along very 
well and that Mrs. OSWALD seemed to be very dependent 
upon subject; that OSWALD appeared to speak rather well 
in Russian when conversing with his wife; and that he 
talked about his mother very briefly Indicating that she 
h?d financial hardships, but he did not discuss his family 
life or background while in Russia except to mention that 
his wife had been a pharmacist and had worked in a hospital 
in Russia. 



Mrs. RUSCOLL advised that OSWALD remarked to 
her that the reason he wanted to speak to her was that he 
"always wanted to speak to people at the top", adding that 
the reason he was able to get his wife out of Russia was % 
that he had refused to accept "no" as an answer and had 
demanded to speak to someone in a higher position of 
authority. She stated that OSWALD'S wife was interviewed . 
in Russian by a Department of Welfare employee, Mrs. , 

ALEXANJWIV'DE GLAZOFP, regarding possible assistance in •’/ 
caring for ^ the OSWALD child. • .

On June 18, 1964, MARVDJ/IehRMAN, Provisional * • , 
Supervisor, New York City Department of Welfare, advised 
that on June 14, 1962 , while a case worker, he met OSWAID 
and his family at the Special Services Office of the New 
York City Department of Welfare end accompanied them to 
the Western Union Office, 428 Eroadway, New York City, 
vheie they obtained a money order, sum not recalled, which 
had been sent by OSWALD'S brother in Texas. Ke stated 
th.'it they then proceeded to walk to the First National 
C?.ty Bank, in the area, where they cashed the money order 
and then proceeded by subway to the West Side Airline 
Terminal in order to purchase airline tickets for OSWALD 
and his family. LEHRMAN added that he accompanied OSWALD 
and his family from the West Side Airline Terminal to 
their hotel; from the hotel via taxi to the East Side 
Air Terminal, and from this terminal via Carey Ris to 
Idlewild Airport in Queens, New York, where OSWALD and 
his family boarded a plsne for Texas. LEHEMAN advised 
that at no time did OSWALD state that he had been a guard 
at the American Embassy in Russia and kidnapped by Communist 
agents.

INGRAM that In June, 1962, 
exact date unrecalled, he had been In contact with OSWALD 
at the Special Services Office, 42 Franklin Street, New - 
York City, while he was serving In the capacity of 
receptionist and OSWALD and his family arrived at the 
office. He advised that OSWALD stated to him in a demanding 
voice that his case was being handled by the USDS and that • 
he wanted to speak to the person in charge of the New York 
City Welfa.re Department. VILLAREAL remarked that OSWALD 
appeared to give the Impression that a man in his position, 
just recently returned from Russia, should receive special 
. treatment. 

VILI AREAL stated that he asked OSWALD about hia

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very evasive and did not answer any questions about his 
life in Russia and jrerely stated that he was returning to - 
his homo in Texas.

The "New York Herald Tribune* 1 for 6/14/64 carried an article 
by Don Bonafede entitled "What Oswald*s llari'ne Buddy Told Probers#" 

The article reports that NelsonV'Dglgado, an Army enlisted man, told 
a staff counsel of the PresideffT's Commission that the FBI "badgered" 
him for what he believed was an attempt to distort the nature of his 
testimony. The article also reported that the FBI interviewed Ecljado 
on four separate occasions and sought to deflate bis story, particularly 
in his statements that he taught Oswald to speak adequate Spanish and 
that Oswald was not an expert marksman#

Our first intirvier 
j with Delgado took place 12/10/63 at which time J.e :aadc a number of 
I allegations concerning Oswald which did not fit ieto the picture *jat 
Iwe had from other investigation of Oswald. He alleged that Oswald rar 
a very poor shot with the rifle and he suspected Oswald cheated iu his 
qualification score with the rifle. He also alleged Oswald was in 
correspondence with the Cuban Consulate in Los Angeles in 1959 and 
indicated that he and Oswald used to talk*of going to Russia via !’c::icc 
and Cuba, similarly to the manner the two Americans (presumably Mitchell 
and Martin) went to Russia when they defected. Delgado also alleged 
that he taught Oswald the Spanish language during his acquaintance with 
him and that Oswald, became quite p'roficient in such language. As our 
investigation continued, it became quite evident Delgado was exaggerating

He stated that he thought the Incident took place approximately 
two or three months prior to the assassination bpt remarked that 
If he was not working at that time.

He was unable to state whether the Incident 
took place prior subsequent to his broken arm; was unable 
to state with any degree of certainty that it could not have \ 
taken place In the year 1962 and was unable to advise of the 
approximate season of the year that the incident occurred.

ALTMAN related the following Information: 

He was operating his cab one night and at about 
9:oo p.m. he picked up a white male passenger in front of the ' 
Eastern Airlines Terminal, John P. Kennedy Airport, Queens, NY. 

He described this individual as about in his early 20 * s; 5*7"; 
very thin "but solid" build; light colored, full head of hair; 
and wearing blue dungarees with matching waist length Jacket. 

He stated this passenger instructed him to drive to the Hotel 
Gotham, Fifth Avenue and 55th Street, NYC, and that his luggage 
consisted of one foot locker. ALTMAN stated that while en route 
to the hotel, the passenger remarked that he had been in a 
particular branch of the service, ALTMAN could not recall whether 
he said Army or Marines, and that while in the service he 
had"something to do with "weapons". The passenger further stated, 
according to ALTMAN, that "I am here for one reason"; ALTMAN 
a 3 ked him what the reason was and he replied "I am here to kill 
the President". ALTMAN asked him how he was goinR to do that with 
"all those FBI guys around". Passenger answered "i am going to 
use something that I made up and no one will know that 1 killed 
him". 

AI/TMAN stated he could not recall the remainder of the 
conversation with the passenger. He advised that when they arrived 
in front of the Gotham Hotel, he heard the doorman call to the

passenger, by. name and then ALTMAN noticed a name stenciled on the ' 
foot locker and thought possibly the doorman saw the name on the 
locker when the passenger was alighting from the cab and that 
wa3 the reason why he called to him by name. He stated that he 
does not recall the passenger's name but did write it on hl8 
trip ticket and now believes that it may have been OSWALD. 

ALTMAN remarked that he Is "99 per cent sure" that the 
passenger said he was from Texas. ALTMAN advised that he is "99 
per cent sure" that ho could identify this individual if he saw 
him again. A photograph of OSWALD, taken by the Dallas Police 
Department on 11/23/63 , wns displayed to ALTMAN and he stated that 
his passenger was not identical with the photograph of OSWALD, 
inasmuch as his passenger wa3 younger and had a fuller head of 
hair. ALTMAN stated further that he has never seen this individual 
since then; that he hod never known or heard of OSWALD until the 
time of the assassination; and that he was unable to furnish 
any additional information concerning the above incident.

I, the assassination Ambassador Mann asked to be briefed on the investi- 
gation and Legat, feeling that under the circumstances of the r’oir.dut 
the Ambassador’s request could not logically be declined, furnished; 
him 4 documents as follows: (1) an undated memorandum on the t; 

assassination of some 11 pages; (2) an undated memormdum on the 
Jack Ruby investigation of 17 pages; (3) a 12-3-03 memorandum & 
prepared by Legat dealing with a complaint of a mental case; and 
(4) a 12-11-63 memorandum by Legat dealing with results of initial} 
inquiries by Legat and CIA in Mexico City. The material in Items k 

and 4 have heretofore been furnished to the Commission. g

Items 1 and 2, which have not been furn J.'-’cd to the 
iCommission, were work papers prepared in Dallas on 11-25 and 26-G3

The work papers, items 1 and 2, were hurriedly prepared 
during the intense pressures of the initial stages of our investi- 
gation of the assassination. Prior to utilizing the material therein 
in our formal report and supplemental report to the Commission, 
several factors in these documents were clarified, corrected and 
extended; hence, the work papers are now outdated. We believe 
that the numerous reports and memoranda which have been furnished 
to the Commission supersede the information in items 1 and 2, 
with the possible exception of a reference on page 5 of the Ruby 
memorandum to information received from a Chicago source that Ruby 
was previously a close friend of a Joe Scaramuzzo, a Chicago gun 
shop proprietor, from whose store 3 of the 4 guns used by the 
Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico members in the attempted shooting 
of President Truman in March, 1954, were purchased. This information 
appeared on Administrative pages of the 11-30-63 Dallas report in the 
Ruby case and our indices do not show that this information was 
furnished to the Commission in the Oswald or related cases. 

Scaramuzzo has since been interviewed and states that he does not 
know Ruby, has never done any business with him and had never beard 
»of him prior to the shooting of Oswald by Ruby. The President's 
(Commission is being advised of this. 

Accordingly, in furnishing the 4 documents to the 
Commission, we are also sending copies of the items 1 and 2 to 
Dallas to insure that all information contained in these documents 
is run out and furnished to the Commission in report form. 

On 6-4-64 Liaison Agent Bartlett ascertained from 
William T. Pryce, Staff Assistant to Assistant Secretary Thomas Mann, 
that Mann did not give or show items 1 and 2 to members of the 
Warren Commission. We do know, however, that the Commission is 
presently combing State's files to insure they have received every- 
thing in the possession of State. Accordingly, it is necessary 
that we furnish to the Commission all of the documents Legat gave 
to the foi'mer Ambassador. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

(1) Attached for approval is letter to the Commission 
transmitting the documents in question. As items 1 and 2 were 
work papers and as they are outdated and have been clarified by 
. the numerous reports and memoranda furnished to the Commission, 
letter points out that we would appreciate having items 1 and 2 
returned to us if they are of no further use to the Commission.

Lane, according to the source, stated that massive pre- 
trial publicity would have prevented a fair trial for Oswald 
anywhere in the country. Lane indicated tiiat h3 was arc? zed at 
the comparative ignorance of students concerning the events of 
the assassination; He criticized the present investigation In 
Washington, D. C., of President Kennedy's assassination as being 
conducted in secret, and was critical of the Warren Commission 
and the FBI in their investigation of the matter. In his opinion, 
the wave of hysteria which swept the country subsequent to the 
assassination was responsible for Oswald being tried and convicted 
in the press of the country. j 

Lane, according to the source, called attention to 
discrepancies in pictures of Oswald, which had appeared in various 
news media, showing Oswald holding the gun used in the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy.

Mrs. H. C. MIDDLETON, Manager, Palomino Ifotel, 1313 Fort 
Worth Avenue, advised she Was manager of the motel. Mrs. MIDDLETON 
made a search of her records and could not locate a registration 
card for BILL DeMAR or WILLIAM D. CROWE, however, she did locate 
a receipt which reflected BILL DeMAR paid a week's room rent on 
November 18, 1963, which was the last payment made by DeMAR. This 
would indicate that DeMAR left the motel on November 24, 1963. 


- Mrs. MIDDLETON advised there are no telephones in the 

rooms at her motel and that tenants are not allowed to make calls 
from her telephone in her office which is RI 2-2594. Mrs. MIDDLETON 
advised there is one pay telephone available to the tenants which 
is RI 1-0298. Mrs. MIDDLETON advised she recalled DeMAR having 
stayed at the Palomino Motel on several occasions prior to November 18, 
1963, to November 24, 1963.

Mrs. PAULINE CHURCHILL, Manager, Shady Caks Motel, 1512 
Fort Worth Avenue, advised she could locate no registration card for 
BILL DeMAR, also known as William D. Crowe, having stayed at the W 
motel. Mrs. CHURCHILL advised she recalled BILL DeMAR arriving at 
her motel on the afternoon of November 24, 1963. DeMAR was assigned 
cabin No. 8 and approximately 15 minutes after DeMAR had gone to his 
cabin he rushed into the motel office and stated "Oswald has been 
shot." Mrs. CHURCHILL turned on her television set and she stated 
.it could have been only a few minutes after OSWALD was shot due to 
the confusion being shown on the television. DeMAR immediately 
returned to cabin No. 8 and placed a long distance call to GR 6-7760, 
Evansville, Indiana, and talked three minutes. The following are 
additional calls made on November 24, 1963: 

Call to R1 7-2362 (did not answer). 

Call to RI 2-3447. 

A long distance call, no number listed, which would 
indicate either a collect call or did not answer. 

A long distance call to CR 5-4891 for one minute; 
no city listed; 25 cent cost. 

^ Two calls to RI 8-9711. 

Call to RI 8-3324 (Lawyer). 

A long distance call to Evansville, Indiana, but did not 
talk. No number listed. 

Two long distance calls, number and city not listed, 
which would indicate collect calls or did not talk. 

Mrs. CHURCHILL advised due to the loss of the registration 
card she could not recall how long DeMAR rented a cabin from the 
motel but did recall DeMAR moved from cabin No. 8 to cabin No. 10 and

An article appeared in the November 26# 1963, issue 
of the "Dallas Horning News," newspaper of general circulation# 
by KENT BIFFLE captioned "Memory Expert Interests Agents" with 
a subtitle "Saw Oswald In Club.” 

The article is concerned with the allegation of BILL 
CROWE, those stage name is BILL DE MAR# to the effect that he 
had seen OSWALD in the Carousel Club at least once "eight or 
nine nights" beforfc the assassination of President KENNEDY. 

The article goes on to explain that CROWE selects 
persons in the audience at random to participate in his "memory 
act” and that he had stated OSWALD, he was sure# had partici- 
pated in such an act. 

The article goes on to relate that CROWE had telephoned 
his home town# Evansville# Indiana, after OSWALD'S arrest to tell 
a long-time friend# a radio newsman# that OSWALD had taken part 
in his act. DAVID HOY, News Director, Station WIKY, Evansville, 
is identified as the person called by CROWE. 

HOY is quoted as stating that Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation Agents immediately told CROWE to check out of his 
hotel in Dallas and go into hiding# that CROWE went into hiding 
so effectively that When the Secret Service wanted to quiz CROWE# 
they had to telephone Evansville and talk to HOY. HOY reportedly 
stated on first contact with Secret Service he did not know 
CROWE's thereabouts# but would inform them the next time CROWE 
called. It was reported CROWE called HOY on Monday# November 25, 
1963, and later contacted Federal Agents in Dallas. 

The remainder of the article is concerned with the 
description of CROWE's "memory act" and his acquaintance with 
RUBY. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
did not instruct or even advise CROWE to ”go into hiding" and, 
accordingly# the allegation that such was the case appears to be 
a fabrication of either CROWE or HOY.

As the Bureau will note from the enclosed FD 302's 9 
the book containing these notations was not available to the 1 ' 

students and faculty of San Antonio College until at least 
March 19, 1964. Prior to that time it had not been checked 
out to anyone. 

According to JAMES 0. WALLACE, Librarian, all of 
the notations which are a matter of current interest were 
placed in this book after. its return from the binding company 
which, according to STEVE 7 KHYERS , Universal. Book. Binding. 

Company, was March 19. 1964. It would have therefore been 
impossible for OSWALD to have made these notations. C v * ? #*- 

Since SA GLAZE has been transferred from this office 
to the Pittsburgh office, I am enclosing for that office one 
copy each of memoranda prepared by him, as well as pages 37-42 
of SA KEMMY's report, for his perusal and for the basis of his 
explanations. 

Also enclosed for the Pittsburgh office is a copy 
of Bureau airtel dated June 11, 1964, which raised the various 
questions which have been answered in the 302' s enclosed for 
the Bureau's information. 

The SAC in Pittsburgh is requested to obtain SA 
GLAZE's explanation pursuant to Bureau airtel dated June 11, 

1964, and furnish copies to San Antonio so that I may submit 
my recommendations for administrative action. 

This office has treated leads in the OSWALD case 
with the utmost dispatch since the importance of this in- 
vestigation is fully realized. While there was some delay 
in covering the leads in this instance, the circumstances as 
set forth above concerning the notations appearing in this 
book lend credence to the comments of Librarian JAMES 0. 

WALLACE that these notations were very likely those of a 
student, havinp no meaning or importance. 

Since the investigation to which the Bureau refers 
relates only to that conducted by SA GLAZE, only his ex-

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*"'*■ WALLACE stated that no permanent records are 
maintained by the library on binding transactions with 
the exception that the bindery number of the binding 
company is stamped on a page of the book involved. 

He exhibited a page of the book, Soviet Communism , 
to Special Agent KEMMY, and the bindery number was 
observed to be 2524. WALLACE pointed out that he does 
not know when this book was sent to the binding company 
or when it was returned to the library. According to 
WALLACE, the only records maintained by him concerning 
the book are Purchase Order Number 1849 and an 
Accession Sheet. 

Hr. WALLACE exhibited Purchase Order Humber 
1849 and explained that the order was made to the 
A. C. McClurg Library Department, 333 East Ontario 
Street, Chicago, Illinois, and was dated January 22, 

1962, Attached to the order was a list of numerous 
books ordered by the library on that purchase order. 

This list reflected that one copy of the book, Soviet 
Communism, edited by TRISKA, published by ChandTerT” 
was' ordered on that purchase order. 

The Accession Sheet, as explained by WALLACE, 
reflects the book was given Accession Humber 32795 at 
the San Antonio College Library and was processed in to 
the library in June, 1962, exact date not listed. The 
title of the book was listed as Soviet Communism , and 
the editor was listed as J. F. TRISKA. ' Tnls^sKeet 
further reflected the book was published in 1961 by 
Chandler, The book was purchased from A. C. McClurg 
and Company, Chicapo, Illinois. According to WALLACE, 
the Accession date, June, 1962 in this case, is not 
necessarily the same date as the acquisition of the book, 
that it may take some time from the time the book is 
received at the library until it is listed on the 
Accession Sheet.

WALLACE further explained that the book was 
not placed on the library shelf for use until it was.

Library records reflect the book in question was handled

SMYERS explained that Bindery Number 2524 is 
the number assigned to aii craers sent to the company 
from >an Antonio College and tr.at the books are not 
listed separately by title on the order. Therefore, 
his records do not Sj>ecif really mention the book in 
question. 

He further explained tnat when ne found this 
nook on the street in San Antonio in April, 1964. he 
had observed that the card in the book had a notation 
to the effect that the book had been charged out to the 
book binding company in January, 19b4, he was not 
certain as to the exact date, but believes it to have 
been January 20, 196'*. He stated that although his 
company does not maintain a list of books by title, 
the on 1 v records that could pertain to this book, in his 
estimation, are Ticket Humber 191269, and a work sheet 
contained therein. It was noted that Ticket Number 191269 
was an envelope containing an unnumbered work sheet. 

The Ticket dumber 193269, as explained by SMYERS , 
reflexes that on January 20, 1964, seventy-one publications 
were picked ud from the San Antonio College Library for 
binding. Sixty-three of these were magazines and eighty 
.were books. This ticket further reflected that sixty-six items 
I were shipped back to the college on March 19, 1964, after 
.•being bound. The five items listed on the ticket that 
were not shipped back were five magazines and they were 
held ior completion.

Edward E.< Smith addressed tbe Palo Alto (California) Chapter, 
Society of Former Special Agents of tbe Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
Incorporated, on 4-2-64 about the Oswald case as reported in the 
organizations publication "The Grapevine," Hay, 1964, issue, page 33* 
Smith alleged that Oswald was a Soviet agent who was unable to be 
properly controlled by bis Soviet masters. It was reported in the 
article that Smith was writing a book setting forth this thesis. 

This man was Assistant Military Attache in tbe American 
Embassy in Moscow from 1948 to 1950. From 1954 to 1956 he was 
Department of State Security Officer. He was compromised by the , 
Soviets as a result of bis illicit relations with his Russian maid •- ' 
during 1954 and 1955, however, he reported the Soviet recruitment 
attempt. Investigation indicated no evidence of any compromise of 
1 information, but Smith lost his position with the Department of State 
as a result of this. In April, 1964, we received information that 
Smith was active in behalf of Senator Goldwater's Presidential campaign. 
He has also worked as a free-lance writer. He has been contacted by 
the Bureau in the past and has been cooperative.

On 6-19-64, the Bureau received an undated 
letter from Mrs. Theodore H,* Scherer postmarked at 
Foley, Minnesota^ on 6-17-641 In this letter Mrs. Scherer 
alleged that one Leo Oswald and one John F. Kennedy, 
presumably the central figures in this matter, had an 
argument near Brooten, Minnesota, over a piece of farm 
land at some unspecified time in the past. 


No information identifiable with Mrs. Scherer 
Could be located in Bureau files. 


OBSERVATIONS 

Our investigation has accounted for Oswald's 
adult life and there is no indication he had ever been 
to Minnesota or knew President Kennedy. The allegation 
appears preposterous and not worthy of investigative - 
time and effort. It would appear that if there was any 
basis for such an allegation, it would have been developed 
earlier in the investigation and it is very possible 
Mrs. Scherer may be suffering from some mental illness.

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On June 16, 1964, Lettie Jane' Cogar, GS-5, Fiijfcerprint 
Clerk, was interviewed by Supervisors Voelker and Goble in 
Mr. Voelker *s office, 4125 Identification Building. Basis of the 
interview was information furnished by Mrs. Nina Yeager that a 
Dana^ogar, employed in Merrill's Incorporated, Clarksburg, 

West Virginia, made a statement that "his sister, who is employed 
by the FBI, was flown to Dallas to work on the case" involving 
the assassination of President Kennedy. Mrs. Yeager also 
allegedly had other information about Dana Cogar that (1) He had 
been in Dallas shortly before the assassination of President Kennedy; 
(2) He had taken target practice there(3) He possessed a rifle with 
telescopic sight; and (4) He possessed Russian magazines in his 
apartment. Because of these allegations about Dana Cogar, the 
results of the interview with Mrs. Yeager including the information 
about Cogar*s sister will be furnished to the President's Commission. 


Miss Cogar affirmed that her brother, Dana Cogar, works 
in Merrill's Incorporated in Clarksburg. He is aware that she 
works for the FBI but she advised that she has never discussed 
her jwork with him. Since November, 1963, she has seen him only 
once, on the Memorial Day 1964 weekend in her parents home and she 
did Tnot talk to him at length then. In addition to this, in 
January, 1964, she made an effort to talk with him by telephone. 
She said she was passing through Clarksburg and called him at his 
work. He was not there when she called and she talked with bis 
employer and asked him to tell Dana Cogar that his sister h^d* 
called. When ghe said this the man to whom she was speaking asked 
her if she was the sister who worked for the FBI and carried a 
derringer. She said that she thought at the time that this was. a 
strange question, since she did not possess a derringer. She 
said that she guessed the man had been told this by her brother

Miss Cogar stated that she has never discussed the 
assassination of President Kennedy with her brother. She advised 
that she never didaiy work on the Oswald case and did not go to 
Dallas, Texas, and never told anyone she did. 

She pointed out that her brother is seriously deaf 
and attended a special school because of this. She noted that 
he has had trouble obtaining and holding a job because of this 
deafness. She noted he was married in January, 1964, and now 
lives in an apartment with bis wife in Clarksburg, West Virginia. 
She has never visited this apartment. 

She stated as far as she knows her brother has never 
been to Texas. She stated that she has seen a .22 caliber rifle 
owned by her brother.

DETAILS; AT MILWAUKEE, WISCONSIN^ 

On June 25, 1964, PAUL SALSINI, a newspaper reporter 
for the "Milwaukee Journal," Milwaukee, Wisconsin,

interviewing ALLEN R. FELDE, 3307 North 22nd Street.

ALLS* R. FELDE, 3307 North 22nd Street, advised that he 
had enlisted In the United States Marine Corps at Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin In October, 1956 and had met LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
as a United States Marine Corps recruit about October 23* 

1956, while both of them were assigned to Platoon 2060, 

2nd Battalion, M.C.R.D., San Diego, California. Both men 
were stationed at San Diego until January, 1957* at which 
time FELDE stated that they were transferred to Camp 
Pendleton for combat training. This combat training lasted 
'until May, 1957 and during this time FELDE was assigned to 
the same squad of eight men, all of whom shared the same 
tent. During May, 1957* OSWALD and FELDE were transferred 
to the A & P School at Jacksonville, Florida and In approximately 
July, 1957 they were both sent to Aviation Electronics School 
in Memphis, Tennessee. During September, 1957 FELDE transferred 
to the Marine Corps Air Station at Opa Locka, Florida and did 
not see OSWALD after this date. 

During his association with OSWALD, FELDE recalled that 
OSWALD continually discussed politics In which topic 
none of the young Marines had any Interest. OSWALD was an 
argumentative type of person and would frequently take the 
opposite side of an argument Just for the sake of a debate. 

OSWALD was not popular with the other recruits, and his 
company was avoided if possible. 

According to FELDE, OSWALD continually wrote to United 
States Senators about certain issues in which OSWALD 
believed strongly but which were not known to FELDE. 

One senator in particular who was in receipt of a number 
of OSWALD'S letters was Senator THURMAN. FELDE remembered 
that OSWALD had expressed a dislike for people of wealth 
and that he championed the cause of the working man. 

On frequent occasions OSWALD found fault with EISENHOWER 
and TRUMAN and had been against the United States participation 
in the Korean War since OSWALD stated that one million men 
were killed in this war and nothing was accomplished. OSWAID 
had condemned EISENHOWER because of EISENHOWER'S poor tactics 
In the utilization of a tank unit at the time of the invasion 
of Europe. FELDE had the impression at the time of his 
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association with OSWALD that OSWALD was "left winged. 

According to FELDE, at the time that the eight-man squad 
was assigned to Camp Pendleton and was permitted to take 
their first weekend leave, the entire group took a taxi 
cab to Tia Juana, Mexico, at which point OSWALD left the 
. squad and was seen again only when the squad returned to 
Camp Pendleton. FEDLE said this was also true of at 
least four weekend leaves that the men took in Los Angeles. 
OSWALD would ride with the group to Los Angeles in a bus 
but would leave the rest of the men at the bus depot 
and would not be observed again until the squad returned 
to Camp Pendleton. 

FELDE recalled that OSWALD spent much of his time reading 
in Karine base libraries as well as in his quarters. During 
the time that he was at Camp Pendleton and also Jacksonville, 
Florida as well as Memphis, Tennessee, OSWALD was observed 
with a brown leatherette covered book with gold. Old English 
type letters about 250 pages thick, and a small blue book 
about 100 pages. FELDE did not know the exact nature of 
these books. FELDE stated that although he had been on the 
rifle range with OSWALD, he could not recall if he was a 
good shot or not. FELDE described OSWALD as being a good 
talker and having an excellent vocabularly.

In part this article deals with a speech at Vayne 
State University by HERBERT APTHEKER. The article stated 
that he had been called a communist by the House on Un-American 
Activities Committee.

"A Source advised in 1955, 1956 and 1957 that the 
Young Socialist Club of Wayne County, also known as Wayne 
University Young Socialist Club, Wayne Young Socialist Club, 
and Young Socialist Club (YSC) was organized on the campus 
of the Wayne State University, Detroit, Michigan, in the fall 
of 1954 through the efforts of the Detroit Branch, Socialist 
Workers Party (SWP). As a result of the University's action 
in banning the YSC from the campus in the spring of 1956, the 
YSC adopted the name Young Socialist Club of Wayne County and 
continued to function by using the facilities of the SWP for 
its headquarters. 

This Source advised that the YSC has been controlled 
and directed by members of the SWP from its inception to the 
present time. The purpose of the YSC was to afford the SWP an. 
opportunity to make contacts, recruit members into the SWP, 
and spread propaganda among the students and other young people. 

The constitution of the YSC states its purpose "shall 
be to unite young students, workers, and members of minority 
groups who wish to build and participate in an independent, 
militant, socialist group. It shall engage in a broad program 
of political, educational, and social activities, bringing 
socialist ideas to young people in an atmosphere of free and 
open discussion." 

Another Sourqe advised on August 20, . 1958, that the 
YSC was officially dissolved on August 18, 1958, as a tactical 
move by the youth fraction of the Detroit Branch SWP.

.When everything is in order this employee then 
stamps the date the application was personally presented 
on the execution part of the passport application. This 
date then becomes the date of the formal application for 
the passport. 

Mr. Maddox informed that the application, together 
with the money, be it a check, money order or cash, is then 
sent to his agency's cashier who inserts a part of the appli- 
cation in a cash register , and ,at the time the amount of money 
is "rung up" on the cash register, a date is also stamped by 
the cash register on the passport application. This date is

known as the cashier's date stamp. Hr. Maddox stated 
thereafter cards are made of the applicant's name and 
address for administrative handling and the applicant's

Mr. Maddox stated that generally the date 
shown by the cashier's date stamp and the date shown 
by the execution date stamp on the passport application 
would be the same except for the following reasons: 

He informed that his agency's office closes 
at 5 p.m. each weekday. However, at' 4 p.m. each week- 
day no additional applications and money are sent to the 
cashier. The cashier from 4 to 5 p.m. "balances out", 
that is, insures that the amount of money shown on the 
cashier's tab for that day balances with the amount of 
money on hand.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY * 

As has been previously reported, on September 27, 
1963, OSWALD registered at the Hotel del Comercio, Calle 
(Street) Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, Mexico City, under the 
name of LEE, HARVEY OSWALD. His name was continued in the 
guest records of the hotel through October 1, 19S3. He 
occupied room No. 18. 

According to the guest records of the hotel, MARIO 
RESENDIZ, Saltillo, Coahuila, Mexico, occupied room No. 21 
from September 26 through October 1, 1963, and GABRIEL 
CONTRERAS, Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua, Mexico, was a resident 
of room No. 14 from September 26 through October 1, 1963. 

INTERVIEW OF MARIO RESENDIZ VILLANUEVA 

On June 18, 1964, MARIoNlESENDIZ VILLANUEVA was 
located and interviewed at the Hotel del Comercio by a 
confidential source abroad, at which time he furnished the 
following information: 

He formerly resided with his sister in Saltillo, 
Coahuila, Mexico, but now resides at Progreso No. 103, 

Villa Frontera, Coahuila, Mexico, telephone number 103. He 
is self-employed, selling religious artifacts, jewelry, and 
curios which he buys in Tapachula, Chiapa6, Mexico, and sells 
throughout the Republic of Mexico. 


He comes to Mexico City at irregular intervals and 





usually stays at the Hotel del Comercio. He did not specifically 
recall staying at the hotel during the September-October , 1953, 
period mentioned above, but was certain he was there if the 
hotel record so indicated. 

RESEKDIZ was shown a number of photographs of LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD, He said this person wa6 unknown to him by 
name, photograph, or description and went on to state that 
he had never noted the presence of an African at the Hotel 
del Comercio, 

INTERVIEW OF GABRIEl\C0NTRERAS DVINA 
— ■ . . 

The following information was supplied by a 
confidential source who has furnished reliable information 
in the past: 

On Hay 23, 1964, the source located and interviewed 
GABRIEL CONTRERAS UVINA, who operates an electrical appliance 
shop at the corner of Gonzalez Ortega and Priuero de Kayo 
streets in Ciudad Camargo, Chihuahua, Mexico. The following 
information was supplied to the source by CONTRERAS: 

CONTRERAS was in Mexico City from September 26, 1963, 
to October 2, 1963, and resided at the Hotel del Comercio 
during that period. He always stays at this hotel when he 
visits Mexico City, which is approximately once every month. 

Following the assassination of President XENNEDY on 
November 22, 1963, CONTRERAS observed photographs of OSWALD 
in the press. He then recalled that on one occasion at lunch 
time while eating at the small restaurant next doer to the 
Hotel del Comercio he sat down at a table with as unknown 
American, It was necessary for him to occupy a table with 
this unknown American due to the crowded condition of the 
restaurant at the time. After observing the press photographs 
of OSWALD which appeared in connection with the publicity 
concerning the assassination, CONTRERAS reached the definite 
conclusion that OSWALD was identical with the unknown American ' 
with whom he had occupied a table in the restaurant. CONTRERAS 
advised the source that he did not exchange a single word with 
OSWALD since it appeared that the latter spoke no Spanish :*

As has been previously reported, investigation 
disclosed that one H. O, LEE, believed to be identical with 
OSWALD, departed Mexico City at 8:30 AM on October 2, 1963,

A total of sixteen passengers, Including LEE, boarded the bus 
in Mexico City with destinations of Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, 
Mexico; Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico; Laredo, Texas; and 
points beyond.

INTERVIEW OF MAXIMINO \ESQUIVEL~EIMON 

On June 14, 1964, MAXIMINO ESQUIVEL LIMCK, Amado 
Nervo No. 2454 Norte, Colonla Bella Vista, Monterrey, Nuevo 
Leon, Mexico, furnished the following information to a 
confidential source abroad: 

He is a welder. In late September, 1963, ho and 
three friends, CECILIO CARDENAS, PEDRO GONZALEZ, and JCSE 
CRUZ, all welders from Monterrey, went to Uruap&n, Miciicacan, 
Mexico, to seek employment.

On approximately October 2, 1963, ESC.UIVEL and his 
three friends left Guadalajara on a bus of a company called . 
"Camiones Azules" (Blue Buses) bound for San Luis Potosi. 

Upon arrival in the latter place they transferred to a 
Transportes del Norte bus which stopped there en route to 
Monterrey from Mexico City. It was his recollection that the 
bus left San Luis Potosi at approximately 11:00 AM. 

ESQUIVEL observed only two Americans on the Transportes 
del Norte bus. One was an elderly lady and the other was a 
young man, about twenty-five years of age, thin build, and 
having dark hair. The two Americans did not appear to be 
traveling together, but ESQUIVEL observed that they conversed 
fn English from time to time. The young man appeared to have 
been assigned a seat in front of the one assigned to the 
woman. (From investigation previously conducted it would 
appear that the ^lderly American woman is possibly identical 
with MARGARET A. /WOLFF, a passenger on the Transportes del 
Norte bus from Mexico City to Monterrey on October 2, 1353.) 

ESQUIVEL did not know the identity of either cf the 
Americans. He stated the young American man resembled the 
person appearing in photographs of LEE HARVEY OSWALD which 
were displayed to him, but he could not state definitely that 
the two were identical. 


INTERVIEW OF CECIL 10 ^ARDENA&xMENDEZ 


On June 15, 1964, the confidential source abroad 
interviewed CECIL 10 CARDENAS MENDEZ, Porfirio Diaz No, 716 
Sur, Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, who furnished the follow- 
ing information: 

Late in September, 1963, CARDENAS and three friends 
from Monterrey traveled to Uruapan, Michoacan, Mexico, to 
seek employment as welders. His three friends were identified 
s as MAXIMINO ESQUIVEL LIMON, PEDRO VgONZALEZ^YERENA , and JOSE 
''<£RUZ'QUELLAR, Unsuccessful in their efforts to obtain employ- 
ment, they decided to return to Monterrey, stopping at 
Guadalajara en route. 

About October 2, 1963, the four departed Guadalajara 
for San Luis Potosi on a bus of the company called "Camiones 
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C O N F ID E N T TA L 


Azules." Arriving in San Luis Potosi, they transferred to a 
Transportes del Norte bus which was en route to Monterrey from 
Mexico City, It was his recollection that this bus left 
San Luis Potosi at about 11:00 AM, 

CARDENAS noticed there were two Americans on the 
Transportes del Norte bus, an elderly lady and a young man. 

The lady appeared to be about sixty years of age, and the 
young man was about five feet ten Inches in height, had brown 
hair, wore dark glasses, and appeared to be about twenty-eight 
years of age. 

The lady appeared to be restless and walked up and 
down the aisle of the bus, occasionally occupying a sear at 
the rear of the bus where there was more room. She was 
observed conversing from time to time in English with the 
young man, who occupied a seat in front of the one designated 
for the lady. CARDENAS and his friends had boarded the bus 
with a bottle of tequila, and he recalled that one of his 
companions offered the lady a drink. She refused the drink, 
but appeared to be very amused at their antics. 

At Matehuala, San Luis Potosi, Mexico, the bus made 
a stop. Both the lady and the young man were observed by 
CARDENAS to leave the bus and enter the bus station. In 
addition to his dark glasses, which he did not remove at any 
time, the young man wore on his head a dark, narrow-brimmed, 
felt hat as he left the bus. He was observed going into and 
coming out of the men's rest room in the bus station. The 
young man and the lady reboarded the bus before it left 
Matehuala for Monterrey. 

CARDENAS and his companions terminated their txip 
at Monterrey, and he did not again observe either the young 
man or the lady. 

According to CARDENAS, photographs of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD displayed to him resembled the young man he observed 
on the bus, but he could not positively identify the young 
man as OSWALD, 

CARDENAS stated PEDRO GONZALEZ YERENA is presently 
employed with "Petroleos Mexicanos" (Mexican Petroleum Company) 
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at Coatzacoalcos , Veracruz, Mexico, under a foreman named 
CARLOS GARZA. He believes that JOSE CRUZ CUELLAR is presently 
employed with "Celulosa de Chihuahua” (Chihuahua Celulose 
Company) in Chihuahua, State of Chihuahua, Mexico, where the 
company is constructing a thermoelectric plant.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 

As has been previously reported, OSWALD, using the 
name of H. 0. LEE, is believed to have departed Mexico City 
at 8:30 AM on October 2, 1963, on bus No. 332 of a bus line 
called "Autobuses Transposes del Norte" (hereinafter referred 
to as Transportes del Norte). In Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, 

Mexico, passengers on bus No. 332 who were continuing on to 
Nuevo Laredo, Tamaullpas, Mexico, and Laredo, Texas, transferred 
to Transportes del Norte bus No. 373, which was driven by 
ALVARO IBARRA. 

Notations on the trip envelope for bus No. 373 showed 
that twelve passengers had boarded the bus in Monterrey with a 
final destination of either Nuevo Laredo or Laredo and that one 
passenger boarded the bus in Nuevo Laredo for Laredo. When 
the trip envelope was located at the Transportes del Norte 
headquarters in Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, it was found 
to contain a total of twenty tickets, ten covering travel 
from Monterrey to Laredo, nine for travel from Monterrey tc 
Nuevo Laredo, and one for travel from Nuevo Laredo to Laredo. 

When interviewed in Nuevo Laredo concerning the 
discrepancy between the notations appearing on the trip 
envelope and the actual number of tickets contained in the 
envelope, ALVARO IBARRA stated that the only explanation he 
could offer was that tickets from some other trip were inter- 
mingled with tickets of bus No. 373 for the trip from Monterrey 
to Laredo on October 2-3, 1963. He explained that, if the 
date stamps on the back of the tickets which were in the 
envelope correspond with the date stamps on the front of the 
trip envelope, then he, IBARRA, made ar error in recording 
the number of tickets Inside the trip envelope. He alic-ged 
that all tickets in the trip envelope should bear on th<i backs 
of the tickets a stamp similar to the one appearing on the 
trip envelope itself. The purpose of this inquiry was to 
establish whether this latter statement of IBARRA is correct.

When interviewed by a confidential source abroad 
on June 16, 1964, RAMON TREVINO QUEZADA, Vice President and 
General Manager of Transportes del Norte, Monterrey, Nuevo 
Leon, Mexico, advised that each Transportes del Norte bus 
ticket is date stamped on the reverse side by the ticket agent 
to reflect the date on which the ticket was actually sold. 

He said the date stamp on the ticket may or may not rr fleet 
the date on which the ticket was utilized. Ec pointed out 
that often tickets are purchased several days before travel 
is performed in order to insure that the passengers will have 
seats on the particular date on which they desire to travel. 

According to TREVINO, the trip envelope in which 
the bus driver places the tickets collected by him is also 
date stamped. He explained that the date stamp on the trip 
envelope ordinarily reflects the actual date of travel and 
that the date stamps appearing on the tickets themselves quite 
often will be different from the date stamp on the trip 
envelope in which they are placed.

Rolando Arcadio^&asferrefntojas, former Cuban Senator, 
newspaper editoiL_and leader of a notorious private array in Cuba 
known as "The Tigers", on April 19, 1963, stated that in regard 
to the eight so-called "fishermen" who were captured by the 
Cuban Government on February 21, 1963* on Elbow Cay, Bahamas, 
he had been previously contacted during January or early 
February 1963* relative to furnishing some arms to them. 

Masferrer advised that he had been asked to give some weapons 
to a group which was going to be infiltrated into Cuba and 
was informed that the group were members of the 30bh November 
Revolutionary Movement. 

/ 

Masferrer further stated that of the group of eight 
who were captured by the Cuban Government at Elbow Cay, Eahamas 
on February 21, 1963 , he had been told that five were bcr.afide 
fishermen and three were revolutionaries who were members of 
the 30th of November Revolutionary Movement. Of the three 
30th of November Revolutionary Movement members, Masferrer said 
he was absolutely positive that Eumeil^Vviera.Mollineda was a 
30th of November member. \ 

Masferrer, on April 19, 1963* stated that after he had 
been requested to furnish arms to the group being infiltrated 
j into Cuba, he had given instructions to Antonio Rojas, his 
representative in Miami, Florida, to relinquish some weapons 
to this group. Masferrer stated that from the arms belonging 
to his organization in the Miami area, the 30th of November . 
Revolutionary Movement was given two Garands, two Carbines and 
two Tokarevs. Masferrer advised that the Tokarev is a Russian 
gun of 7.63 calibre, self-loading, which sells for about $40 in 
the United States and is available for purchase through mall 
order. Masferrer said that the Tokarev guns obtained by his 
organization were bought from a gun dealer in California, name 
not known, which had been obtained from a magazine advertisement.

Rolando Masfcrrer, on May 27, 19^3, advised that he : 
had had no further contact with the 30th of November Revolutionary 
Movement either in New York or in Ki3mi, Florida. Nasferrer 
said he h3s not been associated with the 30th of November 
Revolutionary Movement, but his policy has been to assist 
groups in the United States which are capable of going to 
Cuba to fight the Cuban Government, since neither he nor his 
organization can go to Cuba. Masferrer advised further that 
as a result of the recent ban imposed upon Cuban exiles by 
the United States, he has issued* instructions that no one 
from his organization should furnish any weapons to any yrcup 
until the Cuban exile position in the United States is 
clarified relative to the recent ban imposed upon Cubans 
against armed attacks on Cuba.

The April 6, i960, edition of "The New York Times” 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned "Hhat 
Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC In New York City and declared the FPCC intended 
to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to 


neutralize the distorted American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 19-1# 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. 
CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROES?.? TABER 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he ana TAEIR 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of tha afcre-mentioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963# a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FFCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SUP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. However, during the 
past year this source observed there has been a successful 
effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and 
other organizations in the FPCC so that today their inf las nee 
is negligible. 

On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters of the PPCC is located in Room 329 at 
799 Broadway, New York City. According to this source, the 
position of National Office Director was treated ir. the ?. 11 
of 1962 and was filled by VINCENT "TED" LEE, who no.; formu- 
lates FPCC policy. This source observed LEE has followed a 
course of entertaining and accepting the cooperation of many 
other organizations including the CP and the SV/F when he has 
felt it would be to his personal benefit as well as the RFCC's. 
However, LEE has indicated to this source he has no Intension 
of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by any other 
organization. LEE feels the FPCC should advocate resumption 
of diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States 
and support the right of Cubans to manage their revolution 
without interference from other nations, but not support 
the Cuban revolution per se.

Prensa Latina (PL) is a Cuban news agency with 
headquarters in Havana, Cuba, and branches throughout the 
world. Prensa Latina, which was organized in Cuba on 
June 16, 1959* follows in its releases an editorial 
policy which is anti-United States and p^o-Soviet Union. 

On April 16, 1962 , Prensa Latina filed a state- 
ment with the United States Department of Justice conceding 
that the agency receives the sum of $125,000 (Cuban) 
monthly fi*om Radio Difusora Nacional, an agency of or 
under the supervision of a ministry of the Government 
of the Republic of Cuba. 

On April 18 , 19o2, Prensa Latina entered a 
plea of nolo contendere in Federal District Court, 
Washington, D. C., to a charge of failure to comply 
with the provisions of the Foreign Agents Registration 
Act of 1938, as amended, and was fined $ 2 , 000 .

The only other activity by the group had been the 
sponsoring of study groups, usually of 15 to 20 
individuals, at various residences to discuss Cuba's 
problems. Collections were taken up and funds collected 
for the cause at these meetings. Any money collected 
above expenses was forwarded periodically to the 
organization's headquarters in Miami. 

The December ‘30, 1963 issue of "El Correo", the bulletin 
of the SNFE, made reference to a Joint meeting recently held 
by the SNFE in conjunction with members of the Directorlo 
Revoluclonarlo Estudlantll (DRE), another anti-Castro exile

The information bulletin of the SNFE for August, 1963,

The Fair Play for Cuba Committee - Chicago 
Chapter (FPCC-CC), which was formed in the summer of 
I960, under the direct guidance of Richard Criley, a 
member of the state committee. Communist Party (CP) 
of Illinois, continued to operate in 1963 until about . * 

the time of the death of President Kennedy, Since his ^ 
death the Chicago Chapter has been inactive although 
there has been no formal dissolution of the chapter. 

During July, 1963, the FPCC distributed a leaflet 
entitled "What is the Fair Play for Cuba Committee?". 

This leaflet reflects the FPCC is part of the Institute 
for Improvement of Inter- American Relations, a non-profit 
educational organization incorporated under the laws of the 
State of New York. In the interest of improved relations 
between the people of the United States and Cuba, the * 
committee devotes itself to the presentation of facts and 
information to help Americans understand the history and 
the aspirations of the Cuban people so that they can 
better judge for themselves the developing events. The 
FPCC is presently urging support of the following 
measures: , 

1. Re-establishment of the right of American 
citizens to travel to Cuba so that they may see and judge 
events there for themselves. • 




2. The reopening of normal trade with Cuba. 
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*' * 3. Renegotiations with Cuban authorities of 

the Irritating and humiliating terms of the lease on 
Guantanouo Naval Rase. 

4. Restoration of full diplomatic relations with 
the presont government of Cuba and observance of our 
international commitment not to Interfere In the Internal 
affairs of any Latin American countries, 

5. Immediate withdrawal of all aid by our 
government or any government agoncies to counter-revolutionary 
groups. 

6. Include Cuba in the international cultural 
exchange program. 

In 1963 the FPCC-CC had no offices in Chicago. 

It received mail through Post Office Box 4474, Chicago 80, 
Illinois. 
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Tbe ."Chicago Dally News**, a newspaper published 
dally at Chicago, Illinois, on January 16, 1962, reported 
that JohnAossen, during a debate on November 29, 1961, 
admitted'iie was a former .Communist and said, "I quit when 
the Russians vent into Hungary." 
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In 1963 the bank account of this organization 
reflected balances seldom exceeding $100.00, and deposits 
sere In similar small amounts. Borne of the moneys expended 
sere traced to the national office of the FPCC. It also 
appeared during the early fall of 1963 that the organization 
expended minor sums to the "National Guardian" and 
"The Worker." 

"The Worker" Is an East Coast Communist 
newspaper. 

Meetings of the FPCC-CC during 1963 were 
infrequent and spasmodic. During this period there •• 
was friction in leadership noted between the so-called 
Communist and Trotzkylte groups represented in leadership. 
There was concern regarding curtailment of meetings and one 
interested member In February, 1963, Indicated that If 
meetings were not regularly held "It would bo the end of 
FPCC." 
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During Kay, 1963, Wa^FPCC-CC sponsored a 
public meeting at which V. T^Lep, Executive Secretary 
ofjt.he national FPCC; and Dlck/Fldler, a student iron r 
the University of Toronto, Toronto, Canada, appcai*od 
as speakers. Lee stated that as Cuba progresses socially, 
economically, and militarily, It sots a flno pattern and 
example for workers in other Latin Amorlcan countries. 
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Fid let spoke of tbo tremendous progress In Cuba under 
Castro despite the unfair attitude of the United States, 
based on bis observation and mingling with the common 
citizens of Cuba; and he attributed the rationing and 
shortage of food and clothing to the unreasonable' 
blockade by the United 8tates. This meeting was 
peacefully picketed by a group of anti-Castro groups 
In Chicago who passed out handbills warning of Russian 
"peaceful co-existence." fa t \fi 

In October, 1963, the FvCC-CC sponsored a 
public meeting at which CedricoCox,- New Democratic 
Party member of the British.-Columbia Legislature; 
and JohnlCoatsworth, a. student ~at_the University of 
fis conglU*. appeared as speakers. " Both related their 
experiences in Cuba, commented favorably on Cuba and the 
Castro government, and castigated the United States 
Government for its attitude toward Cuba. A collection 
was taken at this meeting for funds to aid students 
Indicted for traveling to Cuba. 



1;. During October and early November, 1963, 

the FPCC-CC mailed an appeal for contributions for 
disaster relief in Cuba, indicating that the funds could 
be sent to the Emergency Committee for Disaster Relief to 
*’-» . Cuba, the American Friends Service Committee (AFSC), 
Chicago, or to the FPCC-CC, which organization would 
turn the money ovor to the AFSC. This mailing included 
an appeal to the same cause on the letterhead of the 
FPCC at New York. 

The North Side Branch of the FPCC-CC held 
meetings in April, Ha y, June, July, and September, 1963. 
These meetings were concerned with election of officers, 
preparation of a leaflet to present the facts on Cuba, 
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and a report by two members of a recent visit to Moxlco 
in which they characterized the university students in 
Mexico as "pro-Castro” and the government as "anti-Castro." 
At a meeting In July, 1963, the group discussed present 
alas of the FPCC, which included recruiting of new 
members; and nationally, a campaign to effoct trade 
resumption with Cuba and restore travel to Cuba for 
United States citizens. 

The South Side Branch of the FPCC-CC held 
meetings In April and June, 1963, and a fund-raising 
garden party In July, 1963. In April, John Rosson 
led a discussion on "New Developments in Latin America," 
in which he spoke of the courage of the Cuban people 
in backing the Castro regime and supporting the socialistic 
program of agrarian reform fashioned after the Soviet 
Union's land reform; and he stated that the Soviet Union 
foresaw the needs of the Cuban people and came to their 
rescue, whereas the United 8tates closed its eyes as to 
the urgent need of economic reform of the Cuban people. 

In June, 1963, tho group made plans to initiate new 
Interest in supporting the Castro regime in Cuba among 
the younger generation. They also discussed tho United 
States Government's ban on travel to Cuba and listened 
to a recording of an Interview of Castro on his roturn 
from the Soviet Union. 

It is noted that during 1963 the Socialist 
Yorkers Party - Chicago Branch (8YP-CB) took an active 
Interest and part in the activities of thoEPCC-CC, and 
discussion of FPCC activities were a regular part of 
each meeting of the SWP-CB, during which a resume of 
current FPCC activities was given and plans formulated 
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f64r ftlrthor activities of the FPCC-CC. However, in early 
November, 1063, it was announced that all SKP-CB members 
would withdraw from the organization since it had 
nothing to offer and was not attracting anyone* Members 
were instructed to give no publicity to this withdrawal, r 

there have been no meetings or other organizational 
activities on the part of the FPCC-CC since eafiLy November, 
1063, prior to the death of President Kennedy, and the 
organization i^ to all intents and purposes, defunct. 

However, on December 31, 1963, an article in the 
"Chicago American**, a newspaper published daily at 
Chicago, quoted John Rossen, Chairman of the FPCC-CC 
as stating that he did not believe published reports 
of the dissolution of the national FPCC, and that the 
FPCC-CC will not be disbanded.

newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned "What 
Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation of 
the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. 
CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER as 
organizers of the FPCC.. He also testified he and TABER obtained 
funds from the Cuban Government which were applied toward the cost 
of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC 
policy. However, during the past year this source observed there 
has been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the 
role of these and other organizations in the FPCC so that today 
their influence is negligible. 

On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 799 
Broadway, New York City. According to this source, the position 
of National Office Director was created in the Fall of 1962 and 
was filled by VINCENT "Ted" LEE, who now formulates FPCC policy. 
This source observed LEE has followed a course cf entertaining 
and accepting the cooperation of many other organizations 
including the CP and the SWP when he has felt it would be to 
bis personal benefit as well as the FPCC's. However, LEE has 
indicated to this source he has no intention of permitting FPCC 
policy to be determined by any other organization. LEE feels the 
FPCC should advocate resumption of diplomatic relations between 
Cuba and the United States and support the right of Cubans to 
>manage their revolution without interference from other nations, 
but not support the Cuban revolution per se.

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A source advised in October, 1960, that the Chicago 
Chapter of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC) was formed 
during the summer of 1960 at Chicago, Illinois, under the direct 
guidance and leadership of RICHARD CRILEY, a member of the State 
Committee, Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. 

A second source in August, 1960, furnished a leaflet 
entitled, "What Is Really Happening in Cuba?" distributed by 
the FPCC in Chicago. The aims and purposes of the FPCC as set 
forth in this leaflet Include the following^ "To disseminate 
the truth, to combat untruth; to publish and distribute factual 
imformation which the United States mass media suppresses. In 
general, to contribute to foundations for peace, friendship, and ' 
understanding between ourselves and the Cuban people." The 
leaflet reflects the FPCC plans to accomplish these aimst- "By 
mailing of Informational bulletins; organizing public meetings 
and forums; providing speakers, movies, and slides for meetings 
of interested organizations, placing ads in newspapers; to visit 
Cuba and see for themselves what conditions really are." 

A third source advised that as of May 9, 1963, this 
Committee continued to exist, with the same aims and purposes, 
but under the direction and leadership of former communists, 
communist sympathizers, members of the Socialist Workers Party 
and others who are pro-CASTRO supporters •

On January 17, 1964, SA JOSEPH NOONAN, Secret 
Service, Chicago, Illinois, advised as follows: 

On January 3, 1964, LLOYD JOHN VILSON appeared 
before Judge HARRY CAMERFORD, Branch 42A, Municipal Court, 
Chicago, Illinois. Judge CAMERFORD dismissed the local 
charge of disorderly conduct against VILSON in favor of 
the federal charge of threatening President LYNDON B. 

JOHNSON. On this dame date, VILSON was taken before United 
States Commissioner C. S. BENTLEf PIKE, Chicago, at which 
time his attorney, RAYMOND SMITH, requested a hearing. 

VILSON was held in custody in lieu of $25,000 bond, and the 
date for his hearing was set as January 10, 1964. 

On January 9, 1964, Assistant United States Attorney 
JAMES B. SLOAN, Chicago, appeared before United States District 
Court Judge ABRAHAM L. MAR0V1TZ to request a sanity hearing 
for VILSON. Judge MAROVITZ directed that VILSON be given a 
psychiatric examination by WILLIAM H. HAINES, M.D. , Director 
of Behavior Clinic for the Criminal Court of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County. Judge MAROVITZ set January 16, 1964 as the 
date when tkis psychiatric examination report would be sub- 
mitted. 

On January 16, 1964, Judge MAROVITZ received the 
report of Dr. HAINES. Dr. HAINES, in bis report, set forth 
that he did not have the benefit of any prior psychiatric 
examinations of WILSON and was unacquainted with the back- 
ground of this subject. Dr. HAINES further made clear that 
his examination of VILSON was confined specifically to two 
questions: 1) Is VILSON able to understand the nature of . 

the legal proceedings and the charge placed against him? 


and 2) Could VILSON properly assist in his own defense 
and cooperate with his counsel? Dr. HAINES' report reflects 
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that. his examination Indicated to him that WILSON is capable ^ 
of: 1) Understanding the nature of the proceedings, and 

2) To properly assist in his own defense and cooperate 
with his counsel. 

Based on this report, Judge MAROVITZ directed 
Assistant United States Attorney SLOAN to prepare an order 
reflecting the results of the above examination. 

On January 17, 1964, before Assistant United 
States Attorney SLOAN had completed th6 drafting of the 

resur^of a psychiatric examination ordered by the Municipal 
Court of Chicago following the subject's arrest on December 19, 
1963. At ♦ ached to the sam^regor^^a supplemental wherein 
an associate o^l^HnBBBflBSB reflected that 
owing his examination of WILSON on Decern

On this same date, Judge MAROVITZ ordered that 
WILSON be transported forthwith to the Medical Center for 
Federal Prisoners, Springfield, Missouri, at which location 
he was to undergo a psychiatric examination to determine his 
ability to stand trial. Judge MAROVITZ indicated at the 
time of this order that Dr. HAINES* report had made it clear 
that Dr. HAINES had no background information on WILSON at 
the time of his examination, and he therefore felt that 
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Dr. HAINES' examination did not sufficiently settle the 
subject's mental condition in order that the Court could 
make a Judicial decision as to WILSON'S sanity. 

On April 8, 1964, Assistant United States Attorney 
JAKES B. SLOAN advised SA DENNIS W. SHANAHAN that be bad 
received no information to date concerning the subject's 
• mental examination at Springfield, Missouri. He advised 
that no further legal developments would occur until such 
time as the psychiatric examination was completed. 

AT SPRINGFIELD, MISSOURI 

On January 31, 1964, MELVIN LEMONS, Secretary to 
the Warden, Medical Center for Federal Prisoners, advised 
SA JAMES A. MITCHELL that WILSON had been received at this 
institution on January 25, 1964. Mr. LEMONS advised that 
it is normally 90 days before any determination of mental 
competency is made. WILSON's classification date was 
scheduled for March 25, 1964. Mr. LEMONS noted that the 
Honorable Judge A. L. MAROV1TZ, Northern District of Illinois, 
Chicago, Illinois, had requested that WILSON's psychiatric 
examination be completed within 15 days or such reasonable 
time thereafter in order to give the subject a thorough 
mental examination.

Committee (FPCC) . Contact with these same sources in 1963 
also failed to indicate the existence of significant activity 
on the part of subject organization in New Orleans with, of 
course, the exception of the overt and publicized efforts of 
Lee Harvey Oswald as set forth below. 

On August 9, 1963, Lee Harvey Oswald was arrested 
by officers of the New Orleans Police Department, New Orleans, 
Louisiana, on a charge of "Disturbing the Peace." His arrest 
resulted from an altercation he had on that date with three 
anti-Castro Cubans who had objected to Oswald's distribution 
of FPCC literature on Canal Street on August 9, 1963.

He was reported to have appeared in a debate against two anti- 
Castro individuals on a local radio station in New Orleans on

The nonexistence/of a chapter of subject organization 
in New Orleans in 1963 is^/conf irmed by an excerpt taken from 
a letter written by V. T<^Lee, National Director of the FPCC, 
dated May 28, 1963, at Jjtew York, and directed to Lee Harvey 
Oswald in New Orleans.

He 
added that Alpha 66 works “in' close cooperation with the 
organizations known as the Second National Front o^Escambray 
(SNFE) and the/Movimento Revolucionario del Pueblo,^ Re volu- 
tionary Movement of the People). He stated that these are 
separate and distinct organizations, and that he is the 
delegate of all three listed organizations in New Orleans, \ 
headquarters of all three being located in Miami, Florida. 

He listed as the objective of subject organization the 
following: The collection of contributions and donations to 

acquire funds to wage war against Fidel Castro. He explained 
that all funds collected in New Orleans are sent to head- 
quarters in Miami, Florida. 

A source reported on May 8, 1964, that a public 
meeting sponsored by subject organization was held in New 
Orleans on April 29, 1964. One of the speakers at this 
meeting was Anton i 9 <^?^ciana of SNFE Headquarters in Miami. 

The source quoted "Veciana as stating that the purpose of the 
meeting was to request medical supplies, food, moral support 
and money. Veciana allegedly stated that no request was 
being made for arms, as they already had arms outside of the 
United States. 

A source close to Luis Bretos contacted in 1963 on 
a continuing basis reported the existence in New Orleans in 
1963 of a delegate of subject organization and identified the 
delegate as Luis Bretos. 

Another source close to Luis Bretos reported in 
September and October, 1963, that Bretos' activity was very 
limited from the standpoint of collecting funds for subject 
organization destined to be sent to its headquarters in Miami.

Carlos Jose Bringuier advised on August 6, 1962, 
that at that time he had recently been named delegate, at 
New Orleans, Louisiana, of the Directorio Revolucionario 
Estudiantil (DRE), which name is translated to English as 
Student Revolutionary Directorate. He also advised that 
he was the only member of the DRE in New Orleans. He 
advised that the headquarters of DRE are located in Miami, 
Florida. The records of Immigration and Naturalization 
Service at New Orleans reflect Bringuier's full name as 
used in Spanish-^p&aking Countries as Carlos Jose del 
Sagrado Corazon^Dringuier/Exposito. He presently resides 
at 501’ Adele Street, Apartment F, in New Orleans. 

A source reported in 1963 that the only activity 
of the DRE at New Orleans was carried on by Carlos/Bringuier, 
the delegate of the DRE in New Orleans. This source stated 
that Bringuier's activities on behalf of the subject organi- 
zation usually Involved comments by Bringuier to further 
the anti-Castro cause, which comments usually find their way 
into some branch of the news media. 

Another source who is a leader in anti-Castro 
activities in the New Orleans area advised on May 28, 1963, 
that the DRE has to his knowledge no members in New Orleans 
but is represented in New Orleans by a single delegate, 
namely Carlos Bringuier. This source described subject 
organization in New Orleans as a propaganda-type organization 
whose headquarters are located in Miami, Florida. 

On June 2, 1964, both of the above sources, each 
of whom . has a close contact with Carlos Bringuier, reiterated 
individually that to their knowledge subject organization is 
represented in New Orleans solely by Carlos Bringuier. They ;

The first known activity of "Alpha 66" (A-66) in 
Los Angeles was a hastily prepared press conference at its 
newly opened headquarters at 164 Glendale Boulevard, Los. 
Angeles, on April 18, 1963. This was attended by about , 

40 Cuban exiles and three reporters, and was directed by x 
RENJ/VALDES, who deferred to himself as the local "cell 
leader" of A-66. VALDES criticized the Administration for 
frustrating the efforts of Cuban refugees to rid their country 
of the regime of FIDEL CASTRO*

VALDES was interviewed by TOM DUGGAN on the latter's 
television show on April 25, 1963. VALDES told of raids on 
Cuba, but said they were not launched from within the United 
States. ...... 


A public meeting sponsone^oy A-66 was held in Los 
Angeles on May 19, 1963. ANDRES/fJARGEN, the General Secre- 
tary of A-66 in Miami, presented a tape-recorded speech of 
^NTONHOECIANA, General Co-ordinator of the organization in 
Miami. / f | . ; • 

SAROEN visited the FBI Office in Los Angeles on 
May 29, 1963 and said he had learned that RENE VALDES, the 
local representative of A-66, had been connected with the 
July 26 Movement (J26M) and was possibly a "G-2 Agent" with 
the Cuban Government. 

The J26M is a revolutionary organization, 
founded and led by FIDEL CASTRO, the present 
j Prime Minister of Cuba. It was dissolved in * 
late 1962, when it was absorbed into the r 
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X Integrated Revolutionary Organization in 

r Cuba, along with the Communist Party of 

. Cuba and the other principal political 
parties. 

RENE VALDES stated on June 22, 1963, that he had 
been visited at his residence by two local members of the 
Second National Front of Escambray (SNFE) - Alpha 66. 

These men said it was known by them that inquiries had been 
made about VALDES in the past, supposedly because he was a 
communist. VALDES said he visited Miami in December, 1962 
and met ANTONIO VECIANA, leader of A -66. VECIANA appointed 
VALDES as General Delegate of A-66 in Los Angeles, and the 
letter of appointment bore no mention of SNFE. VALDES 
developed an organization of 17 members Just before the 
meeting of May 19, 1963, at which VECIANA was to speak. 
Instead. SARGEN came. VALDES had read of the merger of SNFE 
and A-66, and added the name of SNFE to the window of the 
headquarters. SARGEN criticized VALDES for placing A-66 
in the forefront and relegating SNFE to a minor role, and 
said A-66 was only a "front" for the SNFE. VALDES then wrote 
to VECIANA and asked him if A-66 existed or was a front for 
the organization, and received a reply from VECIANA saying 
it was desired that VALDES relinquish his position as Gen- 
eral Delegate in favor of MANOLO^MESA. VALDES learned from 
TIRSO DEL/JUNCO that VECIANA had split with almost the 
* ' entire membership of A-66 and had gone over to SNFE, taking 
the name A-66 with him. 


In September, 1963, SARGEN, as Organizational 
Secretary of Second National Front of Escambray (SNFE) 
sent a letter to ALFREDQ>RONDON at the Los Angeles head- 
quarters of SNFE, A-66 and the Movimiento Revolucionario del 
Pueblo (MRP), This letter consisted of instructions on 
how to conduct training of men for a specialized reserve 
brigade in various types of guerrilla warfare.

1 ELOY GUTIERREZ MENOYO came to Los Angeles 
October 11, 1963, and appeared at a public meeting of the 
Los Angeles delegation of A-66, He announced that the organ- 
ization would be in Cuba in less than six months. 



y An undated circular letter issued by the SNFE, A -66 ; /% 

and MRP, California delegation, was printed in the Los 
Angeles area in November, 1963. This letter said A-66 waa -•'■‘V 
created to offer positive military action against CASTRO 
and his regime of terror. It said the organization had 
joined forces with the SNFE and MRP, and all were working 
together in the "Omega Plan". Ihe letter asked for support 
in the way of war supplies, medicine and money. 

On December 18, 1963, ALFREDO RONDON, Delegate 
of A-66 in Los Angeles, held a press conference in which he 
! said plans were completed for a revolutionary invasion of 
Cuba coordinated .with internal uprising, by March, 1964, 
and that the revolution would be led by A-06, SNFE and MRP, 
and the operation would be led by Major ELOY GUTIERREZ 
MENOYO, then in Miami.

(GREATER LOS ANGELES CHAPTER) 


The Pair Play for Cuba Co rani t tee (PPCC) was fanned 
In New York City In Spring, I960, under the sponsorship of 
certain well-known pro-communists and "liberals" for the an- 
nounced purpose of defending the "truth" hbout Cuba from 
distortion by Cuba's enemies. A Greater Los Angeles Chapter 
of the PPCC was formed in Los Angeles, California in December, 
I960, under the stimulus of the Socialist Workers Party's 
branch in Los Angeles. The latter was able to dominate and 
control its activities without difficulty until the Communist 
Party's Southern California District was able to gain a 
foothold in the chapter's executive committee in 1962 and a 
share in the control of the chapter. The Communist Party 
gradually gained the ascendancy thereafter, the Socialist 
Workers Party showing diminishing interest in the chapter in 
view of its having lost much of its former popular appeal, but 
retaining control of certain key positions in it in view of 
the possibility a re-invasion of Cuba might revive its value. 
Following the assassination of President KENNEDY, the Los 
Angeles chapter sponsored only one fund-raising affair and 
then quietly ceased activity. (Both the Socialist Workers 
Party and the Communist Party have been cited by the Attorney 
General of the United States under Executive Order 10450.) 

The Los Angeles Chapter sponsored a social to raise 
funds for "medical aid to Cuba" on January 9 » 1963* which was 
attended by about 100 persons. On January 14, 1963# it Issued 
a leaflet setting forth the texts of telegrams it had sent to 
President KENNEDY and Secretary General U-THANT of the United 
Nations, copies of which had been sent to representatives of 
all Latin American nations to the United Nations, protesting 
against "threatened" re-invasion of Cuba and alleged efforts 
on the part of the United States to "starve" Cuba, and asking 
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that similar protests be sent by readers. On January 31# 

1963# it presented a symposium on Cuba at its membership 
meeting, which was attended by about 30 persons. At this 
meeting a motion was passed to picket Secretary of State t : 
DEAN RUSK on the occasion of his appearance at the Palladium ; ~ 
in Los Angeles on February 13# 1963. On that date, however, 
the chapter desisted from picketing in compliance with a 
decision of its executive committee to restrict itself to the 
distribution of an "Open Letter to Secretary of State DEAN 
RUSK", calling for the resumption of diplomatic and trade 
relations with Cuba. (• ./ 

On April 5, 196 3, VINCENT TED LEE, National Director 
of the FPCC, spoke before a gathering of about 300 persons 
under the sponsorship of the Los Angeles chapter, commenting 
cn his visit to Cuba in January, 1963 and arguing the necessity 
for the resumption of diplomatic and trade relations with Cuba 
as well as travel to Cuba, in the supposed Interest of peace. 

On April 25# 1963# the principal business conducted by the 
chapter at its membership meeting, was an election of officers 
(left unfinished at its membership meeting in January). A 
leaflet issued by the chapter on June 20, 1963# asked for 
volunteers to distribute 5#000 copies of "a new national 
leaflet opposing the travel ban". According to its "Newsletter” 
dated July, 1963# the chapter sent a wire to President KENNEDY 
on June 26, 1963# urging f ' immediate strict restraint of 
counter-revolutionary Cuban residents". At its membership 
meeting on June ,27, 1963# the topic of the featured speaker

for Solidarity with Cuba", By leaflet it solicited partici- 
pation in a mass meeting on June 28, 1963, sponsored by 
another organization in Los Angeles in protest against scheduled 
hearings of the House Committee on Un-American Activities in Los 
Angeles on unauthorized travel to Cuba, the chairman of the 
chapter being one of those subpoenaed to appear. On July 
26, 1963# it sponsored a "July 26th" social at the residence 
of one of its executive committee members. 


On October 14, 1963# STEVE ROBERTS, West Coast 
Representative of the FPCC and member of the Socialist Workers 
Party, said that the FPCC sent wires to President KENNEDY and 
President DORTICOS of Cuba regarding the Cuban hurricane disaster, 
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On October 20, 1963 , the chapter sponsored the appearance of 


four American students who had traveled to Cuba without govern- 
ment authorization at a "Right to Travel" meeting, which was 
attended by about 200 persons and picketed by about 75 anti- 


Castro Cubans. A leaflet issued by the chapter stated that 
its executive committee had already sent $125. 00" to Cuba" 
in connection with Cuban disaster relief and requested attend- 
ance at its "emergency" membership meeting on November 7# 

1963 , for the same purpose. 




On November 22, 1963 , the executive committee of 
the Los Angeles chapter met to determine Its position in 
view of the assassination of President KENNEDY. Following 
discussion, marked by tension, the participants often shouting 
at one another, it was decided to issue a press release. Its 
"Statement on President's Assassination" dated November 23# 
1963 condemned the assassination, deplored the use of murder 
to arouse public hysteria, and stated in part: "We have no 

personal knowledge of the man who has been accused of the 
President's murder. But the deed itself is entirely contrary 
to the principles of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee, with 
which his name has been associated." On December 14. 1963 , 
the chapter sponsored a "5th Birthday Party for Cuba" for the 
benefit of Cuban disaster relief, which was attended by 
about 200 persons.

On December 8, 1963* Manuel Ray was scheduled 
to be the main speaker at a public meeting sponsored by 
JURE in Los Angeles. Ray also planned to speak before 
various colleges and universities while in the Los Angeles 
area. 

During 1963# the Los Angeles branch of JURE was 
under the leadership of Jose M>-Estevez, who reportedly 
is opposed to Pidel Castro, but generally is in favor of 
his policies and the communist type of government he has 
established in Cuba.

On October 25, 1963, SF T-l furnished information 
that the San Francisco delegation of Second National Front 
of Escambray (Operation Alpha 66) was initiated in San j 
Francisco during September, 1963. According to this isource,' 
it was formed after an official of Alpha 66, NAZARIo^jARGEN, 
had -been in Los Angeles on Alpha 66 business, at whicn^time ’ . 
OSCAR'“GOijEZ v, VIDAL from San Francisco went to Los Angeles 
to visit with NAZARIO SARGEN. This source advised that 
following this visit OSCAR GOMEZ was requested by letter 
to organize a delegation of Alpha 66 in the San Francisco 
area. The source noted that OSCAR GOMEZ was appointed 
general delegate for the San Francisco group. This source 
was of the opinion that the leadership of Alpha 66 in Miami, 
Florida, felt that there was a need for a delegation of 
Alpha 66 in San Francisco due to the increased number of 
Cuban refugees residing in the San Francisco area. The 
source stated that the purpose of the San Francisco delegation 
was solely to raise funds in order to support and strengthen 
that organization on a nation-wide scale. SF T-l stated that 
the San Francisco delegation of Alpha 66 commenced holding 
meetings on Friday nights in the basement of one of its 
members who lived at 965 South Van Ness Avenue, San Francisco. 
SF T-l stated that the attendance at the meetings was small 
claiming that only between ten and fifteen people attended 
these meetings. 

On December 27, 1963, SF T-2 furnished information 
that the local delegation of Alpha 66 had rented a store at 
228 Church Street, San Francisco, which had been converted 
into a combination headquarters and meeting hall.

V/e were reminded 
of certain shooting contests hold in various countries, Hexico 
for example. There is a contest for shooting fans that is 
performed with a lamb which is released .v • -c point and runs • 
through tho hills. I believe it runs so.-: h. ? meters and while it 
is moving one is permitted to fire three ri at it. The best 
marks, .ca, having enough time and being c. .In while tho animal is 
running tho 200 meters, very rarely hit at twice. It is very 
difficult and it is very extraordinary when they can hit it three 
time- while taking a lot •. time and being absolutely calm and 
quiet. In general this v... not done with rifles with telescopic 
sights but with rifles with what they call Lyman sights, which is 
tho type of sight used by she North American Gr.rand riflos, and 
with some shooting rifles that have a small circlo for a sight in 
the center of which the targot is placed. 
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To fire with one fires much better tgfch that typo of rifle 

than with a tej^scopic sight because ono c^s not lose eight of 
the target. And according to the cables they wo re talking about 
a rifle with a 4 by 13-pov/er (sight — ed.). That is a riflo that 
brings the target very close. The more powerful the sight tho 
pore sensitive it is to any movement and the target gets lost* V..

A telescopic sight is a weapon used for firing 300, 400, 600, and • 
even 600 metex*s and even more. And the comrades who came in tho 
Granna — many of then — could hit a plate at 6C0 meters, with a 
rifle, sitting down, and not snapping off shots. It is the riflo # 
of a marksman for distance firing. It is really strange that one 
who is going to make an 80-meter shot from a window would purchase 
a rifle with a telescopic sight when any other type of weapon 
without a telescopic sight would have been much more appropriate 
for a shot at that distance. That is one of the strange . 
circumstances that are alx*eady beginning to be seen. 

Another detail that called my attention is that the rifle was 
purchased by mail for 12.23 or something that that; that is, 

12 dollax*s. A good sight like that one, alone, is worth the 
12 dollars and more. In what part of the world do they sell 
high-powered rifles with telescopic sights through catalogues 
for 12.28? We bought a few of those rifles and we know what tbey 
are worth, and we had the need to buy many sights and vo know 
what the sights cost. That was anctm-x* strange fact. 

But a series, of things which are really strange began to accumulate. 
It is supposed that a am has a rifle rith a telescopic sight in 
order to fire with safety from a distance and assure accuracy again: 
a fixed target ox* against a moving tax'get. t'hen you fire against 
a coving target the telescopic sight becomes a hindrance. This 
| weapon is used to fire accurately from a distance. In othex* words 
the individual who would try to use a telescopic sight would do so 
in an attempt to get accuracy and safety. In this case, against a 
moving target, SO metex's away, accuracy was not sought and tho 
curious thing is that safety was also not sought. 

Because it is vex*y strange, and this is what reveals that a fanatic 
was not involved hero, in cy opinion. And in these mattex*s one^ 
must always base oneself on opinion, on suppositions, .at in tao 
first place it is undeniable that a fanatic — probably i. would bo 
the first time in history that a fanatic— probably it would e tho 
first time in. history that a fanatic has used a telescopic c-gbt. 
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It would bo theittrst tiao in history. Parties havo used 
revolvers, pist®s, hand grenades, but nev™ telescopic sights. 

And what is wore, in general, fanatics do not oporato froa a 
fifth floor window.

pore we have the strange case that tho accused, the alleged assassin, 
fires froa his place of employment .

. that Is if bo is not a fanatic — somebody who is paid, who intends 
to escape, is willing to perpetrate such a crime froa the. very 
place ho works. A place where he would bo identified within five 
minutes. A place where within fivo minutes ho v/ould be fiercely 
pursued everywhere. He would have sought a roof on another 
building. Ec would have rented an apartment along the r.te. Ee 
would have situated himself with his telescopic sight riflo -at a 
distance which would havo allowed him to escapo. 

It is vory strange that a person at his very place of work, whore he 
would be identified in five minutes, would carry out an act of this 
type froa such a place and at tho same time attempt to escape. 

Thero is no logic in this. There is no sense in this. Such a 
series of strange circumstances as these. Then to use that type

California, advised in interview on November 25, 1963, at 
Burbank he associates LEE HARVEY OSWALD, from newspaper photo- 
graphs, as an individual Mio had dates with a "little 28 or 29- 
year-old Mexican stripper" at the Carousel, (Dallas, Texas, 
club previously operated by JACK L. RUBY) about mid-July 1963. 

MAYNARD named DIANA (last name unknown) , telephone 
FR 2.-2291 , Dallas, as a former employee of RUBY Who could 
definitely identify the "Mexican stripper." MAYNARD named 
GEORGE LOVE, Irving, Texas, as a close associate of MAYNARD 
and, in turn, one Who could provide considerable information 
concerning RUBY. 

GEORGE LOVE, Apartment 236, Timbers Apartments, 
Irving, Texas, advised in interview on December 16, 1963, LEE 
4 . HARVEY OSWALD was unknown to him and he knew of no association 
- between RUBY and OSWALD. 

DIANA HUNTER (true name MARILYN OWENS) , who gave her 
address as 814 Ryan, Dallas, and Who is listed in the current 
Dallas Telephone Directory as DIANA HUNTER, above address, 

FR 1-2291, was interviewed by Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation on December 13, 1963. Miss HUNTER 
identified herself as a former waitress and sometime dancer 
for RUBY and as having been closely associated with him. She 
observed photographs of OSWALD and stated she had never seen 
him and was positive there was no association between OSWALD 
and RUBY.

Miss HUNTER stated the only "Mexican stripper" she 
could recall as having been employed by RUBY during the summer 
of 1963 was DIOR ANGEL, a resident of San Antonio, Texas. She 
could not recall any boy friends of ANGEL vho resembled OSWALD 
in any way. 

Miss HUNTER described RUBY as a "highly emotional” 
individual. DIOR ANGEL was identified as DOLORES SYLVA, also 
known as CANDY BARE, in an interview at New Haven, Connecticut, 
on November 25, 1963. She was re-interviewed at San Antonio, 
Texas, as DELORES .SILVA, on December 21, 1963, specifically 
regarding her acquaintance with OSWALD. She denied knowing 
OSWALD or that anyone resembling him had ever been at the 
Carousel Club. She claimed no knowledge of any connection be- 
tween OSWALD and RUBY. Miss SILVA identified her boy friend 
during the period of her employment at the Carousel Club in 
April 1963, as CARME PETRILLO of the "Carme and Paul” comedy 
team. Investigation has established this individual is not 
identical with OSWALD. 

Investigation previously reported concerning the 
activities of LEE HARVEY OSWALD discloses he departed from 
f- Dallas in late April 1963, returning on October 3, 1963. There 
has been no indication he was in Dallas during the above 
period. 

After some difficulty in locating her, DIANA HUNTER, 
former RUBY employee, was located and the results of interview 
are attached hereto.

MARILYN WYSONG, also known as Mrs. HARRY EDWARD 
WYSONG # formerly known as MARILYN OWENS and DIANA HUNTER# 
was Interviewed at the residence of her mother# 814 Reverchon# 
Dallas# telephone FE 7-5316. She stated her home address Is 
501 Carrier Parkway# Grand Prairie# where she had been living 
with HARRY EDWARD WYSONG# whom she married In February 1964. 
She stated WYSONG had beaten her on many occasions# had 
finally had himself committed to the Terrell State Hospital# 
a mental Institution# In Terrell# Texas# and had recently 
disappeared from that place. She said he has homicidal 
tendencies# that she is afraid he may attempt to kill her and 
her children if he finds them# and that she is attempting to 
hide from him at the present time. 

She said ‘that in 1961 she had been in financial 
difficulty# and had a daughter Who needed an eye operation. 

She sought employment from JACK RUBY at Carousel Club shortly 
after the name was changed from sovereign Club to Carousel 
Club. RUBY gave her a job as a waitress and answering the 
telephone. On one occasion# about two months after she went 
to work for him# RUBY saw the child# asked MARILYN Why she did 
not have the dhild's eyes taken care of. She told RUBY that 
was the reason Why she was working# to get enough money to 
send the child to a good doctor for an eye operation. 




^ _ RUBY told her she would never get enough money to 

. do this at the rate she was going. He immediately lined her 
up with a booking agent# bought her costumes# paid for her 
membership in the union# and used her as a stripper in hie 
club. 

From that time until September 1961# she worked in 
his club# sometimes as a waitress# sometimes as a stripper. 

In September 1961# she went on the road as a stripper# and 
did not return to Dallas until Mardh 1962.

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fight. RUBY would fire her, she would leave for a week or two , 
and eventually return to work at the Carousel. She recalled 
that on one occasion he had fired her seven tiroes in one night. 

She described RUBY as being "soggy hearted," saying 
he was extremely kind-hearted and good to the girls who worked 
for him, but that every time he did something nice for one of 
them, he seemed to feel it necessary to offset this by acting 
tough. She also said RUBY had a keen sense of justice, and 
that When one of his employees was in the right in an argument, 
he would back the employee despite his relationship with the 
various participants in such arguments. 

She said she had frequently seen RUBY beat up 
customers vho had insulted one of his girls, that these 
customers were frequently much bigger than JACK, but that 
ordinarily they were drunk or they would not have caused what- 
ever trouble led JACK to beat up on them. On the other hand, 
she said she had seen him sit almost all night with a drunk 
customer vho had not caused trouble, trying to sober the 
customer up enough to put him into a cab to go home. 

She said that in September 1963, she went on the road 
again as a stripper, leaving Dallas for Cincinnati at that time. 
On November 24, 1963, she was working at the Brass Rail, Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, and on that day saw a tape of the shooting of 
LEE BARVEY OSWALD by JACK RUBY, and even though only the back of 
RUBY could be seen in this film, she knew immediately it was 
JACK RUBY because she recognized the hat, and his Whole general 

attitude and bearing.

' She said she immediately called the carousel Club 
and talked with ANDY ARMSTRONG, the manager, said she was re- 
turning to Dallas, and asked if there was a job available for 
her. ARMSTRONG told her things were so upset that no one knew 
what the status of the club was, so he could not offer her a 
job. She said she was returning anyway, because of her long 
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friendship with JACK RUBY , the fact he had done so much for her, 
and her concern for him. She then left Milwaukee in her own 
automobile, arriving back in Dallas on Tuesday, November 26, 
1963. That was her first return to Dallas since leaving Dallas 
in September 1963. 

Mrs. WYSONG said she had seen RUBY'S gun and knew he 
frequently carried it vhile carrying large sums of money for 
deposit. She said she had never seen him pull the gun in the 
club or pull it on a customer, although she assumed he wore the 
gun While in the club. 

She said she had no contact with RUBY, RALPH PAUL, 
GEORGE SENATOR, BRECK WALL, or any of RUBY'S other employees 
during the period November 23-24, 1963. 

She said she had never noticed any unusual sensitivity 
on the part of JACK RUBY because of his Jewish background. To 
the contrary, she said, some of the girls. When fighting with 
RUBY, would frequently curse him and call him a Jew, and his 
usual reaction would be to laugh. She had never heard him dis- 
cuss his position in Dallas as a person of Jewish background. 

She said that any allegation RUBY might have been 
homosexual was ridiculous, that he had had a number of girl 
friends, was very masculine, and never gave any indication of 
homosexuality. She said that the same was true of RUBY'S room- 
mate, GEORGE SENATOR, that he had a number of girl friends, and 
gave every indication of being completely normal sexually. With 
regard to RALPH PAUL, she said he was supposed to have a nice 
family in Arlington, Texas, and that a stripper, TAMMI TRUE, vas 
his girl friend at the club. She said she knew TAMMI TRUE to 
like men and not to be abnormal in this respect. 

She said that during her entire acquaintance with RUBY 
she had known him to hire Lesbians only bn two occasions, one 
being LISA LAND and the other TONY TURNER.

She said she knew of no Mexican stripper Who had 
worked for RUBY other than DIOR ANGEL, previously mentioned 
by her to the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

She said she feels certain OSWALD was never in the 
Carousel club, that eadh of the waitresses took careful notice 
of each customer, particularly a "champagne” customer, and that 
none of them recognized OSWALD as anyone who had ever been in 
the club. 


She said that she felt BILL DE MAR'S claim that he 
had seen OSWALD in the Carousel club was merely an attempt on 
his part to gain some publicity. She said that from the stage, 
with the bright footlights shining in the performer's eyes, it 
is Completely impossible for a performer to recognize anyone 
in the audience.

shooting oT Dallas ‘Police Officer Tippit* resisting arrest by fire* 
arms and force. A complaint was filed against Oswald in the Tippit 
shooting about 6 p.m. on November 22* 1003* and about 7 p.m. he was 
arraigned. He was identified in a police line-up on the night of 
November 22* 1063* as the man who had shot Tippit. FBI Agents 
advised Oswald on the afternoon of November 22, 1963* that anything 
he said might bo used against him and that he had a right to be 
' represented by an attorney. He was visited by representatives of 
the Dallas Civil Liberties Union late that night and these 
representatives departed satisfied that Oswald had boon advised of his 
right to have counsel. Oswald made no attempt to contact an attorney 
until November 23* 1963* when he tried unsuccessfully to reach John J. 
Abt of Now York City by telephone on three occasions. In addition* 

Gun himself claims on pages 163 and 164 that the presence of the press 
prevented police from using certain methods to "wring a confession" 
from Oswald. Oswald was visited in Jail by his mother and wife. 

28. CLAIMS Special Agent James P. Hosty* Jr., in 1961 
had proposed to Oswald that he (Oswald) Join pro-Castro organiza- 
tions in order to furnish information to Hosty and* thus* to the 
FBI. Page 210. 

INVESTIGATIONS In 1961 Oswald was still in the Soviet 
Union* according to the investigation by this Bureau. Furthermore* 
Special Agent Hosty has denied by affidavit ever talking to Oswald

It will be recalled that Mrs. Katherine «. Sherwood, 

6022 Trowbridge Road, Rosecroft, Maryland, advised Special 
Agents (SAs) of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) on 
June 19, 1964, that s he is a horse trainer and as such was at 
Waterford Park, West Virginia, on November 22, 1963; that 
several days prior to November 22, 1963, she met a groom 
there; that on November 22, 1963, after President John F. 

Kennedy had been assassinated, the groom told ber he had known 
the President would be assassinated. Further, he told her 
the person who killed the President would not live to come to 
trial if, in fact, he was ever caught. 

She also indicated that the groom implied he had 
been a member of some type of Army intelligence unit and 
was masquerading as a groom to protect his life because of 
information he possessed. She also described a three-man conspiracy 
reported by the groom "to take over the world;*' that President 
Kennedy, a member of the conspiracy, incurred the displeasure 
of the other two conspirators and as a result a plot was 
formed to assassinate him, such plot being carried out by 
Oswald.

At tbe outset of tlie interview, be stated tbat 
be bad received a pbone call from bis mother at 1:00 p.ra, 
tbat day in wbicb sbe advised bin tbat slie bad been inter- 
viewed by FBI Agents on June 19, 1064, He said sbe bad 
not told him of her interview previously but said to him sbe 
bad told bis wife wbo bad apparently failed to mention tbe 
fact to bim. 

He said his mother was a horse trainer, but not a 
good one, wbo also owned a borse wbicb sbe bad raced in the 
past. In connection with trainer and owner activity she bad 
been at tbe Waterford Pari; track in ITewell, West Virginia, 
from June to December in 1963. Just prior to Christmas, 1963, 
sbe returned to live with him and bis family at tbe Trowbridge 
Road address in tbe same insolvent financial condition as sbe 
left to go there. 

Since her arrival sbe bad related to blm on four 
or five occasions a story of tbe prediction of a man whom sbe 
bad met at tbe track at Waterford Parle. This prediction was 
tbat Lee Ilarvey Oswald would never come to trial. A3 be 
recalled bis mother* s story, this prediction was made 
subsequent to tbe Presidents assassination, and prior to tbe 
death of Oswald; tbat it was based not upon any previously 
obtained independent knowledge of this individual, but rather 
was merely a prediction based on tbat persons analysis of tbe 
tenor of tbe times, tbat is, tbat tbe violent reaction of 
people in Dallas to sucb a terrible act as tbe assassination,

Sherwood stated that his recollection of his 
mother's comments in this respect was sketchy and vague. 

He said he recalled she mentioned something about a "master 
plan," but he did not recall its purpose or details of it. 

He stated that his mother in the past has forgotten details of 
events or added items which she did not know as fact but felt 
she was like most people in this respect. He said his mother 
is susceptible to stories of this kind.

Sherwood said that he has no other information 
bearing on the reliability of his mother's remarks. To 
him, it was merely a good story to listen to, but as far as 
any factual truth therein relating to the assassination, it 
would be a "mill ion- to-one shot." He said he could not 
imagine any normal person claiming to have a connection past 
or present with Central Intelligence Agency or an intelligence 
unit acting in the manner described by his mother. He stated 
he considered it unfortunate that investigative time had 
to be expended to check the credibility of a story such as that 
related by his mother. 

He suggested that his wife be contacted; that perhaps 
she might be able to offer some information or perspective 
relating to his mother's remarks.

Mrs. SHERWOOD related that she and her mother-in-law 
are not too close and that she has never been a good listener 
with respect to the latter's conversations, and in fact, most 
of the conversations she overhears are conversations between 
Mrs. KATHERINE SHERWOOD and other individuals or group conversa- 
tion. 

Mrs. KATHERINE SHERWOOD left Waterford Park Race 
Track in December, 1963 , and came to live with her son, RUSSELL, 
at the Oxon Hill, Maryland, address. Sometime In January or 
February, 1964, while KATHERINE was running as a candidate for 
the GOLDWATER Delegation to the Maryland Republican Convention, 
people were gathered for a meeting, location not recalled, 
which could have been held at her residence. During the 
meeting, the topic of Communism arose, and Mrs. KATHERINE 
SHERWOOD related the following incident to this group:

tried. This groom had also stated that the assassination was 
a pre-planned conspiracy. On the Sunday following the 
President's assassination when LEE OSWALD had been killed, most 
of the same people who had heard the groom's statement were 
amazed that it had been correct. 

Mrs. BERNICE SHERWOOD stated that this was the first 
time that she had ever heard her mother-in-law relate this 
story and after the meeting which in her opinion was attended 
by some highly excitable people, she asked her mother-in-law 
why she placed so much significance in the reliability of the 
groom's statement, whereupon KATHERINE informed her that the 
groom seemed to be well educated, was neat lr. appearance, 
and he had told her that during World War II he had been with 
an intelligence unit. He had also told her that she should 
not be seen with him and that she should not continue to drive 
him into town since he was being watched. According to 
KATHERINE SHERWOOD, the groom apparently left the Waterford 
Park Race Track area soon after the assassination and prior to 
her leaving for Oxon Hill, Maryland, in December, 1963 . 

Mrs. BERNICE SHERWOOD stated that she does not recall 
her mother-in-law ever saying that the groom had remarked that 
he knew so much about people in highly placed positions that 
would damage their character, that such was a threat to his 
own safety. When questioned she related that she has never 
heard KATHERINE make statements that JOHN F. KENNEDY and others 
were part of a conspiracy to take over the world. 

On terminating the interview, Mrs. SHERWOOD stated 
that she could not understand why so much emphasis and con- 
cern was being attached to the reported statement made by the 
groom since undoubtedly a number of people all over the country 
had made similar statements at the time that word was received 
of the assassination of the President.

Mrs. KATHERINE N/' SHERWOOD, 6022 Trowb ridge Ro ad, 
Rosecroft, Maryland, advised agents ofthis Bureau on ~ 
June "19, 1964, that she is a horse trainer and as such 
was at Waterford Park, Vest Virginia, on November 22, 1963* 

Several days prior to November 22, 1963# she met 
a groom who was tending horses next to her stable. She 
became friendly with this person and provided him with 
transportation and dinners on several occasions. 

On November 22, 1963# after President JOHN P. 
KENNEDY had been assassinated, the groom told her he had 
known the President would be assassinated. Further, he 
told her the person who killed the President would not 
live to come to trial if, in fact, he was ever caught. 

SHERWOOD stated the groom, whose name she could 
not recall. Implied he had been a member of some type of 
Army Intelligence unit for a number of years and was 
masquerading as a groom to protect his life because he 
had information in his head of such paramount Importance 
that it would damage the reputation of persons in high 
authority in America. She said he told her his life would 
be nothing if he had not committed to paper and subsequently 
hid the paper, to be opened only in the event of his death, 
the information he possessed. The groom never mentioned 
that he had been connected with CIA. 

SHERWOOD advised the man did a lot of talking and 
she at first considered him to be a "nut”, however, after 
the death of LEE HARVEY OSWALD she said she was convinced 
the man had been truthful. 

SHERWOOD stated this man told her President JOHN 
F. KENNEDY was a member of a three-man conspiracy "to take 
over the world". She said this conspiracy had been in 
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existence for several hundred years and advised the other V* . 
members of the group were BERNARD BARUCH and JOHN EDGAR .±* 1 **} v 
HOOVER. She said that President KENNEDY incurred the 
displeasure of the other two conspirators and as a result 
a plot wa3 formed to assassinate him, such plot being carried 
out by OSWALD. 

Mrs. SHERWOOD stated she had never discussed the 
information she furnished to Bureau agents telephonically 
with anyone. She said she recently ran as Republican 
representative to the Republican State Convention on a 
"GOLDWATER Slate" but denied using the aforementioned 
information during her campaign. She advised Bureau 
agents she herself was not "nut3 w although people might 
think so. 

SHERWOOD is described as a white female, date 
of birth August 1, 1905, Chicago, Illinois, Height 5*2", 
weight 114 lbs., brown eyes, gray hair, divorced for the 
past 32 years, resides with son, RUSSELL, at 6022 Trowbridge 
Road, Rosecroft, Maryland. She presently is an unemployed 
horse trainer.

^advised that one of its employees was contacted by Mrs . Kat hryn N, 
"■^Sherwood who indicated she was one of the delegates onWe Republican 
'ballot and was supporting Senator Barry Goldwater. During the con- 
versation Mrs. Sherwood told the CIA employee that prior to the 
assassination of President Kennedy she met an individual in 
West Virginia who claimed to be a former CIA courier. Mrs. Sherwood 
' stated this alleged CIA courier told her President Kennedy would be 
assassinated and the assassin, in turh,' would be killed. According 
to Mrs. Sherwood, this person "just disappeared from sight" following 
the assassination of President Kennedy. Mrs. Sherwood also stated 
this individual told her a number of things relative to people in 
high places in the United States Government which were quite shocking 
and which worried her very much. 

Baltimore Office identified Mrs. Sherwood as an unemployed 
horse trainer who resides at Rosecroft, Maryland. She was interviewed 
by FBI 6/19/64 and claimed she met a groom of horses in West Virginia- . 
several days prior to the assassination of President Kennedy and that ' 
such groom implied he had been a member of some type of Army intelli- 
gence unit for a number of years and was masquerading as a groom to 
protect his life because he possessed important information which would 
damage the reputation of persons in high authority in America.^ 

Mrs. Sherwood also stated this groom told her President Kennedy, along 

( with Bernard Baruch and John Edgar Hoover, made up a three-man' , 

conspiracy "to take over the world”; further that President Kfenaedsr. 
incurred the displeasure of the other two conspirators and/as ^result 
a plot was formed to assassinate him, such plot being caroled out-by 
Oswald.

Mrs. Sherwood stated she had first considered this grbom to 
be a "nut" but after the death of Lee narvey Oswald she is convinced 
the man had been truthful. She also stated that she herself was not

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The Baltimore Agents who interviewed Mrs. Sherwood stated 
\ they got the definite impression Mrs. Sherwood was inventing the 
I information as described above. They immediately advised Mrs. Sherwood 
of the grave consequences which could result from such unfounded 
remarks and duly impressed upon her the seriousness of making such 
unwarranted statements in the future. 


- OBSERVATIONS: 


It appears that Mrs. Sherwood suffers from some sort of 
mental illness. In view of her scurrilous statements, desirable 
Baltimore conduct additional discreet checks to determine if 
Mrs. Sherwood has a reputation for mental illness. She is residing 
with a son and it appears likely interview of him plus other discreet 
checks by Baltimore Agents can resolve this matter. Mrs. Sherwood is 
60 years of age and was divorced 32 ypars ago,

Attached is an Airtel to the Baltimore Office instructing 
that Mrs. Sherwood’s son, Russell Sherwood, be immediately interviewed 
and be apprised of his mother’s remarks.

UPI release dated 6-5-94, relates the "Dallas Times 
Herald" on 6-5-64, reported an unnamed auto salesman had advised *,-■ 
one of the three bullet^ fired during the assassination apparently, 
hit a curb and he was either ^hit on the cheek by a ricochet or -] 
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piece of concrete curb. 




The UPI release indicates the salesman asked that his 
identity be concealed and reports the salesman was by a concrete o 
abutment near the triple overpass adjacent to the Presidential 
Motorcade at the time of the assassination. The auto salesman £5 
indicated he heard three reports which he believed to be shots c 
and on the second shot he felt a sting on his cheek. He maintained, 
in the following confusion he forgot about it until a policeman \:j 
told himhis face was "bloody" The salesman states he went back 
to where he had been standing and saw a fresh crease mark on the 
curb. This incident according to the salesman was reported to a 
Dallas detective and later to the FBI, who were more concerned 
"about whether I knew Jack Ruby." The release concludes that the 
salesman has not been contacted by the Commission.

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Gun, as numerous others who have written on the assassination, 
bases such of his discussion of the matter on speculation, confused and 
unreliable press accounts, disregard of and/or lack of facts, and a 
desire to dramatize and achieve high readership or notoriety. Gun 
tries to cast doubt or. the so-called "official version" of the matter 
and the evidence which points to Oswald's guilt. An example of 
unreliable reporting is Gun's claim that a "Buddy Walthers" of the 
Dallas County Sheriff's Office had affirmed that the shots or at least 
one shot, came from the overpass in front of the Presidential motorcade 
and that Walthers, along witn a Secret Service Agent, found a "fourth 
bullet" in the grass alongside the road near the overpass. These 
allegations have been checked out with Secret Service and Walthers and 
no substantiation developed. 

Gun uses the published views of Marguerite Oswald who contends 
that her son, Lee, was a "secret agent" for the U. S. Government; 
wanted to penetrate the "reactionary crowd" in Texas to expose a plot 
directed against Kennedy; and was made the scapegoat in the 
assassination.

It 
deals with the strong feeling against President Kennedy in that state 
and the choice of Lyndon B. Johnson as vice-presidential running nate 
for Kennedy in the 1960 campaign in order to win the South for the , 
Democratic Party ticket. > ^ 

Chapter 5 discusses the origin and operations of the 
Secret Service in protecting the President and also the relations 
between the Secret Service and the FBI. Gun claims that in important 
* events the Secret Service asks for and receives men on loan from the 
FBI. He states that Secret Service Agents take special courses at 
the FBI Academy* In addition. Gun states that while the U.S. is a 
country of liberty, it is not a country of tolerance and he gives as 

f roof the various attempts, successful and unsuccessful, against the 
ives of Presidents of this country, including Andrew Jackson, Abraham 
Lincoln, James A. Garfield, William McKinley, Theodore Roosevelt. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Harry Truman, Dwight D • Eisenhower and John F. 
Kennedy. The chapter ends with Gun reporting that President Kennedy 
had ordered the plastic "bubble top" to the Presidential car to be used 
on his car only in bad weather. 

Chapters 6 and 7 deal with the backgrounds of President 
Kennedy and Jacqueline Kennedy. Gun apparently took his title from 
the fact that Mrs. Kennedy received a large bouquet of red roses on 
arrival in Dallas 11-22-63. Gun also relates what he calls "rumors" 

1 around Washington after the 1960 elections that Jacqueline Kennedy had 
asked for a divorce and that the Presidents father, Joseph P. Kennedy, 
v .had given her a million dollars to remain with the President. 

Chapter 8 tells of the assassination of President Kennedy, 
the drive of the President’s car to Parkland Memorial Hospital, and 
the confused scene at the site of the shooting. 

Chapter 9 deals with the scene at the hospital and efforts 
made to sustain the President's life. Gun includes a brief account 
of an FBI Agent being forced to the floor by Secret Service Agent 

f uarding the door to the emergency room of the hospital. This incident 
nvolved SA J. Doyle Williams, Dallas Office, who was censured at 
the Director's instructions for use of inaccurate terminology when 
reporting this matter to the Bureau. Gun also alRges that the FBI 
Agent told the Secret Service Agent that he had to telephone the 
Director about the assassination. Actually, SA Williams had just 
completed a telephone call to SAC Shanklin, Dallas Office, ana was 
returning to his. duties as liaison with the Secret Service at the 
hospital. 
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Chapter 10 reports on the reaction in this < country i to news 
of the assassination. In mentioning the absence of former Presidential 
Press Secretary Pierre Salinger on a trip to Japan, Gun characterizes 
him as "jovial but ignorant." Gun discusses the dismay and confusion 
in Washington, D. C., and the Pentagon’s alerting its defense forces 
to a possible enemy attack related to the shooting of the President. 

Gun states that the President’s brother, Robert Kennedy, learned 
of the assassination while eating lunch with his wife and Madame Herve 
Alphand, wife of the French Ambassador to the United States. Gun is 
i sarcastically critical of the Attorney General and the Director for 
I not going to Dallas to conduct the inquiry immediately after President 
* Kennedy's death. 

Chapter 11 deals with events in Dallas following the 
assassination and up to the arrest and questioning of Oswald. Gun claims 
that a Dallas County Sheriff’s Office member, "Buddy Walthers," stated 
that the shots, or at least one of the shots, came from the overpass 
before the President’s car and that Walthers along with a Secnt 
Service Agent found in the grass near the overpass the "fourth bullet 
the bullet which Gun and others claim came from direction of the over- 
pass. No substantiation was found for Gun's claim. 

Gun traces Oswald’s path from the Texas School Book 
Depository building to a bus, then to a taxicab, next to Oswald s 
rooming house, to the scene of Police Officer Tippit’s death, and to 
the theater wnere Oswald was arrested. He alleges that once it was 
determined Oswald had tried to remain in the Soviet Union and 
considered himself a Marxist, Dallas authorities considered him a 
"communist and did not believe it necessary to investigate further. Gun 
"says that this attitude, which existed also in the Secret Service, 
has stifled investigative efforts necessary to determine if other 
individuals were involved in the Presidents assassination. 

Gun states that Dallas authorities were lax in not blocking 
all exits to the city to prevent possible conspirators from escaping. 

He likens the Dallas Police Headquarters after Oswald’s arrest to a 

( •karnival" with reporters standing on desks, one actually sitting In the 
Chief's chair, and others playing cards in elevators. Television 
cameras were installed in all corners, according to Gun. Gun also 
describes Dallas County District Attorney Henry Wade as dominating 
the "carnival" and showing a love for publicity. Gun alleges 
incidentally that police were unable to obtain a confession from Oswald 
because of the extensive press coverage at police headquarters. 

Chapter 12 sets forth the evidence presented so far by 
authorities in the case against Oswald, including the fact that he was 
in the Texas School Book Depository building; that his palmprint 
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appeared on the alleged murder rifle: that Marina Oswald stated that his 
rifle was not in its normal hiding place on 11-22-63; and that the rifle 
was traced to him by the FBI. Gun claims that it was a miracle that 
Oswald's three shots hit the target, since he had never fired previously 
from the window, his ammunition was old, and he had bad a nervousness 
since bis 13th year. : 

Gun states that the question as to whether or not Oswald was 

1 a communist will be unanswered in the years to come. He states that it 
could be argued that Oswald was not a communist inasmuch as he was not 
admitted to Soviet citizenship, received his U.S. passport as well as 
money to return to this country, was disavowed by communists in this 
country, and had prepared a manuscript denouncing the Soviet Union. 

Gun suggests, on the other hand, that perhaps Moscow wanted Oswald to 
be shown as undesirable to communists for its own interests, apparently 
to cast suspicion elsewhere. 

Gun implies that Oswald visited Mexico in September and 
October, 1963, with good reason. One reason might have been to prepare 
an escape route by which he would flee from the U.S. to Mexico and then 
enter Cuba. Gun claims to have learned from Mexican police that 
Oswald had enough time during his visit to take a trip to Havana and 
back to Mexico by a clandestine route. However, our Investigation does 
not substantiate such a trip. 

In connection with the alleged trip to Cuba, Lucio Lopez, 
employee of the Mexican bus line Transportes Frontera, reportedly told 
Gun that he talked with Oswald in Mexico and Oswald asked him about a 
4 -clandestine route to Cuba. This individual is undoubtedly Lucio 
'. Lopez Medina, an employee of Transportes Frontera, Mexican bus line, 
who has advised that he has no recollection of seeing or talking to 
Oswald. 

Gun boasts that he learned from high Mexican Government 

I personalities and influential foreign diplomats in Mexico that Mexico 
believes in the existence of a Cuban plot of which Oswal d was a part. 
Oswald was believed to be in the pay of Cuban communists who acted 
without approval of Castro or his knowledge. These communists, 

Mexico reportedly believes, were seeking to create chaos in the Latin 
American political scene which would benefit the extreme leftist 
agitators. Or else, they wanted to accomplish a historical act. the 
notoriety of which would compensate for their previous political 
uselessness. 

Gun claims that he visited the Cuban Consulate in Mexico 
City and asked the Cuban Ambassador to show him the file on Oswald. 

The Ambassador agreed to do this at a later hour, Gun stated. However, 
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when Gun returned he was told the Ambassador had left the city and had 
left no instructions concerning Gun. As to Oswald's contact with the 
Cuban Consulate in Mexico, Gun claims that Mexican police knew of 
various meetings and even of intimate relations between Oswald ana a 
Sylvia Duran who worked at the Cuban Consulate. Duran is the employee at 
the above consulate who handled Oswald's request for a Cuban tran; 
visa for travel to the Soviet Union via Cuba. Our investigation, 
including a review of official Mexican Government files, has not 
developed any basis for Gun's allegations regarding meetings of Duran 
and Oswald outside of the Cuban Consulate. 

Gun speculates that while in Mexico Oswald could have been in 
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He calls attention to the anti-Castroites who were an^ry at President 
Kennedy for having "betrayed" the Cuban exile revolutionary movement. 
Perhaps, Oswald was even acting in behalf of pro-Chinese Cuban 
communists who wanted to embarrass the United States and Premier 
Khrushchev, Gun states. 

Chapter 13 deals primarily with the actions of President 
Johnson following the assassination and death of President Kennedy. 

Gun characterizes the "publicity agents" of President Johnson as the 

I best paid, most clever, and most unscrupulous in the entire country, 
and says that the new President is surrounded by newsmen who don't want 
to upset the "boss" in the White House and write only what he wants to 
be printed. . . 

* Gun asks why President Johnson didn't request Robert Kennedy 

I * to come to Dallas immediately or order Robert Kennedy to tell the 
Director to go to Dallas with his best "detectives." his special squads, 
his laboratory, and all material necessary to clarify the affair. But. 
according to Gun. President Johnson did telephonic ally contact Robert 
Kennedy and get nis advice that the swearing in should take place at 
once in Dallas. According to Gun, CIA Director John McCone was with 
the Attorney General at that time of President Johnson's call. 

Chapter 14 is entitled "The Devil's Advocate" and is comprised 
of various claims by Gun, Marguerite Oswald, and others concerning 
the innocence of Oswald or the alleged evidence of a conspiracy in 

J the assassination. Gun claims that with Jack Ruby killing Oswald, the 
death of President Kennedy and Oswald became part of a plot. If not, 
then Dallas, he states, must be populated with mad men. Gun sets forth 
a defense of Oswald alleged to be presented by a Percy Worman whom 
Gun identified as* president of a defense lawyer group in Texas. An 
example of this defense is a claim that "any good attorney" can show 
that palmprints are not legal proof, tdiich is in reality a- false 
statement. Bufiles contain no references to a Percy Worman and a check 
of lawyers and telephone directories in the larger Texas cities fails to 
show such a name. 
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Gun claims that the arrest of Oswald in the theater was illegal 
He also states that his detention was also illegal since he was not 
informed of his rights or authorized to obtain legal counsel* The r 
results of our inquiry in this matter contradict these claims by Gun* 


One of Gun's wilder claims is that SA Joseph P* Ho sty, Jr* t 
(Dallas Office) proposed in 1961 to Oswald that he (Oswald) join pro- 
Castro groups and furnish Hosty and. thus, the FBI, with information* 
This claim is ridiculous since Oswald was in the Soviet Union in 1961 
and Hosty never talked with Oswald* Gun asks why the FBI. which had 
Oswald's name in its list of suspicious individuals, didn’t give 
Oswald's name to the Secret Service* He suggests the answer” because 
the list had 250,000 names of individuals afflicted with schizophrenia 
who could all be suspected in the same way as Oswald,” 


Gun states that Ruby could have been involved in the 

1 assassination since he could have been at the scene of the assassination, 
since he had connections with the ”mob" in Chicago, and since the "mob" 
was upset with Robert Kennedy. In addition. Gun claims that James Hof fa 
was an enemy of the Attorney General and was capable of resorting to 
murder to get rid of a formidable enemy* Gun does not bother to 
explain why Hoffa would not have the Attorney General killed rather 
than President Kennedy. 


Gun also asks why Dallas and Washington authorities discount 

I any theory of conspiracy such as one by Cubans or Chinese communists, 
or by right extremists who would use Oswald to throw pursuers off 
the track because of Lis past, or by an unknown individual seeking to 
4 Temove Kennedy for political reasons, jealousy, or for other reasons* 
'•Gun chides further on this point by noting that President Johnson and 
his entourage believed there was a possibility of a plot also against 
their lives immediately after the snooting* 

Gun offers the possibility that Oswald may have been a CIA 
agent inasmuch as CIA Director McCone visited Robert Kennedy shortly 
after the assassination. The visit may have been made, according to 
Gun, to advise the Attorney General that one of his agents had been 
arrested in Dallas by mistake and to ask the Attorney General as "head 
of the FBI” to save Oswald from the anger of the Dallas Police* Gun 
states that Chief Justice Warren's comment about parts of the report not 
being released in our lifetime adds support to the belief that Oswald 
was a * secret agent," 


In closing, Gun claims that only the far distant future can 
bring the truth in this matter inasmuch as much of the record will not 
be available during our lifetime* He says that the truth then revealed 
might confirm the "official version," which is certainly asplausible 
as are a hundred other versions* So, it will make the "mystery even 
more impenetrable by bringing up new contradictions in the drama. 
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All leads in this case have been set forth by teletype 
or airtel and are not being restated herein*

"fainting spell" coming on and attempted to move back away from 
the crowd. While in the process of moving from his position# 
BELKNAP said he fainted and fell to the sidewalk. Within a few 
minutes of fainting# BELKNAP stated an ambulance from Oneal Inc.# 
Funeral Directors# 3206 Oak Lawn Avenu9# Dallas# Texas# arrived 
and took him in the ambulance to Parkland Memorial Hospital. 
BELKNAP said he does not believe he lost consciousness. 

BELKNAP stated that# shortly after the ambulance at- 
tendants carried him on the stretcher into Parkland Memorial 
Hcspital# President KENNEDY was brought Into the hospital. He 
advised there was much confusion at the hospital and little 
attention was being paid to him. He said he got a glass of 
water from a nurse and took his medication# which he is required 
to take three times dally# but had neglected to do so on this 
particular day. After taking this medication# BELKNAP stated 
he felt much better# Informed the nurse of this# and walked out 
of the hospital without ever registering as a patient. BEL&&P 
advised this was around 2*00 PH and stated he then returned to 
the Dallas Morning News# Dallas# Texas# where he was employed 
working part time in the Hall Room. 

Regarding the nature of his illness# BELKNAP explained 
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that several years ago he was struch by a car and suffered a 
head injury.

BBLKNAP stated that, while he was at 100 North Houston 
Street awaiting the Presidential motorcade* he did not observe 
anything in the Texas School Book Depository Building* which was 
Just north of where he was standing, that would arouse his sus- 
picion.

BEIKNAP advised he does not know* nor has he ever had 
any contact with* LEB HARVEY OSWALD or with JACK RUBY.

ALTGENS advised that on November 22, 1963, he was assigned 
by Associated Press to take up a position along the motorcade route 
for the purpose of obtaining pictures of the President and the 
Presidential motorcade. ALTGENS related he left his office at 
11:15 am. and proceeded to the triple overpass above Elm and Main' 
Streets where he intended to take his pictures. He said he arrived 
there about 11:25 a.m. and was advised by uniformed police officers 
that even though he had his press credentials he would not be per- 
mitted to take photographs from the triple overpass. ALTGENS stated 
he then went to the intersection of Main and Houston Streets arriving 
there at approximately 11:40 a.m. He said he remained at this loca- 
tion until the motorcade arrived. Just before the Presidential 
limousine passed, ALTGENS stated he stationed himself in the inter- 
section on the southwest side and took a picture of President and 
Mrs. KENNEDY as their limousine turned onto Houston Street. ALTGENS 
advised he then ran diagonally (northwest) downhill over the grassy 
area that separates Main and Elm Streets, stopping on the salt h side 
of Elm Street, across the street from the stairs leading down from the 
colonnade located on the north side of Elm Street, to get in front 
of the motorcade again. ALTGENS stated it was from this position 
that he took the photograph of the Presidential car and motorcade 
scene. He said this picture also depicts an individual standing in 
the doorway of the entrance of the Texas School Book Depository 
building who resembles LEE HARVEY OSWALD. ALTGENS related he was 
standing about 30 feet from the President when he took this photo- 
graph. He recalled that at about the instant he snapped the picture 
he heard a burst of noise which he thought was firecrackers. He 
■ advised he does not know how many of these reports he heard since they 
had no significance to him at the time and he was unaware of what was

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After taking the above photograph, ALTGENS stated he then 
turned the film In hi? camera, adjusted the focus to 15 feet and^?^. 
was raising his camera to eye level when he heard another report 
which he recognized as a gunshot. He said the bullet struck 
President KENNEDY on the right side of his head and the impact . , 
knocked the President forward. ALTGENS stated pieces of flesh* 
blood, and bones appeared to fly from the right side of the 
President's head and pass in front of Mrs. KENNEDY to the left of 
. the Presidential limousine. ALTGENS stated Mrs. KENNEDY grabbed 
the Freeident and ALTGENS heard her exclaim, "Oh, no!" as the 
President slumped over Into her lap. ALTGENS said he also observed- 
blood on the left side cf the President's head and face.

ALTGENS advised he did not know Governor CONNALLY had also 
been shot since his attention was focused on the President. He said 
he learned- from the wire services that Governor CONNALLY had been 
shot. 

ALTGENS stated the driver of the Presidential limousine 
apparently realized what had happened and speeded up toward the 
Ste&onons Expressway. At this point, ALTGENS advised he took * 
photograph which depicted a Secret Service man standing on the back 
of the Presidential limousine, left side, assisting Mrs. KENNEDY back 
to her seat. ALTGENS stated the whole area seemed to be utter 
confu e lon. Police came from everywhere as the President's car 
disappeared from sight. 

ALTGENS advised that as the President's car disappeared he 
observed some Secret Service Agents and police officers with drawn 
guns on the north side of Elm Street running in the direction of 
the top of the triple overpass.. He said he thought they were c has Log 
someone who had Lied from somewhere behind the President. ALTGENS . 
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related he also ran in this direction. After proceeding across EL* >*- 
Street and up toward the triple overpass, ALTGENS stated hemet the 
police officers returning. At this juncture, ALTGENS advised he 
then ran to a nearby telephone and informed his office that the 
President had been shot and that he had witnessed it. He then 
sprinted to his office in the Dallas News Building with the pictures 
he had taken. ALTGENS stated the pictures showing the President 
slumping in his seat with Mrs. KENNEDY bending over him moved on * 
the Associated Press Wirephoto Network at 12:57 p.». which wii 17 
minutes after the first news bulletin was sent cut by Asscciatsd Press. 

ALTGENS advised the above three pictures he took were all 
turned in to Associated Press, and received wide publication and 
circulation both in the United States and abroad. ALTGENS said he 
used a 35 ran Nikkorex camera with a 105 mm lens (telephoto lens); 

He said the camera was loaded with Eastman Kodak Tri-X film.

Cn June 5, 1964, there appeared an article^n the 
T a lias Ti nes -Herald "news paper„by. reporter JAMES C^LEKRER ~J\ 
alleging that a Dallas auto salesman had stated one 'of the 
three bullets fired during the assassination went wild, crashed 
into a curb and apparently struck him* 

On June 5, 1964, JAMES C* LEHRER, reporter, "Dallas 
Times Herald," advised' SA ALFRED C. ELLINGTON that he had

Mr. LEHRER stated that he had made an appointment 
with TAG’JE prior to the Interview and, upon his arrival at 
TAGUE's place of employment and prior to the beginning of the 
Interview, TAGUE inquired of him, "What's in this for me?" 
Additional conversation with TAGUS disclosed that if his story 
were worth any money he, TAGUS, desired to receive the money* 

Hr . LEHRER advised that he told TAGUE he would not know Whether 
Ills story was worth any money until he "had heard the story*" 

At the conclusion of his interview with TAGUE, Mr* 
LEHRER stated he informed TAGUE that his story was "interesting", 
but was not considered startling and was not believed to be 
worth any money to anyone* 

Mr. LEURER advised that as he was leaving following f 
the interview, TAGUE requested LEHRER to view three minutes of ; : 
motion picture film Which TAGUE had taken at the Indianapolis ?/,. 
500-mile race depicting the crash and resulting fire Which ; 
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claimed the lives o£ two of the race drivers. After viewing 
this film* TAGUE inquired of LEHRER Where he could sell this 
film and indicated he thought it was worth quite a sum of 
money. LEHRER advised that he personally felt the film was 
Inferior, hut that in order fe6 "get away from TAGUE" he ad- 
vised TAGUE to call BDDiygARKER, KRLD-TV , Dallas^JEexas, 
and that BARKER could t4 < him if the film were worth any 
Sidney.

He advised that during the time that he vns in the 
area cn November 22, 1263, a Deputy Sheriff Whom he does not 
recall had pointed out a mart on the curbing on the south side 
cf Main Street near the triple underpass.' UNDERWOOD stated 
that the mark was fresh and, in his opinion. It could have bean 
caused by a bullet striking the curb. He stated that the 
cement was not brekfni however, the object that struck the curb * 
had hit it with such force that it left a fresh white mark. 

UNDERWOOD related that on Saturday, November 23, 1963, 
he was assigned to stand by at the Dallas County Jail to cover 
the possible transfer of LEE HARVEY OSWALD from the Dallas 
Police Department Jail to the County Jail. He advised that 
after remaining near the jail entrance for a length cf time, 
he decided to walk down to the triple underpass and take movie 
film of the mark. He advised that to the best of his recol- 
lection, the mark must have been approximately twenty to twenty- 
five feet from the point vhere Main Street passed under the 
triple underpass and was on the south side of the street. He 
stated that he was not positive that It war a bullet mark, but 
decided to film the mark in the event, at a liter data, it be- 
came pertinent or proved to be caused by a bullet striking the 
curb.

WA ETHERS stated that on November 22, 1963, he was stand- 
ing on the northeast corner of Main and Houston Streets as the 
Presidential motorcade passed.

Street, he heard three shots, which he believed to be rifle shots. 

He stated he ran in the direction of the railroad yard. Concern- 
ing the claim made by GUN in 'his book, "The Rad Roses of Dallas," 
that HA ETHERS stated that the shots, or at least ons of the shots, 

' fired in the assassination of President KENNEDY were fired from 
the railroad overpass in front of the President's motorcade, 

WALT HERS stated he never made any such statement, wamhers ad- 
vised he had concluded at that time that all shots had coma from * 
the Texas School Book Depository Building. « 

WA ethers stated he never worked with any Secret Service 
Agent in the Investigation of the assassination of President

On November 22, 1963, Mrs. WILLIS stated she, her two * 
daughters, ROSEMARY, ege'JLO, and LINDA KAY, age 14, and her parents, 
JHr^and.Mrs._WILLIAM H./^lUBBLEFIELD,~222Z.W. Mistletoe, San Antonio, 
Texa s , who were visiting them at the time, drove to Downtown Lincoln 
Mercury, Incorporated, 118 Commerce Street, Dallas, Texas, to meet 
her husband who was then employed by Downtown Lincoln Mercury, 
Incorporated. She stated they all intended to view the Presidential, 
motorcade. Mrs. WILLIS advised that after meeting her husband they 
all left for the general area of the intersection of Houston and 
Main Streets where they arrived at approximately 11:45 a.m. Mrs. 

WILLIS said her husband took up a position on the northwest corner of 
Main and Houston Streets where they all remained for a while. After * 
a few minutes, she advised she and her parents walked north on Houston 
Street, then west on Elm Street, and took up a position on the grassy 
slope just below the colonnade to await the arrival of the Presidential 
motorcade. 

Mrs. WILLIS advised when the motorcade passed on Elm Street 
in front of where she was standing she heard a noise that sounded 
like a firecracker or a backfire. A few seconds following this, she 
stated she heard another report and saw the top of President KENNEDY'S 
head "blow off and ringed by a red halo." She stated she believes she 
heard another shot following this. Mrs. WILLIS advised she turned 
and commented to others standing there, "Ify God, they've shot him." 

The expression "they've" does not refer to any particular person or 
persons Mrs. WILLIS stated. She said according to her watch it was 
12:35 p.m. She stated the Presidential limousine paused momentarily 
and then sped away under the triple underpass. Mrs. WILLIS advised 
she did not have a camera with her and did not take any pictures.

Following the above, Mrs. WILLIS stated she went to search 
for her husband and children and after finding them they all returned 
to the area by the reflection pool on Houston Street. She said they 
in this area about one hour while her husband took 35 ma ' 
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color photographs of the assassination scene. From there, she stated, 
they drove directly to the Eastman Kodak Processing Laboratory to 
have the film developed that her husband had taken. She stated they ^

While they were at the Eastman Kodak Processing Laboratory, 
Mrs. WILLIS stated FORREST VtV'SORRELS of Lhe^Secret , Service arrived 
and inquired concerning f ilm taken at the assassination site.

WILLIS stated after the film her husband had taken was developed they 
all viewed It and Mr. SORRELS asked if he could borrow the film taken 
by Mr. WILLIS. Mrs. WILLIS stated her husband turned his film over 
to Mr. SORRELS. Mrs. WILLIS informed that Mr. SORRELS returned the 
film to her husband approximately one month later. 

Mrs. WILLIS advised her husband conceived the idea of 
making the pictures he took at the assassination scene available to 
the general public and to this end had twelve of the pictures copy- 
righted. She said he is having copies made of the above twelve and 
is having them packaged in a cellophane wrapper under the caption: ' 
"ASSASSINATION IN DALLAS - NOVEMBER 22, 1963. The Last 25 Second* 
of Happiness in the Life of President Kennedy-Aud The Tragedy." 

She said he is presently working out arrangements to have these 
pictures marketed. Mrs. WILLIS advissd she did not know and to her 
knowledge did not have any contact with either LEE HARVEY OSWALD or 
JACK RUBY.

WILLIS said he informed some uniformed police officers that the 
shots csme from the Texas School Book Depositoiy building and they - 
should "ring the building," Ke said he meant by this the police . 
should prevent anyone from leaving or entering the Tares School-Book 
Depository building. WILLIS advised his two daughters ran up to him, 
and they were crying and saying "They’ve killed him." He said they 
told him "His head exploded; it looked like a red halo." 

WILLIS advised he and his family remained in the area approxi- 
mately an hour or so and He took additional pictures of the assassination 
site. He said he and hie vife then drove directly to the Eastman 
Kodak Processing Laboratory to have his film developed. WILLIS stated 
shortly after he arrived at the Eastman Kodak Processing Laboratory m 
Mr. ZAPRVDER arrived with some 8 mm color film. At about the same 
time, WILLIS stAted Mr. FORREST V. SORRELS of the Secret Service 
arrived and inquired ©f the Eastman Kodak Processing Laboratory con- 
cerning any film received by them taken at the site and at the time 
of the assassination of President KENNEDY. 

About one half hour after Arriving at the Eastman Kodak . 
Processing Laboratory, WILLIS advised both his end ZAPRUDER’ s film had 
been developed and he, his wife, Mr. ZATRUDER, and Mr. SORRELS viewed 
both hi? film And ZAFRUDFR's film. Following this, WILLIS stated Hr. 
SORRELS asked if he could borrow WILLIS* film and WILLIS stated he 
turned his film over to Mr. SORRELS. 

WILLIS stated around the latter part of Dec-ember, 1963, or 
early January, 1964, Hr. SORRELS returned his film to him. He said he 
does not know what use SORRELS made of his film or if It had been . . 

viewed by the President's Commission. WILLIS stated he has determined 
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very few pictures were taken covering the last few second e of 

President KENNEl/Y 7 s life end he decided to make the ones he took 
available to the general public. .With this in wind, WILLIS stated : 
he engaged the law firm of Philpitt, Steininger, and Priddy, 710 "->» - 
Stemroons Tower South, Dallas, Texas, and dealt with Hr. STEININGER, 
a copyright attorney. WILLIS said he secured a copyright on a series 
of 12 pictures that he had taken at the assassination site and 
incorporated under the nsme Phil Willis Enterprises, Post Office 
Box 17266, Dallas, Texas 75217. He said he next contacted the Eastman 
Kodak Processing Laboratory .for the . purpose of having them copy his 
original pictures. He advised the/ made eight duplicate sets of the 12 
pictuie series but the color was not satisfactory. He said he then 
switched to Fox - Stanley Photo Products, Incorporated, 1734 Broadway, 
San Antonio 6, Texas, and he has ordered 1,000 sets of the 12 picture 
series. He said they are mounted in cardboard frames in slide form. 


WILLIS advised these 12 slides are packaged by M&ston's 
Travel?, Incorporated, 3801 H. Pledras, El Faso, Texas. He said the - . 
packaging consists of cellophane encasement, with each picture 
separ ited in a double rep. At the top of this cellophane encasement 
is a paper tab which on one side bears the printing: ^lEHIL^WILXXS 
^NJEBPRISES^JP^JL-JJox.17266, Dallas, -Texas. 75217." On the other 
aide of the tab appears "ASSASSINATION IN DALLAS* - NOVEMBER 22, 1963.

Mrs. ASHMORE said on November 22, 1963, she had planned, 
to view the Presidential motorcade and proceeded to the west side 
of Cedar Springs Road directly across from the Raraada Inn which Is 
located at 6900 Cedar Springs Road, Dallas, Texas, arriving there at. 
approximately 11:00 a.m. She stated she had her 35 mm camera with . 
her loaded with Kodachrome film and intended to take pictures of the 
Presidential motorcade as it passed her position. She said while 
she was in the process of waiting she took several pictures of the *' 
general area and also took a picture of the plane carrying Vice 
President JOHNSON and a picture of the plane bearing President KENNEDY 
as they were approaching Love Field for a landing. 

Mrs. ASHMORE said the Presidential motorcade approached 
her position sometime around 12:00 noon and she took several pictures 
of the motorcade as it was approaching.

Texas Scbool_Book Depository building, advised that on November 2.2 
i$63. He observed CHARLES’ GIVENS, a warehouseman employed by the ; :.^;^ 
Texas School Book Depository, eating a sandwich on the sixth floor of 
the Texas School Book Depository building before the morning work 
break which was at 10:00 a.m. - SHELLEY stated he later learned from 
BONNIE RAY WILLIAMS that he, WILLIAMS, had eaten fried chicken on 
the sixth floor of the Texas School Book Depository building around 
12:00 noon on November 22, 1963. SHELLEY stated that $f ter .WILLIAMS 
had eaten the chicken he left the chicken bones, some wax paper, and 
a brown paper bag where he had eaten the chicken.

WILLIAMS advised they stopped working on the sixth floor between 
11:30 and 12:00 for lunch. He said it was at this time that he went 
down to the first floor to wash before eating his lunch. He said 
he picked up his lunch which was in the "domino room" which is a 
break room on the first floor of the TSBD building and returned with 
his lunch to the sixth floor where he intended to watch the 
Presidential motorcade. 

WILLIAMS advised that according to his recollection he 
took up a position at the third double window from the southeast 
corner of the TSBD building.

He added that he 
has no relatives in law enforcement. 
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BILLY GENE /NORVELL, Apartment 147, 1603 Darr Street, ■ ^ 
lrYlng»-Tex3S, advised he was employed as a Patrolman by the 
. Dallas, ^exss. Police.. De pa rtment^from December 1, 1962 to Hsy 
4 ; i963i ' ‘ \ ' * 


Cn the night of April 10, 1963, at about 9*C0 PM, 
while working with Patrolman D. P* TUCKER, NORVELL and TUCKER 
received radio instructions to "meet the complainant* at 4011 
Turtle Creek Boulevard* NORVELL stated he and his partner 
proceeded immediately to this address, arriving ebout five 
minutes after receiving the radio instructions* Upca arrival, 
they ware met at the front door by Major General EDWIN A* 

WALKER, who told them he wanted to "show" them sore thing. 

General WALKER led the officers to a study in the back of the 
house, where he showed them a hole in the wall, and stated this 
had been caused by a shot which had entered through a window 
at the back of the house and went through the wall about three 
inches above WALKER'S head. NORVELL stated he and his partner 
inspected the window where the bullet entered and then called 
the Burglary & Theft Squad of the Dallas Police Department, 
requesting that detectives be sent out to handle the invest!— 
gat ion. NORVELL advised that he and TUCKER then went to the 
room adjoining the study and between which was the wall that 
the bullet had passed through* In this adjoining room, the 
officers found numerous bundles of literature and papers stacked 
against this common wall* Upon removing s®me, they found a mush- 
roomed- bullet lying on one of the stacks of literature near the 
hole in the wall. NORVELL stated he then picked up the bullet 
and scratched hie initials "B. N." or his initial "N" on the 
base of it. NORVELL stated that later he gave this bullet to 
Detective McBIAOY, of the Burglary & Theft Squad, and McELROY 
advised that he would take the bullet to the Dallas Police Da- 
partnent Crime Laboratory for examination* NORVELL stated he 
did not observe McELROY mark the bullet for identification while 
in NORVELL* s presence. NORVELL advised this was the last time 
he had seen this bullet* He stated the bullet was mutilated 

and mushroomed from impact, except for the base and a fraction 
of an inch from the base. 
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Lieutenant J. C. DAY, Officer in Charge of the Crime V\ 
Scen.9 Search Section (CSSS), Dallas Police Depsrtiwnt, advised ; 
that cn April 25, 1963, he took a bullet from the CSSS, narked -V 
it for identification, and then personally task it to the City - 
County Criminal Investigation Laboratory, Farkland Manorial 
Hospital, inhere he gave it to F. T. AI£XAKD3R and J/?U2E L. 
ArDSRSCN. The bullet was turned over to these asen with a re- 
gu?st from Lieutenant DAY for examination to identify the gun 
which had fired the bullet. Within a few days. Lieutenant DAY 
received an oral report from the City - County Criminal ir.vesti- 
gitiosi Laboratory th^t the Laboratory could not identify the gua 
whish fired the bullet because of the battered condition of the • 
bullet. 


Lieutenant DAY stated the bullet remained in the custody 
of the City — County Criminal Investigation Laboratory until 
December 2, 1963, wh9n Lieutenant DAY personally went to Parkland 
Memorial Hospital, picked up the bullet, and returned it to the 
Dallas Polics Department CSSS. 

Lieutenant DAY stated his records shov that at 4*10 PM, 
cn December 2, 1963, he personally turned over this bullet to 
Federal Bureau of Investigation Agent BA ROWELL D. ODUM. 
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FLOYD T. ^ALEXANDER, ClLy.-CcwUy- Criminal. Investigation. 
Laboratory. Parkland. Hospit al, Dal l a? , Tejia? , advised his records 
show that on April 25, 1963. he received a bullet in damaged condition 
which had apparently been fired, from Lt. J. C. DAY of the Crime Scene 
Search Section, Dallas Folice Department. The receiot fcr this bullet 
was signed by /ALEXANDER and his iSiixtaat, LOUIE L^ir'ANDERSON, as this 
is their usual procedure on receipt of Any possible evidence..^-

ALEXANDER had been requested by Lt. DAY only to determine, 
if possible, the type of gun which fired the bullet in question. Upon 
examination ALEXANDER was only able to ascertain the types of guns 
from which the bullet could have been fired but that this was specu-. 
lation on his part. He explained this was due to the fact he did not 
have any weapon with which to make a comparison. 


ALEXANDER stated he subsequently, date unrecalled, made an 
oral report to Lt. DAY that be had been unable to definitely determine 
what type of gun fired the bullet and advised Lt. DAY the types of 
guns which could have pc*3sibly fired the bullet. He stated the oral 
report was made as there was nothing on which to base a written report 
other than the above speculation. 


ALEXANDER stated his records show the bullet was maintained 
in bis custody at the Laboratory in Parkland Hospital from April 25, 
1963, until December 2, 1963, when it was released to Lt. D4Y. 
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Files of the Dallas Office show that SA BARDWELL D. ODUM . . 
transmitted by registered mall a bullet to the FBI Laboratory on • 
December 2, 1963. This bullet had been obtained by SA ODUM from ^ 
Lt. J. C. DAY, Crime Scene Search Section, Dallas Police Department, 
on December 2, 1963. This bullet was subsequently designated by v 
FBI Laboratory as Specimen No. 188. This bullet is Item No. C 148. 

Item No. C 148 was delivered to the President's Commission 
on March 21, 1964. It was returned to the FBI Laboratory by the 
President's Commission on May 1, 1964, where lt is now retained. 
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Lieutenant J. C. DAY, Crime Scene Search Section, ; - 
Dallas Police Department, furnished ctplsiVOf seven photographs^, 
taken April 10, 1963, In or near the residence of Major General * 
EDWIN A. WALKER, 4011 Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas, Texas, by 
Officer B. G* BROWN, who is assigned to the Crlcas Scene Search 
Section* These photographs are described as follows* 

1. Scene depicting the entry of a shot through 
WALKER'S residence near the upper portion 
of the window frame. This photograph was 
taken from Inside looking out* 

2. Photograph depicting a scene showing the 
entry of a bullet through the screen and 
window of WALKER'S residence* This photo- 
graph was taken from the outside of the 
residence looking in* 

3* Photograph depicting a scene taken inside 
WALKER'S residence and of the wall which 
was to WALKER'S left at the time of the 
shot* This photograph depicts the hole in 
the wall made by the bullet which, according 
to General WALKER, was about 3" above his 
head.

4. Photograph taken in the adjoining room to 
the room where WALKER was sitting at the 
time of the shot. It depicts a scene show- 
ing a bullet hole in the wall near some 
packages and just below a painting* This 
was where the bullet entered the adjoining 
room and the area where the bullet was found 
by the police* 

5* Photograph taken outside of the residence 
of General WALKER near the alley and depicts 
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vhat appears to be part of a tire track and 
a roller • The significance of this picture 
is unknown, other than It was taken for possi- 
ble future use as evidence, 

6, Photograph taken from the alley behind WALKER'S 
residence looking towards a wooden fence. It 
was believed that It was In this area that the 
would-be as aaoa In stood wh9n he fired the shot 
at General WALKER. 

7. Photograph taken from where officers believed 
the assailant stood at the time he fired the 
shot Into WALKER'S residence. Photograph 
depicts pert of the back of HALKSR'e residence, 
the window through which the bullet entered, 
and the chair where WAUCBR was sitting at the 
time of the shooting. 
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ROBERT A iXsuRREY, residence, 3506_.Lindeawood, Highland 
P ark y business, 27C0 Haskell Avenue, Dallas, furnished the fol- 
lowing informations l7^t';A . * i 

On Monday night, April 8, 1963, at about 9s 00 to 9s 30 
PM, SURREY arrived in the area of the residence of General EDWIH 
A. WALKER, 4011 Turtle Creek Boulevard. SURREY was proceeding 
up Avondale Street in order to turn into the alley and enter the 
WALKER residence by the alley entrance. Prior to turning into 
th 9 alley, he observed a 1963 dark brown or maroon, four-door 
Ford, parked on Avondale with two men sitting in it. Rather 
than turn into the alley, SURREY proceeded around the block and 
entered the Mormon Church Parking Lot, located on the property 
adjoining the WALKER residence to the north, and parked his car 
in this lot. He then went to a position in one of the neighbor- 
ing yards where he could observe the two men. He observed them 
get out of the car, walk up the alley and onto the WALKER property 
and look into windows of the WALKER house. At about this point, 
SURREY went to their automobile, where he checked the rear of the 
car, and observed there was no license plate on the rear. He 
then opened the door and looked into the car and opened the glove 
compartment. He observed nothing in the car or glove compartment 
which would help identify the occupants. He then went back to 
his car and drove to a position where he could observe the 1963 
Ford leave. 

* 

About a half hour after first observing this car* the 
two men returned to it and drove off down Turtle Creek Boulevard, 
then south to Pacific Street. At this point, SURREY stated he 
was unable to continue following this automobile. 

SURREY stated he had never seen either of these two 
men before or since this incident, and was of the opinion that 
neither of these two men was identical with LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

He described one of the men as a white male. In his 30*8, about 
5'10* to 6* tall, and weighing about 190 pounds. SURREY described 
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the second as a white male, in hie 3G*e, about 5 # 10V^ 

to 6' tall, and weighing about 160 pounds. Be stated both nan 
were well-dressed in suits, dress shirts and ties. 

Hr. SURREY stated he is not certain he could Identify 
either man if he ever observed them again. 

On the night of April 10, 1963, SURREY stated he was 
net at WALKER'® recidsr.ee, but received a call from General WALKER 
shortly after the shotting incident, or shortly after 9*00 PH. 

Be stated hs proceeded from his residence directly to WALKER'S 
residence, arriving there at about the same time as did the first 
pclice car. SURREY stated he observed one of these uniformed 
police officers find a mushroomed bullet in the room adjoining 
that where General WALTER had been sitting when the shot was fired 
through the window. 

SURREY wsa shown a photograph, which is Commission 
Exhibit Ho. 5, Federal Bureau of Investigation Inventory Ho. 369, 
and which depicts the rear of General WALKER'S residence and a 
19*7 Chevrolet. 

It appears that this photograph v&& xratllated, in that 
the area on the bach of the Chevrolet where the license plate 
would normally be found has been torn out. 

SURREY stated. this car appears Identical to one owned 
’’fc&'S ©perated by CS* RL:: S, ^KLTER , a fgfciue nfe vi sitor to General 
walker's residence. Surrey stated KLIER refills’ in Irving , "! Texa s, 
and is employed by ?exas Instruments. 
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WAICBR. KIRK (COLEMAN, 4338_Nevtoa Street, Dallas, 
jTexss, age 15, furnished the following Information*

On April 10, 1963, sometime between 9:00 and 10*00 
PM, COLEMAN, along with his godfather, RONA IEjj/k NDRIES , were 


building some shelves in COIEMAN's bedroom.^At the time, l.\ 
COLEMAN was standing in the doorway which leads from his bed- 
room to the outside of the house on the north side of his resi- 
dence. COLEMAN heard a blast and his first impression was that 
it was a car backfire. COLEMAN ran Immediately to the fence 
which separates the property where he resides and that of the 
Mormon Church Parking Lot. COLEMAN stepped up on a bicycle, 
which was leaning against the fence, and which put him in a 
position to look into the Mormon Church Parking Lot and the 
back of the church property* 

Upon looking into this parking lot, COIEMAN observed 
two men, hereinafter referred to as No. 1 and No* 2* No.l was 
at the back of a white or beige 1950 Ford and was hurrying 
towards the driver's side of this car* COIEMAN observed no 
other person in the car* The car was parked headed towards 
Turtle Creek Boulevard (or away from COIEMAN) with the motor 
running and the headlights on* No* 2 was about ten yards behind 
No. 1 at a point about twenty-five feet inside the church prop- 
erty, or parking lot, from the alley entrance to this parking 
lot. No* 1 was almost directly in front of COIEMAN and No* 2 
was to COLEMAN'S right. No. 2 was walking in a direction away 
from the alley entrance and towards a 1958 black over white, 
two-door Chevrolet sedan. This Chevrolet was parked in the 
second parking slot to the east of the alley entrance headed 
in towards a fence which separates the church property and that 
of General EDWIN A. walker. A Renault automobile belonging to 
the church caretaker was parked in the first parking slot* 

COIEMAN stated his immediate attention was directed 
toward No* 1* No* 1 got into the 1950 Ford and, as he did so, 
glanced back in the direction of COLEMAN* This man got into the 
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cBr and drove o££ at a normal rate o£ speed towards the exit . * 

from the church parking lot onto Turtle Creek Boulevard, CCIZMAN 
stated he did not notice i>£:'z No, 1 was carrying anything in his 
hands. He stated No. 1 was wearing khaki pants, a sport shirt * 
with figures in it, and was a white male* about 19 or 20 years of 
age, about 5' 10” tall, and weighing about 130 pounds. He stated 
this man had dark, bushy hair, a thin face with a large nose, and 
was "real skinny,” 

CpLEMAN stated he was able to observe this even though 
it was nighttime, as the church has a floodlight which was on at 
the time, and which lights up the parking lot, 

COLEMAN then looked back towards No. 2 and observed 
that he was, by this time, at the driver's side of the Chevrolet. 
He had the door open and the front seat pushed forward. He was 
leaning through the car door and into the back seat area of this 
car. COIZMAN then returned to his residence and did not observe 
hew or when No. 2 left the parking lot. About an hour later, 
while being questioned by a police officer, COIZMAN noticed that 
the Chevrolet was gone, as were all other cars that had been in 
the parking lot when he first observed the two men, with the ex- 
ception of the caretaker's Renault, COIZMAN advised that, when 
he first observed these two men along,«&th the 1950 Ford and the 
1958 Chevrolet, there were about six other cars parked in the . 
parking lot,

- COIZMAN described No, 2 as a white male, about 6'1% 

about 200 pounds, wearing a dark, long-sleeve shirt, and dark 
pants, COIZMAN advised he never saw No. 2's face and could not 
furnish any information as to his age. He also stated he did not 
recall anything about No, 2's hair. He advised that when he t&rat 
observed No, 2 he did not notice if he was carrying anything, al- 
though this was possible, as his attention was mainly directed 
towards No, 1 at that time. 
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COLS MAN advised he had never seen either nan or either 
car at any tine before or after this incident. 


COLS MAN stated he has seen nunarous photographs of 
l.iE HARVEY OSWALD and he was shown a photograph of OSWALD among 
several other photographs. He stated that neither man resembled 
OSWALD and that he had never seen anyone in or around the WALKER 
residence or the church before or after April 10, 1963, who jss- . 
eejrbled LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 


COLEMAN explained that, from where he was standing 
looking over the fence, he could not see down the alley behind 
walker's residence, as there is a stockade fence around sons 
garbage cans in the southwest comer of the church parking lot, 
and this blocked his view down the alley. 
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It was personally observed r* M\ct,e 3* 1364, by Spe 3i»lvy, 
Agents ROBERT K. BARRETT S&d IYAS D. . W3 that the distance from tfe« ; : * 
door In the residence cf WAITER KIRK CCLEKA2J, 4338 Kevtca Street, > \ 
Dallas, Texas, to the place at the stockade fence where he observed ■ 
Incidents on th9 night cf April 10, 1963, in the church parking lot 
at about 9 s 00 PH, is approximately fourteen feet* 

COIEMAN was requested to re-enact his actions upon 
hearing the blast of what he first thought was a backfire on the 
night cf April 10, 1963. It was personally observed by Special 
Agents BARRETT and ZEE that it required CCISi&H tw seconds to go 
from vhsre he was standing in a doerway to the stockade fence, a 
distance of about fouxt* an feet* 

It was personally observed by Special Agents BARRETT and 
LEE, based on information furnished by WALTER KIRK COLEKAN on June 
3, 1964, that from the point where COLEYS states he observed a 
man walking towards a 1959 Ford to the alley entrance cf the church 
parking lot, it is approximately forty-five feet. It vas also per- 
sonally observed that the distance from where COLSKAN states he first 
saw e man walking towards a 1958 Chevrolet it is twenty-gr.e feet to 
the alley entrance of the church parking lot* 

It was personally observed by Special Agents BARRETT and 
LEE that it is approximately thirty-five feet from the alley entrance 
of the WALKER property (4311 Turtle Creek Boulevard) to the alley en- 
trance of the church parking lot* 
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WALTER KIRK COLEMAN, 4338 Newton Street, Dallas, Texas, was 
reinterviewed in connection with the information he had previously 
furnished Bureau Agents on June 3, 1964, in connection with incidents 
he observed on the night of April 10, 1963, in the parking lot of the 
Mormon Church. This church parking lot is located adjacent to the 
property of Major General EDWIN A. WALKER, U. S. Army (retired), 4011 
Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas, Texas. - ■

COLEMAN stated he was able to observe what he had seen 
because the lights in the church and the floodlight, whicli is 
attached to the church building and lights up the church parking 
lot, were on at the time.- - 

Concerning the foreign-made car he had observed. parked next 
to the 1958 black and white Chevrolet, COLEMAN stated he believes 
this was a Renault but it could have been some other make iof automobile 
as he does not know what a Renault looks like. \ 

» ' , 

He stated at the time there were about six other cars 
observed by him in the lot other than the 1950 white or light beige 
Ford and the 1958 Chevrolet. He added, however, there copld have 
been sotne other cars parked to his left as he looked into [the lot 

as he did not look in that direction. * 

* 

He stated the reason he ran to the fence and looked into 
the church parking lot was that he became curious after hearing what 
he thought was a backfire of an automobile as it is unusual to hear 
such noises in this neighborhood. He returned to the hou^e because 
he did not think that a shot had been fired and there was vino other 
reason for him to continue observing the man near the 1958 black and 
white Chevrolet.

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H. M»(hART, Detective , Criminal IntelllganceSecticn, 

Di 1 las, Texas, Police itepartment, advised that during the r«et 
month he has compiled a list cf automobiles observed In and 
around the residence of General EDWIN A. WALKER, 4011 Turtle ^ ? 

Creak Boulevard, Dallas. These cars had been observed by HART 
on various occasions during this period of ti®S. 

Upon checking this list, HART stated he had no informa- 
tion that a 1950 white or beige Ford or a 1958 black over white 
Chevrolet, two— door sedan, had ever been observed by hie. KART 
explained that ecrae of the cars he had observed had been parked 
in the church parking let, which adjoins General walker's property- 
to the north. 

HART reviewed information compiled by the Intelligence 
Section since. December, 1962, concerning activities in and around 
the residence of General WALKER and of General WALKER and his as- 
sociates. This review failed to show any knowledge by the Intelli- 
gence Section of a 1950 white or beige Ford or a 1958 black over 
white Chevrolet.

Mr. E. OWEN jftANSEN, J328 Leahy Drive, Dallas, Texas, 
advised that he is presently a Bishop of the Church of Jesus V 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, Ward Number One, located at 4027 * 
Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas, Texas. He advised that as of 
April 1963, he had the title of a Counselor for the above 
church. 

HANSEN related that in regard to church services 
scheduled, that he does not hold services on the first Sunday 
evening of each month and, after reviewing a calendar, advised 
that they did not have services at the church on April 7, 

1963. He advised that they have Wednesday evening services at 
the church on every Wednesday except during the month of 
August. HANSEN stated that the Wednesday evening services 
were scheduled from 7*30 P.M. until 9:00 P.M., and that 
usually everyone had departed the church by 9:15 P.M. to 
9:20 P.M. 

HANSEN stated that he does not recall vhether he was 

in attendance at the church on the evening of April 10, 1963, 

and has not heard anyone make comments concerning his 

attendance the night that someone had taken a shot at Major 

General EDWIN A. WALKER. Mr. HANSEN also advised that he does 

not recall seeing a 1950 beige or White Ford or a 1958 black 

over vfaite Chevrolet parked in the parking lot at the churcih, 

nor does he know of any of their members Who own automobiles 

described as above.

HANSEN related that during the day there are usually 
cars parked along the fence next to the WALKER residence Which 
do not belong to church members. He advised that they are 
probably friends of WALKER or other people residing in the area 
of the church. 

Mr. HANSEN related that insofar as attendance at the 
church on the night of April 10, 1963, Mr. CARL/S PRECKLESON of 
1317 Belaire Street, Richardson, Texas, (telephone number 
AD ‘5-1642) would have this information as he is presently in 
charge of the records of the church. He also advised that Mr. 
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ED HEATH, who is a detective with the Dallas Police Department,, 
is a part-time custodian at the church and may have heen on 
duty the night of April 10, 1963* 

HANSEN stated that the dress on Wednesday evening 
for the young people is usually classified as being casual in 
that they wear sport shirts and slacks, and that the adults 
usually wear shirts, ties and suits to the services* 

HANSEN estimated that the parking lot is usually 
cne-half to two-thirds full for the Wednesday night services. 
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SCCTTJ&ANSEN , aged 15. 3329 Leahy Drive, Dallas, 1&: K 
Texas, advised that he is the eoiTcf E. OWEN HANSEN, and 
that he is a member of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter ^ «

He advised that he was present at the Church on 
the night of April 10, 1963, attending a Scout meeting and, 
t- the be3t of his recollection, he arrived at approximately 
7*15 P.M. and left at approximately 9:30 P.M. He advised 
that he was inside the church from the time of his arrival 
until the time of his departure. 

HANSEN stated that he recalls observing a 1958 
blsck over White Chevrolet parked along the fence next to Major 
General EDWIN A. WALKER'S property on the night of April 10, 
1963. He stated that he recalls seeing the same automobile 
parked along this fence on a previous Wednesday, but has not 
seen the car in the church lot since April 10, 1963. He 
stated that he was talking to another .Bo y S cout by the name 
of DAVID ^CLEMENS concerning the appearance of the automobile 
and remarked that he thought that it was a "pretty good looking

HANSEN also advised that he does not recall observing 
a 1949 or 1950 white or beige-colored Ford in the parking lot.

Texas, advised that“he is a Detactlve on the 
Dallas, Texas, Police Department., and works as a part-time % r 
cuitodiah~*ai the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints B /j 
located at 4027 Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas. HEATH stated 
that he is also a member of this church. 

HEATH related that he spends approximately fifteen 
hours each week at the church in taking care of the property; 
however, on the night of April 10, 1963, he was working the 
evening shift at the Police Department and was not present 
for the Wednesday evening services. 

He advised that, knowing that the Police Department 
was interested in the shooting, he had made inquiry of various 
members for any possible information that they may have con- 
cerning the shooting; however, his efforts met with negative 
results. 

HEATH stated that he has never observed a 1958 black 
ever White Chevrolet parked in the parking lot, nor does he 
know of any member Who has owned a 1958 black over White 
Chevrolet. He also advised that he has never observed, nor 
does he know of any member vdio has owned, a 1949 or 1950 vftiite 
or beige Ford automobile. 

HEATH Stated that church member JOE ST. JOHN has a 
foreign-made car and usually parks near the fence located next 
to WALKER'S property. 

HEATH related that the parking let is poorly lighted, 
due to the fact that the neighbors had previously complained to 
the church concerning the bright lights.

4027 Turtle 
Creek Boulevard. Dallas. It is noted that this parking lot 
is located adjacent to and Just north of the residence of 
Major General EDWIN A. WALKER (Retired) , at 4011 Turtle Creek 
Boulevard. Dallas. 

Photograph designated as DL-53 (1) is a view of the 
parking lot looking south toward the entrance to the alley. 

The alley. Just beyond the entrance to the parking lot. runs 
directly behind the residence of Major General WALKER. 

DL-53 (2) and (3) are views of the church parking 
lot looking east toward the parking lot entrance at Turtle 
Creek Boulevard. The wooden fence on the right-hand side of 
the photograph divides the property of the church from that 
of the residence of General WALKER. 

These photographs were taken from t?ie same location 
that WALTER KIRK COLEMAN of 4338 Newton Street, stated that he 
was standing immediately after he heard the ls-4 noise the 
night of April 10, 1963.

In connection with the copies of Police Department 
reports furnished by of fleer 4. BRCWN, Dallas, Texas, Police 
Department, on Hay 28, 1964, concerning Investigation by that 
agency of the shooting at the residence of Major General WALKER 
on April 10, 1963, the following discrepancies as determined 
through this Investigation should be noteds 

1. The report of Officers D. P. TUCKER and 

B. G. NORVELL states, "Officer B. G. NORVBLL 
found the bpllet..." and it "was given to 
,APet. G. By^BROWN, Crime Laboratory Division* ■ 

On May 28, 1964, Detective ’ DON E. McELROY 
advised he found the bullet and turned It 
over to Officer BROWN. On the same date. 

Of fleer BROWN stated he obtained the bullet 
from Officer NORVELL. Officer TUCKER, on 
June 2, 1964, and former Officer NORVBLL, . 
on June 3, 1964, both stated NORVELL found 
the bullet and he, in turn, gave it to McELROY, 
who said he would take it or give It to the 
Dallas Police Department Crime Laboratory. 

2. The report of Officers TUCKER and NORVELL 
states, "A witness by ear, Kirk Coleman, 
w/nv/14, 4338 Newton, IA 8 7059, states he 
was sitting in the back room of his home, 
and heard what sounded like a shot from a 
shotgun, and he ran outside and pulled 
himself up over the stockade fence in the 
rear yard, and as he looked onto the church 
parking lot he saw some unk/w/m/ speed down 
the driveway towards Turtle Crkke. in either 
49 or 50 Ford, light green. He then noticed 
what appeared to be a w/m with the door open \ 
on a 58 Chev., blk with white stripe down side.

•states this person had the seat pushed 
up and was leaning over as if he was 
putting something into the floorboards* 

This person got inside the Chev* and sped 
away from the lot* (There was a meettlng 
of some sort in the churchy and the lot 
was full of ca r, b ut at the time the time 
the witness looked out there these were 
the only people on the lot)** On June 3, 

1964, WALTER KIRK CCLEJ&N, 4338 Newton 
Street, Dallas, furnished Bureau Agents 
the following noted discrepancies in con- 
nection with the above reports a) COUJMAN 
was standing at an outside door at the time 
of the shot, not "sitting in the back room.* 
b) The shot sounded to COIEMAN like a car 
backfire, not a "shot from a shotgun.* c) 
COLEMAN observed one unknown white male 
hurrying towards a 1950 white or beige 
Pord (not light green) and, after getting 
in behind the steering wheel, this person 
drove away at a normal rate of speed* He 
did not "speed down the driveway.* d) COLEMAN 
obeerved a second unknown white male at a 
point about twenty-five feet inside the church 
property, from the alley entrance or exit* 
When COIEMAN next observed this individual, 
this person was at the driver's side of a 
1958 black over white Chevrolet, two-door 
Sedan, not a *58 Chev. blk* with white stripe 
down side.* e) COLEMAN stated this second 
individual was observed by him leaning from 
the car door into the back seat area of the 
Chevrolet and COLEMAN could not tell what 
this man was doing, nor did C0LE1&N watch 
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what thlB man was doing because, at this 
point, COLB MAN returned to his residence. 

f) The TUCKER - NORVELL report states 
COLEMAN advised the lot was "full of ca r, 1 
COLEMAN advised Bureau Agents there were- 
about six other cars in addition to the 
Ford and Chevrolet in the lot at the time, 

g) The TUCKER - NORVELL report reflects- 
interview of "Robert Suwrey* (correct 
spelling SURREY) concerning two men in -a 
dark 1963 Ford seen by SURREY on Monday, 

April 8, 1963, in the alley behind WALKER'S 
residence. The report'of Detectives McBLROY 
and VAN CLEAVE, dated April 10, 1963, states 
SURREY saw the 1963 Ford and two man, no 
other description, on April 6, 1963 (Saturday), 
parked at the rear of WALKER'S residence. 

The report of .Officers DELLINGER and ROSE, 
dated April 11, 1963, contains an interview 
of SURREY concerning the incident about 
seeing the 1963 Ford and two men, but does 
not state when SURREY saw this car or the 
men and the report gives the impression it 
occurred on April 10, 1963. h) On June 3, 

1964, ROBERT A. SURREY advised Bureau Agents 
he observed the 1963 dark brown or maroon 
Ford parked on Avondale Street near the 
alley entrance, which alley runs behind 
walker's residence. SURREY stated this 
incident took place on April. 8, 1963 
(Monday), and he described the individuals 
as one being a white stale in his 30' s, 

5' 10* to 6* tall, 1.60 pounds, and the second 
as a white male, in. his 30's, 5'10* to 6 a 
tall, weighing 190. pounds. He stated both 
men W9re well-dressed in suits, shirts and • 
ties.

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Mrs. ROSS^BOUVE , ^4001 Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas, Texas, 
Business Manager for the Jackson Clinic, 3929 Fairmount, advised she 
has resided '^t^the- residence of Dr. RUTH ^JACKSON, .4001. Turtle Creek - 
boulevard, t for about 'slx'years. She stated the wing in which she 
resides in the house overlooks the entire property belonging to Major 
General EDWIN A. WALKER, 4011 Turtle Creek Boulevard. Mrs. BOUVE 
advised that Dr. RUTH JACKSON resides in the wing on the opposite side 
of the house and on the night of April 10, 1963, Dr. JACKSON was not in 
a position to hear or see anything which occurred at the WALKER 
residence. She further advised that Dr. JACKSON doe8 not own a dog. 

Mrs. BOUVE stated she owns a "border collie" named "Toby" . 
which she usually keeps in the fenced back yard which area is directly 
next to the back yard area of the WALKER residence. She advised that 
"Toby" will bark loud at anyone or anything in the alley area at the 
rear of their residence or at anyone or anything on the WALKER property. 
On April 10, 1963, "Toby" was placed in the laundry room by Mrs. BOUVE 
sometime after dark as "Toby" had been barking loud and long earlier 
- in the evening at the numerous people coming and going from the WALKER 
residence and at the numerous people coming and going to church 
services at the Mormon Church located on the other side of the WALKER 
. residence. Mrs. BOUVE stated her other dog, "Two-Bit," is a Yorkshire 
terrier who usually remains inside the house and who does not bark 

• while in the house. .. 

Prior to the shooting incident on April 10, 1963, at the 
WALKER residence, Mrs. BOUVE stated she heard "Toby" growling and 
barking in the laundry room but she took no notice of this because this 
was his usual behavior and especially on Wednesday nights when church 
services are held at the Mormon Church. She, therefore, did not make 
any check to ascertain why the dog was barking. Upon hearing what she 
thought was a backfire, Mrs. BOUVE stated she thought nothing of it. 

She explained there is heavy traffic on Turtle Creek Boulevard and 

• numerous cars also drive through the alley at the rear of the house 
en route to the Mormon Church. Her first impression was that the shot 

• was a backfire and she, therefore, did nothing about it. She stated 
she did not look out her window at the WALKER residence ut\til much later 
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She advised that immediately after hearing' what she thought 
was a backfire she could not recall having heard anyone run from the 
area or any car driving away . She further stated that on the Sunday 
previous to the shooting, April 7, 1963, she noticed nothing unusual 
in or about the WALKER residence other than there had been a large 
- crowd at the Mormon Church on Sunday night. 

She advised that her dog "Toby” became very sick on 
, April 11 and 12, 1963. She stated she was of the opinion that 
someone had given him something to quiet him or drug him or poison 
him because he did become sick and vomited extensively on April 11 
and 12, 1963. She did not take him to a veterinarian. She stated 
she based her belief that the dog had been given something because, 
of the shooting incident and the dog’s habit of barking at anyone 
or anything in the alley area. She stated she had no other basis 
for this belief or any proof whatsoever and this was only opinion 
« on her part. 

Mrs. BOUVE was shown a photograph of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and she advised she had never seen anyone resembling OSWALD at or 
near the WALKER residence at any time. 
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By personal observation SAs ROBERT H. BARRETT and IVAN D. 

LEE determined that the railroad track? located nearest to the. residence 
of Major General EDWIN A-. WALKER, U. S, Army (Retired), 4011 Turtle 
Creek Boulevard, Dallas, are those of the Missouri, Kansas, and Texas 
(MKT) Railroad. These tracks are approximately 0.3 of a mile southeast 
from WALKER'S residence and are almost parallel to Tdrtle Creek 
Boulevard in this area. 

It was also determined through personal observation that 
directly across the street (Turtle Creek Boulevard) from WALKER'S 
residence, there is a park area which extends approximately 0.6 of a mile 
to the northeast from WALKER'S residence and approximately 1.8 miles to 
the southwest from WALKER'S residence. This park area parallels 
Turtle Creek Boulevard and the MKT RailToad tracks, and in most places 
adjoins the property of the railroad. This park and the railroad 
property, in numerous places, is comprised of heavily- wooded areas 
and thick underbrush, affording innumerable places where an object 
the size of a rifle could be easily hidden, buried, or otherwise 
secreted. It was also personally observed that along the railroad 
right-of-way there are many paths and trails leading from the park 
area through the woods and underbrush up to the railroad tracks. 

No "open fields" were observed adjoining the railroad track 
in this area. 

By walking directly to the east or southeast from the rear 
of the WALKER'S residence, a person has immediate access to the wooded 
brushy area and the railroad tracks. 

It should be noted that photograph No. 5 of Item No. 6 has 
been previously identified by personal observation by SAs BARRETT and 
LEE as a scene depicting a section of the MKT Railroad track located 
approximately 0*7 of a mile southeast of WALKER'S residence and csar 
the Dallas Theater Center. 
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The tenth railroad tie from the bottom of the picture 
is extended approximately four or five inches out of line with 
the rest of the ties. It was noted that the extended railroad 
tie is throe ti6s above a connection on the right-hand rail- 
read track. 

The metal utility tower as depicted in the center of 
the photograph was observed in the same location in reference 
to the extended railroad tie. 

The railroad signal device located to the right of 
the tracks and at a point vfaere it appears to disappear at the 
top of the photograph was observed in the same location. 

To the right of the railroad signal device a telephone 
post can be observed leaning at a 45-degree angle and used as a 
brsce against another telephone post. In the photograph it is 
the fourth telephone post from the right-hand edge of the 
picture. 

On the left edge of the photograph a portion of a house 
can be observed. t Prom personal observation of the area* it is 
believed that this lwusa is the rear of the duplex at 3338-40 
Blackburn Street.

In this photograph, there is depicted a railroad curving to the 
left with a metal utility pole on the left and a building in the 
left center of the photograph. 

It should be noted that the scene depicted in Photograph 
#2, Item #7, has been identified through previous Investigation on 
H»y 20, 1964, as reported on pages 260, 261 and 262, of tha report 
of SA ROBERT P. GEMBSRLING, dated May 28, 1964, at Dallas. In this 
photograph, there is depicted an alley in the center, a two-story 
house on the right, a multi-story building under construction in 
the background, and soma trees and a wooden fence cm the left. 

It should be noted that information concerning buses

On any bus traveling to the downtown area of Bills# from the gen- 
eral area near the residence of Major General 2S2KI3 A. K&233R 
(United States Army, Retired), 4011 Turtle Creek BoulsrarC, Dallas, 
a passenger, after paying his fare, can obtain a transfer coupon, 
which entitles him to board any bus destined for the Oak Cliff 
area at any of the many transfer points in the down tows, area. 

This would be necessary only if the original bus was not destined 
for a desired destination point in the Oak Cliff ares. 

AS Of April 10, 1963, LEE HARVEY CGKAXJ* and hi# wife, 
MARINA, re residing at 214 West Nealy Street, which is located 
In the Oak Cliff area and which is near the bus route of the bus 
designated as "Bishop,* Bus Run No. 4. (See interview of V. C. 
SNIPER, Dallas Transit Company, June 3, 1964.) 
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Lt. JACKJREVILL, Criminal Intelligence Section, Special 
Service Bureau, Dallas Police Department, on June 15, 1964, advised;.', 
that any investigation conducted by the Dallas Police Department* 
concerning visitors and associates of General EDWIN A. WALKER would 
have been conducted by the Criminal Intelligence Section of the 
_ Police Department. 


Lt. REVILL stated that such an investigation has been 
conducted by his section but that this was comprised mostly of spot 
checks by detectives of cars seen at or near the WALKER residence 
during April, May, and June, 1964. 


Lt. REVILL reviewed all of the information in the files of 
the Intelligence Section concerning General WALKER and stated that 
based on this review there were four reports submitted by the Intelli- 
gence Section concerning visitors or associates of WALKER. Lt. REVILL 
stated he would make available two copies of each report to the \ 
Federal Bureau of Investigation which he did on June 16, 1964, to 
SA IVAN D. LEE. At that time, Lt. REVILL furnished two copies each 
of the following Dallas Police Department Intelligence Section reports: 




1. Report dated November 5, 1963, submitted by Lt. REVILL 
and Detective H. M. HART. This report contains information that some 
students from "North Texas University" (North Texas State University, 
Denton, Texas), were planning a demonstration during the visit of 
President KENNEDY to Dallas on November 21-22, 1963. The report stated 
some of these students had recently visited the home of General WALKER 
and identified these visitors. .Further, it contains information con- 
cerning a meet Log held. November 4, 1963, by this group at Denton, 

Texas, and identifies soma of those present. The report also states 
that approximately 20 students from the University took part in the 
demonstrations against ADLAI STEVENSON in Dallas on October 24, 1963. 

Report dated May 1, 1964, submitted by Detective L. D. 

^STRINGFELLOW. This report contains the names of persons believed by 
the Police Department to be members of the "Edwin A. Walker group" 
or of persons affiliated with the "Edwin A. Walker group." 
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I V" 3. Report dated May 20, 1964, submitted by Detective 
iJRLAN containing descriptions and license numbers and 
w ration data for these license numbers of cars observed at 
WALKER'S residence. , 

(Lt. REVILL explained that the dates these cars were 
observed by -the officers were not set forth in the report but that it 
would have been sometime shortly prior to the date of the report. He 
further explained this information concerning these cars was obtained 
by Detectives H. M. HART and V. J. BRIAN but that the report was sub- 
mitted by BRIAN.) 

4. Report dated June 4, 1964, submitted by Detectiv es 
T. T^-WARDLAW and M. H« ^BRUMLEY containing information concerning 
two automobiles observed at the residence of WALKER. (The times 
these cars were observed is not set out, and Lt. REVILL explained 
they were observed at a time just prior to the submission of the 
report.) 

Each report contains the initials in the lower left-hand 
corner of "WPG" which, according to Lt. REVILL, are those of Ca ptain 
W. Py ^GANNAWAX, Special-Service_ Bureau, Da llas Police,. Department. - —

Lt* REVILL also stated he had furnished a copy of the report 
dated May 1, 1964 (described above), to the Presidents Commission 
when he testified before that Commission on May 13, 1964. 
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On May 26, 1964, JAMES R. CANTRELL, Special Agent, 

Secret Service, U. S. Treasury Department, Oklahoma City, 

Oklahoma, advised Special Agent DAVID H. BARRY that in an 
interview of WILLIAM MC EWAN DUFF on May 25, 1964, DUFF had 
claimed evidence of an association between JACK RUBY and General 
EDWIN A. WALKER, Dallas, Texas; that during the period, 

December, 1962, through March, 1963, while DUFF was employed 
by General WALKER and resided in his home, RUBY visited on the 
basis of about once a month, each time in the company of two 
unidentified white males, arriving in a Ford car, not further 
described. 

DUFF claimed identification of RUBY through photographs, 
having heard him addressed only as JACK. The others he 
described as follows: 

(1) White male, mid 30s, 5'11" to 6', weighing 
145 pounds, dark receding hair; said to be 

, a member of John Birch Society. 

(2) White male, in late 40s, heavy build, 
dark complexion. 

DUFF advised that always the three had convened with 
WALKER in the living room of the WALKER residence. DUFF at no 
time overheard their conversation. 


When questioned concerning other witnesses, DUFF said 
it is possible others in the WALKER household, whom he could not 
name, might have identified RUBY, but he considered it doubtful 
they woujd" assist out of loyalty to General WALKER. He mentioned 
one BOB^SUTTON as a possible witness.

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DUFF had no explanation as to why he had not reported 
this in previous interviews, both by agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and the Secret Service, other than to state a 
fear of General WALKER. He said he felt that he knew too much 
of WALKER'S operation, and of the persons visiting his residence, 
intimating that WALKER was diverting funds collected for the 
John Birch Society to a personal account at the Highland Park 
Bank, Dallas, Texas.

Agent CANTRELL said that his receipt of this ^ / <*'•>• 
information from DUFF, predicated on an earlier interview, "on April 
8, 1964, at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, and several subsequent telephone 
calls, both from DUFF and his wife, PEGGY MARIEWRfFF, are circum- 
stances which would indicate DUFF may be using Mrh is means to 
impress his wife and to restore their marital relationship. 

His wife had threatened divorce on grounds he had misrepresented 
his background, even claiming to have rank of Captain in the U. S. 
Army. 


DUFF had called Agent CANTRELL on long distance telephone 
from Lawton, Oklahoma, on May 20, 1964, to advise that the nan who 
had offered him $10,000 to kill General WALKER had been fc. lowing 
him at Lawton; that he, in turn, had followed this man to the 
Capri Motel,, Lawton, .Oklahoma, where he established that the 
man was CLIFF^ftOBERTS of "the Oklahoma Crime Bureau. ROBERTS had 
interviewed Mrs. DUFF, informing her that warrants were out- 
standing for DUFF. The purpose of the call, CANTRELL said, was 
to enlist his aid in clearing this matter with Mrs. DUFF, to 
inform her that no warrants were outstanding. In a later call 
on the same evening, DUFF put Mrs. DUFF on the telephone for 
this purpose though it had taken three or four minutes to do so, 
the two in an apparent argument. At this time, Mrs. DUFF had 
asked that CANTRELL call her on the following day at her office. 

She is said to have been employed for some 17 years by the 
Consolidated Supply Company, Lawton, Oklahoma. She railed 
against DUFF, stating he had lied to her. 

On the following day, CANTRELL said he had been 
unsuccessful in reaching Mrs. DUFF. On May 25, 1964, he received 
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a long distance telephone call from Mrs. DUFF in which she 
stated that her husband had vital information in the case 
concerning the assassination of President KENNEDY. A meeting 
was arranged on that evening at the police station in 
Chickasha, Oklahoma. It was at this time that DUFF, in the 
presence of his wife, related the information concerning the 
alleged association of JACK RUBY and General EDWIN A. WALKER. 

Agent CANTRELL said he had taken DUFF aside in an ' 
effort to establish the truth, pointing out that if the infor- 
mation were found not to be true, DUFF could be subject to 
prosecution. He invited DUFF to reverse his story, if it were 
not the truth, while maintaining the fiction to his wife. DUFF 
insisted in its truth, and volunteered that he would submit to a 
polygraph examination if desired. He requested that the polygraph 
examination await his discharge from the Army on June 1, 1964, 
on grounds of fraudulent enlistment. He claimed to have been in 
the Air Force from December, 1957, to December, 1960, and had 
not so indicated when enlisting in the Army. 

Agent CANTRELL advised he had been informed by CLIFF 
ROBERTS, Oklahoma Crime Bureau, that DUFF had been examined by 
psychiatrists at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, and had been diagnosed as 
a pathological liar.

Mr. BARKER stated he went to the WALKER residence and, 
when he requested General WAUCBBr/ to stand beside the American 
Flags during the interview.

Mr. BARKER stated he did not 
conduct an interview nor did he take any pictures. To Mr. BARKER'S 
•recollection, the American Flags were flown upside down at WALKER' s 
residence for approximately five dqgjs.

There was not found in any of the above-mentioned 
issues of these daily newspapers any mention concerning the 
visit or proposed visit of some other political leader of 
the approximate stature of the former Vice President of the 
United States, RICHARD M. NIXON i however, the following was 
noted t 

The April 18, 21, 23 and 24, 1963, editions of 
the "Dallas Times Herald" contain articles concerning the 
visit of the Vice President, LYNDON B. JOHNSON, to Dallas, 
Texas, for the second Annual NASA Manned Space Flight 
Conference. The Vice President delivered the major address 
at this conference on April 23, 1963. According to the 
articles, Mr. JOHNSON arrived in Dallas before Noon on 

April 23, 1963, and departed Dallas later that same day.

The April 24, 1963, edition of the "Dallas Times 
Herald" is headlined, "LBJ Sees Kennedy Dallas Visit - 
One-Day Texas Tour Eyed." This article reflects that 
"President KENNEDY may visit Dallas and other major Texas 
cities this summer. Vice President LYNDON B. JOHNSON said 
during his *4iirlwind visit here* The Vice President said 
he hopes President KENNEDY’S schedule will permit him to 
attend a breaXfast in Ft. Worth, a luncheon in Dallas, an 
afternoon tea in San Antonio and a dinner in Houston on a 
one-day visit to Texas in the near future. Mr. JOHNSON 
mentioned the possibility of the presidential visit during 
an hour-long session with executives of the Times Herald 
and KRLD-AM-FM and TV Tuesday afternoon."

WOODS did not have the newspaper article in question, but she 
believed such an article did appear in a Dallas newspaper.

This article indi- 
cates that NIXON flew to Dallas, Thursday, November 21, 1963, for . 
a meeting of Pep3i-Cola bottlers. His New York law firm represents 
the soft drink company. The article also indicates NIXON will 
leave Love Field two hours before President KENNEDY arrives* 

"The Dallas Times Herald,* final edition. Page 1, November 
21, 1963, contains an article captioned, "NIXON HERS BEFORE JFK ON 
'BUSINESS',* by BEN STERNS. This article indicates NIXON flew to 
Dallas on Wednesday night, November 20, 1963, on a "quick business 
trip" as an attorney for the soft drink firm his New York law part- 
nership represents. 

Other than the above, no articles were located indicating 
that NIXON made any other trip to Dallas during the period October 
3, 1963 through November 22, 1963. According to the above article 
appearing in "The Dallas Morning News,* NIXON was scheduled to 
depart Dallas on November 22, 1963, two hours before President 
KENNEDY arrived.

President KENNEDY visited that city. 
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Mrs. GLADYS/ JOHNSON, . 1026 N . Beck ley, /and proprietor of the 
rooming house located at that address, advised that EARLENE ROBERTS 
was formerly employed by her as a housekeeper at that address and was 
so employed on November 21, 1963.

F. Investigation Concerning Article From the "National 
Guardian" of May 9, 1964, in Which Mark Lane Claims 
United States Secret Service Deliberately Planted a

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In the May 9, 1964* issue of the "National Guardian®, 
there appears an article captioned "OSWALD CASE: A NEW ANGLE"* 

According to this article, MARK LANE claims that the 
United States Secret Service deliberately planted a false story 
In the press to cast further guilt on OSWALD. Thls-article 
names a U. S . Secret_Seryice Agent MIKE (M ICHAELpfksWARD; PAT 
HOWARD, a Deputy Sheriff of Tarrant County, Texas, and a 
brother of the U. S. Secret Service Agent, MIKE HOWARD; and, 
THAYER WALDO, a reporter for the "Fort worth Star Telegram". 
This article alleges that MIKE HOWARD, PAT HOWARD and THAYER 
WALDO engaged in conversations on or about February 9, 1964, 
in Fort Worth and Dallas, Texas, concerning the existence of 
a Negro witness Who saw OSWALD shoot at President KENNEDY . 
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THAYEftilrtALDO , ne ws reporter, "F ort . Worth-Star, 


Telegram" , dictated the following signed statement to f 

T el e gr am e t e no g r a ph e r BETTOjpcfiNSON in the cr.r.feierce room % 
at the "Fort Worth Star Telegram" in the presence of Special 
Agents B. TOM CARTER and JOSEPH L. SCHOTT. After dictating 
the statement, WALDO said he intended to read it over after 
it was typed, make any corrections which he deemed necessary 
in his own handwriting, maintain one copy for himself and 
another copy in the files of the "Fort Worth Star Telegram". 


Special Agents SCHOTT and CARTER returned to the 
"Fort Worth Star Telegram" approximately five hours after 
this statement was dictated and WALDO handed over the original. 
He said that he had signed his name on each individual page and 
that all corrections in ink on the statement were made in his 
own handwriting, and for that reason did not consider it 
necessary to initial each correction. 


The statement is as follows: 


"Fort Worth, Texas 
May 28 , 1964 


"I, Thayer Waldo, make the following voluntary 
statement to B. Tom Carter and Joseph L. Schott, 
Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. 

"On the morning of February 9, 1964, attorney 
Mark Lane called me from San Francisco and asked 
if I would accompany Mrs. Marguerite Oswald and a 
secret service roan on the drive from Fort Worth to 
Dallas Love Field. Lane said Mrs. Oswald was to • 
take a plane to Washington,, D. C. to appear before 
the Warren Commission and wanted 'someone she knew 
and could trust t.o make the ride with her.'

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"I went to Mrs. Oswald's house shortly after 
noon. Two men were standing by a car in the 
driveway and one of them greeted me by name, saying, 
'I'm Mike Howard.' The other one Introduced himself 
as Pat Howard. 


"We drove to Love Field i Mrs. Oswald and I were 
in the back seat, Mike Howard driving and Pat Howard 
by him. At the airport Forrest. V. Sorrels, Chief of 
the Secret Service Office in Dallas and another agent 
who was to accompany Mrs . Oswald on the f light , met 
us. 


"After Mrs . Oswald's plane took off. Sorrels 
invited all of us to have a cup of coffee with him. 

We sat at the counter in the coffee shops Sorrels 
and Mike Howard conversed between themselves and I 
was talking to Pat Howard on my left. (Pat Howard 
at that time identified himself as a deputy in the 
Tarrant County Sheriff's Department, and as a brother 
of Mike Howard) . 

"We were discussing various angles of the 
assassination of President Kennedy, of the subsequent 
killing of Oswald When Pat put his hand on my knee 
and said; 'Waldo, if it hasn't already come out of 
the Warren Commission by then, after this Ruby trial 
is over I'm going to come up and give you a story 
that will blow everybody's head off.' 

"I tried to get him to give me more details, but 
he refused. However, when we left the coffee shop— 
Sorrels and Mike Howard walking some distance ahead 
of us — Pat took me by the arm and added t 


•'I'-ll tell you Just this much -right now. It 
has to do with a witness vrtio saw the shooting of the 
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"'President and can positively identify Oswald 
as the killer. Is that good enough?' 

"In the car on the return trip, I sat alone 
in the hack seat. Hike was driving and began 
talking* a rather long monologue about various 
aspects of the two killings. Then* very casually* 
he saidt 

" 'Well, *vfoen that old black boy gets up 
before the Warren commission and tells What he 
knows* that will stop them all talking.' 

"Pat turned half around in his seat and gave 
me an elaborate wink* with raised eyebrows, as if 
to say, 'so here is What I was telling you about.' 

"Then he leaned close to Hike and said some- 
thing inaudible to me. But Hike appeared to pay 
no attention and continued telling his story. 

"He stated that a Negro employee of the Texas 
Sbhool Book Depository had been on the sixth floor 
of that building at mid-day on November 22* 1963; 
that he was looking out the window at the passing 
presidential motorcade When he heard a shot close 
beside him; then he looked and saw Oswald kneeling 
at the next window with a rifle aimed into the 
street. 

"Hik6 Howard said the Negro later told Dallas 
Police officers to Whom he surrendered* 'I was 
scared to death, I thought he would kill me too. X 
Just turned and ran way over to the far side of 
that room and squeezed me down behind some empty 
crates. While I was running, I heard another shot, 
maybe two. When Oswald dropped his gun and ran out 
down the stairway, he almost stepped on me as he 
went by. '

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"Mike said the unnamed Negro waited a few 
minutes , then left the building , and went straight 
to Dallas Police Headquarters , where he turned 
himself in to Special Services. 

” 'He said he knew about that branch because 
they handle gambling cases and he had been picked 
up a few times for shooting craps , ' Mike Howard 
explained. 

"Howard said he had seen this Negro witness 
once, while the latter was still in the Dallas 
City Jail. 

"'They slapped a vagrancy Charge on him so 
they could hold him,' Mike said. 'He was still 
Just about the scaredest Negro I ever saw — nothing 
but whites to his eyes. 

" 'They have now transferred him somevhere 
else, I understand. I don't know vhere.' 

"During this recital, Pat Howard kept giving 
me significant grins and broad winks. Nothing was 
said at anytime by either of them about not re- 
peating this story, that it was off the record or 
in anyway confidential. There was no request to 
omit use of names. 

"Mike and Pat dropped me off at the Star- 
Telegram. This was not a normal working day for 
me, but Z felt that the editors should know at once 
about vhat I had been told. 

"The city editor naturally saw it as a 
sensationally good story. He called the managing 
editor and a decision was made to make it a copy- 
right story in the first edition for Monday.

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"I wrcte the story at once and It appeared - 

under an eight column, double bank banner in the 
one star edition, which hit the streets shortly 
after 8 P„M. Within minutes the story was being 
broadcast on radio and TV. 

"At about 8s 25, I received a call from Pat 
Howard, who saids 

"'Hey, boy, that's quite a story l You aren't 
using anybody's name on it, are you?* 

"I assured him I was not,' and he said, 'Good 
stuff.' 

Less than ten minutes later, Mike Howard 
called me. He 3eemed considerably upset and 
agitated, but conceded that no request to withhold 
the story had been made. 

"'Well, for God's sake at least don't use my 
name,' he said. 

"I told him I had not and would not. 

■Except for the Star-Telegram's editors and 
the local Associated Press correspondent, I did not 
mention Mike Howard's name to anyone— Including the 
F.B.I., to Whom I talked by telephone on Tuesday, 

February 11 — until about one month ago. 

"At that time, Mark Lane called me from Dallas, 
said he was on his way to give a talk at the 
University of Texas in Austin and asked if 1 could 
see him in Dallas. • 

"I explained that Z was too busy to leave the 
newspaper, so he took a rent car and came to Port 
Worth to see me. 
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"Be said he was conducting an investigation . 
on 'four or five important angles' of the Ksnnedy- 
Oswald-Ruby case and was particularly interested 
to know further details about my February 9th 
story. 

"His manner of speaking gave me to understand 
that anything I told or showed him would be held in 
confidence. I took him to the reference room# whers 
he read the §tar-Telegram for the morning of 
February 10th. Then he asked if I would mind telling, 
him my source. Believing this to be a lawyer's re- 
quest with normal legal discretion# I told him the 
complete story. 

"I heard nothing more from Mr. Lane. About two 
weeks later Mrs. Marguerite Oswald called and asked 
me if I could come to her home# 'as I have several 
important things to show you.' 

"One of the items she showed me was a copy of 
the national Guardian for May 9th# 1964. In a front 
p»gs article# Mark Lane was quoted# revealing all the 
details I had given him on the story. 

"Aft regards identity of the Negro referred to by 
Mike Howard# Howard said he didn't know the name, 'or 
if I did# I've forgotten it now.'

He said he had come to work at the Hurst Police 
Department during the first part of May 1964 and fcr approxi- 
mately one year prior to that had been employed as a Deputy 
Sheriff at the Tarrant County Sheriff's Office, Fort Worth, 
Texas. 

HOWARD stated that his brother, MIKE HOWARD, had 
been employed for the past two or three years as a Special 
Agent of the U. S.* Secret Service. 

HOWARD said that about three or four months ago, 
probably during the month of February 1964, his brother, 

MIKE, called him on the telephone and asked him to go along 
when MIKE drove Mrs. MARGUERITE OSWALD from her residence in 
Fort Worth, Texas, to Love Field in Dallas, at Which place 
she was to take an airplane to Washington, D. C., and testify 
before the President's Commission. PAT HOWARD said he ac- 
companied his brother in MIKE'S car to the residence of Mrs. 
MARGUERITE OSWALD and. While waiting for her to finish 
packing, she informed them that a friend of her attorney , MARK 
LANE, was going to accompany them on the ride from Fort Worth 
to Love Field in Dallas. Mrs. OSWALD identified thi3 indi- 
vidual Who was to accompany them as THAYER WALDO, a reporter 
for the "Fort Worth Star Telegram". 

PAT HOWARD said that THAYER WALDO arrived at Mrs. 
OSWALD'S residence by taxi, to the best of his recollection. 

He accompanied them to Dallas. During the ride, MIKE HOWARD 
drove the car, PAT HOWARD sat in the front seat with his 
brother, and WALDO and Mrs. OSWALD sat in the bsick seat.

This Agent who accompanied 
SORRELS got on the plane for Washington with Mrs. OSWALD to 
accompany her on the trip. 

After the plane departed, SORRELS, MIKE HOWARD, FAT 
HOWARD and THAYER WALDO went into the coffee shop at Love Field 
Terminal to have a cup of coffee. In the coffee shop, the four 
seated themselves in such a way that FORREST SORRELS and MIKE 
HOWARD could engage in a private conversation out cf earshot of 
the other two, and PAT HOWARD and WALDO could converse privately. 
PAT HOWARD said this situation arose because of the way they were 
seated at either the counter or a long table. 

In conversation with WALDO, PAT HOWARD said he had 
some interesting highlights on the events immediately following 
the Presidential assassination that he might tell WALDO some-

PAT HOWARD said What he had in mind vftien he made the 
statement was that he had accompanied Sh^jJLfjf I£$Jf£VANS -QfJEort 
Worth and several Secret Service Agents to Dallas on November 22, 
1363, after the news of the Presidential assassination was broad- 
cast. They arrived at Parkland Hospital just about the time the 
news of the President's death was announced. When the news was 
announced, PAT HOWARD observed the reactions of many cf the 
individuals in the hall and outside the hospital and referred tc 
these reactions as "interesting human drama". He said that he 
thought these little Incidents of human drama would make good 
newspaper stories, and these incidents war* v&at he referred to 
when he told WALDO he would sometime like t. j give him some 
interesting sidelights on the events immediately after the 
assassination. 


On the return trip to Fort Worth from Love Field, 
Dallas, MIKE HOWARD drove and PAT HOWARD sat in the front seat 
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with him. THAYER WALDO sat In the back. On the return trip, 
MIKE HOWARD mentioned that there had been a Negro male in the 
Texas School Book Depository at the time the assassination 
had occurred. After the shooting, the Negro left the 
building hastily because he was afraid he might be implicated 
* in some way as he had several minor arrests against him for 
gambling or vagrancy. PAT HOWARD said MIKE HOWARD told this 
as an amusing incident and never at any time did he indicate 
.that, this Negro male had actually been a witness to anyone 
shooting at the President. 

PAT HOWARD recalled that MIKE HOWARD’S source of 
information about the Negro male was a detective on the Dallas 
Police Department, Whose name was not recalled by PAT HOWARD. 
FAT HOWARD said it was his recollection that this Negro male 
had been identified shortly after the assassination and had 
been checked cut by the Dallas Police Department and the 
Secret Service. 

PAT HOWARD said that the next morning after the story 
came out in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram" that a Negro witness 
had observed LEE HARVEY OSWALD shooting the President, he 
called THAYER WALDO at the "Star Telegram" an 5 protested, but 
had not received any sort of satisfactory answer from WALDO 
regarding his reasons for having written the story. 

At the conclusion of the interview, FAT HOWARD re- 
inter ated that neither he nor his brother, MIKE, had told WALDO

to get his cigarettes which he had left there. GIVENS stated it was at 
this time he saw LEE HARVEY OSWALD, haown then to him as LEE, standing 
in the southeast corner of the building on that floor. He said OSWALD 
had orders and a clip board in his hand and in response to a question 
by GIVENS whether or not OSWALD was going to come downstairs, OSWALD 
replied, "No, not now." GIVENS stated he then got on the elevator and 
as he was leaving the sixth floor OSWALD yelled at him to close the 
gates on the elevator so that he, OSWALD, could have the elevator 
returned to the sixth floor. 

GIVENS advised he remained on the first floor of the TSBD 
building until about 12:00 noon at which time he walked out of the 
building and stood on the sidewalk in front of the building for several 
minutes.

Miss SMITH said a review of records pertaining to BUCK 
disclosed nothing of an unfavorable nature regarding him.

PAINE stated that it was his custom in the Spring 
of 1363 to eat lunch on Sundays at the Luby's Cafeteria on 
Bill crest acrrss the street from Southern Methodist Onl- 
varsity, Dallas, Texas (SMU) . PAINE stated that after 
attending church services on Sunday, he would go t.o this 
cafeteria to eat lunch and would engage in What MICHAEL 
PAINE described as Intellectual conversations or debates 
concerning vo-ld affairs with various SMU students.

MICHAEL PAINE stated that he did not specifically 
recall discussing LEE HARVEY OSWALD with any of these SMU 
students in April or May 1963, although ha could very well 
have since at this time he was acquainted with OSWALD and 
OSWALD'S background . 

PAINE stated that he does recall discussing FIDEL 
CASTRO and CAS IPO's regime in Cuba. PAINE stated that he 
believes that we in t.he United States do net lock at the 
Cuban situation from the Latin American point of view, and 
that he, MICHAEL PAINE, is still not in favor of tha United 
States' so-tailed t.cugh line towards CASTRO.

MlcriACL PAINE slated that he i«? certain Shat he 
did net. di^cufr. the "vixaa School. P.ook Depository in A pi 1 1 or 
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May 1963, because he never heard of the place until October 
1963, vhen OSWALD obtained employment there. MICHAEL PAIGE 
etated that he, himself, never worked at the Texas School 
Book Depository. 

PAINE stated that his discussions with OSWALD 
usually involved discussion of communism and Russia, and h* 
only recalls one occasion in October 1963, vhen OSWALD 
mentioned CASTRO. ‘This was following a meeting of the American 
Civil Ltbe.rt.ie9 Union in Dallas, then LEE OSWALD stated that a 
certain individual at this meeting, vfcom MICHAEL PAINE did not 
know, might be a communist since he spoke in favor of FIDEL 
CASTRO and CASTRO's regime in Cuba. 

MICHAEL PAINE further stated that be recalled that 
in the Spring of 1963, vhile in some discussions at Luby's 
Cafeteria, he, MICHAEL PAINE, stated that he did not believe 
that CASTRO started out as a communist, but became one after 
coming to power because he was mishandled by the United States, 
and that we, the United States, should still back revolutions 
in Latin America against dictatorships. 

MICHAEL PAINE further stated that he does not 
specifically recall discussing former President JOHN F. KYNNBPYi 
however , any discussions he would have had regarding the late 
President KENNEDY would have been favorable since he was a 
strong admirer of the late President KENNED?. 

PAINE stated he did not specifically recall discussing 
the Bricker Amendment in any of the discussions at Luby's 
Cafeteria. MICHAEL PAINE further adviwed that he s«TWid in the 
United States Army as a combat artillery roan in Korea during the 
Korean war and he believes he may have d! acussoi the Korean War 
and prisoners of war from the Korean War. during e::me of these 
conversations or debates at Luby's Cafeteria. MICHAEL PAINE 
stated that it is his belief that had the American soldiers been 
fully and properly instructed as to the evils of communism and 
not Just taught a few outworn clichea about communism, the 
American soldiers *dio were prisoners of w*r might have been in a 
better position to resist communism brainwashing.

"Steve Gregory Kennedy is a Hungarian man who 
came to America seven years ago and two years ago became 
an American citizen. It was then that he took the name of 
Kennedy, before that he was called Istvan Sziraki and 
before that Swarz. I think he is forty-three years old 1 
and single. In Hungary Sziraki was an A.V.H. officer 
and departed Hungary during the Hungarian revolution in 
fear of revenge of the many murders he committed as an 
A.V.H-er. This is how he got to America where he is an 
agent of the Hungarian State Security Office (A.V.E); 
he works for them. His assignment is to collect data 
concerning Hungarian emigrees. These are the} facts: 

Kennedy is a printer and- works for one 'of the largest 
printers in Dallas. I kpow for sure that he distributed 
communist leaflets in Dallas and was in contact with the 
murderer of the President and gave him leaflets In 
Rubenstein's bar. He frequented Rubens tein's place of 
amusement. I was there with Kennedy and he did not have 
to pay. 

"Kennedy was very nervous and restless after the 
assassination of the President, and wanted to go to Canada, 
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"but remained here. This is what 1 know about Kennedy and 
I feel that he had something to do with the murder of the 
President. 

*'I beg you, sirs, not to mention my letter or 
anything else during the interrogation of Kennedy, which 
would lead him to think of me because the organization to 
which he belongs would kill me, as it has others, but 1 
could no longer keep this horrible secret to myself .

On March 6, 1964 , STEVE KENNEDY was interviewed by SAs 
W. HARLAN BROWN and RICHARD L. WIEHL at his home at 5207 Miller, 
Dallas, Texas, at which time he furnished background information 
concerning himself. KENNEDY advised he knew he was an unpopular 
man in the local Hungarian community for various reasons. He had 
never affiliated with either the fasbists or communists in Hungary 
and persistently refused Communist party affiliations which 
eventually led to loss of his job as a printer in Hungary. KENNEDY 
stated he has now become a success in the United States and that 
others are very jealous of him. KENNEDY st&ted he has loaned money 
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to' friends In the Dallas area and that when he has tried to collect 
the money loaned he has lost friends. KENNEDY stated he found 
himself in opposition to a Catholic priest's methods of organization 
in a local Hungarian club and he gained enemies because of this 
stand. KENNEDY stated during the 1956 Hungarian revolution he was 
a truck driver and supplied the revolutionaries who were mostly - 
young people and after the Russian encirclement of Budapest on 
‘"November 4, 1956, when it became obvious that the revolution had 
been lost, he used his truck to drive revolutionaries to the 
^ Austrian- Hungarian border. 

KENNEDY advised he never met LEE HARVEY OSWALD, or his 
wife, MARINA, nor had he ever met JACK RUBY. KENNEDY stated he was 
a firm advocate of former President KENNEDY, but that his changing 
his name to KENNEDY had nothing to do with this attitude. KENNEDY 
advised he has been in JACK RUBY's club maybe one or two times in 
the past few years, but he considered this not at all unusual for 
a single man of his age. 

KENNEDY stated several people are quite bitter toward 
him because of his lending them money, in particular one JANOS 
HEJJAS, 5615 Miller, to whom he has loaned approximately $2,000 
and has hired a lawyer to collect this sum. |

MC BURMER stated he had just' received a teleohone 
call from CBS-TV commentator WALTEf^ CRONKITE, JteW-XQCK. City. 

Hr. CRONKITE related that a male representing hir.- 
self as ROBERTjuJOHUSOIJ had called him via telephone from 
Oakland/iteltephone number 444-9823, and stated that several 
days ago We ‘Had met LEE HARVEY OSWALD in Dallas and that 
OSWALD had approached him to join him, OSWALD, in his plan 
to assassinate President KENNEDY. JOHNSON reportedly gave 
his_none address as 1601 Cox Street, Jackson, Mississippi. 

Sergeant MC bURMER advised he had dispatched a 
patrol car to 531 - 24th Street, Oakland, California, where 
telephone number 444-9823 is located in a private residence. 
He said that the people at this address denied any knowledge 
of a ROBERT JOHNSON or of any telephone call to New York 
City from this telephone, stating that the telephone 
located at this address had not been used during the 
previous two hours. Sergeant MC BURMER added that there was 
a woman living at this address with the surname JOHNSON, 
however, he did not have the woman's first name. 
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The following investigation was conducted by 
SA HUNTER E. HELGESON: 

AT JACKSON, MISSISSIPPI 

On November 24 , 1963, a check of the Jackson 
City Directory revealed the names of numerous ROBERT 
JOHNSON »s and ROBERT JOHNSTON'S, but none of these 
individuals resided at an address of 1601. This 
directory revealed that 1601 Cox Street is a vacant 
store. 

On November 24, 1963, M. PIERCE, .Assistant 
Chief .of .Pol ice,. Jackson Police Department, advised that 
his department has no record of any person by the name 
of ROBERT JOHNSON associated with any crank calls.

Mr. WARD stated KIMBROUGH furnished him with a hand-drawn 
map setting forth the close proximity Of the residences of I£B HARVEY 
OSWALD and JACK RUBY; and the fact that the direction which OSWAID 
took from his residence up to the time of his apprehension was in 
direct line with the residence of JACK RUBY. KIMBROUGH further 
pointed out the coincidence that the residence of General EDWIN A, 
WALKER, who had been fired upon in April, 1963, by an unknown sniper, 
was only six blocks away from the V$fgas Club, 

Mr, WARD advised that this map was furnished to him by 
KIMBROUGH as it appeared to hold some interest at that time and 
he subsequently furnished this map to Mr, HERBERT J, MILUBR, 

Attorney General in 4$arge of the Criminal Division, united states 
Department of Justice, who was visiting in Dallas following the 
assassination. 


Mr. WARD advised further that KIMBROUGH visited him on 
several other occasions with different theories regarding the as- 
sassination and a possible conspiracy and, on May 19, 1964, KIMBROUGH 
again visited WARD'S office and furnished him with a typewritten, 
five-page list of the names and addresses compiled by KIMBROUGH 
through a search of city directories and telephone directories, 
showing close proximity of residences, both past and present, of 
many | individuals who have been, in one way or another, connected 
with the assassination investigation. 

WARD stated that, upon perusal of this material, he did

He was arrested on suspicion of the homicide of 
ALBERTO GOMEZ GONGORA on a complaint of the latter's daughter, 
MERCEDES GOMEZ DE RAMIREZ. The only additional Information on the 
card said that the accusation was not proved. . . 


On May 12, 1964, ALFREDO ZAPATA advised that Inquiry * '. 

In the section of San Salvador known as* Colonla Milltar disclosed 
a number of houses bearing No. 10. ZAPATA eald.the address Colonla 
Milltar 10 is not complete Inasmuch as It lacks the name of the 
street. He advised that Inquiry hadbeen made at every house bearing 
the No. 10 In the section of the city known as Colonla Milltar 
without locating anyone who could furnish any Information on JOAQUIN 
RIVAS GAMEZ. - 

f.‘ ”*•' On May 12, 1964, ALFREDO ZAPATA advised that Investigation 

disclosed there is a small branch post office at North Second 
Avenue 1604 in the section of the city of San Salvador known as 
Barrio San Miguelito. On May 13, 1964, ZAPATA advised he had ascer- 
tained that this branch post office has only two employees, who 
Indicated they receive mall but do not distribute mail from that 
address. Both employees, according to ZAPATA, advised they bad 
never heard of JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ. ZAPATA stated he questioned ' 
both employees as to what action they would take if a letter 
arrived at the branch post office addressed to him, and both replied 
they would forward it to the central post office In downtown San 
Salvador. 

ZAPATA stated that during the course of the. day on 
May 12, 1964, various people who entered the branch post office 
In Barrio San MigueTito were questioned as to whether they knew 
JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ but no one admitted knowing this Individual.

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On May 12, 1964, ZAPATA advised that inquiry at the 
central post office in downtown San Salvador failed to disclose any 
address for JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ and there was no indication that he 
received mall there. '

ZAPATA advised that a number of 'houses on other streets 
within the Barrio San Miguelito section of San Salvador bear the 
number 1604. Residehts of these houses were contacted but could 
furnish no information as to the whereabouts of JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ 
and stated they had never heard of this individual; 

On May 12, 1964, DL T - 2 advised that a review of the 
records of the Department of Information, Ministry of Defense, San 
Salvador, failed to reveal any identifiable information on JOAQUIN 
RIVAS GAMEZ. A record dated in November, 1961, was located on a 
JOAQUIN RIVAS with address shown as' North Second Avenue between 
East 9th. and 11th Streets, San Salvador. RIVAS’ occupation was shown 
as motorist which, according to informant, would probably mean the 
man was a truck driver. There was a notation that this man had 
spoken against the Government of El Salvador. He was reported to 
£ave'8aid, "Que se tiene que derrdpar mucha sangre para recuperar la 
situacion" (Much blood has to be spilled in order to recuperate the 
situation).

On May 14, 1964, ZAPATA advised that inquiries were 
conducted on North Second Avenue between East 9t.h and 11th Streets, 
which is in the section of the city known as Barrio San Miguelito 
but about nine blocks from the branch post office in Barrio San j x » , 

Miguelito.. A woman by the name of LUCIA DE y v ANDRABE was loc.ated~at-^L__ 
North Second Avenue No. 613, and she informed that a JOAQUIN RIVAS . 
had been employed as a truck driver for her until about four months 
ago when she sold the truck. According to Mrs. ANDRADE, JOAQUIN RIVAS 
was thereafter out of work, and she believed he had left El Salvador - 
for HnniVras. She could furnish no information as to where he 
resided. ’* 
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On Kay 15, 1964, ZAPATA stated that on the night of 
May 14, 1964, the husband bf LUCIA DE ANDRADE claimed that JOAQUIN 
RIVAS had been employed as a truck driver until he had an accident 
and was arrested, and subsequently left El Salvador for Costa Rica. 

On May 12, 1964, WILLIAM A. MITCHELL, Consul, American 
Embassy, San Salvador, checked visa records without locating any 
Identifiable Information on JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ. 

On May 13, 1964, Mrs. THOMAS C. JAMES, Secretary, Political 
Section, American Embassy, San Salvador, checked the name of JOAQUIN 
RIVAS GAMEZ through the General Embassy Indices without locating any 
identifiable information. 

. On May 14, 1964, ZAPATA related that on the previous day 
one of the detectives’ under his command caused a check to be made 
of tiie identification cards required of all Salvadoran citizens, 
which cards are located in the Municipal Building of San Salvador. 
This check failed to indicate that any identification card had been 
issued in the name of JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMES?:? Information was located 
on a JOAQUIN RIVAS PENA and a JOAQUIN RIVAS FIVAS but there was 
nothing to indicate either of these individuals might be identical 
*with RIVAS GAMEZ.

On May 14, 1964, ABE^ HERNANDEZ, Head. of the Investigative, 
Section, Immigration Department, San Salvador, advised that a review 
of Immigration Department records failed to disclose that a passport 
had ever been issued in the name of JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ. 

On May 14, 1964, Major SALVADOR'PALACIOS, Chief of the. 
Traffic Department, San Salvador, advised that a two -day search by 
employees of his department had failed to locate any identifiable 
information on JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ. He said these records included 
a list of all automobiles, trucks, and other vehicles, as well as 
drivers' licenses, for the entire country. A review of the latter 
records, which are broken down into private automobile licenses. 
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motorcycle licenses, light truck licenses, and heavy truck licenses, . 
failed to reflect the name JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ. According to law, 
a driver's license In any of the four categories must be renewed 
every year. . The four categories were checked back through 1957 
without locating any Information In the name of JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ.

In this 
article* on page 63 of the "Life" Magazine, there are reflected 
the results of an interview with Mrs. CLYDE LIVINGSTON, a former 
teacher of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, at the Ridgle 3 West Elementary 
School . On the ft.vne page of this article there is also re- 
flected an interview with RICHARD GARRETT, described .as a former 
cla Semite cf LEE KARVEY OSWALD in elementary school. 
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Mrs. CLYDE X^LIVINGSTON, 7304 Pens acola, furnished the 
following Information: ' ? r: i /t ; j / r 


During the period of 1949 through 1951, she was a teacher: 
at the Rldglea West Elementary School In Fort Worth, Texas. She was 
the home room teacher for the fourth grade during the school year of 
1949-1950. During this time, LEE HARVEY OSWALD was a student In the 
fourth grade and was in her home room. She also taught music to the 
fifth grade during the term of 1950-1951 and believes she did teach 
-music to LEE HARVEY OSWALD while he was in the fifth grade but she 
does not recall anything concerning OSWALD while he was in the fifth 
grade . 


At the beginning of the school term in September, 1949, 

USE HARVEY OSWALD entered this school with a group of all new students 
as this was the first year this elementary school was in operation. 

He was a quiet and rather shy type of student, did not know any of the 
other students, and it took him a long time to get acquainted with the 
other students. She also recalled that LEE HARVEY OSWALD was a very 
poor student in the beginning of the fourth grade as he could not 
read and his spelling was very poor. Mrs. LIVINGSTON spent a great 
deal of her spare time in helping LEE HARVEY OSWALD with his spelling. 
He did not mind the extra work and his attitude was good in learning 
to spell. He became a fairly good student while in the fourth grade 
and never gave her any trouble. At times he was very quiet and was 
n?t an aggressive type in making friends with the other students in 
the school.

At Christmas of 1949, LEE HARVEY OSWALD gave Mrs. LIVINGSTON 
a puppy as a Christmas present. After that he would drop by the home 
of Mrs. LIVINGSTON to see this puppy and talk with Mrs. LIVINGSTON and 
her family. He usually stayed for only a short period of time. She 
recalled that LEE HARVEY .OSWALD appeared to be a lonely type of boy 
and that his mother was employed while he was in the fourth grade of 

this school. He remarked one day th$t he had to fix his own lunch 

and she asked him if there was anyone at home to help him prepare his 

lunch or his meals. He told her , the re was no one at home and he could 

op en a .can of floup_as well as anyone els e. She flt.atfid_t.Q_ the best of — 
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her knowledge she never sew Mrs. OSWALD at this school ahd did not 
meet any other mezsbers of the family although she 'knew LEE did have 
two brothers. She stated i-RK HARVEY OSWALD never gave her any serious 
trouble while he was a student (in her room. 
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GARRE?? attended Ridglea West Elementary School during 
the fourth, fifth and sixth grades. He recalled being in a room 
at this school with LEE HARVEY OSWAID, but he does not recall 
whether it was in the fourth or fifth grade. He stated they 
were about ten or eleven years of age. During this school year, 
he played with LEE HARVEY OSWAID a great deal at the school and 
sometimes they would walk hone from school and play together. 

He only knew OSWALD during the fall and spring semester of this 
one school year. LEE HARVEY OSWALD was easy to get slccsg with 
at that time and he considered him a perfectly normal boy. He 


recalls on one occasion they did have a disagreement on some 
matter and he believed they had a short fight, but he does not 
remember what this was all about. He was in the home of OSWALD 


on one occasion, but does not recall ever meeting Mrs. OSWALD or 
the brothers of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. Ha stated that LSE OSWALD 
acted like the other students in school at that time and he did 


not recall anything particularly different about him when cost- 
pared with the other boys in the school. 


GARRETT did not see LEE OSWALD during junior high 
school and the next time he saw LEE OSWALD was at Arlington 
Heights High School in Port Worth. He fcsJJesd to him for a few 
^minutes between classes as they were both surprised to see each 
other at this high school. He recalled that LEE OSWALD seemed 
to be a little more hesitant, a little more quiet, and did not 
talk too much during this conversation, garret? never saw him 
anymore in high school and did not run around arith him and was 
unable to furnish any further information on LSE HARVEY OSWALD. 
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B. Employment - Texas Employment Comnission 
Records at Fort Worth. Texas 
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By letter dated June 2, 1964, the President's Commission 
requested that copies of all of the records concerning LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD that the Fort Worth office of the Texas Employment Com- 
mission possesses be obtained. 
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* Mr. WILLIAM H^lffiFNER, Supervisor, Texas Employment '* :f 
Gonmission (TEC), 1021 Taylor Street, furnished the following 
information: 

HEFNER made available a copy of work order on LEE 
H. OSWALD reflecting OSWALD was sent out on a job to louv-R-Pak, 
Division of Leslie Welding Company, 200 East North Vacek Street, 
Fort Worth, Texas, on or about July 13, 1962. 

HEFNER advised this is the only record available opr 
LEE H. OSWALD. In November, 1963, HEFNER and Mrs. VIRGINI^rHALE 
of TEC checked through all records in an effort to find the 
original application filed by OSWALD when he first came to Texas 
Employment Commission. They were never able to find this 
application. HEFNER stated that at about this time they destroyed 
a number of old applications, and it is possible this application 
was destroyed. 

HEFNER checked further during this interview to locate 
the application or any other papers concerning OSWALD, but was 
unable to locate any other papers. 
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C. Interviews With Mrs . Marguerite Oswald, 
Mother of Lee Harvey Oswald, and Data 
Concerning Her - 
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On June 1, 1964, Mrs. MARGUERITE C. OSWALD, mother 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, telephonically contacted the Fort Worth, 
Texas, Resident Agency of the Federal Bureau of investigation, 
at Which time she talXed with IC JAMES VON WHITE. She ashed 
for Special Agent EARLE HALEY by name and stated she would 
liXe to have Mr. HALEY come by her residence on that date or 
the following day if he were in her neighborhood, as she 
wanted to show him a newspaper. 
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Mrs. MARGUERITE^OSWALD , ^2 2^L jQibinas Place, furnished 
the following information t | . - ,/ K ^ 

Mrs. OSWALD had four newspaper advertisements from 
Neiman-Marcus Store cut out of different newspapers and she 
exhibited these to Agents as she believed they had something 
to do with the assassination. 

The first newspaper advertisement was from the 
"Fort Worth Star Telegram" dated May 15, 1964. This adver- 
tisement was advertising an alarmobile. This was a small 
box Whereby a person could set a string from the house to a 
swimming pool or any other place and if any children hit the 
string the alarmobile immediately would set off a buzzer 
alarm. The alarmobile was advertised to sell for $9.95. The 
heading of this advertisement was "CASE FOR UNSEEN SLEUTH." 

This advertisement appeared on May 15, 1964, and Mrs. OSWALD 
said this was the date that the lawsuit involving MARINA 
OSWALD appeared in the Dallas newspapers. She believed that 
this advertisement and MARINA'S lawsuit had some connection. 

The next advertisement was in the "Dallas Morning 
News" on January 15, 1964, and was headlined, "CARR TELLS OF 
WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE THAT SET UP INQUIRY". This article 
took up nearly the entire page. In the lower right-hand 
^ corner was an advertisement of Neiman-Marcus advertising 
some boots. The advertisement had a picture of one boot. 

She believed that this advertisement had 6ome connection 
with the article written by Mr. CARR, Who is the Attorney 
General of Texas. 

The next advertisement that she had cut out of the 
paper was from the "Dallas Morning News" for Thursday, 

April 30, 1964. This advertisement was titled "THE CONNECTING 
LINK" and had a picture of a pearl necklace and was advertising 
the pearl necklaces for $10.00, plus tax. Right under the 
words "CONNECTING LINK" was "SET UP FOR MOTHER". Mrs. OSWALD 
had also cut out another advertisement from the "Fort worth 
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Star Telegram" dated Hay 29, 1964, similar to the one above 
in that this advertisement was also advertising pearl necklaces. 
The heading over the picture of the pearl necklace was "THE 
CONNECTING LINK", It did not say anything about "SET UP FOR 
MOTHER", She believed that these two advertisements, being so 
mudh alike, had something to do with the assassination. 


Mrs. OSWALD said that on Wednesday, May 20, 1964, at 
12*40 P.M., Mr. FORREST V. SORRELS, Agent in Charge of the 
Secret Service in Dallas, came to her home, accompanied by some 
woman. Mr. SORRELS asked to come in and talk to Mrs. OSWALD, 

She told him that she was alone and that she never conducted 
interviews or saw anyone %Aien she was alone in the house, and 
she refused to let him come in. SORRELS told her that the reason 
he was calling was that the President's commission had lost their 
copies of Exhibit 202. He a9ked her if she had this exhibit or 
her copy and she said that she did, and that she kept all of her 
papers in a safe deposit box in the bank. He asked if they could 
obtain a copy of this 202 exhibit to complete the files of the 
President's Commission. SORRELS tried to ask her about some tape 
recording, but she cut him off and said she did not want to talk 

f- about the tape recording. 

• 

Mrs. OSWALD had been thinking of the matter of the 
President's Commission losing this 202 exhibit. She said that 
the President *8 Commission made three copies of all exhibits and 
she did not see how they could lose all three copies of this par- 
ticular exhibit. She believed that Mr. SORRELS wanted this for 
some other person or else just wanted to get in the house and 
talk to her about something else. Mrs. OSWALD said that she 
would gladly furnish a copy directly to the Commission or would 
cooperate with the FBI in giving the commission a copy of 
Exhibit 202. She said that she would not furnish anything to 
the Secret Service. 

Mrs. OSWALD related that she desires and expects to 
be called back as a witness before the President's commission. 
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She further related that she Intends at some time in the 
future to locate and talk ta -Mr;. .JOHN* FAIN, a former Bureau 
Agent Who is now in Houston 'and is in the r e a Restate 
.business* She recalls that her son* LEE OSWALD# told her on 
one occasion that he had furnished information to Mr. FAIN 
during an interview in Fort Worth While Mr • FAIN was with 
the FBI. 
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On June 2, 1964, Mrs. MARGUERITE C. OSWALD, mother of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD, telephonically contacted the Fort Worth, 
Texas, Resident Agency of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
at Afoich time she advised IC JAMES VON WHITE that she had ob- 
tained some concrete information for the Agents Who had con- 
tacted her on June 1, 1964, and that "it happened at 2t00 A.M. 
this morning." 






Mrs. MARGUERITE OSWALD, 2220 Thomas Place, mother 


of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, furnished the following oral informations * - 

At exactly 11:45 P.M. on the night of June 1, 1964, 

Mrs. OSWALD advised that she received a long distance "cranX 
call" from a person vfoo identified himself as JOE STAFFORD, a 
representative of "Time" Magazine, New YorX City. This person 
stated he was calling from New YorX City. 

Mrs. OSWALD advised that she made a tape recording 
of the conversation and insisted upon playing same for inter- 
viewing agent 8. 

The voice on the tape recording appeared to be that 
of a male person, was incoherent at times, mumbled and was 
"thicX tongued". The voice sounded much liXe a person under 
the influence of liquor. 

At the beginning of the conversation, this person S 

said that he had a thousand-dollar checX for Mrs. OSWALD and 
asXed her how she was getting along, and said that he wanted 
to do a "follow-up" story. The person then asXed Mrs. OSWALD, 

"Aren’t you proud of being born a Judas and being alive?" 

This person then said, "Why don't you Xill yourself?" The 
person continued, saying, "He did it — Just the same as day 
is day and night is night, that is proof. What proof do you 
have that he is even your child? Isn't that proof enough? 

You Xnow that he did it." 

The person then stated that he had read a statement 
in "Life" and "Time" Magazines, "In %Aiich you said you are a 
big, important person. 'I am a very important person.' So 
was judas important to history, so, Mrs. JUDAS, you are im- 
portant to history." 

The person then said that actually he did not worX 
for "Time" Magazine.

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Mrs. OSWALD advised that this call was to her 
telephone number PE 7-7677, and apparently was placed to her . 
personally because the operator ashed for Mrs. MARGUERITE 
OSWALD. 

Mrs. OSWALD said, further, that there were no threats 
to her during the conversation, but that she wanted to identify 
and prosecute the person making the call for "disturbing my 
sleep in the middle of the night" , and for general harassment 
towards her. Mrs* OSWALD said, further, that she would like 
to sue "Time" and "Life" Magazines and the person calling. 

She stated that she feels she should be able to sue "someone" 
because "everyone else sues for such small, trivial things and 
this matter is big — it's history." Mrs. OSWALD stated that 
she knows that the President's commission is vitally interested 
in "Time" and "Life" Magazines for What they have printed con- 
cerning this case in the past.

In the allegation of the plaintiff, EDWIN Kf\ EKDAHL , r 
he charged defendant, MARGUERITE C. EKDAHL, with a course of 
harsh and cruel treatment: that the defendant was guilty of 
outrages toward the plaintiff. Plaintiff listed examples that 
in early part of 1947, defendant had constantly nagged and 
argued with the plaintiff for many months. In February 1947, 
defendant accused plaintiff of infidelity and threw a bottle 
at him. On or about March 17, 1947, defendant scratched 
plaintiff's left arm severely and struch him a number of times 
on the chest. On or about April 3, 1947, defendant threw a 
coohie jar at plaintiff. In May 1947, defendant threw another 
glass jar at the plaintiff, narrowly missing him. In July 
1948, defendant ordered plaintiff out of the house. Be left 
and 'never returned again. 

There were no children born to this marriage and no 
community property was involved. The case was tried before a 
jury and the verdict was in favor of the plaintiff and he was 
granted a divorce on June 24, 1948. Plaintiff agreed to pay 
MARGUERITE EKDAHL $1,500 in cash. MARGUERITE EKDAHL requested 
that her former name of MARGUERITE C. OSWALD be restored and 
this was granted.

She said as far as she knew no amount 
of money had been mentioned in this connection.

She was questioned further concerning conversations 
she had had with LEE HARVEY OSWALD about his visits to the 
house of General EDWIN A. WALKER, Dallas, Texas. . 

She said she had asked OSWALD how he had arrived 
at the WALKER home on the night he had attempted to kill WALKER 
by shooting him. OSWALD replied that he had walked up to the 
house. MARIKA said she later learned OSWALD had taken a bus 
to the vicinity of the WALKER home and she presumes that he 
had gotten off the bus a distance frotn the WAIKER home and had 
traversed the remaining distance on foot. She said OSWAID had 
said also he had returned to their home by bus after the attempted 
assassination. MARIKA advised she was not aware of what buses 
OSWALD took to arrive in the vicinity of the WALKER home or to 
leave the vicinity of the WALKER home en route back to their home. 

MARIKA said she remembers OSWALD telling her he had 
run away from the WALKER house after the attempted assassination 
and that he could run very fast. She said she does not recall 
that OSWALD told her how far he ran or what bus he boarded or 
where he boarded the bus. . 

She does remember OSWALD told her he came home on 
the bus after the attempted assassination. 



MARIKA said she does not recall OSWAID telling her 
what he did with his rifle after he made the first trip to the 
WAUQSR home for the purpose of assassinating General WALKER. 

She 8a id he did not bring the rifle into their home upon his 
return to her knowledge. She said she did not ask him what he 
had done with the rifle on this first visit of OSWALD to the 
WALKER home for the purpose of assassinating WALKER. She does 
recall she had asked OSWALD when he returned home and confessed 
he had attempted to assassinate General WALKER that night what 
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he had done with the rifle because she was afraid the rifle might 
be found and traced to OSWALD. In answer to her query* OSWALD told 
her he had buried the rifle in the ground or in the bushes far away 
from the actual spot of the shooting* She recalls OSWAID mentioned 
a field and also a railroad track and she has the impression OSWAU> 
might have meant he hid the rifle in a field near a railroad track* 

MARINA said she recalled OSWALD showing her photographs 
he had taken of the General WALKER home* She also recalled OSWALD . 
had shewn her some photographs he had taken which depicted a rail- 
road track* It is her recollection that these railroad tracks were 
near the WALKER house* She said she recalls seeing an automobile 
in one of the photographs of the WALKER house but did not recall 
what type of an automobile it was or whether & not it had m license 
plate on it* 

MARINA was asked if OSWALD had mentioned being associated 
with any other person in connection with the attempted assassina- 
tion of WALKER* She said OSWALD had never mentioned another person 
in this connection* She said she was sure in her own mind he had 
planned and attempted the assassination completely alone. She said 
it was not like OSWALD to be associated with anybody else in such 
4 -an endeavor* 

MARINA sa id she did jpot know that OSWAID had known or 
associated with anyone in April* 1963* who owned a 1963 Ford auto- 
mobile or a 1949 or a 1950 Ford automobile or a 1958 Chevrolet* 

She said he had never mentioned a large collie dog or any other

Concerning the records of baptisms maintained by St. Seraphim 
Eastern Orthodox Church, Rev. ROYSTER stated he first interviews a 
parent or the parents of the child to be baptized, obtains certain 
background information, and records this in a lined writing pad which 
is entitled "Record of Baptisms, St. Seraphim Church." He stated 
from this book he transfers the information recorded to a book 
called "Baptisms" "Parish Record" which is the permanent record 
retained by the church. Rev. ROYSTER exhibited this book and pointed 
out that each page is perforated vertically in two places. The first 
perforation is between the page stub and the "Raptismal Certificate" 
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and the second perforation Is between the "Baptismal Certificate" and 
the outer stub which is called "Record of Baptisms." Rev. ROYSTER 
stated the stub "Record of Baptisms" contains the name of the child 
baptized and other background information. This stub is forwarded 
to Metropolitan Council, 105 E. Houston Street, New York, New York.

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York. Times: ' 
newspaper contained & full-page advertisement captioned "Yfcf.t 
is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for C*\lia. 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press* 

"Ihe New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr. Charles A. ‘Santos-Buch identified himself and Robert Taber 
as organizers of the FPOC. He also testified he and T?* *r 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the 
first two years of the FPCC’s existence there was a struggle* 
between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Pkrty (S^P) 
elements to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby, 
influence FPCC policy. However, during the past year tfci3 source 
observed there has been a successful effort by FPCC leadership 
to minimize the role of these and other organizations in the 
FPCC so that today their influence is negligible. 

On May 70, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 
799 Broadway, New 7 irk City. According to this source, the 
position of kAtionj** Office Director was created in the Fall 
of 1962 and was fi;i» d by Vincent "Ted" Lee, who now formulates 
FPCC policy. This source observed tee has followed a course of 
entertaining and accepting the cooperation of many other organi- 
zations including the CP and the SWP when he has felt it would 
be to his personal benefit as well as the FPCC’s. However, Lee 
has indicated to this source he has no intention of permitting 
FPCC policy to be determined by any other organization. L*e 
feels the FPCC should advocate resumption of diplomatic relations 
between Cuba and the United States and .support the rigtit of 
Cubans to manage their revolution without interference from 
other nations, but not support the Cuban revolution per se.

The "New York Herald Tribune* newspaper dated January 
15, 1964, page 7, column 1, contained an article entitled, 
"Oswald's Mother Hires Lane." This article stated that on 
January 14, 1964, Mrs. Marguerite C. Oswald, mother of accused 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald, announced she had hired Mark Lane 
to represent her slain son before the President's Commission 
Investigating the murder of President John F. Kennedy. According 
to this article, Mrs. Oswald stated she had been In contact with 
Lane during his stay In Fort Worth, Texas, the previous weekend. 
It was also pointed out that Lane had accepted the case, although 
Mrs. Oswald stated she had no funds with which to pay him. 

The "New York Times" newspaper dated April 2, 1964, 
page 37, contained an article stating that Mrs. Marguerite C. 
Oswald had dismissed Mark Lane, her New York lawyer. 

On June 10, 1963, a second source, who has furnished 
reliable Information In the past, advised that at a meeting of 
t~ the New York Council to Abolish the House Un-Anwrlcan Activities 
Committee (NYCAHUAC) held May 28, 1963, at 74 Fifth Avenue, New 
York City, Mark Lane was elected to the position of Vice Chairman 
of the organisation.

On March 9, 1961, a source advised that the New Yorlc 
Council to Abolish the Un-American Activities Committee (NYCAUAC), 
150 West 34th Street, New York City, New York, was formed at a 
meeting held in New York City on November 17, I960. This organi- 
sation was founded principally through the efforts of FRANK 
WILKINSON, Field Representative of the National Committee to 
Abolish the Un-American Activities Committee (NCAUAC). 

A second source advised on September 17, 1952, that 
FRANK WILKINSON was a Communist Party member as of September,

A third source furnished, on September 14, 1961, a 
copy of resolutions of the New York Council to Abolish the 
House Un-American Activities Committee (NYCAHUAC) , which were 
adopted by the NYCAHUAC. One such resolution affirmed the in- 
tention to continue to work for the abolition of the House Com- 
mittee on un-American Activities (HCUA) and to continue its 
efforts to broaden the participation in this fight. Another 
resolution accepted as a modus vivendi the suggestion of the 
Field Representative of the "National Committee to Abolish the 
HCUA" (NCAHUAC), namely, that local abolition committees may 
Identify and co-ordinate their efforts as closely as they desire 
with NCAHUAC, still maintaining their autonomy for as flexible 
and independent a program as possible.

Mr. Norman Redlich of the President's Commission telephoned today and t 
advised that he had before him a draft of an article to<be published by the "Readers 
Digest" in the near future which included the use of neutron activation analyses on 
the paraffin casts taken of Oswald's cheek and hand for gunpowder residues. 

He advised that he knew that the FBI Laboratory had sent a letter to the 
Commission covering the results of work that the Laboratory had done in this 
matter but he could not find it at that time. I provided him with the date of the . : 
letter and read it to him upon his request. 

This letter, dated 3/10/64, advised that the paraffin casts from Oswald 
were examined by neutron activation analyses at the Oak Ridge National 
laboratories, Research Reactor Site, Oak Ridge, Tennessee, and that the analyses 
were made to determine if the casts bore any primer deposits from the rifle 
cartridge cases found in the Dallas School Book Depository Building following the 
President's assassination. The letter advised in essence that the deposits found 
on the paraffin casts of the hand and cheek of Oswald could not be specifically , ; 

associated with the rifle cartridges since the same elements were found in 
residues both from the rifle cartridge cases and the revolver cartridge cases r - 
which were fired from Oswald's revolver reportedly between the time of the 
assassination and the time of his apprehension. In view of the fact that the paraffin 
casts were not made until after the reported firing and handling of the revolver, no 
significance could be attached to the residues found on the casts other than tha ; ; • ,v': ; 
conclusion that barium and antimony (the elements found in the residues) are 
present in amounts greater than would be expected to be found on the hands of an 
Individual who has not recently handled a fired weapon. v .

Henshaw had with him a book which just came out June 15th. It is 
entitled "Oswald: Assassin or Fall Guy." The author is Joachim Joesten. The > 
publishers are Marzanl and Munsell. Henshaw was quite incensed about this v 
book and said it is horribly derogatory as far as both the FBI and the Director 
are concerned. 

He was particularly incensed because on Page 124 of the book it makes 
reference to the attempted assassination of General Walker by Oswald and 
states that the Police Department in Dallas was going to arrest Ruby and 
Oswald when the FBI intervened and asked them not to do so for "reasons of 
state." In connection with this, one paragraph continues, "While the ‘National 
Enquirer* is not the most reliable newspaper in the world, the story bears 
inner marks of authenticity because the recipient of that FBI letter was, of v 
course, Chief of Police Curry, who leaked it to reporter Henshaw. The Dallas 
police, it appears, are not going to be the scapegoats for the FBI." Henshaw 
was quite incensed about this reference to him in the book, claimed it is 
absolutely false and that he planned to write the Warren Commission concerning 
it The purpose of his visit was to so advise us. 

The story in the "National Enquirer" to which the book refers was 
written by Henshaw himself and appeared in the 5-17-64 issue.

Miss Campbell stated that Mrs. Whitworth was certain "xj 
that the individual who entered her shop was Lee Harvey Oswald 
and that a short time after he entered the store he was Joined 
by his wife, their two or three week old infant, and an older 
daughter about two years of age.

Campbell that Oswald was neatly dressed, 'exact attire un- 
recalled; that his wife was wearing a short purple coat, had 
her hair worn in a ponytail style, and in general did not 
appear to be too meticulously attired.

But if a fuss re- 
sults, a fuss there will be, because 
The News — Warren Commission or 
not — intends, in the words of manag- 
ing editor Jack Krueger, "to report

If the commission wants to Investi- 
gate bow and why we published this 
diary, it can begin now*. But the com- 
mission knows that millions of words 
on its investigation of the Nov. 22 
tragedy here have been published by 
American news media, most of the 
stories being leaks attributed to 
"sources close to the commission." 

Why it The News singled out for 
doing Its duty In the best traditions 
of journalism? It has violated no trust. 
It tas kept one, in giving the public 
a i egitimale and important develop- 
m^it the day’s news. Has the time 
come when a newspaper cannot go 


out and gather news and publish It 
without first asking permission of 
some government agency or commis- 
sion? 

The Warren Commission, In Its 
deliberations, has set no ground rules 
for the press. Justice Warren himself 
was quoted to this newspaper oo 
March S as saying that "this commis- 
sion does not operate to a secret 
way." And it shouldn’t, because the 
facts it is gathering constitute one of 
the biggest news stories of this cen- 
tury — but more Important, they are 
facts that belong to the American 
public and not to the commission. 
The diary of Lee Oswald is a part of 
that story*. The commission’s job b 
to evaluate the diary, the newspa- 
per's job is to print it. because the 
public had no assurance that Its con- 
tents would otherwise have been re- 
vealed. 

Frankly, The News b surprised 
that such a commotion would be 
raised over a newspaper's doing what 
It should in a free society.

Texas , Where he had gone to turn out the lights at the close

Following this telephone call by General WALKER, 

REYNOLDS stated he went to the residence of General WALKER 
in Dallas, Texas, and discussed the newspaper article written 
by BOB CONSIDINE with General WALKER. He stated he and 
General WALKER believed that, although the article was "fiction- 
like," it was nevertheless true. REYNOLDS stated both he and 
General WALKER believe that the shooting of REYNOLDS has some 
relation to the part REYNOLDS played in the apprehension of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD. ' REYNOLDS stated they concluded this because ^ 
the prime suspect picked up by the Dallas Police Department for “ 
the shooting of REYNOLDS was DARRELL WAYNE^sARNER , also known 
as "DAGO." REYNOLDS stated that "DAGO" the bragging type 
of person.

REYNOLDS stated he has only seen General WALKER on 
two occasions as set out above. 

REYNOLDS stated that in March 1964, his daughter, 
TERRI, aged 9, at that time, informed him that on her way home 
a man stopped his automobile and offered her money ‘to get in 
the car with him. REYNOLDS said his daughter ran away and 
volunteered that she is not the type of child that would maXe 
up a story. Be said this also has made him apprehensive and 
feels that the troubles he has had since the assassination 
of President KENNEDY are in some way connected to the part he 
played in the apprehension of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He said he 
has no actual facts to substantiate his beliefs, but has made 
his beliefs Known to the Dallas Police Department.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 

As has been previously reported, OSWALD was 
registered from September 27, 1963, through October 1, 
1963, in Room No. 18 of the Hotel del Comercio, located 
at Calle Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, Mexico, D. F., 
Mexico. 


The records of the hotel reflect that 
ERNESTOXlXMA^JDAREZ , Reynosa, Tamaulipas, Mexico, was 
registered in Room No. 8 on September 26, 1963, and 
FRANCISCO MORALES, also of Reynosa, was registered in 
Room No. 8 from September 27, 1963, through October 1, 
1963. 

On Interview in Reynosa on June 16, 1964, 
ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ, a masonry contractor, advised be 
was in Mexico, D. F., Mexico, where be stayed in 
Room No. 8, Hotel del Comercio, for a few days in the 
latter part of September, 1963, and possibly the first 
day or two in October, 1963. ne was in Mexico, D. F,,- 
on business and was accompanied by FRANCISeOTHORALES, 
whom be was attempting to aid in securing employment. 

While at the hotel, LIMA JUAREZ noticed an 
American, whom he later recognized from news media 
photographs as LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He did not associate 
with OSWALD, and as far as he knows, MORALES did not 
associate with OSWALD. He pointed out that at that time 
he had no reason to pay any particular attention to 
OSWALD.

LIMA JUAREZ also saw four Cubans at the 
hotel and saw OSWALD associating with these Cubans on .... 
one or two occasions, but these meetings appeared to 
be social in nature. He did not associate with the 
Cubans and did not learn their names or addresses; ’ 
however, MORALES had some drinks with them on one or 
two occasions and might possibly have their names or 
other information pertaining to them. LIMA JUAREZ 
heard, probably from MORALES, that one of the Cubans 
was from the State of Florida, U. S. A. He described 
this individual as a white male, 55 to 56 years of age, 

5 feet 8 inches in height, slender build, fair complexion, 
and grey hair. 

INQUIRIES AT HOTEL DEL COMERCIO 
CONCERNING ALLEGATIONS OF 
ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ 

On July 6, 1964, a confidential source abroad 
obtained the following information: ,

GU I LLER^CXtjARC IA~ LUNA , owner and manager of 
the Hotel del Comercio, pointed out that a previous 
examination of the hotel register, which lists the 
nationality of each guest, showed that OSWALD was the 
only guest who did not list his nationality as Mexican 
during the entire period that OSWALD was at the hotel. 
GARCIA LUNA recalled that there were several Cubans who 
resided at the hotel some time prior to the arrival of 
OSWALD there. These Cubans were awaiting the issuance 
of United States visas from the American Embassy in 
Mexico, D. F., in order to proceed to the United States. 

He recalled very definitely that all of the Cubans 
departed the hotel before the arrival of OSWALD and 
emphasized that there were no Cubans at the hotel during 
the period of OSWALD'S residence there. y 

GARCIA LUNA said that the records of the hotel 
show that ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ of Reynosa, Tamaulipas, 
Mexico, was a guest at the hotel from September 15. 1963, 
through October 1, 1963, occupying Room No. 8 during 
this period. LIMA JUAREZ occupied this room with 
FRANCISCO MORALES, also of Reynosa. GARCIA LUNA pointed 
out that the procedure of the hotel is to list in the 
hotel register on a daily basis the name of the guest 
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for each room that is occupied. Where a room is 
occupied by two or more guests, the name of only one . " .4 
of them is listed for the room. He explained that 
this was the reason why the name of LIMA JUAREZ 
appeared as occupying Room No. 8 on September 26, 1963, 
and the name of FRANCISCO MORALES was shown as occupy- 
ing the 6 ame room from September 27, 1963, through 
October 1, 1963. He was not well acquainted personally 
with these two persons but recalled that when they 
departed, they owed some money to the hotel and left 
a suitcase as security. Later, a girl, perhaps a 
daughter of LIMA JUAREZ, came by and paid the debt and 
picked up the suitcase. 

GARCIA LUNA could recall no group of four 
Cubans who stayed at the hotel during the period when 
LIMA JUAREZ and MORALES were there; however, he did 
recall that two Cuban families with children and an 
older Cuban man had been guests at the hotel during 
at least part of this period. He knew of no mutual 
connection among these Cuban people. Inasmuch as the 
hotel register for the period was not available, he 
could not locate the names of these people, but he did 
recall that the older Cuban man was named JULIAN HUERTA 
and that he was the last of the Cubans to depart the 
hotel . ( 

GARCIA LUNA checked other records of the hotel 
and determined that JULIAN HUERTA checked out of the 
hotel on September 22, 1963. He recalled HUERTA as a ^ 
white male, about 55 to 60 years of age, about 5 feet 
8 inches in height, medium build, grey hair, and fair 
complexion. GARCIA LUNA very definitely recalled that 
HUERTA was the last of the Cubans to leave the hotel 
and concluded that OSWALD could not have associated with 
any of these Cubans since HUERTA checked out of the hotel 
on September 22, 1963, five days before OSWALD registered 
at the hotel. 

SEBASTIAN/Wb^HERNANDEZ, desk clerk at the 
Hotel del Comercio, corroborated the information furnished 
by GARCIA LUNA. PEREZ HERNANDEZ added that he recalled 
that FRANCISCO MORALES was a young man about 21 years of 
age and that ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ, an older man, was 
trying to help MORALES find employment. 




f Both GARCIA LUNA and PEREZ HERNANDEZ advised * 

I that there is no restaurant or bar in the Hotel del 
Comercio and no liquor is sold there. Neither is there 
any establishment in the vicinity of the hotel which 
sells liquor, although beer is served in some of the 
restaurants in the vicinity of the hotel. 

The following information was obtained by 
the confidential source abroad on July 6, 1964, from the 
records of the Visa Section of the American Embassy in 
Mexico, D. F. s . j , 

An application for a United States immigration 
visa was made on August 20, 1983, by JULIAN FRANCISCO 
HUERTA-OLIVA, a Cuban citizen, born January 28, 1902, 
in Marinao, Havana, Cuba. The local address at the time 
the visa application was made was given as the Hotel del 
Comercio, Sahagun No. 19. He was the bearer of Cuban 
Passport No. 99428. An 0-1 United States immigration 
visa was issued to him on September 20, 1963. At that 
time he indicated that he planned to Join his wife, 
R0SELIA"E3€AL0NA, 221 Alton Road, Apartment 21, Miami 
Beach, Florida. His visa file contained a letter from 
ROSA^.QUARANTO, owner of the New Richmond, Miami Beach, 
Florida, which letter guaranteed employment for HUERTA- 
OLIVA upon arrival in Miami Beach.

Joachim Joesten was born in Germany in 1907 and left that '» 
country in 1933 following his education* He came to the United States __ 
in 1941 after brief stays in Scandinavian countries in the late 1930s 7 

and in 1940* He was employed for several years as an assistant editor 
in the foreign news department of "Newsweek" magazine and, since 1944, 
has been a free lance writer* Joesten was naturalized as an American 
citizen in 1948 and sincp that time has traveled widely both here and 
abroad on assignments for various foreign and American newspapers* He 
' has also written several books, some of which have been reviewed by 
this Bureau* At a hearing for his naturalization in 1947 Joesten

APPROACH : 

I Joesten offers no material in bis book that would cause the 

Bureau to change its findings in the assassination matter, namely that 
Lee Harvey Oswald acted alone in killing President Kennedy. Joesten 
makes extensive use of speculation and unfounded reports concerning the 
assassination and the investigation of Oswald. He has relied on con- 
fusing and early press reports and in his interview stated that the 
first press reports were factual, but that later information "leaked" 
or released to the press was part of a cover-up to make it appear that 
Oswald was guilty of assassinating President Kennedy. Joesten refers 
continually to statements by Mark Lane, former attorney for Marguerite 
Oswald, and Thomas G. Buchanan, Jr., whose book "Who Killed Kennedy?" 
has been reviewed by the Bureau for the President's Commission. Both 
Lane and Buchanan, of course, resort to distortion, speculation and 
disregard of facts developed in the assassination inquiry. 

ATTACKS ON DIRECTOR AND FBI: 

Joesten* s book, in addition to being speculative concerning 
the assassination of President Kennedy, contains vicious and unfounded 
charges against the Director and the Bureau. Both the Director and the 
FBI are mentioned on 57 of the 158 pages and most of the references are 
derogatory. Joesten goes so far as to call for the removal of the 
Director from office and to accuse the FBI of Intimidating witnesses 
in the assassination matter. Joesten also claims that facts are coming 
out which clearly Implicate the FBI in an attempt to cover up the "facts" 
surrounding the shooting of President Kennedy and the alleged guilt of 
Oswald for that killing. '* 

This scurrilous attack on both the Director and the Bureau is, 
of course, typical of the support given communist causes by the publishers, 
Marzani and Munsell.

that the President was shot both from in front and from behind. In 
addition, Joesten claims that Oswald was denied his rights following

Joesten at one point identifies Oswald as an FBI "agent 
provocateur” with a CIA background and connections, and at another 
point claims that evidence shows that Oswald was in the employ of CIA, 
Joesten calls Oswald a "sacrificial scapegoat" who was involved in the 
conspiracy by others in order to take the blame for the assassination, 

OSWALD - TIPPIT - RUBY : 

Joesten claims that Oswald was not the murderer of Dallas 
Police Officer J, D. Tippit and claims that the shooting of Tippit was 
• nothing more than an underworld incident, Joesten also sets out the 
wild and unfounded allegation from the "National Enquirer" of 5/17/64 
which Indicated that Jack Ruby and Oswald were known to each other and 
that the Dallas police were requested by the Department of Justice and 
the FBI not to arrest Oswald and Ruby in investigation of the attempted 
shooting of General. Walker on 4/10/63 in Dallas, Joesten also claims 
by quoting from several press sources that Ruby was acquainted with 
Dallas Police Officer Tippit, a claim which our inquiry has not* 
substantiated. 


OBSERVATIONS ; 

No review of the book, now publicly available, is being 
prepared for the President's Commission in absence of a specific request 
from the Commission, It is noted that information concerning Joesten 

I as well as allegations made by him in his previously published articles 
has been furnished to the Commission in the past. It is also noted that 
Joesten *s book contains the same unfounded views set forth in his previous 
articles published in various newspapers.

{fiWe are enclosed two copies of a memorandum in the 
Lee Harveyuswald case dated July 10, 1964, pertaining to the 
^revelatloiis orErnesto Lima Juarez. Our letter dated July 1, 

1964, set forth the results of initial contact of Lima Juarez 
by a confidential source abroad. 

On July 10, 1964, Lima Juarez was interviewed by an 
Agent of this Bureau. He advised that he and Francisco Morales 
checked into the Hotel del Comcrcio, Mexico City, Mexico, about 
September 18. 1963. He said that Morales checked out about 
October 12, 1963, and that he left the hotel about November- 18, huiiQ 
1963. 

"1 Lima Juarez said that tlifeetubans who becarag, apfiu stinted 

with Morales and later with him were registered at Hhe hotel when 
b4 and Morales arrived. He said the Cubans occupiejJjcooms pttrz-i 
She second floor of the hotel and that they were apparently 
Unemployed . He said two of the Cubans were male Negroes whom 
n6 described as young, tall and slender. He said one of the 
Cuban Negroes was living with a Cuban Negress who was supporting 
him. He described the third Cuban as a white male, aged 44 - 46, 
five feet ten inches in height with a heavy build, dark hair, eyes 
and complexion.

He said that the fourth Cuban was net by the other 
three Cubans at the Mexico City Airport on his arrival fron 
Cuba about September 23, 1963. He said this person claimed 
to have owned a large ranch near Havana which was confiscated 
by Castro. The fourth Cuban claincd to be en route to Miami. 
Florida, to join his wife. The fourth Cuban, according to Lima 

' .-Juarez, departed by airplane for Miami about October 8, 1963. 

Lina Juarez said the four Cubans expressed anti- 
Castro feelings and denounced Castro for his actions and policies. 
He recalled that a street photographer photographed the older 
Cubans with Morales, Gabriel Contreras and himself. The five 
individuals depicted in the photograph signed their names on the 
back of it. This photograph, according to Lina Juarez, is in 
the possession of Gabriel Contreras. 

He said that on two occasions during his residence 
at the Hotel del Comercio, exact dates unrecalled, lie saw an 
individual he believes was Oswald talking briefly to the two 
Cuban Negroes in English at the hotel entrance. Lina Juarez 
stated he was not positive that the individual talking to the 
two Cubans was Oswald. 

He said he did not know anyone at the hotel except 
Morales when they, first registered there. He claimed he net 
Gabriel Contreras and the Cubans through Morales who frequented 
the hotel lobby. He claimed he was attempting to obtain employment 
for Morales at the Mexican Federal Electric Power Commission. 

A confidential source abroad succeeded in locating 
Francisco Morales in Victoria, Mexico, on June 28, 1964. Morales 
told our source that he could not recall having seen Oswald at 
the Hotel del Comercio. Morales said he had drinks on several 
occasions with two Cubans, one of whom went to Florida. He 
expressed the belief that an employee at the hotel with the first 
name of Sebastian would have information as to the guests at 
the hotel at the time. Morales admitted knowing Lima Juarez and 
recalled meeting one Contreras, a retired railroad employee from 
Chihuahua, Mexico. Our source expressed the opinion that Morales 
did not furnish complete information. .

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 

As has been previously reported, OSWALD, using 
the name of H. 0. LEE, is believed to have departed 
Mexico City at 8:30 a.m. on October 2, 1963, on bus No. 

332 of a bus line called "Autobuses Transportes del Norte" 
(Hereinafter referred to as Transportes del Norte). In 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, passengers on bus No. 332 
who were continuing on to Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, and 
Laredo, Texas, transferred to Transportes del Norte bus 
No. 373. 

It has also been previously reported that 
according to Transportes del Norte records, one of the 
\ passengers on bus No. 332 on October 2, 1933, was PAULA 
^RUSIONI, holder of ticket No. 9511, which had been Issued 
/ in exchange for ticket No. 39532. 

Extensive Investigation has been conducted in 
an unsuccessful effort to date to locate and interview 
PAULA RUSIONI.

The name PAULA RUSIONI does not appear on any , 
of the passenger lists maintained by that bus line at 
Monterrey. He was not acquainted vith any person so 
named. 

The Greyhound Bus Lines office at Laredo, 

Texas, regularly issues Transportes del Norte bus tickets 
to persons purchasing tickets in Laredo for travel to 
Mexico. It does not issue Greyhound tickets for such 
travel. Through an agreement between the two companies. 
Greyhound Bus Lines receives a ten per cent commission 
on each Transportes del Norte ticket sold by it. 

Ordinarily, the Greyhound office at Laredo, 

Texas, is the only one authorized to issue Transportes 
del Norte tickets, whether a Greyhound ticket was previously 
involved or not. However, on special occasions the 
Greyhound office at San Antonio, Texas, may issue 
Transportes del Norte tickets to members of an excursion 
group proceeding from that city to Mexico, Special 
arrangements must be made with Transportes del Norte 
in such instances. 

When arrangements for travel to Mexico are made 
at Greyhound Bus Lines offices in other parts of the United 
States, that company issues its own (Greyhound) ticket. 

When the passenger arrives in Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, 
Mexico, the 'pertinent portion of his ticket is exchanged 
for a Transportes del Norte ticket authorizing travel on- 
that bus line in Mexico. Subsequently, Transportes del 
Norte notifies Greyhound of the exchange and it is 
remunerated by Greyhound to the extent that the passenger 
traveled on that bus line in Mexico.

The same procedure is followed at Transportes 
del Norte offices in Mexico when it issues its own tickets 
to purchasers there for travel in the United States. The 
pertinent portion of the Transportes del Norte ticket is 
exchanged at the United States border for a Greyhound 
ticket, and Transportes del Norte later reimburses Grey- 
hound to the extent the passenger traveled on that bus 
line in the United States.

ADMINISTRATIVE 

It is noted investigation by Houston was requested 
to identify the bus passenger who was reported by EULALIO 
RODRIGUEZ-CHAVEZ to have sat next to him on 10/2,3/63 on a 
bus trip from Mexico City to Houston, Texas. Although there 
are some discrepancies in the information furnished by 
RODRIGUEZ and that related by PAULA RUSCONI, mentioned 
herein, it is apparent that Mrs. RUSCONI is the individual 
referred to by RODRIGUEZ. RODRIGUEZ apparently reported 
that this woman sat next to him at the inception of this 
voyage at Mexico City, while Mrs RUSCONI reports she sat 
next to RODRIGUEZ only from La»edo\ to Houston, Texas. In- 
asmuch as Mrs. RUSCONI could /ot n&call having seen I£E 
HARVEY OSWAID on this bus\ a/d the details of information 
furnished by RODRIGUEZ indicate he may have had a faulty 
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recollection, it is not believed that additional investiga- 
tion should be conducted in connection with this matter. 

In connection with the above observations, it is 
noted that RODRIGUEZ stated he left Laredo, Texas, at 2 or 
2:30 AM on IO/ 3/63 and arrived at Houston, Texas, via San 
Antonio, Texas, at 6 or 7 AM on the same date. For the 
information of the Bureau and Los Angeles, the highway 
distance for this trip is well over 350 miles. Mrs. RUSCOIi 
reported she arrived at Houston at approximately 1 or 1:30 
on 10/3/63, which agrees with the normal bus schedules. It 
is further noted that Mrs. RUSCONI properly recalled the 
location of RODRIGUEZ* seat on this bus, while he was 
apparently confused about the location of her seat. Even 
though RODRIGUEZ was very positive in his identification

Angeles on June 11, 1964. RODRIGUEZ stated he left Mexico 
City on October 2, 1963 > At about 8:00 AM aboard a bus of 
the Transportes del Norte Company en route to Houston, Texas, 
via Monterrey, Mexico; Laredo and San Antonio, Texas. On 
this trip he sat about three rows back of the bus driver in 
an aisle seat and stated he remembered clearly that he sat 
next to a young woman who sat on his left, next to the window. 
RODRIGUEZ stated he 6poke to this young woman, who was seated 
in the bus when he boarded, and learned she was vacationing *

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in Mexico City, was married and was returning to her resi« 
dence in Houston, Texas, RODRIGUEZ stated he did not have - 
any conversatidh with anyone on this bus except this woman 
who sat next to him, RODRIGUEZ stated this bus. reached 
Laredo, Texas, early on October 3* 1963* 811(1 he subsequently 
left Laredo, Texas, at 2 or 2:30 AM on October 3* 1963 * and 
proceeded via Greyhound Bus to San Antonio and Houston, 

Texas, arriving at Houston at about 6 or 7:00 AM on that 
date. He recalled the young woman mentioned above continuec 
on the same bus with him and they separated at the Greyhound 
Bus Station at Houston, Texas. 

AT HOUSTON, TEXAS: 

On July 1, 1964, Immigration and Naturalization 
. Service (INS) file A10 644 526 was reviewed at Houston, Texas. 
This file pertains to PA ULA^S.OLIS "RUSCONI who was bom 
July 29, 1926, at Guerrero, Mexico, and entered the United 
States on March 9* 1955, as a permanent resident alien. Mrs. *’ 
RUSCONI came to the United States to join her husband, EUGENE 
""RUSCONI. They resided intermittently at Duncan, Oklahoma, 
and in Venezuela prior to August, 1961, when they moved to 
3407 Daphne Street, Apartment 2, Houston, Texas. Mrs. 

RUSCONI is a Mexican National described as 5*4" in height 
and weighing 98 pounds. Her husband is a United States 
citizen who has been employed for many years by the Halli- 
burton Oil Well- Cementing Company. 

On July 1, 1964, Mrs. PAULA RUSCONI was inter- 
viewed at her residence in Houston, Texas. She acknowledged 
that the information set forth above pertained to her and 
stated she was originally from Mexico and occasionally visits 
with relatives in Mexico. 

Mrs. RUSCONI recalled she left Houston on approxi- 
mately September 9* 1963* 811(1 proceeded to Mexico City to 
visit relatives. She then left Mexico City in early October, 
1963. By referring to a calendar, Mrs. RUSCONI stated she 
felt sure^she left Mexico City on either October 2 or Octo- 
ber 9* 1963* because she recalled she left on a Wednesday 
and there was some discussion at the time of an old Mexican 
superstition which states a person should not travel on 
Tuesday. She left Mexico City at approximately 8:30 AM on 
a bus of the Transportes del Norte Company. Mrs. RUSCONI 
J could not remember the exact seat number 6he occupied but ‘ 
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thought it might have been seat number seven. She stated 
positively, however, that she sat on the right side of thia 
bus on the very first row in the seat next to the window 
and used this seat during the entire trip from Mexico City 
to Laredo, Texas. Between Mexico City and Saltillo, Mexico., 
the seat on her immediate left, next to the aisle, was occu- 
pied by a woman whom she believed was either an American or 
perhaps German. 

At Saltillo the seat to her left was claimed by 
an elderly American man who commented that he had resided in 
Mexico for many years and was coming to the United States to 
spend the Thanksgiving holidays. Tnis man made numerous 
pencil sketches during this trip. Mrs. RUSCONI talked very 
little with this man but did recall he stated that from 
Laredo he was proceeding to some state in the northern or 
eastern United States at some distance from Texas. This man 
sat next to her from Saltillo to Laredo, Texas, and she did 
not see him again. Mrs. RUSCONI stated to the best of her 
recollection she did not switch buses between Mexico City 
and Laredo. 

Mrs. RUSCONI advised she recalled a Mexican immi- 
gration official boarded her bus somewhere a few miles south 
of Laredo and checked the documents of the passengers. She 
believed that one person got off of the bus at this time 
because his papers were apparently not in order. This bus 
passed through Monterrey, Mexico, at about 9*30 PM on the 
day of departure and arrived at Laredo, Texas, early in the 
morning on the following date, possibly at 2 or 3*00 AM. 



Photographs of I£E HARVEY OSWALD were exhibited to 
Mrs. RUSCONI, and she stated she was not acquainted with 
this individual and could not recall having seen him on the 
above bus trip. Mrs. RUSCONI stated she could now identify 
this photograph as being of USE HARVEY OSWALD but this iden- 
tification was based on the fact that die had seen numerous 
other photographs of OSWALD in newspapers and magazines 
subsequent to the assassination of President KENNEDY. Mrs. 
RUSCONI stated she saw numerous photographs of OSWALD imme- 
diately after the assassination and also saw him on tele- 
vision, but that OSWALD did not look at all familiar to 
her at that time when the recollection of her bus trip was 
somewhat fresher. 
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| Mrs. RUSCONI further stated that inasmuch as she 

sat on the front seat of this bus she did not have an . 
opportunity to study many of the other passengers, all of 
whom were seated behind her. She could recall there were 
two young men on this bus who appeared to be Americans and 
who sat and talked with each other during this trip. These 
men sat somewhere toward the rear of the bus, but she does 
not believe that either of the men she recalled was identi- 
cal with OSWALD. She believes there were several residents 
of Texas on this bus of Mexican origin. She could not re- 
call any incident on this bus involving a passenger leaving 
a reading light on late at night and bothering other passen- 
gers, and stated that in fact many of the passengers left 
lights on and continued talking throughout the night. 

Mrs. RUSCONI stated the one passenger she remem- 
• bered best on this trip was a man who told her his name was 
RODRIGUEZ and who was of Mexican origin and was proceeding 
from Mexico City to Houston, Texas. This man sat approxi- 
mately three rows to the rear of the driver, on the left 
side of the bus and on an aisle seat. This man appeared to 
be approximately 50 years of age, had a mustache, and told 
her he had worked for some Mexican Government agency, 
possibly the Department of Agriculture. Mrs. RUSCONI could 
not recall the appearance of the person who sat next to 
RODRIGUEZ or whether or not this person was a man or a woman. 

Mrs, RUSCONI stated that RODRIGUEZ made friendly 
overtures to her throughout this bus trip and that he defi- • 
nitely learned her name during this trip. RODRIGUEZ called 
to her on numerous occasions during this trip and commented 
to the person sitting next to her that when that seat became 
vacant he was going to sit next to the "pretty little girl." 
Mrs. RUSCONI said the activities of RODRIGUEZ in this regard^ 
were somewhat embarrassing to her and were of course noticed 1 ' 
by several other passengers in the vicinity. 

After arriving at Laredo, Texas, Mrs. RUSCONI 
waited a short time before taking a Greyhound Bus from 
Laredo to San Antonio, Texas, and then to Houston, Texas. 

She believes she left Laredo at approximately 6:00 AM, al- 
though it could have been earlier. When she boarded the bus 
at Laredo, RODRIGUEZ then sat next to her and remained in 
this seat all the way from Laredo to Houston, Texas. Mrs. 

. RUSCONI stated this bus arrived at Houston at approximately 
* 1 or 1:30 PM on the day following her departure from Mexico 
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$ City. She stated she proceeded from the bus station to her 
residence by taxicab inasmuch as her husband was working 
and she had made no arrangements for him to pick her up. 

Mrs. RUSCONI stated 6he never saw RODRIGUEZ after 
her arrival in Houston and she could furnish no information 
concerning his whereabouts. She advised that she did not 
see RODRIGUEZ talking to any other young woman during this 
trip and did not see RODRIGUEZ talking with anyone fitting 
the description of OSWALD. 

In conclusion, Mrs. RUSCONI stated while OSWALD’S 
photograph was familiar to her, she does not associate it 
with anyone she can recall seeing during the above bus trip 
although it is possible that OSWALD could have been on the 
bus she rode and she might not have noticed him. 

A photograph of JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, taken on Decem- 
ber 11, 1953* by the Houston, Texas, Police Department, and 
other photographs of BOWEN taken on February o, 1964, were 
exhibited to Mrs. RUSCONI, and she stated this man was not 
familiar to her and she could not recall having seen him 
during the bus trip mentioned above. 

On July 2, 1964, photograph of EULALIO RODRIGUEZ- 
CHAVEZ, appearing in his INS file at Houstai, was exhibited 
to Mrs. PAULA RUSCONI, who immediately identified it as the- 
man known to her as RODRIGUEZ who had been on the bus trip 
with her from Mexico City to Houston, Texas, in early 
October, 1963. Mrs. RUSCONI stated she had no doubt whatso- 
ever that this was the man who had made friendly advances 
toward her as previously related. •;< 


AT LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA: 

On July 7, 1964, EULALIO RODRIGUEZ- CHAVEZ, 34l8^ . r 
East Michigan Avenue, Los Angeles, California, was reinter- 
viewed. A photograph of Mrs. PAULA RUSCONI, which appeared 
in her INS file at Houston, Texas, was exhibited to RODRIGUEZ. 
RODRIGUEZ stated this photograph greatly resembled the young 
woman of Mexican ancestry who sat next to him on the bus trip 
from Mexico City to Laredo, Texas, on October 2-3, 1963, 
although he could not make a positive identification. 

RODRIGUEZ pointed out that the person in this photograph had 
1 the same facial characteristics as the young woman in ques- 
f tion but he then pointed out several details in her appearance 
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which seemed different to him. He stated these differencer 
might be attributed to the fact that the photograph had 
apparently been made by a professional photographer, and 
the woman in question had been sleeping all night on a bus 
when he saw her. 
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JULIAN FRANCISCO HUERTA OLIVA, Cuban exile residing 
at Miami, Fla., stated he lived at Hotel Del Comerclo, 
Mexico City, Mexico, from 8/19 to 9/23/63, departing 
for Miami on the latter date. He saw no other Cubans 
at the hotel during his stay, and did not see OSWALD.

DETAILS: 

This investigation is related to information 
which was developed from ERNESTO^LIMA "JUAREZ of Reynosa, 
Mexico, who had stayed at the Hotel Del Comerclo in 
Mexico City, Mexico, from September 15 to October 1, 1963. 
He said he noticed an American at the hotel whom he later 
recognized from news photographs as LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He 
said he also saw four Cubans at the hotel, with whom 
OSWALD associated on one or two occasions in an apparently 
social manner.

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ThU document eon Uitns neither recommendations nor conclusions of the FBI* It le the property of the FBI ond le loaned to 
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LIMA also advised that a retired railroad man 
named GABRIEIP’CONTRERAS, from Ciudad Camargo, Mexico, had 
also been staying at the Hotel Del Comercio, and might 
possess information concerning the Cubans, and might also 
have seen OSWALD at the hotel. 

Information was also received through employees 
of the Hotel Del Comercio that while several Cubans had 
stayed at the hotel during part of the time that ERNESTO 
LIMA was there, all the Cubans had departed before the 
arrival of OSWALD at the hotel. These Cubans were re- 
portedly seeking immigrant visas to the United States, and 
the last of them to depart was identified as JULIAN FRAN- 
CISCO' > HUERTA~'OLIVA, who reportedly left the hotel as of 
September 22, 1963, en route to Miami, Florida. 

On July 9, 1964, JULIAN FRANCISCO HUERTA OLIVA, 
residing at 221 Alton Road, Miami Beach, Florida, displayed 
his immigrant registration card, #A13 332 144, reflecting his 
arrival in the United States at Miami, Florida, on September 
23, 1963. The card reflected HUERTA's date of birth as 
January 28, 1902. 

Mr. HUERTA related that he had arrived in Mexico 
from Cuba on August 19, 1963, on which date he took a room 
at the Hotel Del Comercio in Mexico City while awaiting the 
issuance of an immigrant visa by the U. S. Embassy in Mexico 
City. He stated he remained at the HotelDel Comercio for 
the entire period of his stay in Mexico City, having departed 
from Mexico City by plane for Miami, Florida, on September 23, 
1963. He said that during this entire period, he observed 
no other Cubans at the Hotel Del Comercio, and did not see

anyone resembling LEE HARVEY OSWALD, whose photographs he 
saw In the newspapers subsequent to the assassination of 
President JOHN F. KENNEDY, 

Mr. HUERTA stated that the Hotel Del Comerclo 
has about thirty rooms, and to his knowledge, there were no 
Cubans staying at the hotel during the time he was there. He 
stated he befriended a retired Mexican railroad man named 
GABRIEL CONTRERAS who Is from Ciudad Camargo, Mexico, and 
was in Mexico City for an eye operation. He stated that 
CONTRERAS was still as the hotel as of the date HUERTA de- 
parted from Mexico City and may have returned to the hotel 
following his operation. He said he believes CONTRERAS 
travels frequently from Ciudad Camargo to Mexico City be- 
cause he possesses a railroad pass.

As has been previously reported, on September 27 t 
1963, OSWALD registered at the Hotel del Comercio, Calle 
(Street) Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, Mexico City, under 
the name of LEE A HARVEY OSWALD. His name was continued 
in the guest records of the hotel through October 1, 1963. 
He occupied Room No. 18. 

According to the guest records of the hotel, 
FiNESTO LIMA JUAREZ and FRANCISCO MORALES occupied Room 
Vo. 8 during the pertinent period. 


On July 10, 1964, ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ, Reynosa, 
Tamaulipas, Mexico, advised as follows: 

He is a masonry contractor by trade and i6 
presently out of work. He resides several miles outside 
of Reynosa on the Monterrey Highway and is usually in 
downtown Reynosa during the daytime. 

He, LIMA, and FRANCISCO MORALES, a close friend, 
went to Mexico City and registered at the Hotel del Comercio 
on about September 18, 1963. The purpose of the ’trip was 
to attempt to obtain employment for MORALES in the Comision 
Federal de Electricidad (Federal Electric Power Commission) 
in Mexico City. They were contacting officials and persons 
necessary for such purpose during the major portion of each day. 
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When they returned to the hotel, LIMA, age 58, usually 
went up to the room and MOP ALES, a younger man, would 
stay in the hotel lobby* They were not acquainted with 
any hotel guests prior to registering at the hotel* 

MORALES became acquainted casually through friendly 
overtures with several of the hotel guests whom MORALES 
later introduced to LIMA* They thusly became acquainted 
with one GABRIEL CONTRERAS of Chihuahua, Mexico, and 
whom LIMA believes to be a retired railroad man. They 
also became acquainted casually soon after their arrival 
with three Cubans who were residing at the hotel on the 
second floor, room numbers unknown. They had drinks 
with the Cubans, names unrecalled, several times. . LIMA 
believes the three Cubans they met at first were in the 
hotel when LIMA and MORALES registered. Two of the 
Cubans were Negro males whom he recalled only as young, 
tall and slender, and one of them resided with and was 
supported by a Cuban Negro woman in the hotel. The 
third Cuban was a male, age 44-4$, five .feet, ten inches 
to five feet, eleven inches tall, with dark hair and 
eyes, dark complexion, who appeared to be possibly part 
Negro. These three Cubans had no apparent occupation. 

On about September 23, 1963, these three Cubans 
went to the airport at Mexico City and met a fourth Cuban 
who arrived by plane from Cuba. He was described as white 
male, age 54-58, five feet, seven inches to five feet, 
eight inches tall, graying brown hair, gray mustache, 
who claimed t.o have owned a large ranch near Havana, Cuba, 
which ranch was confiscated by CASTRO. The four Cubans 
were anti-CASTRO and denounced CASTRO for his actions, 
policies and political philosophy. The latter Cuban 
departed Mexico City via plane en route to Miami, Florida, 
to join his wife, having received money by check from 
Florida. His departure was on about October 8, 1963. 

Some time before this Cuban departed, a street photographer 
took a picture of LIMA, MORALES, CONTRERAS, and the two 
older Cuban men, which picture each signed on the back 
on the reverse of his respective photograph and this 
photograph was retained by CONTRERAS.

I mentioned to Congressman Ford that the Director had in mind that if these allegations 
received publicity, the Congressman, after being interviewed, would be in a good 
position to state that he had been interviewed by the FBI, who is investigating this matter, 
and had completely denied the allegations. I also told Congressman Ford that, of i 
course, the Director wanted him to know that the interview could wait until his return 
on July 23, 1964, if he so desired. . i .

On July 17, 1964, Hr* Louis F. Lucas, Executive 
Director, and Hr* Frank F* Daniel, Secretary, National Rifle 
Association, Washington, D* C*, sere interviewed regarding 
the statement made on page 80 of the book, "Oswald: Assassin 

or Fall Guy?," by Joachim Joes ten, to the effect that "Life" 
reports that Clayton E* Whyte, Jr*, Director of the Rational 
Rifle Association, "fired an identical-make rifle with an 
identical sight against a moving target over similar ranges 
for f Life* last week*" 

Hr* Lucas advised that be recalls a request made to 
the National Rifle Association, through Hr* Daniel, shortly 
after the assassination by news media to make such a test* 
However, the request came from one of the broadcasting services, 
the name of which they cannot now recall, and not "Life" 
magazine* According to Hr* Lucas, this request was denied 
Inasmuch as the officers of the Association had previously 
decided not to become Involved in the reaction to the 
assassination and the weapon used* 

Hr* Daniel stated be recalls suggesting to the 
Inquiring party the names of several individuals in the 
New York City area who could make such a test. Including 
Hr* Wheat* He explained Hr* Wheat's name was Included since 
the latter was a member of a gun club in the New York area, 
which bad the facilities available for such a test* 

Hr* Lucas added that ho knows such tests were 
subsequently made by Mr* Wheat as an individual, but not at 
the request of the National Rifle Association* According to 
Mr* Lucas, the National Rifle Association was not furnished 
the criteria used by Ur* Wheat in making the test or the 
results* Hr* Lucas is confident, however, that the informa- 
tion sought is known to Mr* Wheat* - -

fir* Lucas stated he tad Mr, Daniel personally never 
questioned that three shots could be fired in 6.8 seconds fros 
the weapon in question. However, to verify this for their own 
Information, the national Rifle Association had a weapon of 
the sane sake fired at the range In their building In Washington, 
D, C., for the sole purpose of dotoralnlng if this bolt-action 
rifle could be fired three tines la 8.8 seconds. During the 
course of this tost, no consideration was givon to distance, 
use of a telescopic sight or a mowing target. Hr. Lucas said 
this test verified the opinion of the Association officers, 
that If one round wore in the chamber, that round and two no re 
could bo fired in 6.8 seconds. 

Both Hr. Lucas and Hr. Daniel emphasized that the 
results of this "so-called” test wore never published nor was 
nentlon nade of it to the pross. Rather, when questioned by 
representatives of various news nodia.

The President's Commission, called the Bureau's attention to 
the English translation of Commission Exhibit number 1 (D-30) 
stating that in two instances the Bureau's translation had items 
in parentheses, which would appear to be more appropriately placed 
in brackets. 

The translation in question was prepared by SA Anatole A. 
Boguslav on 12/5/63 and furnished to the Commission as a part of 
the report of SA Robert P. Gemberling dated 12/23/63 in Dallas. 

Referring to paragraph nine, a comparison of the 
translation with the original evidence indicates that the 

( translator's use of parentheses is proper in that the original 
also reflects such usage of parentheses. This, consequently, does 
not represent the interpolation of the translator, as suggested in 
Rankin's letter, and the Commission is in error in this instance. 

I Concerning paragraph ten, it is noted that the original 

does not contain any parentheses. The Bureau's translation does 
contain the word "apparently" in parentheses as an interpolation 
of the translator following the phrase "You and the baby." This 
is due to the fact that the handwriting in the original is 
extremely poor and in many instances misspelled and nearly 
illegible.

The questioned word in this instance may be "June" 
which is in fact the name of the baby. Although the use of 
parentheses is common practice to indicate the translators 
evaluation of a questionable passage, in this instance since 
parentheses appeared elsewhere in the original material, a 
more specific identification of the translator's comment as a 
"translator's note" would have been appropriate, although not 
essential in view of the context. 

Accordingly, a proposed letter to the Commission is 
attached pointing out that although it was originally felt 
that the translator's note was apparent from the context, in 
accordance with their request, the parenthetical expression has 
been specifically identified as a translator's note in the 
amended translation which is being furnished to the Commission. 

It is noted that the translation from the Russian 
language in this instance was prepared by SA Anatole A. Boguslav, 
a native born Russian, normally assigned to New York, but on 
special assignment in Dallas following the assassination 
specifically to assist in this investigation. Accordingly, in 
order to answer the Director's inquiry, "Why can't we do it right 
in the first place?" there is attached hereto a letter to 
New York requesting an explanation from SA Boguslav, together 
with appropriate recommendations from the New York Office in 
this matter.

NOTE: 

By letter dated July 3, 1964, the President's 
Commission advised a letter was received from the Attorney 
General written by Mrs. Rita McCarty in which she suggested 
she may have information regarding a person who has in her 
possession photographs of some remanents of skull bone found 
at the scene of the assassination on 11-22-63. 

Our investigation in Dallas located two 35 mm. 
color transparencies and a 35 mm. black and white film strip 
negative. These transparencies were obtained from -Bm. Jack C. 
Harper, M.D. whose nephew Billy P. Harper found the skull 
remanent near the scene of the assassination. This skull 
remanent when originally furnished to our Dallas Office was 
sen¥ to the Laboratory and then transmitted to the President's 
physician on 11-27-63. Mr. Bolleter photographed the skull 
remanent, furnished color transparencies to Dr. Harper and 
in addition made a strip of 35 mm. black and white negatives 
which he has not previously printed. These gentlemeD requested 
this material be returned and this concludes our Inquiries in 
this phase of the investigation.

By letter dated July 3, 1964, the President's 
Commission advised that the Attorney General of the United 
States had received a letter from Mrs. RITA^MC CARTY, 2308 
Foothill Boulevard, Oakland, California. MC CARTY 's letter 
was of such a nature that she was interested in seeing the 
Attorney General run for President , and furnished laudatory 
remarks for the Attorney General and former President KENNEDY. 
She stated she recently returned from Dallas, Texas , Where she 
had been residing with an individual vfoose identity she did 
not furnish but vftio was allegedly a photographer at the 
hospital vfoere President KENNEDY was taken following the 
assassination. MC CARTY indicated this individual had two 
snapshots of two pieces of skull found on the street fol- 
lowing the President '8 assassination. 

On July 9, 1964, RITA MC CARTY was interviewed, at 
%*idh time she stated she recently accompanied her brother-in- 
law and sister-in-law to Dallas, Texas, vtoere they stayed 
a- briefly with one PAULETTE (last name unknown), a friend of her 
sister-in-law. Who was a photographer at the hospital vfoere 
President KENNEDY was taken following the assassination. RITA 
MC CARTY stated she did not observe any photographs taken by 
this individual, but overheard PAULETTE tell her sister-in-law, 
Mrs. EVA MC CARTY, that she had seen photographs of pieces of 
skull found on the street following the President's assassi- 
nation vfoich were brought to the hospital and photographed. 

On July 9, 1964, Mrs. EVA MC CARTY was interviewed at 
. Hayward, California, at vfoich time she identified her friend 
with Whom she resided in Dallas as PAULETTE CARUTHERS (phonetic) 
and stated she is employed as a photographer at the above- 
mentioned Dallas hospital. 
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Res LEE HARVEY OSWALD 

On July 10, 1964, a search of the 1964 Dallas City 
Directory reflected a Mrs. PAULETTE CAROTHERS , 5200 Willis, 
Dallas, Texas, employed as a Photograph Processor at the 
Methodist Hospital of Dallas. 

On July 10, 1964, THETFORD BOLTON BOONE, D.D., 
Administrator, Methodist Hospital of Dallas, 301 West Colorado 
Boulevard , Dallas , Texas , advised that he knew nothing of any 
bone specimen, allegedly coming from the skull of President 
KENNEDY, being examined or photographed at the Methodist 
Hospital of Dallas. He said If this bone specimen was 
examined at Methodist Hospital of Dallas, It probably would 
have been examined by A. B. CAIRNS, M.D. , Chief Pathologist 
at Methodist Hospital of Dallas. > 

He said If this particular bone specimen was 
photographed at Methodist Hospital of Dallas, It would have 
been done by one of the two employees In the Medical Photography 
Department, and they would be M. WAYNE BOLLETER, Chief Medical 
Photographer, or Mrs. PAULETTE-^CAROTHERS , Processor in the 
Medical Photography Department. 

On July 10, 1964, M. WAYNE BOLLETER, Chief Medical 
Photographer, Methodist Hospital of Dallas, 301 West Colorado 
Boulevard, Dallas, Texas, advised he resides at 4041 Sunvalley 
Drive, Dallas, Texas, and has home telephone number FR 4*^7313. 

BOLLETER advised that on Monday, November 25, 1963, 

Dr. JACK C. HARPER and Dr. A. B. CAIRNS, the Chief Pathologist 
at Methodist Hospital of Dallas , came to the Medical Photography 
Department and requested that he take some pictures of a bone 
specimen. * 


During the course of taking these pictures, BOLLETER 
stated Dr. HARPER related that this piece of bone was found by 
his nephew, BILLY A. HARPER, about twenty-five feet south of 
the location tfrere President JOHN KENNEDY was assassinated. 
BOLLETER said, as he recalls it, he took two 35 millimeter 
color slides of this bone specimen, one slide showing the 
convex view, and the other slide showing the concave view. 
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BOLLETER stated he va.s commissioned by Dr. HARPER 
to take these color slides, and When they were returned from 
processing he gave the color slides to Dr. HARPER. 

In addition to these color slides, BOLLETER said 
he took ten black and White 35 millimeter pictures of this 
bone specimen. He said he took these as a matter of record 
and no prints have been made of these black and vftiite 
pictures. He said that Dr. HARPER has not seen these black 
and White pictures. 

Later, on November 25, 1963, after he had taken 
the photographs for Dr. HARPER, BOLLETER stated Dr. HARPER 
again stopped by the Medical Photography Department and told 
him that he should keep the information about the above- 
mentioned bone specimen in strictest confidence and he should 
not tell anyone. BOLLETER said he has not related the above 
incident to anyone, other than possibly Mrs. FAVLE7TE 
CAROTHERS, Who is the other medical photographer employed in 
the Medical Photography Department. 

1 BOLLETER furnished the above “mentioned black and 

White 35 millimeter film Which contains the ten photographs 
taken of the bene specimen. 

BOLLETER requested, on the instructions of THETFORD 
BOLTON BOONE, D.D. , Administrator, Methodist Hospital of 
Dallas, that this film be returned to Dr. BOONE. 

On July 10, 1964, Mrs. PAULETTE CAROTHERS advised 
she has been employed as a Processor in the Medical Fhotography 
Department of Methodist Hospital of Dallas, 301 West Colorado, 
Dallas, Texas, for over five years. She said she resides at 
5200 Willis Avenue, Dallas, Texas. 

Mrs. CAROTHERS said that sometime In, she believes, 
December 1963, she learned that a piece of skull bone had 
been brought to the Methodist Hospital of Dallas and was 
examined by JACK C. HARPER, M.D. , and A. B. CAIRNS, M.D. , the 
Chief Pathologist at the Methodist. Hospital of Dallas. Mrs. 
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CAR0THER5 said this piece of skull tone was found near the 
site tftiere President KENNEDY was assassinated , and was 
allegedly a piece of hone from President KENNEDY'S skull. 

Mrs. CAROTHERS stated she learned of this, she believes, 
from WAYNE BOLLETER, the Chief Medical Photographer at 
Methodist Hospital of Dallas, Who had taken two 35 millimeter 
color slides of this hone specimen. 

Mrs. CAROTHERS said she did not see this hone 
specimen hut saw the two 35 millimeter color slides Which 
were taken hy WAYNE BOLLETER. 

Mrs. CAROTHERS advised she did not see any hospital 
photographs of President KENNEDY, and, other than the above 
two slides, saw only photographs of President KENNEDY that 
were available to the general public. 

Regarding the above-mentioned two 35 millimeter 
color slides, Mrs. CAROTHERS said she made mention of this to 
only one person and that was to Mrs. EVA MC CARTY, Hayward, 
California, Who was visiting her in the early part of June 
1964. She said that she told Mrs. MC CARTY that she saw a 
picture of a bone vfcich someone said supposedly came from the 
skull of President KENNEDY and \tfiich piece of bone was found 
near the assassination site. 

Mrs. CAROTHERS advised that Mrs. MC CARTY's sister- 
in-law, Mrs. RITA MC CARTY, was also visiting her at the same 
time, and may possibly have overheard her mention the color 
slides to EVA MC CARTY. Mrs. CAROTHERS said she has not 
mentioned this to any other person. 

On July 10, 1964, A. B. CAIRNS, M.D. , 5027 Lahoma, 
Dallas, Texas, telephono number LA 8-3256, advised he is the 
Chief Pathologist at Methodist Hospital of Dallas, 301 West 
Colorado Boulevard, Dallas, Texas. 

Dr. CAIRNS advised that on November 25, 1963, he 
received a telephone call from Dr. JACK C. HARPER, Who asked 
if he would take a look at a piece of bone. Dr. CAIRNS 
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stated that Dr. HARPER had informed him that this piece of 
hone was found hy his nephew, BILLY A. HARPER, near the site 
Where President KENNEDY was assassinated. 

Dr. CAIRNS advised that he and Dr. HARPER examined 
the hone at Methodist Hospital of Dallas. Dr. CAIRNS stated 
the hone specimen looked like it came from the occipital 
region of the skull. He said he performed no tests on this 
piece of hone and evaluated it purely from its gross appear- 
ance. 

Dr. CAIRNS said that after he examined the hone, 
he went ahout his own business, after suggesting to Dr. 

HARPER that he report the matter to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

Dr. CAIRNS advised that he does not know if any 
pictures were taken of this hone specimen, hut believes that 
a week or so after he and Dr. HARPER had examined the hone. 

Dr. HARPER may have shown him a color slide of the hone 
specimen.

Be advised he had been interviewed previously hy a 
representative of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. During 
the course of this interview, Dr. HARPER stated he advised 
that his nephew, BILLY A. HARPER, 2378 East Ledbetter, Dallas, 
Texas, Who at that time was a pre-medical student at Texas 
Christian University, Fort Worth, Texas, had been taking photo 
graphs in the area Where President KENNEDY was assassinated, 
and had found a piece of human hone. Dr. HARPER stated his 
nephew indicated he had found this piece of hone at approxi- 
mately 5*30 P.M. on November 23* 1963, in the area approxi- 
mately twenty-five feet south of the site Where President 
KENNEDY was assassinated. 
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Dr. HARPER stated his nephew immediately brought the 
bone to him and he and the Chief Pathologist at Methodist 
Hospital of Dallas, Dr. A. B. CAIRNS, had examined the piece 
of bone and both definitely felt that it was a piece of human 
skull 1 

► Dr. HARPER advised that he felt in view of the 

proximity of the place %Aiere the piece of bone was located, 
it might possibly be a part of President KENNEDY'S skull. 

Dr. HARPER advised that after he and Dr. CAIRNS had 
examined the above* piece of bone, he had M. WAYNE BOLLETER, 
Chief Medical Photographer, Medical Photography Department, 
Methodist Hospital of Dallas, make two 35 millimeter color 
slides of this piece of bone, one slide being a photograph of 
the concave side and the other slide being a photograph of 
the convex side. 

Dr. HARPER stated he would make available these 
slides to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, but requested 
that they be returned to him. He said they were then located 
at his residence and he would telephone his wife and request 
that she turn the slides over to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 

On July 10, 1964, Mrs. JACK C. HARPER, 534 Monssen 
Drive, Dallas, Texas, advised that shortly before the inter- 
view, she had received a telephone call from her husband. Dr. 
JACK C. HARPER, vtoo instructed her to furnish two 35 millimeter 
color slides to a representative of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 

She said these color slides allegedly depict a 
concave photograph and a convex photograph of a piece of bone 
allegedly from the skull of President KENNEDY. She said this 
piece of bone was found by her nephew, BILLY A. HARPER, near 
the site vAiere. President KENNEDY was assassinated. 

Mrs. HARPER furnished these two slides for the use 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and stated her husband 
requested they be returned to him. 
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Previous investigation concerning the foregoing 
mentioned piece of human l>one is reflected on pages 150, 
150 A and 151 of the report of Special Agent ROBERT P. 
GEMBER1.ING dated November 30, 1963, at Dallas, Texas, in 
instant matter.

MC CARTY 's letter 
was of such a nature that she was interested in seeing the 
Attorney General run for President, and furnished laudatory 
remarks for the Attorney General and former President KENNEDY. 
She stated she recently returned from Dallas, Texas, Where she 
had been residing with an individual %Aiose identity she did 
not furnish but vho was allegedly a photographer at the 
hospital Where President KENNEDY was taken following the 
assassination. MC CARTY indicated this individual had two 
snapshots of two pieces of skull found on the street fol- 
lowing the President's assassination. 

On July 9, 1964, RITA MC CARTY was interviewed, at 
Whitih time she stated she recently accompanied her brother-in- 
law and sister-in-law to Dallas , Texas , Where they stayed 
e- briefly with one PAULETTE (last name unknown) , a friend of her 
sister-in-law. Who was a photographer at the hospital Where 
President KENNEDY was taken following the assassination. RITA 
MC CARTY stated she did not observe any photographs taken by 
this Individual, but overheard PAULETTE tell her sister-in-law, 
Mrs. EVA MC CARTY, that she had seen photographs of pieces of 
skull found on the street following the President's assassi- 
nation vhich were brought to the hospital and photographed.

JOSEPH BRADLEY^BOLAND was interviewed on July 1 6, 1964, 
at his residence, 5031 Hayter Street, Lakewood, California, at 
which time he furnished the following information to SAs CHESTER 
C. ORTON and WILLIAM C. PATTERSON. 

JOSEPH BRADLEY BOLAND was bom on September 9 , 1906, 
in Buffalo, New York. From 1916 to 1918 he attended grammer 
school at the Nardin Academy which is located at 135 Cleveland 
Avenue, Buffalo. He was admitted to the practice of law in 
1927. He was disbarred from the practice of law in California 
in 1954 for misappropriating a clients funds. He is presently 
unemployed; however, his usual occupation is that of legal 
researcher. 

BOLAND claims that after OSWALD was arrested, he was 
brought through police lines nanacled and in his opinion this 
act was a violation of OSWALD'S civil rights. As he looked at 
OSWALD, a thought flashed through his mind which told him that 
OSWALD would not live. This occurred as he watched television. 
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BOLAND claims he made a long distance telephone call 
to Washington, D. C., and spoke to CRAIG HOSMER, a Representative 
from California, and told him that OSWALD’S civil rights had 
been violated and that OSWALD would be killed. HOSMER told 
BOLAND that the police and other authorities would prove that 
OSWALD had killed a policeman and that BOLAND should let the 
authorities handle OSWAID. 

BOLAND next said that he called BARNEY >C()E, whom he 
claims is an old friend of his and who is preseritly the President 
of the Board of Governors of the State Bar of Texas. He told 
him that OSWALD 1 s civil rights had been violated and he should 
not have been taken before the television cameras handcuffed, 
unless he was represented by an attorney. He advised that COE 
told him that things were being handled in Texas by the 
authorities. 

BOLAND was asked if he had any other information 
concerning OSWALD and particularly what kind of a "story" he 
could furnish on OSWALD. BOLAND said he could furnish no 
additional information fund that the only information he had on 
OSWALD, JACK RUBY or the assassination of President KENNEDY came 
to him through the regular news media. He had no information, 
other than what he had seen on television or read in newspapers 
or magazines. He also advised that OSWALD and RUBY were unknown 
to him. 

BOLAND was asked if he had written a letter to the 
Buffalo Courier Express" and he said that he could not recall 
writing a letter to that newspaper or any newspaper. At this 
point Mrs. BOLAND, who was present during the interview, 
indicated that her husband was not well and that he had been 
intoxicated at the time that he wrote the letter. 

BOLAND advised that he had been in contact with the 
Foreign Service of the United States and had contacted the 
American Consulate General in Hong Kong relative to assisting 
a Chinese and his family to enter the United States. The name 
of this Chinese was John Wah-ming*'Chu and his family. BOLAND 
said that one of the family had lived in the United States and 
had returned and lived in Northern China. Subsequently, they 
were able to migrate toward Hong Kong and were now seeking to 
leave China and possibly enter the United States. 
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BOLAND advised that he had never teen convicted of a 
felony. He has resided at his present address for the past 
six years.

Your letter of February 12, 1964 indicates 
that on the preceding day you delivered to this Commission 
a copy of a photograph which was displayed to Mrs. 

Marguerite Oswald on November 23, 1963, by Special 
Agent Bardwell D. Odum of your Bureau. You also referred 
to that photograph in your letter of February 7, 1964 in 
which you quoted portions of an article appearing in NATION 
magazine of January 7, 1964 and advised us that the photo- 
graph exhibited to Mrs. Oswald by Agent Odum was not a 

photograph of Mr. Jack L. Ruby.

The photograph which you delivered to us on 
February 11, 1964 was marked Commission Exhibit 237 
and shown to Mrs. Oswald for purposes of identification during 
the course of her testimony before this Commission. Mrs. 
Oswald denied that Exhibit 237 was the same photograph as the 
one displayed to her on November 23, 1963 by Special Agent 
Odum. She specifically stated that the photograph which had . 
been shown to her on that date had been cropped in a different 
manner from Exhibit 237 in that the former had not been 
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cropped to follow the outline of the head and shoulders of the 
individual portrayed in the photograph, as was the case with 
Exhibit 237. 

Mr. Wesley J. Liebeler of our staff advises me 
that on May 28, 1964 he requested Mr. Malley of your Bureau 
to provide for the purposes of our record a complete explana- 
tion of all of the circumstances surrounding the receipt of the 
photograph in question by your Bureau and its display to 
Mrs. Oswald* In response to that conversation, on June 9, 1964 
your Bureau forwarded to this Commission other copies of the 
photograph which had been displayed to Mrs. Oswald. While 
it appears that the individual portrayed in the photograph forwarded 
with your letter of June 9» 1964 is the same individual that was 
portrayed in the photograph which you forwarded to us on 
February 11, 1964 and which was marked Commission Exhibit 
237, we note that the two photographs have in fact been cropped 
in a different manner. The upper portion of the former is 
cropped roughly in the shape of a triangle whereas the latter 
(Exhibit 237) was cropped to follow the outline of the head and 
shoulders of the man portrayed in that photograph. Your letter 
of June 9, 1963 indicates that the original of the photograph that 
was actually shown to Mrs. Oswald is maintained in the files of 
your Bureau and sets forth on its backside the initials of Special 
Agent Odum. 

In view of the confusion which now exists in the 
record of our proceedings as a result of the fact that the photo* 
graph which you forwarded to us on February 11, 1964 was not

! on November 23, 1963, we would appreciate receiving a copy of 
both sides of the photograph which was in fact shown to Mrs.Oswald 
so that our record may show the initials of Special Agent Odum 
thereon.

that this film be returned to Dr. BOONE. 

Dr. JACK C. HARPER, with offices located at 526 
East Jefferson, Dallas, Texas, advised on July 10, 1964, 
that he had been interviewed previously by the FBI con- 
cerning a bone specimen %Aiich had been found by hiB nephew, 
BILLY A. HARPER, on November 23, 1963, near the site vfoere 
President KENNEDY was assassinated. Dr. HARPER said he and 
Dr. A. B. CAIRNS, the Chief Pathologist, Methodist Hospital 
of Dallas, examined this bone specimen on November 25, 1963, 
and both agreed that it was a piece of human skull. Further, 
he stated in view of the proximity of the place %Aiere the 
piece of bone was located, it might possibly be a part of 
President KENNEDY'S skull.

On July 6, 1964, Miss Jean Campbell, U.S. Political 
Correspondent, "London Evening Standard", was Interviewed 
concerning the details of her contact with Mrs. Edlttv^hifcworth 
and the alleged visit of the Oswald family to Mrs, Whitworth's 
store In Irving, Texas, During the Interview with Miss Campbell, 
the results of which are set forth In New York memorandum 
dated July 7# 1964, she advised that In addition to her contact 
with Mrs. Whitworth, she interviewed Mrs, Oertrude^Hunter who ^ 
was present In the Whitworth store during the alleged Oswald ’> 
visit. On this latter Interview, she was accompanied by Paul 
Matthlan, a reporter, for the Paris-Match Magazine. 

In view of Mr, Matthlan 1 s presence during the interview 
between Miss Campbell and Mrs. Hunter, he was contacted by a 
Special Agent of the New York Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation on July 8, 1964, at his office 22 East 67 th Street, 
New York City, and furnished the following Informationt 

He stated that he accompanied Miss Jean Campbell on 
• an Interview with a Mrs. Hunter In Irving Texas, regarding Mrs. 
Hunter's comments concerning the visit of the Lee Harvey Oswald 
family to the store of Mrs. Edith Whitworth, an acquaintance 
of Mrs. Hunter. 

Matthlan recalled that Mrs. Hunter, In attempting to 
determine the date of the Oswald visit to the store, associated 
the date with a particular bus trip that her husband had taken, 
and she decided that the Oswald visit must have occurred on 
either Wednesday, November 6, 1963 ©r Thursday, November 7 j 19 3* 
a day or eo subsequent to her husband's bus trip. 

He advised that Mrs. Hunter stated that she devoted 
more attention to Marina Oswald than to Lee Harvey Oswald because 
Marina was carrying an Infant, approximately two to three weeks

old, in her arms. Mrs. Hunter voiced some nice remark about 
the baby and recalls that Marina did not reply to Mrs. Hunter's 
comment. Mrs. Hunter then stated, according to Matthlan, that 
Oswald spoke to Marina In a foreign language, apparently 
apprising Marina of Mrs. Hunter's comments. 

Matthlan advised that he does not recall whether Mrs. 
Hunter mentioned exactly what It was that Oswald needed for 
his gun. He also stated that he does not recall whether Mrs. 
Hunter stated that Mrs. Whitworth referred Oswald to the 

"Irvington Sports. Shoi? or merely indicated in the direction of the 
Irvington Sports Shop. ^ 

Matthlan stated that when Mrs. Hunter remarked that 
the Oswalds entered a 1957 or 1958 two tone blue and white Ford, 
he asked her why she remembered the type car used by the Oswalds. 
He stated that Mrs. Hunter's reply was that Oswald, operating the 
vehicle, made a "0" turn and was about to proceed in the wrong 
direction on a one way street.

For the past two or three years she has been 
in touch with the Little Correspondence Club, run by Lulu 
Browbent, in Elk City, Oklahoma. She said Lulu Browbent 
supplies members with names of blind people who wish to

In March, 1963, Vera Stinnett received a Braille 
letter from McAdams, whom she bad never met, nor had she 
ever corresponded before* This letter merely Introduced 
McAdams to Miss Stinnett.

"Newsweek" cculd share In the publication of Oswald's diary for 
a fee of $500. He added "Newsweek" turned the offer down due 
to the fact "Newsweek" Intends to publish an extensive story 
based upon the Warren Commission report* Lansner stated that 
Peter Goldman, an Associate Editor of the magazine, and Fleming 
are the two representatives of "Newsweek" who handled the contact 
with Aynesworth In Dallas, and these two representatives could 
furnish complete details of their meetings* 

Lansner advised that their magazine, in an Issue of 
July 13, 1964, page 50, carries an article regarding Oswald and. 
the diary. According to him, Aynesworth is not employed by their 
magazine tout has been a stringer reporter In the past* He 
explained Aynesworth has submitted stories to their magazine 
in the past, tout he received compensation for these stories* 

He said definitely no money was paid to Aynesworth for Oswald's 
diary and he added $15*000 for the diary is "quite a Joke*. 
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Lee Harvey Oswald 


Lester Bernstein, Senior Editor, "Newsweek" Magazine, 
advised Special Agents of the PBI In New York, New Yorfc on 
July 10, 19^4, that Peter Goldman and Karl. Fleming handled 
all contacts with Aynesworth regarding Oswald's diary. He said 
the above two Individuals were approached by Aynesworth for sale of 
a copy of the diary for $500, He wanted to make it clear their 
magazine did not purchase publication rights to the diary and 
Aynesworth, who is not employed by their magazine, received no 
money from "Newsweek", To the best of his knowledge, no 
names have been furnished by Goldman as sources of Aynesworth 
concerning the diary. He pointed out their magazine refused to 
pay the $500 for the publication rights to Aynesworth and they 
definitely would not even consider paying $15*000 for the rights, 

Peter L'.^Goldman, Associate Editor, "Newsweek" Magazine, 
advised Special Agents of the FBI at New York, New York, on 
July 10, 1964, that he traveled to Dallas on June 7* 19&4, to 
obtain background Information regarding the assassination. He 
also wanted to be In Dallas when Chief Justice Warren and members 
of his Commission arrived In Dallas. He advised that he, Ooldman, 
la presently writing a story concerning Oswald and this story 
will be published In "Newsweek" after the Warren Commission 
Report Is made public. 

On Sunday, June 7* 1964, he and Karl Fleming a reporter 
for "Newsweek" met Hugh Aynesworth at the County Records Building 
in Dallas . He does not recall the address or the name of the ** 
building, but this building houses Ruby, He said there has 
always been a rumor of an existing diary of Oswaldb, He could 
furnish no facts as to where the rumors were started. During 
their meeting In Dallas, he, Goldman, brought up the subject 
of Oswald's diary, but he noticed Aynesworth was very vague and 
uncommunicative concerning the diary while in the Records 
Building. 

On Sunday afternoon, Goldman, Aynesworth and Fleming 
motored to the area where President Kennedy was assassinated, 
Aynesworth pointed out several places of interest during the 
tour. During the tour he could not recall who brought up the 
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Lee Harvey Oswald 




subject of the diary, but Aynesworth made a statement that 
he believed he eould obtain a copy of Oswald's diary. He stated 
he would share a copy of the diary with "Newsweek" and his 
paper, "The Dallas Horning News", At this time he was encouraged 
by Fleming and Goldman to keep them advised of his attempts, 

Goldman Btated that on June 8, 1964, he, Ooldman, and 
Fleming visited Aynesworth at "The Dallas Morning News" office 
around 10 P.M, They discussed Oswald's diary while In the 
newspaper's library. According to Goldman, Fleming had telephoned 
Editor Osborn Elliott of "Newsweek" In New York, and Elliott 
had advised Fleming he was not Interested In publishing Oswald's 
diary, Goldman explained that Aynesworth was not.’ advised 
that their magazine would not purchase a copy. During Goldman's 
discussions with Aynesworth, Aynesworth would never reveal his 
source for the diary, and he would not discuss how or where 
he Intended to obtain a copy, Ooldman stated he returned to 
New York City on the morning of June 9, 1964. 

On June 23 $ 1964, Ooldman was in New York City and 
he received a telephone call from Aynesworth in Dallas, at which 
time Aynesworth advised Goldman that "Newsweek" could purchase 
a copy of Oswald's diary for $500, Aynesworth reported the 
diary ran 20 pages and the copy would come with miscellaneous 
other documents for publication, Aynesworth explained to 
Goldman that "The Dallas Morning News" intended to give the story 
8 columns in the Sunday news under a copyrighted story. Goldman 
advised that he would have to confer with other members of the 
magazine and he would contact him within 24 hours. 

On June 24, 1964, Ooldman telephonic ally contacted 
Aynesworth In Dallas, at which time he advised him that ‘Newsweek" 
was not Intererted In publishing Oswald's diary. Goldman added 
that he had discussed the matter with Lansner, Bernstein and - 
Editor Elliott and they decided not to publish the diary. 

Goldman advised he could furnish no one, with the 
exception of Hemlng, who might know Aynesworth's sources. No 
money was furnished to reporter Aynesworth In Dallas, and Aynesworth 
is not employed by their magazine according to Goldman.

On July 10, 1964, KaMr-Fleming, Houston representa- 
tive, Newsweek magazine, was interviewed at his office, 

903 Houston Chronicle Building, Houston, Texas. Fleming 
stated he was aware of the investigation concerning the 
alleged leak of information concerning the Oswald diary 
which had been published by a Dallas newspaper and that he 
had Just completed talking by telephone concerning this 
matter with officials of his publication in New York City. 
Fleming stated he would be glad to relate his knowledge of 
this matter. 

Fleming recalled that on Sunday, June 7 , 1964, he 
had proceeded to Dallas, Texas, along with Peter L. Goldman, 
an Associate Editor of Newsweek magazine, and a photographer. 
They were proceeding to Dallas to conduct a survey of the 
area of President Kennedy* s assassination in preparation for 
articles which. were being planned about the assassination. 
Prior to going to Dallas, arrangements were made with Hugh 
Aynesworth, a reporter for the Dallas Morning News , to 
accompany them and show them the area's involved, "due to the 
familiarity of Aynesworth with the Dallas area. Fleming 
pointed out that Aynesworth had previously sold articles to 
the Newsweek magazine but he was not an actual employee of 
Newsweek . 

Fleming related he had heard rumors from several 
sources prior to this time that there was an Oswald diary 
in existence. Fleming could not recall specifically where 
he first heard this rumor, but stated he believed Information 
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BE: LEE HARVEY OSWALD 


concerning the diary was made public during the trial of 
Jack Ruby for the murder of Oswald, and he considered this 
information a matter of "common knowledge" since the Ruby 
trial. , 

While in Dallas, and in the company of Peter L. 

Goldman and Hugh>^ynesworth, Fleming recalled there was 
discussion of the Oswald diary. It is Fleming* s recollect** 
that Aynesworth initiated this discussion, although lie was 
•not positive. During this discussion, Aynesworth made a re- 
mark to the effect that he thought he might have a chance to 
"get his hands on the diary" and stated he was "negotiating 
with someone" for the diary. Fleming recognized that such a 
source of information would be the basis for very interest- 
ing articles, and he then considered the possibility that f 

Newsweek would be interested in such information in con- 
nection with short articles which might be written. Fleming • 
realized that Aynesworth would expect to publish any such 
information in more detail and he felt it would be possible 
to work out a schedule whereby both Aynesworth* s newspaper 
and Newsweek might release such information at about the 
same time. 

When Aynesworth mentioned the possible availability • 

of the Oswald diary, Fleming did not ask him the identity of J 

the persons with whom he was negotiating or the source from 
which the diary would be obtained. Fleming explained that J 

in the news gathering business "you Just don*t ask such 
questions." Fleming felt it was his duty to Newsweek maga- 
zine to keep the channels open with Aynesworth until he 
could refer the matter to Newsweek to determine if the maga- 
zine wanted the information.” Fleming pointed out another 
reason for not pressing Aynesworth concerning his source waB 4 

that such an approach would undoubtedly make Aynesworth 
believe Fleming might try to "go behind his back" and obtain 
the diary directly. 

During this discussion, Aynesworth mentioned that , 

the people with the diary were talking in terms of "several • 

thousand dollars." Fleming told Aynesworth he considered / *4 

such figures "ridiculous 1 ' and that Newsweek was not in the : ~ , 

habit of paying anything for information. In order to . 

"keep the door open" Fleming stated he believes that he 
(Fleming) suggested a figure in the neighborhood of $400 or • 

$500 which would be the maximum to be considered. Fleming 
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stated that he made no specific, concrete offer to Aynesu^: . 
at this time inasmuch as he was not authorized to make such 
an offer. Fleming told Aynesworth if Newsweek attempted to _ 
use the diary it would only use excerpts and would not damage 
the future use of the material by Aynesworth. Aynesworth 
then stated that he would further explore the availability 
of the diary, and made a statement to the effect that he 
would "give it a whirl." Fleming stated that he then calle^ 
New York and talked to Jim Cannon and ultimately to Osborn 
Elliott, Newsweek Editor. Elliott informed Fleming he did 
not like this arrangement and instructed that no offer was 
to be made for the Oswald diary. 

Fleming stated he and Goldman remained in Dallas 
from June 7 until approximately Wednesday or Thursday of 
that week (four or five days) and during that period two or 
three other conversations were held with Aynesworth concern- 
ing the diary; Aynesworth merely reported that he had no 
definite information yet. On his part, Fleming did not tell 
Aynesworth that Newsweek was definitely rejecting his offer 
inasmuch as he wanted to keep Aynesworth "on the hook" in 
the event it was later decided to try to get use of part of 
the diary information. Fleming left Dallas then and returned 
a few days later and had occasion to see Aynesworth, but 
Aynesworth volunteered nothing more, 

Fleming related that Newsweek magazine recently 
did publish a very short article which' made reference to 
the matter of the Oswald diary and said in effect that this 
diary had been offered to several publications, Including 
Newsweek , at figures of $1,000 and more. Fleming stated 
that just a few days previous to this interview he had 
talked with Aynesworth in Dallas and Aynesworth was very 
upset over the short article appearing in Newsweek . Fleming 
stated that in fairness he felt Aynesworth was completely 
Justified in resenting the Newsweek article inasmuch as it 
apparently claimed that Newsweek had been made a specific 
offer for $1,000 or more' while this was not in agreement 
with the facts. Fleming advised that he had called Newsweek 
magazine and talked with the reporter who wrote this article 
and had "Jumped on him" for twisting these facts. 

In conclusion, Fleming stated his only knovrledge 
of the possible availability of the Oswald diary grew out of 
his above conversation with Aynesworth, who never disclosed 
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RE: LEE HAKVEY OSWALD 

to him the Identity of the persons with whom he claimed to 
he negotiating. Fleming stated he never pressed Ayneswortu 
to identify his source and he felt it would have been highly 

improper for him to have done so.

Fleming added that he was leaving Houston on the 
afternoon of July 11, 1964, for San Francisco, California., 
where he would remain until the conclusion of the Republics

Abroad , and especially in Western Europe, the Warren

On July 14, 1964, Special Agents of the New York Office 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) contacted the 
\ New York City Office of "Life" magazine in an effort to Interview 
’Mr. Tennysoir-flchad, a representative of "Life" magazine, concerning 
Schad's contact with Mr. William 'A*jMcKenzie, attorney for 
Marina Oswald, in Dallas, Texas. McKenzie had previously advised 
Special Agents of the Dallas Office of the FBI that on July 
1, 1964, he had sold the publication right of the Oswald diary 
to "Life" magazine through negotiation with Schad.. Upon 
inquiry at "Life" magazine It was determined that Schad is 
associated with the Legal Department at "Life" magazine. 

On July 14, 1964, E. Gabriel Perle, Assistant to * . 

General Counsel for "Life" magazine, advised that Tennyson Schad 
is presently on vacation and not expected to return until August 
10, 1964. Perle was informed of the nature of the FBI visit 
and Perle stated that he would consult with "Life" magazine 
Edltoral Staff regarding the information desired concerning the 
Oswald Diary and added that he would contact. the FBI when the 
information is available. 


On July 16, 1964, John Fl Dowd, General Counsel for 
"Life" magazine, was interviewed at "Life" magazine office 
and, in the presence of Mr. Perle » advised that on June 27 , 1964, 
"Life" magazine ’correspondent in Dallas, Texas, Holland^McCombs, 
negotiated a contract on behalf of "Life" , magazine, with one.. 

Paula EbV^Rynes worth at Dallas, Texas, whereby "Life" magazine 
obtained a photostat copy of the Oswald Diary from Paula 
Eby Aynesworth for the purchase price of $2,500. Dowd stated 
that the contract required payment of the $2,500 to be made in 
cash or via Western Union by June 30, 1964, and was to be forwarded 
to 729 North Buckner Boulevard, Dallas 18, Texas. 
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* Lee Harvey Oswald 

Dowd stated that he does not know if the above address 
is Paula Eby Aynesworth' s and In fact does not know the 
Identity of any individual or individuals at that address, 
but advised that payment was made by "Life" magazine as 
stipulated in the contract although he does not recall whether 
payment was made in cash personally by "Life" correspondent 
McCombs or via Western Union. Dowd was unable to furnish 
any previous dates of contact, if any, between McCombs and 
Paula Eby Aynesworth. Dowd commented that the contract Included 
a statement to the effect that Paula Eby Aynesworth did not 
claim copyright ownership to the Oswald Diary. 

Dowd stated that although "Life" magazine was In 
possession of a photostat of the diary he, as Ceneral Counsel 
for "Life" magazine, realized that any publication of the 
diary without prior consent of Marina Oswald, would place "Life" 
magazine in a vulnerable position for a law suit based on 
infringement of copyright ownership. He, therefore, directed 
an assistant, attorney Tennyson Schad, to proceed to Dallas, 
Texas, on June 30, 1964 and on July 1, 1964, Schad conferred 
with William McKenzie, attorney for Marina Oswald, for the sole 
purpose of purchasing the copyright to publish the Oswald Diary. 
Dowd stated that as a result of the negotiation between McKenzie 
and Schad, "Life" magazine paid $20,000 for the copyright to 
publish the Oswald Diary.

CONTRERAS 
alleged that he bad bad to leave on emergency business for his 
employer, a cotton seed oil company, and that it would be., 
impossible for him to make himself available for interview prior 
to 7/29/64. SA NISCHWITZ made arrangements to meet him in 
Chihuahua City, Chihuahua, on that date and, in the interest of 
economy and because of difficult travel conditions in reaching 
him at bis present location, UACB he will not be interviewed 
until 7/29/64 in Cbibuabua City.

I am presently a Special Agent of the Federal

and have been employed in such capacity since June 25, 1962. 

On September 26, 1963, while acting officially in ay 
capacity as a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, I accompanied Special Agent JACK A* FRENCH to 509 
Hemphill Street, Fort Worth, Texas, for the purpose of inter- 
viewing DEAN WASHINGTON McADAMS concerning his alleged 
impersonation of a Federal Bureau of Investigation agent or 
employee. 

During the course of this interview McADAMS stated 
it was possible that statements aiade by him with respect to 
his willingness to help the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
had been construed as representation by him that he was an 
employee of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. McADAMS 
was cautioned that he should at no time represent himself to 
be an employee of the Federal Bureau of Investigation.^ 

llcADAMS furnished no information concerning any 
possible assassination attempt on the occasion of this inter- 
view. McADAMS was not at that time threatened by myself or 
Special Agent FRENCH,

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WALLACE stated that no permanent records are 
maintained by the library on binding transactions with 
the exception that the bindery number of the binding 
company is stamped on a page of the book involved. 

He exhibited a page of the book, Soviet Communism , 
to Special Agent KEMMY, and the bindery number was 
observed to be 2524, WALLACE pointed out that he does 
not know when this book was sent to the binding company 
or when it was returned to the library. According to 
WALLACE, the only records maintained by him concerning, 
the hook are Purchase Order Number 1849 and an 
Accession Sheet. 

Mr. WALLACE exhibited Purchase Order Number 
1649 and explained that the order was made to the 
A. C. McClorg Library Department, 333 East Ontario 
Street. Chicago, Illinois, and was dated January 22, 

1962. Attached to the order was a list of numerous 
books ordered by the library on that purchase order. 

This list reflected that one copy of the book, Soviet 
Co mmunism , edited by TRISKA, published by Chandler, — . 
was' ordered on that purchase order. 

The Accession Sheet, as explained by WALLACE, 
reflects the book was p,iven Accession Number 32795. at 
the San Antonio College Library and was processed in to 
the library in June, 1962, exact date not listed. The 
title of the book was listed as Soviet Communism , and 
the editor was listed as J. F. TRISKA* This sheet 
further reflected the book was published in 1961 by 
Chandler. The book was purchased from A. C. McClurg 
and Company, Chicago* Illinois. According to WALLACE, 
the Accession date, June, 1962 in this. case, is not 
necessarily the same date as the acquisition of the book, 
that it may take some time from the time the book is 
received at the library until it is listed on the 
Accession Sheet* 

WALLACE further explained that the book was 
. not placed on the library shelf for use until it was. 
permanently bound by the. binding company, at which time 
it was made available to the students and faculty* The 
book was a paperback book when purchased* 
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WALLACE also stated that although he could 
not tell liom any of his records what date this book 
was returned to the college from the Universal Book 
Binding Company, the markings or writing referred to 
stove were placed in the book after its return from 
the binding company* He explained that the book 
pocket card and the date-due slip on which the markings 
or writings were made were placed in the book after 
its return from the binding company* He further 
explained that the page in the book just before the 
title page which had the writing and marking on it 
may or may not have been placed in the book by the 
binding company; however, had such writing or markings 
been \n tne book when it was sent to the binding company 
from the library , the binding company would have 
removed vhe markings in the course of their binding

On June 16, 1964, SIEVE SHYERS , Estimator, 
Universal Book binding .Company, was reinxerviewed to 
obtain in detail information in his company's records 
concerning the binding work done by his company on the 
book, Sovie t Communism , for the San Antonio College 
Library**’ He was advised that the San Antonio College 
Library records reflect the book in question was handled 
under Bindery Number 2624 of the Universal Book Binding 
Company* 

SHYERS explained that Bindery Number 2S24 is 
the number assigned to all croers sent to the company 
from San Antonio College and tnat the books are not 
listed separately by title on the order* Therefore, 
his records do not siecif ically mention the book in 
question* 


Ke further explained that when he found this 
book on the street in San Antonio m April, 1964. he 
had observed that the card is the book had a notation 
to the effect that the book had been charged out to the 
boot binding company in January, 19bu, he was not 
certain as to the exact date, but believes it to have 
been January 20, 196m, He stated that although his 
company does not maintain a list of books by title, 
the onlv records that could pertain to this book, in his 
estimation, are Ticket Number 191269, and a work sheet 
contained therein. It was noted that Ticket Number 191269 
was an envelope containing an unnumbered work sheet* 

The Ticket Mumper 191269, as explained by SMYERS, 
reflects that on January 20, 1964, seventy-one publications 
wexe picked up from the San Antonio College Library for 
binding* Sixty-three of these were magazines and eight 
were books* This ticket further reflected that sixty-six items 
were shipped back to the college on March 19, 1964, after 
being bound* The five items listed on the ticket that 
were not shipped back were five magazines and they were 
held for completion* 
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The work sheet in question , as explained by 
SHYERS, reflected that eight books had been handled 
cn that particular orderj however, these books were 
rot listed by title but by length in inches* It also 
reflected that a total of fifty-eight magazines had 
been handled* 

SHYERS advised that he could not recall 
anything else written in the book, Soviet Communism^ 
other than the data which he previously furnished,” 

SHYERS stated that the page in that book 
just before the title page had been inserted in the 
boo 1 *: by the binding company at the time of binding the 
book* He pointed out that even if it had not been 
inserted at that time, in other words, even if that 
page had been in the book when it was sent to the 
company for bin. ling, the company, in binding the book, 
would have tanen the pape out if it had been marked, 
ant placed a new one in its place or would have cleaned 
it up in some way* The company would not have allowed 
markings to remain* 

SHY EPS stated that the markings or writing 
which were in the book when he found it on the street 
would not have been in the book when it arrived at the 
. binding company for binding* They would have been 
put in the book after it was bound*

On July 21, 1964, Mr. CLAYTON E. VHEAT, JR., 22 Searles Road, 

Darien, Connecticut, advised a Special Agent of the Federal 
Bureau. of Investigation of. the following information concerning 
tests conducted by him for "Life" magazine with a rifle comparable 
to the rifle alleged to have been used by LEE HARVEY OSWALD to 
kill President FJETN3DY. 

. WHEAT advised that '*Life*' magazine had contacted the National 
Rifle Association in Washington, D. C., requesting the name of 
an individual in the New York area who could conduct such tests. 
WHEAT'S name was recommended although WHEAT stated he is 
classified as an expert pistol shot with the National Rifle 
Association but ip not classified as an expert rifle shot. He 
advised that all t'f his rifle shooting has been limited to club 
shooting.

The rifle used in these tests was a Carcano bolt-action, 7.35 mm, 
v -• . with a four-power Japanese acope and 7.35 mm ammunition was used. 

■ ' VHEAT described the rifle as being in "horrible" condition which 

!; he attributed to lack of use. He particularly mentioned the fact 

that the rifle contained a "sticky bolt." 

' # These tests were conducted at the Campfire Club of America, 
located five miles north of Hawthorne Circle in Westchester, 
flew York, with whnt Is colled the "running deer target." The 
running deer target consists of a target moved by gravity from 
’ right to left end return, running for a distance of thirty-three 

feet In one direction. 

A Colt silhouette target fastened to the running deer target was 
used for the actual test.

reports that Clayton E, ^Thyte , Jr,, Director of the National

Ur, Lucas advised that he recalls a request made to 
the National Rifle Association, through Hr, Daniel, shortly 
after the assassination by news media to make 6ucb a test. 
However, the request came from one of the broadcasting services, 
the name of which they cannot now recall, and not "Life** 
magazine. According to Ur, Lucas, this request was denied 
Inasmuch as the officers of the Association had previously 
decided not to become Involved In the reaction to the 
assassination and the weapon used. 

Hr, Daniel stated he recalls suggesting to the* 
inquiring party the names of several individuals in the 
New York City area who could make such a test, including

Hr, Luc ns added that he knows such tests were 
subsequently made by Mr, Wheat as an individual, but not at 
the request of the National Rifle Association, According to . 
Mr, Lucas, the National Rifle Association was not furnished 
the criteria used by Ur, Wheat in making the test or the 
results. Hr, Lucas is confident, however, that the informa- 
tion sought is known to Hr, Wheat, 
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Hr, Lucas stated he and Hr* Daniel personally never . 
questioned that three shots could be fired in 6.8 seconds from 
the weapon in question. However, to verify this for their own 
information, the Rational Rifle Association had a weapon of 
the same make fired at the range in their building in Washington, 
D. C. , for the sole purpose of determining if this bolt-action 
rifle could be fired three times in 6.8 seconds. During the 
course of this test, no consideration was given to distance, 
use of a telescopic sight or a moving target. Ur. Lucas said 
this test verified the opinion of the Association officers, 
that if one round were in the chamber, that round and two more 
could be fired in 6.8 seconds. 

Both Ur. Lucas and Ur. Daniel emphasized that the 
results of this "so-called" test were never published nor was 
mention made of it to the press. Rather, when questioned by 
representatives of various news media. National Rifle Association 
officials merely answered, "Tes, three shots can be fired from

Sbe advised she has been blind since birth, and 
over the years has learned to read and write by Braille. For 
the past two or three years sbe has been in touch with the 
tittle Correspondence Club, run by Lulu Brovbent, in Elk City, 
Oklabosa. Sbe said Lulu Brovbent supplies members with names 
of blind people vbo visb to correspond vitb each other. This 
is bow her, Vera Stinnett's name became knovn to Dean 
Washing ton -lie. Ad axis, 424 Oollege Avenue, Fort Worth, Texas. 

In March, 1063, Vera Stinnett received a Braille 
letter from McAdams, whom sbe bad never met, nor bad sbe ever 
correrponded with. This letter merely Introduced McAdams to 
Vies Stinnett. Sbe replied vitb a letter to McAdams 
vitbin three weeks of the receipt of bis letter and this letter 
merely told him sbe vas happy to resolve bis letter and mould 
like to hear from his again. 

In July, 1963, Miss Stinnett again received a letter 
from MoAdAms. In this letter McAdams accused her of being the 
bead of a dope ring in Wichita Falls, Texas, and was going to 
tarn Miss Stinnett in if she did not quit this dope ring. Sbe 
said in this letter be named a group of people, .whom she had 
never heard of, as being active members in this dope ring. Sbe 
further stated the letter vas so confusing and so vicious that 
she decided she vould not correspond vitb McAdAms.

Regarding the publication of Oswald's diary in "Life" 
magazine, we have now determined arrangements for the 
publication were handled through Paula Aynesworth, who is 
the wife of Hugh Aynesworth reporter for "The Dallas 
Morning News" and who published Oswald's diary on 
June 27 and 28, 1964. Paula Aynesworth received $2500 
for this Information. from "Life" magazine. ' . -

indications the Information came from the Dallas County 
Attorney’s Office. William F. Alexander, Assistant 
District Attorney, Dallas County, Texas, alleged 
Representative Ford of the President's Commission 
leaked the information. He has also made allegations 
that Representative Ford had contacts with "Life" 
•magazine regarding this matter.- 



"Life" magazine has been cooperative in 
furnishing us copies of the diary they received. In 
addition, John F. Dowd, General Counsel for "Life" 
magazine furnished additional information regarding 
Representative Ford's contact with Mr. James Thompson, 
Editor of "Life" magazine. Although Representative 
Ford's contacts with "Life" were verified, they certainly 
do not substantiate allegations Representative Ford 
furnished "Life" magazine information regarding the 
; Oswald diary. Therefore, it appears pertinent that 
•these facts should be made available to the President's 
Commission and that Mr. DeLoach should be aware of this 
information when he conducts his interview with 
Representative Ford.

On each occasion, the film was accompanied 
during the entire time by Sergeant SjSOTHERIAND and the copies- 
were returned directly to Deputy Chief LUMPKIN. SIAUGHTBR advised 
he had no information as to what disposition has been made of any 
of these copies by Deputy^Chief LUMPKIN. 

Captain SIAUGHTBR stated he had no information whatso- 
ever other than that furnished above indicating that any representa- 
tive of the FBI, the -President's Commission, united States. Secret 
Service, the Dallas Police Department, or anyone else was responsi- 
ble for the dissemination of any of the films or photographs of 
documents. He stated he could not furnish any information con- 
cerning what disposition was made of the copies of the photographs 
obtained by the Dallas District Attorney's office on June 1, 1964, 
but he had no information that anyone in that office was responsible 
for any "leak." - -y - 

Captain SIAUGHTBR advised that Deputy Chief LUMPKIN is 
presently on annual- leave and was scheduled to return to work 
on July 20, 1964. 
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Captain WILS^RITZ, Homicide Bureau, Dallas Pollc a i 
Department, advised that the two rolls of 35 am Recordak film 
originally received by the Police Department from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation had been kept in the custody of Deputy 
Chief of Police GEORGS L. LUMPKXN, Records Bureau. He stated 
that fr&m time to time sections of the film were copied at his 
request by the Identification Bureau of the Dallas Police De- 
partment, but that these copies had been maintained . in his 
personal custody and can all be accounted for by him. He 
stated the two rolls of film were never maintained in his pos- 
session and that he was not aware that the film depicted a 
diary of L5E HARVEY OSWALD until June 29, 1964, when he and 
Deputy Chief BATCHELOR viewed the film at the Recordak Company 
in Dallas. He stated this was following the publication of 
the diary in "The Dallas .Homing News." 


At the Recordak Company, Captain WILL FRITZ learned 
that "SNOOKY” DAVIS, investigator for the District Attorney's 
Office, had, several weeks previously, brought the two rolls 
of film to the Recordak Company and had two copies of the film 
made and some 1800 hard-copy photographs made of photographs 
in the film. This was done for the District Attorney's office. 
Captain FRITZ was of the opinion that the hard-copy photographs 
were three sets each of the items depicted in the original film. 

Captain FRITZ stated he had no information indicating 
that any representative of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
the President's Commission, united States secret Service, or 
the Dallas Police Department eras responsible for any unauthorized 
"leak" of photographs, documents or evidence. He stated the 
only information he had concerning the Dallas District Attorney's 
Office was that furnished above concerning "SNOOKY" DAVIS and 
that he, FRITZ, had no information that -any member of the 
District Attorney's, office or anyone else was responsible for 
any “leak.

t ■ Sergeant M. A. SOUTHERLAND, Records Bureau, Dallas 

Police Department, advised that the only times he ever removed 
two rolls o£ 35 mm Recordak film from the locked cabinet in 
Captain SLAUGHTER'S office was when he had received orders to 
take the film to the Recordak Company and have copies made* 

Sergeant SOUTHERIAND recalled that on June 29, 1964, 
he had gone with the film and with Assistant Chief CHAR1SS 
BATCHELOR and Captain WILL FRITZ, of the Homicide Bureau, to - 
the Recordak Company, where these officers reviewed this film* 
The next day orders were received from Chief BATCHELOR to 
take the film to the Recordak Company and have two hard-copy 
photographs made of each photograph in the film. This was done 
by Sergeant SOUTHERIAND and the film and copies were returned 
to Chief BATCHELOR'S office. Sergeant SOUTHERIAND stated he 
obtained two rolls of film on June 30, 1964, from either Chiet * 
BATCHELOR or Deputy Chief LUMPKIN prior to taking them to the 
Recordak Company. 

Sergeant SOUTHERIAND stated he had no information 
whatsoever that any representative of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, the President's Commission, , the united States 
Secret Service, the Dallas Police Department, the Dallas 
District Attorney's Office, or anyone else was responsible 
for any unauthorized release of any documents or photographs* 
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1 H. Lsf^RAIGHEAD, Patrolman/DalTss Police Department* 

assigned to the Records Bureau* advised that in early December* 
1963* on the orders of his immediate supervisor* Captain O. T. 
SLAUGHTER* he, CRAIGHEAD* took two rolls of 35 mm Recordak 
film to the Recordak Company in Dallas. He was given oral in- 
structions by Captain SLAUGHTER to have copies of the film 
reproduced at that company but could not recall the number 
involved. He also had orders to stay with the film and the 
copies at all times. 

CRAIGHEAD advised he took the two rolls of film to 
the Recordak Conpany one afternoon arriving at about 4:00 PM 
and stayed until about 6:30 PM. The copying job was not 
finished at that time so he returned what copies had been 
made and the two rolls of film to Captain SI^UGHTER's office* 
where they were locked in a cabinet. The next morning he 
took one roll of film back to the company where the copying 
job was finished and afterwards returned this roll of film - 
and the copies to Captain SLAUGHTER. 
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On July 7, 1364, Detective H. M^HART , Intelligence 
Section, Dallas Police Department, advised SA ROBERT M. BARRETT 
that he had obtained information from a reliable source, vftiose 
identity he cannot divulge, that Representative FORD, a member 
of the President's commission, gave a copy of the diary of LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD to "The Dallas Horning News". According to HART'S 
source. Representative FORD also furnished copies of the same 
diary to executives of "Life" magazine and "Newsweek" magazine. 

HART'S source further stated that "Newsweek" and 
"Life" magazines had paid $16,000 to MARINA OSWALD for the 
world copyright for publication of this diary. Mr. HART stated 
that according to his source, Dallas District Attorney HENRY 
WADE has proof that Representative FORD furnished the copies to 
"The Dallas Morning News," "Life" and "Newsweek" magazines, and 
proof of the payment of $16,000 to MARINA OSWALD. 
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Mr. FORREST V^JORRELS, Special Agent In Charge* 
United States Secret Service* Dallas*_Texas* advised that 
all documents or copies of documents which came Into his 
possession from any source were Immediately forwarded upon 
receipt of earns to his headquarters In Washington* D. Co 
It was his understanding that his headquarters then made 
these available to the President's Commission. 



Mr. SORRELS stated he had no Information whatso- 
ever that any representative of the Federal Bureau of In- . 
vestigation, the President's Commission* the United States 
Secret Service* the Dallas Police Department* the Dallas 
- District Attorney's Office, or anyone else was responsible 
for any unauthorized dissemination of any documents* photo- 
graphs or evidence obtained In connection with this Investi- 
gation. 


Mr. S0RREI£ added that should he obtain any such 
information In the future he would Immediately notify the 
Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
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icDANJBL, Southwest Division Manager, Recordak 
rtmons Freeway, was interviewed in the presence 
Branch Manager, Recordak Corporation. 


Mr. McDANIEL advised that the first they knew that the 
Recordak Corporation had handled the reproduction of the microfilm 
relating to the OSWALD papers was at the time the item appeared in 
"The Dallas Morning News," which mentioned the Dallas County Auditor's 
Office was making payment for this work to the Recordak Corporation. 

Mr. MsDANlEL stated he was subsequently contacted by dif- 
ferent news media concerning this matter. He advised the records 
of his office show that on June 2, 1964, WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER, of 
the District Attorney's Office, Dallas, Texas, brought one roll of 
microfilm, not Identified, to the Recordak Corporation and requested 
reproduction of a positive and a negative film and three hard copy 
electro-prints of each of the 600 images on the original microfilm. 

Mr. McDANIEL stated this work was completed and on June 9, 1964, the 
material was delivered by a messenger of the Dallas County Auditor's 
Office, C. D. "GENERA L*/x£6, on this same date. He stated Recordak 
Corporation Invoice No. 0947794, dated June 9, .1964, for this work 
in the amount of $174.62 was sent to the District Attorney's 'Office, 
Dallas, Texas , marked to the attention of "W. F. AIEXANDBR." 

Mr. 'McDANIEL advised his files reflected this order was 
handled by RUSSELL POLLARD, Production Supervisor. He advised that, 
so far as is known to both him and Mr. EARNER, this microfilm was 
brought to Recordak Corporation and was handled in a routine manner. 

He advised he could positively state there were no extra copies of 
this film made by Recordak Corporation by any employee. He stated 
he could make this statement based on his knowledge of the company's 
orgartlzation, the character and reputation of the employees involved, 
and the accountability of the employees' time and the company's ma- 
terial. ........ 

* . 

Mr. McDANIEL stated he knew nothing concerning how "The 
Dallas Morning News" had obtained their copies of this information. 
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hard copies. Nr. POLLARD stated that ALEXANDER Instructed him 
to notify either hln or Hr. DAVIS when this work was completed. 
Mr. POLLARD stated that# so fas. as he could recall# * the only 
Instructions given by Mr. ALEXANDER regarding the handling of 
this film were "just be careful. • Mr. POLLARD stated that the 
1800 hard copies were completed in a routine manner on June 8# 
1964# and he called the District Attorney’s Office and talked 
with either Mr. DAVIS or Mr. ALEXANDER, advising that this ma- 
terial was ready. He stated that on the following day# C. D. 
"GENERAL* LEE# a messenger from the Dallas County Auditor's 
Office# came to the Recordak Corporation to pick up the 1800 
herd copies and the one negative film copy.. He advised that 
these hard copies and film were wrapped in brown paper and were 
staled prior to giving them to "GENERAL" LEE. He stated that 
as soon as LEE left the office he telephoned Mr. ALEXANDER, 
telling him he had just released the hard copies and film to 
L55. Mr. POLLARD stated he was not instructed to so notify Mr. 
ALEXANDER# but he did so mtrely as a precaution. 

Mr. POLLARD stated that# in connection with the per- 
formance of his duties# he inspected this film as it was being 
processed and recognized the film as being the same film which 
he had previously handled on two prior occasions for the Dallas 
Police Department. He stated this film was unusual film# in 
that it had sprocket perforations on both sides of the film# 
whereas practically all the film processed now does not have 
sprocket holes on either side. 

Mr. POLLARD stated that on December 2, 1963, Officer 
H. L. CRAIGHEAD# Dallas Police Department# brought this micro- 
film to the Recordak Corporation and at that time he noticed 
the box* containing the film was narked# "Evidence in OSWALD 
Case." He advised that Mr. CRAIGHEAD had reguested that three 
positive copies of this film be made. Mr. POLLARD stated that 
he# personally# handled the processing of this film and that 
CRAIGHEAD stayed with him while it was being processed. He 
stated that# in making the first print# it was found that this 
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print was too light and he changed the settings and chemicals 
In the processing equipment and made the three copies. He advised 
he gave CRAIGHEAD the three good prints, together with the test 
or light print, but billed the Dallas Police Department for only 
three copies. 

Mr. POLLARD stated that on January 7. 1964. Sergeant 
M. A. SOUTHERLAND. of the Dallas Police Department, brought this 
same microfilm back to him. requesting that two positive prints 
be made of the film. He stated that no hard copies were requested. 

He advised that Sergeant SOUTHERLAND remained ’with him during the 
entire processing of these two film copies. 

Mr. POLLARD advised that on June 30. 1964. Chief BATCHELOR. 
Captain FRITZ and Chief STEVENSON, of the Dallas Police Department, 
came to the Recordak Corporation, stating they had some microfilm 
and wished to use a reader to view the film. He stated Chief 
BATCHELOR asked the price of the hard copies and he quoted a pries 
of $50 or $60. He stated that on July 1. 1964. Sergeant M. A-, 
SOUTHERLAND and JBRR^NORTH. of the Dallas Police Department.^-^-^-- 
brought this same microfilm. ■Evidence In OSWALD Case.* back to 
him. He stated that this was. according to his records. 8:56 AM. 

He advised that Sergeant SOUTHS RIAND requested that two hard copies 
of each image on the microfilm be made on eleven-inch paper. He 
advised that both Sergeant SOUTHERLAND and JERRY NORTH remained 
with him during the entire time it took to make these hard copies. 

Mr. POLLARD stated he did not know how *rhe Dallas Morning 
News* obtained their copies of this information. He stated he was 
certain this was not furnished them by anyone at the Recordak 
Corporation. 
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On June 4, 1964, Assistant District Attorney WILLIAM 
F. ALEXANDER, Dallas County, Texas, appeared at the Dallas FBI 
Office and made the request of Special Agent in Charge J. 

GORDON SHANKLIN that he toe furnished photographs of all property 
obtained by the Dallas Police Department and turned over to the 
FBI. He stated that such photographs were desired by District 
Attorney HENRY WADE, >fao was to testify before the President's 
Commission. Mr. ALEXANDER indicated at the time of this contact 
that Mr. WADE was at that time in the "East" to testify before 
the President's Commission. No photographs were furnished to 
Mr.' ALEXANDER, but he was advised that the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment had been furnished a complete set of photographs of all 
property obtained by the FBI from the Dallas Police Department 
and that he might desire to make inquiry at the Dallas Police 
Department.

f HENRY MADE# District Attorney, Dallas, Texas, furnished 

the following information concerning the handling of documents, 
evidence. and photographs by his offices 

-g-— *• 

About three weeks after the assassination of President 
JOHN F. KENNEDY, the Dallas City Manager, ELGIN^CRULL, ordered 
Chief of Police JES^JOURRY to turn all the evidence obtained 
by the Police Department over to Mr. WADE. Mr. MADE advised 
he thought this evidence should, instead, go to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI) or the President's Commission. He added 
his office is not equipped to hold all this evidence, nor did 
he have a safe place where it could all be stored. He made con- 
tact with a Mr. MILIER, of the United States Department of Justice, 
Washington, D. C., and suggested the evidence'be turned over to 
the FBI, with which Mr. MILLER concurred. Mr. WADE advised he was 
of the opinion an agreement had been made whereby the FBI would 
photograph all this evidence, furnishing a copy of these photo- 
graphs to the Dallas Police Department, and that the District 
Attorney's Office would, in turn, get a copy of these photographs. 


Upon completion of the murder trial of JACK RUBY, WADE 
instructed his assistant, WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER, to get a copy of 
all evidence, documents and photographs for completion of the 
District Attorney's file. He further stated he desired these 
copies because he, WADE , had been requested to appear before the 
President's Commission on either June 8 or 9, 1964, and he desired 
to have a copy at the time of his appearance. He added that, 
because of the historic nature of this trial, he was desirous of 
having his file as complete as possible. Thereafter, ALEXANDER 
and an investigator assigned to the District Attorney's Office, 

H. H. "SNOOKY" DAVIS, contacted the Dallas Office of the FBI 
and Chief CURRY in an effort to obtain copies of photographs 
of the evidence. Subsequently, film was obtained from the Dallas 
Police Department by ALEXANDER and DAVIS. This film was taken 
to a reproducing company in Dallas, believed by Mr. WADE to be 
the Recordak Company, in order that the required copies could be 
made. 
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I Mr. MADS explained that, whenever an item is obtained . 

for the flies of the District Attorney's Office, they always at- 
tempt to obtain two copies of same. MADS recalled discussing 
with ALEXANDER and DAVIS the number of copies to be ordered from 
the reproducing company, and he was advised by one of these men 
that the cost for a third copy was very cheap and he, therefore, 
ordered that they obtain three copies. Mr. MADS advised he did 
not inow what had actually been obtained until after the publica- 
tion of the diary of USB HARVEY OSWALD in the newspapers, at which 
time he ascertained that two copies of the film and three hard copy 
photographs of each photograph in the film had been ordered and re- 
ceived.

Mr. WADE stated he was scheduled to leave Dallas on 
June 3, 1964, at which time he was going to New York and then 
to Washington, D. C., to appear before the President's Commission. 
Prior to leaving, he was told by Mr. ALEXANDER that ALEXANDER had 
obtained the film. Upon his return to Dallas, ALEXANDER advised 
Mr. WADE that, "We have all those copies. This is your copy of 
it," and gave a package to Mr. WADE, which was wrapped in manila 
paper. Mr. WADE said he placed this package in his cabinet, which 
is kept locked during his absence, and the keys for which are 
maintained in an Office safe. The combination of the^safe JLjU ^ , 
known only to Mr. WADE and to an assistant, DOUGLASfX^A LSH.jZ£-^~~-*'' 

WADE recalled AIBXANDER stating, at the time he received 
the above package from ALEXANDER, *We missed out on a whole lot 
of stuff. We do have OSWALD'S diary here." WADE also recalled 
that prior to his leaving Dallas on June 3, 1964, he was advised 
by either ALEXANDER or DAVIS that there was a portion of the film 
containing soma skips or blanks. Because of the above reasons 
for completing his file, he was desirous of having copies of 
these missing items and. .instructed ALEXANDER to contact the FBI 
and the Dallas Police Department in an effort to obtain these. 


ALEXANDER and DAVIS began their vacations on June 20, 
1964. On June 23, 1964, WADS left for Seattle, Washington, for 
a speech and a vacation. On the following Sunday or Monday, June 
28 or 29, 1964, WADE observed in a Seattle newspaper the story 
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out of Dallas containing the publication of OSWALD'S diary* He , 
advised he told his wife at that time he suspected ALEXANDER of - > 
having been responsible for the dissemination of this material 
to a news media* He immediately called his assistant, JIM BOWIE, 
and was reminded by BOWIE that ALEXANDER and DAVIS were on vaca- 
tion at the time and that ALEXANDER was believed to presently 
be in New Orleans, Louisiana* 

WADE returned to Dallas June 29, 1964, and ALEXANDER 
returned on July 6, 1964* Prior to theretum of ALEXANDER, WADE 
and one of his investigators, MILJ^RB^SWEATT, went through ALEXANDER'S 
office and SWEATT was instructed to pick up everything in ALEXANDER'S 
office which pertained to either JACK RUBY or LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

WADE stated that all such items were supposed to have been placed 
in his office previously by ALEXANDER on instructions by WADE to --- 
ALEXANDER. - 

SWEATT found one package which appearedHto be similar 
with the package given to WADS previously by ALEXANDER and which 
was unopened* SWEATT found a second similar package, which was 
opened and partially unwrapped* Also found was one roll of 
Recordak film. These items were found in some unlocked cabinets 
in ALEXANDER'S office and were thereafter placed in Mr. WADB's 
office. Neither SWEATT nor WADS could find the other roll of 
Recordak film and noted that there were two cabinet drawers in 
ALEXANDER'S office which were locked* SWEATT also found a folder 
containing some ten to thirty photographs which were in some way 
connected with either the RUBY or OSWALD investigation and these, 
too, were placed in wade's office* 

Mr. WADS advised these items are available to the FBI 
for inspection and/or- any other use deemed necessary* 

SWEATT contacted ALEXANDER by telephone and was advised 
that the other roll of film was in one of the locked cabinets* 

On July 6, 1964, AIEXANDER returned from his vacation 
and denied to Mr* WADS any knowledge or involvement in the publi- 
* • cation of the OSWALD diary or other items to any news media* 
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On July 7, 1964, HADE advised that when he went to 
his office he did so with the intention of discharging ALEXANDER, 
He stated this was based not c&ly on his suspicion that ALEXANDER 
was involved in this natter, but in view of numerous press re- 
leases ALSXANDER'had nade which were contrary to orders given 
him by HADE, and the fact that ALEXANDER had not placed in Mr, 
HADE's office the items he had been told to obtain and place 
there. 

Mr, HADE cade the statement that ALEXANDER was "half 
— crazy." He advised that during the RUBY trial ALEXANDER usually 
had a news reporter sitting in ALEXANDER'S office talking to him. 

He recalled he had instructed ALEXANDER to interview the witnesses 
to \>e used prior to their examination by HADE in the trial, HADE 
later learned ALEXANDER had not interviewed these witnesses as 
he had been instructed, and he suspected that ALEXANDER had spent 
his time, instead, talking to newssien. In this connection, he 
stated that ALEXANDER and CARL FREUND, a Reporter for "The Dallas 
Morning News," are very close friends. ’ Mr. HADE also advised 
that during the course of the RUBY trial information had been 
obtained by his office from sons confidential sources that they 
did not wished divulged at any cost. Upon discussing the dis- 
missal of ALEXANDER with Assistant JIM BOWIE, both men wars of 
the opinion that ALEXANDER, if dismissed, would immediately start 
making soma "crazy" statements to the press and could possibly 
divulge the confidential sources. Mr. HADE explained that the 
use of the confidential sources was not illegal or unlawful in 
any way, but he still desired to have their idanti^ss protected. 

On July 7, 1964, after ALEXANDER again denied any in- 
volvement, HADE advised ALEXANDER he was being placed on probation. 
He Instructed ALEXANDER 'to go ahead and handle some murder cases 
assigned to him and to forget about RUBY and OSWAU). 

ALEXANDER told HADE he found out where the news media 
had obtained copies of OSWALD'S diary and other documents. 
ALEXANDER said, "I had to pay for it," and claimed he had learned 
that Congressman FORD had given a copy of the diary to either 
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"Life* or "Nevaveek" magazines. MADS could not recall which 
magazine was named by AUS3&NDBR. 

MADS also recalled ALEXA27DSR "cursing" CARL FREUND# 
but MADS advised he believed this was "a show for me." 

On July 8# 1964, ALEXANDER told MADS that the "God 
damned FBI has my wires tapped." ALEXANDER stated he had 
"dropped some pigeons which have come bach to me." This allega- 
tion by ALEXANDER was immediately and vigorously refuted. Mr. 

MADE was advised that information had been received from numerous 
Sources in this investigation, but none of the’ information had 
been obtained as the result of any wire tap or any other illegal 
means. MADS stated he didn't believe such an allegation. 

. 

Mr. MADS advised that Mr. ALEXANDER is extremely bitter 
towards the FBI. Mhen Mr. MADS was advised the FBI contemplated 
interviewing Mr. AISXA12DZR, Mr. MADS answered, "I'm glad it's 
you interviewing ALEXANDER and not ms." 

Concerning the report written by Assistant District 
Attorney JIM BOWIE regarding the meeting between JACK RUBY and 
Chief Justice EARL WARREN in the Dallas County Jail on June 7, 

1964, Mr. MADS advised that BOM IS made copies of this report. 

One of these was furnished to Mr. MADS, which he read and im- 
mediately returned to Mr. BOW IS, and one was furnished for in- 
formational purposes to Mr. ALEXANDER. Another copy was maintained 
by Mr. BOMis. 

Mr. MADE advised he would cooperate with the FBI in 
this and any other matter in any way possible and to the best 
of his ability. He further stated he had no actual facts whatso- 
ever that anyone was responsible for any "leak" of information, 
evidence or documsnts to any news media, and this included the 
FBI, the United States Secret Service, the Dallas Police Department, 
the President's Commission, and the Dallas District Attorney's 
Office. 

HADE ^elated he was of the opinion that, if the material 
appearing in the -Dallas morning newspaper or the various magazines 
cams from his offics, there may be fingerprints on the material or the 
two rolls of 35 millimeter Recordck film, which could possibly identi- 
fy the newspaperman. 
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f • A. D. "JIM" BOWIE, Assistant District Attorney, Dallas, 
Texas, advised he had no information whatsoever that any member 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), the President's 
Commission, the united States Secret Service, the Dallas Police 
Department, the Dallas District Attorney's Office, or anyone else 
was responsible for unauthorized dissemination of documents, evi- 
dence or photographs to any news media. 

He did recall that about a month or so ago Mr. WILLIAM 
F. ALEXANDER, Assistant District Attorney, upon receiving deliv- 
ery of a package, advised Mr. BOWIE that these were films of "the 
OSWALD papers." Ha stated he never observed or read any of these 
items and was of the opinion they had been maintained in the 
office of Mr. HENRY WADE, Dallas District Attorney. 

Concerning the report made by Mr. BOWIE of the meeting 
on June 7, 1964, between JACK RUBY and Chief Justice EARL WARREN 
in the Dallas County Jail, Mr. BOWIE recalled that within a day 
or so he dictated, from his notes, a report for Mr. WADE. He 
had one copy of this report designated for Mr. ALEXANDER and 
another one for Mr. WADE. Mr. WADE, upon reading his copy, im- 
mediately returned it to Mr. BOWIE and Mr. ALEXANDER returned 
his copy within three or four days. Because of this, Mr. BOWIE 
stated he was able to account for all copies of the report. 

Mr. BCWIB advised that ALEXANDER is a very close associ- 
ate of CARL FREUND, a Reporter for "The Dallas Morning News." He 
further stated that all the evidence, documents and material re- 
ceived in connection with the RUBY case had originally been main- 
tained in ALEXANDER'S office, but was now being maintained in the 
office of Mr. WADE. These items included clothing, bank checks 
and personal effects of JACK RUBY. 

Sometime in late June, 1964, Mr. BOWIE recalls having 
been contacted by Special Agent NANNING C. CLEMENTS of the FBI. 
Almost simultaneously with the departure of SA CIEMENTS, Mr. 

BCWIE received a telephone call from CARL FREUND, who stated he 
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would like to verify some statements he claimed he had obtained 
from a source in Washington# D. C. # and from "Newsweek* magazine. 
From the questions which were asked and from what later appeared 
in the newspaper# FREUND had more information than what was published 
in connection with the meeting between Chief Justice WARREN and JACK 
RUBY. Some of the items published in the paper were completely false 
but most of the information was correct. 
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j H. H. "SNOOKY* DAVIS, Investigator, District Attorney** 
Office, Dallas, Texas, furnished the following information* -j? - - 

Sometime in early June, 1964, Mr. DAVIS* immediate super- 
visor, District Attorney HENRY WADE, was planning a trip to Washing- 
ton, D. C., to appear before the President’s Commission. Mr. WADE 
told his assistant, WILLIAM P. ALEXANDER, that he, WADE, would like 
to have copies of photographs of the OSWALD evidence. He instructed 
ALEXANDER to contact the Federal Bureau of Investigation (PBI) and 
the Dallas Police Department to obtain these. WADE instructed DAVIS 
to go with ALEXANDER to "keep him from losing his temper." Mr. 

WADE then left town and sosietime during this same period of time, 
"exact dates unrecalled, DAVIS and ALEXANDER went to the Dallas 
Police Department and obtained two rolls of film. They both then 
took these to the Recordak Company in Dallas, where Mr. ALEXANDER 
reviewed it. Because of the lateness in the day and upon being 
advised by the company they could not get around to copying the 
film until the next day, ALEXANDER and DAVIS returned the film to 
the District Attorney's Office, where it was placed in a locked 
cabinet in ALEXANDER'S office. The next day they returned with 
the film to the Recordak Company where Mr. ALEXANDER ordered two 
copies of the film and three hard copy prints of each photograph 
in the film. They had been advised the day before that the cost 
of three copies would be about the same as the cost of obtaining 
two copies. Mr. DAVIS also advised that when the film was obtained 
at the Dallas Police Department he signed a receipt for it. 

After the copying process was completed, he and ALEXANDER 
returned the original two rolls of film to the Dallas Police De- 
partment. They did not at that time have any copies or hard copy 
prints. About a week later, an employee of the county, who makes 
delivery runs to and from the Recordak Company in connection with 
other natters and who is named "GENERAL* LEE, came into Mr. 
Alexander's office with a' ^package containing what DAVIS believes 
were two small boxes and three larger packages, the latter being 
wrapped in manila paper. Mr. ALEXANDER signed -a receipt for these, 
opened it, and started reading some of the hard copies and made a 
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statement to DAVIS, "Here's the diary." He then showed DAVIS *i 
one page of this diary which DAVIS read and which told how USB 
HARVEY OSWAU) met MARINA OSWALD at a dance in Russia. This was 
the only page that DAVIS believes he, personally, handled. DAVIS 
advised that to the best of his knowledge and belief this was 
the last time he had ever seen this package or any of these items. 

DAVIS advised that ALEXANDER kept all of the evidence 
concerning JACK RUBY in his office and this included personal 
effects, such as clothing, a hat and a notebook, as well as the 
.gun and bullet used to kill OSWAU). 

DAVIS also recalled having seen numerous photographs 
and otiier items which were originally the property of OSWAU) and 
specifically recalled seeing photographs of MARINA OSWAU), a Fair 
Play for Cuba Card, OSWAU) 's Social Security Card, and some snap- 
shots depicting OSWALD and MARINA. He was of;the opinion these 
were among numerous items which had been delivered by the Police 
Department to ALEXANDER'S office prior to the trial of JACK RUBY. 

DAVIS recalled that ALEXANDER has said on a few occasions 
that he, ALEXANDER, might write a book someday and DAVIS presumed 
the book would be written about JACK RUBY and LEE HARVEY OSWAU) 
and the assassination of President KENNEDY. DAVIS stated he had 
no definite information, but he was of the opinion ALEXANDER was 
in the process of writing the book at the present time. 

DAVIS advised that ALEXANDER served in the united States 
Army during World War II and DAVIS serv^d'^ln the united States 
Navy. DAVIS stated he had no information that any msntoer of the 
FBI, the President's Commission, united States Secret Service, 
Dallas Police Department,, the Dallas District Attorney's Office, 
or anyone else was responsible for the dissemination of any docu- 
ments, photographs or any other evidence to any. news media. He 
stated that he definitely was not involved in any such dissemina- 
tion and was willing to take a polygraph test. 

DAVIS also advised a couple of days ago ALEXANDER had 
made the statement that the FBI had ALEXANDER'S phone "tapped." 

This statement was’ immediately and vigorously refuted. 
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HENRY WADE, District Attorney, Dallas, Texas, made 
available a cardboard folder containing hard copy prints of 
. evidence originally obtained by the Dallas Police Department 
in connection with the investigation of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. * /': 
Hr. WADE explained that this folder had been obtained by him l': 
from the office of his assistant, WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER, 
sometime in late June 1964. Mr. WADE advised that any or 
all of the hard copy prints could be used by the FBI for 
vftiatever purpose deemed necessary as long as they are re- 
turned to him. 

SA's BARRETT and LEE reviewed the material in this 
folder and secured from it the following items s 

Item Number 116 — 12 pages reported to be a 
copy of the diary of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 

Item Number 406' — a letter from the Communist 

Party, dated- July 31, 1963, directed to ' . 

OSWALD v 

Item Number 425 — a copy of the undesirable 
discharge of OSWAID 

Item Number 444 -- ■ a copy of a vaccination 
certificate of OSWALD 


Mr. WADE was given a receipt for each of the above 


items. 


Mr. WADE exhibited .to the agents two packages 
approximately 15" X 12" X 3". These packages were wrapped 
in brown manila paper and were sealed. Mr. WADE identified 
these as containing the remaining two copies of the hard copy 
prints Which had been obtained by the District Attorney's 
office through borrowing '' of Dallas Police Department rolls 
of Recordak film. In the agents' presence, he opened one 
of these packages and" he noted that none of the material, 
although bearing numbers, was in any numerical sequence. 

Mr. WADE exhibited evidence obtained by the District Attorney's 
office from the Dallas Police Department in connection with 
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the Investigation of JACK ROBY. This consisted of clothing, 
personal effects, newspapers and many other items. It was 
noted that, RUBY's hat was not amongst these and Mr. WADE 
explained he had learned that the hat was hanging on the hat 
rack in the office of Assistant District Attorney WILLIAM P. 
ALEXANDER. Mr. WADE also made available a folder containing 
about thirty photographs. These were photographs of the Texas 
School Book Depository building, the area in the City Hall 
vttiere OSWALD was shot by RUBY on November 24, 1963, and of 
items found in OSWALD'S wallet and through a search of his 
residence such as his Social Security Card, numerous snapshots, 
a Selective Service Registration Certificate, a Selective 
Service Notice of Classification for ALEK JAMES HIDELL, and a 
Certificate of Service in the United States Marine Corps for 
ALEK JAMES HIDELL. There was also a copy of a Dallas Police 
Department photograph of the deceased OSWALD. 


WADE , advised that he, WADE, WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER and 
H. H. DAVIS, .. could have possibly handled the material in 
the opened package. 


Also made available by Mr. WADE were two copies of 
a 35 millimeter film containing negatives of the material 
seized by the Dallas Police Department belonging to LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD. 
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It was noted by the Bureau Agents that the photographs 
exhibited by District Attorney HENRY WADE on Jtily 10, 1964, to 
SA's ROBERT M. BARRETT and IVAN D. LEE were similar to the twelve 
photographs previously furnished to the FBI by EDDIE BARKER, News 
Director, KRLD-TV, and Which had been obtained by a CBS Associate 
Producer, BERNARD BIRNBAUM, from LARRY GROVE, a reporter for "The 
Dallas Horning News .V^-Copies of the same twelve photographs were 
exhibited to LARBY^ROVE, reporter of "The Dallas Morning News", 
on July 13, 1964, by SA's BARRETT and LEE. 
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WILLIAM F. ALEXANDER, Assistant District Attorney, 
Dallas, Texas, was contacted at his office at 10*09 A.M. '* 

He was advised that the FBI, at the specific request of the 
President's Commission, was conducting an investigation con- 
cerning the obtaining and publication of the diary of LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD by "The Dallas Morning News," and other news 
media, as well as other documents published by news media* 

Mr. ALEXANDER stated he had no information whatsoever 
that any representative of the FBI, the U. S. Secret Service, 
the Dallas Police Department, or the Dallas District Attorney's 
office was responsible for the "leak." 

He stated that during the last week of May 1964, 
District Attorney HENRY WADE instructed ALEXANDER to get 
pictures of all the evidence in connection with the investi- 
gations Of LEE HARVEY OSWALD and JACK RUBY. ALEXANDER, 
accompanied by his investigator, H. H. "SNOOKY" DAVIS, there- 
after contacted SAC J. GORDON SHANKLIN of the FBI, Dallas, and 
was advised that the FBI, did not have an extra copy of these 
photographs and could not furnish him one without Bureau 
approval. He thereafter went to the Dallas Police Department 
and contacted all of the Assistant and Deputy Chiefs of Police, 
as well as several other officers. ALEXANDER stated 

that none of the police officers seemed to know just exactly 
What they had in their possession and What they did not have. 

For "approximately two weeks ," attempts to obtain the film from 
the FBI and the Dallas Police, Department were made on a daily 
basis by ALEXANDER and DAVIS. 

Either during the last week of May or the first week 
in June," the two boxes of film containing these photographs 
were finally obtained at; the Dallas Police Department, wfoere 
they were picked up by DAVIS. 

ALEXANDER and DAVIS went directly to the Recordak 
Company, Dallas, to have the film copied. ALEXANDER recalled 
that the man at the Recordak Company, Whose name he could not 
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recall# recognized the film as one previously processed for the 
FBI and for \ftom he had made more than one copy. The company 
was unable to complete the copying process that day# and this 
employee did not want to keep the film at the company overnight. 
ALEXANDER stated he and DAVIS then returned the film to his 
office, placed it in his desk# and the next day returned to the 
RecordaX company there the copying process was completed. 


After the completion of the copying process# ALEXANDER 
and DAVIS returned the two rolls of film to the Dallas Police 
Department# Where they gave it to Deputy Chief LUMPKIN and a 
receipt was obtained for this. ALEXANDER referred to Deputy 
Chief LUMPKIN as Chief "LUMP LUMP." 


About one or two days later, ALEXANDER received a 
telephone call from the RecordaX Company saying a mistaXe had 
been made in the delivery of the copies and that it had been 
delivered to the County ClerX's office. Several hours later# 
a Negro employee of the'ClerX's office# known to ALEXANDER as 
"General LEE#" delivered the material to ALEXANDER'S office. 
ALEXANDER stated he believed that there were four or five 
separate pacXages. Be recalled that he had been advised by 
RecordaX Company that the first run on making prints of the 
film had been a false run and ALEXANDER was not sure if this 
copy from the false run was included in the delivery. He did 
recall there were at least three large pacXages and two smaller 
boxes containing film. The large pacXages contained hard copy 
prints of each photograph in the film. 

ALEXANDER advised he opened the package and casually 
went through it to -see "how many blanks there were in the film 
as the District Attorney's office was paying for the blanks 
as well as the finished product. From this#* he got the idea 
that some of the material was a diary of OSWALD. 

At about this time a reporter from "The Dallas Times 
Herald" Xnown as JERRY RICHMOND came into ALEXANDER'S office 
and observed this microfilm. ALEXANDER was of the option 
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RICHMOND did not know what the microfilm contained but RICHMOND 
probably guessed that it had something to do with the OSWALD 
investigation. RICHMOND asked for a copy of this material and 
his request was denied by ALEXANDER. 

ALEXANDER stated he gave one package containing the 
hard copy prints and one box containing a copy of the film to 
Mr. WADE. The remainder of the material he kept in his office 
in an unlocked drawer. 

• 

Beginning on the night of June 20 , 1964, ALEXANDER 
went on vacation. Prior to leaving, he called one of Mr. 

WADE's investigators, MILLARD SWEATT , and showed him his "file 
set-up." This was done in case any requests were received ~ 
during his absence by the District Attorney's office concerning 
cases assigned to ALEXANDER. He also showed SWEATT the film 
and the copies in case Mr. WADE wanted them. 

On June 26, 1964, ALEXANDER went to New Orleans via 
Delta Airlines. On June 27, 1964, he received a telephone 
call from JERRY RICHMOND, advising that "The Dallas Morning 
News" had a version of the diary printed in the paper. 

RICHMOND asked ALEXANDER, "How come you leaked this to 'The 
Dallas Morning News?'" RICHMOND stated he was calling on 
behalf of his "bosses" and that "they" were not upset over 
"The Dallas Morning News" having printed the diary, but that 
■they" did not have any of the diary for their own paper. 

RICHMOND stated that he knew HUGH aynes worth , a reporter for 
"The Dallas Morning N6ws," had gotten the diary from the District 
Attorney's office. He advised that "The Dallas Times Herald" 
had already Checked out" everybody else, that they were "clean" 
and that the District Attorney's office was the only source from 
Which the diary could have been obtained by anyone. RICHMOND told 
ALEXANDER that if they ("The Dallas times Herald") .did not get tfeat 
they wanted, they would print some articles indicating that 
ALEXANDER was the "leak.” 


RICHMOND told ALEXANDER that, "YOU all (indicating the 
District Attorney's office) favor CARL FREUND (a reporter for 
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"The Dallas Horning News” assigned to cover the District 
Attorney’s office) over me." RICHMOND also told ALEXANDER 
that the President (referring to President LYNDON B. JOHNSON) 
was very interested in this "leak" and that the PBI was in- 
vestigating. ALEXANDER stated he told RICHMOND he could "Kiss 
my a — , tell your bosses that." ALEXANDER also advised he 
made a statement that LYNDON B. JOHNSON , J. EDGAR HOOVER, the 
PBI and the "Warren" Commission could "kiss my a— ." 

ALEXANDER stated there was nothing personal meant in this 
remark and that he meant by it that he was not involved in any 
"leak" of the diary, and that he was not going to be forced 
into furnishing a copy of it to "The Dallas Times Herald" 
through implied threats. . 


ALEXANDER was strongly admonished by interviewing 
agents concerning his making such remarks about Director J. 

EDGAR HOOVER, the FBI and President JOHNSON. 

Shortly after this (June 27 , 1964) , ALEXANDER 
returned to Dallas, but did not return immediately to his 
office as there was no reason for him to do so. When he' did return 
to his office about July 6, 1964, he noted that many of his 
file drawers had been entered, but thought nothing of this as 
this was normal procedure during his absence on vacation. 

ALEXANDER explained that among the numerous file 
drawers in his office, he only keeps two of them locked at all 
times as they contain narcotics used as evidence. The remainder 
of the cabinets remain unlocked except When he leaves the office 
at night. He stated this has been his procedure for the past 
four or five years.' He further stated that he kept the film and 
hard copy prints in an unlocked cabinet as he did not consider 
the film and prints as "sensitive." 

ALEXANDER stated he learned upon his return that all 
of the Items pertaining to RUBY and OSWALD had been removed 
from his office and are now under lock and key in the office of 
Mr. WADE, with the exception of the hat belonging to JACK RUBY. 
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This' hat was hanging on a hat rack in ALEXANDER'S office and V 
was pointed out by ALEXANDER to the interviewing agents. 

Concerning his theories and information about the 
"leak" of the diary and other documents , ALEXANDER advised he 
had three theories! 

1. ALEXANDER advised, that "HUBERTJ^MILLER of the 
Department of Justice, along with JQm^iASHEK , a former re- J2-L 
porter for "The Dallas Horning News" now working in Washington, 
D. C. , were possibly responsible for the "leak." He~stated he 
had information from a source vfaose identity he would not 
reveal that MILLER had given the defense counsel of JACK ROBY, 
during the trial, excerpts from every statement taken from 
witnesses by the FBI. He stated he also had Information from, 
a source Whose identity he would not reveal that, it was MASHER 
Who gave out the information during the RALPH^fARBOROUGH - / 

GORDOH^C LENDON primary senatorial election campaign about 
BILLIE SOL ESTES. TCI <£ *> — 


2. ALEXANDER advised he had information that "Life" 

Magazine paid MARINA OSWALD "X number of dollars" for the copy- 
right to print OSWALD'S diary before the District Attorney's 
office came into possession of the film and hard copy prints con- 
taining the diary. He stated this would indicate that the 
"leak" of the material was from some place other than the 

Dallas District Attorney's office. In this connection, 

ALEXANDER also pointed out that the copy in possession of the 
Dallas District Attorney's office was "poor photography" and 
that the material being reproduced by "The Dallas Morning News", 
"Life” magazine and "Newsweek" magazine was of better photographic 
quality. This indicated to ALEXANDER that the "leak" of the 
material came from some place other than the Dallas District 

Attorney's office. 

3. ALEXANDER advised that Representative FORD, a 
member of the President's Commission, showed this diary or 4 copy 
of it to representatives of "Life" magazine two or three months 
ago and that "Life" magazine, in turn, gave this information to 
^Newsweek" magazine. - ALEXANDER stated he had obtained this in- 
formation from a source he would not identify. He also stated 
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he had information that Mr. MC CLOY, a member of the Presidents 
Commission, had also furnished numerous items of information to 
"Time" magazine, "The Journal American" and "Life" magazine*. 
ALEXANDER would not identify his source of this information. 

ALEXANDER stated that it was his theory that HUGH 
AYNESWORTH does not know Where the diary came from and it was 
ALEXANDER'S theory that it came from a source outside of Dallas. 

At this point ALEXANDER made a statement that he had 
his sources of information and that if "someone puts a blowtordh 
to^my a—, we'll go on from here." 

• 

ALEXANDER stated he has never been approached by any 
news media specifically asking for the diary or specifically 
asking for any other items appearing in the Recordak film or 
the hard copy prints. He stated he knows of nothing having 
been taken from his office at any time , although he explained 
his office is open many times to anyone vfoo wants to walk in 
and during long periods of time vfcen he is absent from that 
office. He advised that on June 9, 10, 11 and 12, 1964, he 
and his investigator, DAVIS, were in the office only about two 
hours a day. He advised that on June 15, 16, 17 and 18, 1964, 
%Axile he was conducting a murder trial, he would be gone from 
his office from about 9s00 A.M. until after 5*00 P.M. ea<& 
day. He stated it was a possibility that somebody could 
have entered the office, obtained the material, copied it and 
returned it without his knowledge. 

ALEXANDER advised ha had no information Whatsoever 
that $15,J)00 has exchanged hands in connection with the "leak" of 
**the diar£^^ denied ever having received anything himself 
from any outside source for anything. He denied any knowledge 
or involvement in the "leak" of the diary. He advised that the 
folder of photographs that he had kept in his office had been 
available to many newsmen Who would come and look at the evi- 
. dence in the office on almost a daily basis during the RUBY . 
trial. * 
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At this point in the interview, ALEXANDER ashed the 
interviewing agents if his phone had been tapped during the 
past weeh. This allegation was categorically and emphatically 
denied and he was told that the FBI had never tapped his phone 
at any time. 

When ashed Why he had mentioned CARL FREUND'S name, 
ALEXANDER claimed that this name was first brought up to him 
during the call by JERRY RICHMOND. He stated that FREUND is 
an excellent reporter and is extremely trustworthy and would 
never steal any material from his office. ALEXANDER was ashed 
Why, if FREUND had possibly obtained the material, it would 
have been printed under the by-line of HUGH AYNES WORTH. 

ALEXANDER ashed the interviewing agents if they had any hnowl- 
edge of the worhing of newsmen and was told that they had some 
but not very much. He then stated that it was a normal policy 
for one nevj&man to use his by-line tfoen another newsman obtains 
a "hot story." 

ALEXANDER stated that he was aware that the FBI was 
"cheching on me" about four days ago. ALEXANDER was advised 
that the FBI was not cheching on him, but was conducting an 
investigation in this matter at the specific request of the 
President's commission and that his name had been mentioned 
during the investigation as a person *ftio had custody and control 
of the items vfliich were subsequently published in news media. 

He was advised this was the reason for the FBI interviewing him. 

ALEXANDER then made a statement that he conducts his 
affairs very similarly to the way that the FBI "worhs", and 
that he, too, heeps a ’"little blach booh." ALEXANDER stated 
that if any pressure were ever put on him in any investigation 
by anyone, he "would breah an egg off in someone." ALEXANDER 
was advised that the agents were conducting an objective in- 
vestigation in the matter and that there were no personal 
grievances involved. 

The interview was terminated at 11<32 AJI.

She stated it is her opinion that samsona cm the Prsei- 
dent's Commission "leaked" the diary to the preas, but adi^itted 
she had no substantiation for this personal opinion. She continued 
to protest because she had not been contacted *by Agents and asked 
if she had given out the diary, saying she might have been a logi- 
cs 1" person to have done so.

Accordingly, she was asked if she was the ore who had 
given the diary to the press, and she replied that she had not. 

She said her address is 2220 Thomas Place, Fort Worth, 
Texas, and that she has telephone number PE 7-7677. She again 
indicated her wish to be questioned by members of the President's 
Commission, or the Federal Bureau of Investigation concerning 
this matter.

He claims Oswald, in the company of a Mexican or Latin-appearing individ- 
ual, visited the Habana Bar in 8-63. We have interviewed the owner of the 
bar and his brother who assists in, the operation of the bar and both 
have indicated Oswald never was in their bar. Rodriquez recently was 
interviewed by Mr* Wesley J. Liebeler, a staff member of the President's 
Commission, and Liebeler feels the unknown individual allegedly in the 
company of Oswald during latter's visit to the Habana Bar in 8-63 bears 
certain physical similarities to the individual depicted in the photo- 
graph taken by CIA in Mexico City which was shown Mrs .Marguerite Oswald 
by SA Odum. Information furnished by Rodriquez is highly questionable 
and we have found no corroboration for it.

He received a reply from the Chief of Police 
which stated that MC ADAMS was regarded in ^the community, to 
be a mental case and a blind beggar. CANDAGE was able to 
stop his sister after soliciting the assistance of the 
airlines and police at Chicago. She returned home apparently 
disappointed at the failure of her plans and according to 
CANDAGE has never further discussed the matter with him. 

CANDAGE said he never has seen MC ADAMS nor has 
he ever' had correspondence with him. On the occasion when 
he intercepted his sister’s trip to Fort . Worth. he did 
talk to MC ADAMS by phone and explained to him that he had 
forbidden her to go ahead with their plans. MC ADAMS, at 
that time, was very upset and made several non-specific 
threats to CANDAGE. There has been no further contact 
between them nor, so far as he knows, between his sister, 
RACHEL, and MC ADAMS. 

CANDAGE stated he never wrote a letter in July, 
1963, or at any other time, to MC ADAMS and he contended 
the name CHARLES WILLIAMS means nothing to him anymore than 
did the name LEE HARVEY OSWALD prior to the assassination 
of President KENNEDY.

On June 24, 1964, Detective Homer Burris, Dallas Police 
Department, Burglary and Theft Division, Dallas, Texas, telephonlcally 
contacted the Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and Informed a Special Agent that he and Detective Tommy J. Taylor, 
also of the Burglary and Theft Division, contacted a Mr. Dean 
^ashlngtomMeAdams , 424 College Avenue, Fort Worth, Texas. He stated 
they contactecfrScAdams because of a letter he had written to the 
District Attorney In Fort Worth, Texas, In which he stated his son 
was Involved In the recent church burglaries and arsons In Dallas, 
Texas. y .>*../ /A '. 7 - / 

Detective Burris stated when they contacted McAdams he 
started telling them all about his knowledge of communists and stated 
he had some letters written In Braille dated August, 1963, which 
stated Lee Oswald and Charles Williams would kill President Kennedy 
when he came to either Fort Worth or Dallas, Texas. Detective Burris 
advised he and Taylor obtained these letters written in Braille and 
they are presently at the Dallas Police Department, Burglary and Theft 
Division, and would be turned over to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation.

The files of the Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation disclose that in 1957 an investigation captioned, 

"Sylvia Dean McAdams; Emmie Lou McAdams; Kenneth Noel Watson; 

Billie Louis Driver; Sylvia Belle McAdams - Victim; Robert Franklin 
McAdams - Victim; Dean Washington McAdams - Victim, Kidnaping; 

Juvenile Delinquency Act,'" was conducted on a complaint by Dean 
Washington McAdams to the effect that he was a victim of an alleged 
kidnaping. *

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In a preliminary discussion o£ the facts of the case with 
Assistant United States Attorney Cavett S. Binion, Northern District 
of Texas, Fort Worth, Texas, he advised he desired no investigation 
regarding the alleged kidnaping inasmuch as the facts do not indicate 
a violation. Further, Assistant United States Attorney Binion 
declined prosecution with regard to any false statements made by 
McAdams in view of the fact that he is blind and would appear to' be 
mentally ill and it is doubtful any successful prosecution could be 
had in view of these facts. 

The files of the Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation also disclose that in the Fall of 1963 an investigation 
captioned, "Dean Washington McAdams, Impersonation," was conducted on 
an allegation made that McAdams was impersonating a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation employee.

W. M. Young, Identification Officer, Tarrant County 
Sheriff's Office, Fort, Worth, Texas, advised he had received a 
letter from Miss VeriK^Jtinnett, 717^ Hackberry Street, Duncan, 
Oklahoma, in which she stated she had been corresponding with Dean 
Washington McAdams, 509 Hemphill, Fort Worth, Texas. She further 
stated that McAdams had informed her by letter that he was "working 
for the FBI." She described McAdams as being from 45 to 50 years of 
age and totally blind. 

McAdams, on interview, denied he ever represented himself 
as an Agent or employee of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
Prosecution in this matter was declined by Assistant United States 
Attorney Conrad Florence, Northern District of Texas ; Fort Worth, 
Texas, in view of the fact that nothing of value was received through 
McAdams' impersonation of a Federal Bureau of Investigation Agent or 
employee . 

The files of the Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation further disclose that in the Spring of 1964 an 
investigation captioned, "Dean Washington McAdams; Rachel Elvina 
Candage - Victim, Extortion," was conducted concerning a letter 
written in Braille by .McAdams which contained a threat. This 
letter was directed to Miss Rachel Elvini^Can^age , Dixfield, Maine.

Miss. Rachel Elvina Candage, on interview, advised she 
has been almost totally blind since the age -of seven and is now 53 
years of age. She advised that about a year and a half prior to 
May, 1964, she started corresponding with another blind person. 

Dean W. McAdams, 509 Hemphill,' Fort Worth, Texas, having initiated 
this correspondence through a magazine for the blind known as 
"Christian Record." Through this correspondence, she and McAdams 
finally agreed to be married, but because of the evasive manner 
in which McAdams avoided furnishing any background concerning 
himself, she asked one of her' relatives to try and obtain some 
information about him at Fort Worth, Texas. * 

In May, 1963, before obtaining this background infor- 
mation, she started to travel to Fort Worth, Texas, to marry McAdams, 
but the aforementioned, relative contacted her at the airport in 
Chicago, Illinois, and advised her that he had obtained the results 
of his inquiry, at Fort Worth, Texas, and that McAdams .was generally 
regarded as a blind beggar who was mentally deficient. After 
receiving this information, she returned to her home in Dixfield, 
Maine, and discontinued correspondence with McAdams. She continued, 
however, to receive quite a number of irrational letters from him 
which she thought to be of a threatening nature. 

Miss Candage reviewed a letter written in Braille, 
postmarked February 26, 1964, Fort Worth, Texas, addressed to Miss 
Rachel Candage, Dixfield, Maine, but the envelope bore no return 
address.' It did bear the name of "Sylvia" at the end of this 
Braille letter, according to Miss Candage. Miss Candage stated she 
is certain this letter was written by Dean W. McAdams because she 
recognizes his phraseology and the fact that she has been previously 
corresponding with him for over a year. She stated that the 
pertinent portion of the letter, which was a lengthy one, read as 
follows : 

"You can either stop him and save us from a court 
now or if any of my party goes to prison there will 
be many still free and you will pay for our trouble 
with your own life. You will have to take all blame 
and there is enough killings to send you to the death 
house many times over. - 
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. Mis 8 Candage stated she is not entirely clear as to what 
McAdams meant by the above paragraph. She stated she does not* ' 
believe McAdams had any real intent to come to Dixfield, Maine, and 
do bodily harm to her because o£ the fact he apparently is penniless 
and almost blind. •*** 

She has received no additional correspondence from McAdams 
since February, 1964, and does not intend to correspond with him 
any more. 

In April, 1964, Assistant United States Attorney William E. 
McKinley, Federal Building, Portland, Maine, stated he would decline 
prosecution of Dean W. McAdams because of his apparent mental 
condition and his inability to carry out the threats because of his 
blind condition.

On June 26, 1964, Captain Walter C. Fannin, Dallas Police 
Department, Burglary and Theft Division, Dallas, Texas, advised 
that several weeks ago he received a telephone call from an 
individual at Radio Station KRLD, Dallas, Texas, informing that 
Radio Station KRLD had received a letter from Dean Washington McAdams, 
Fort Worth, Texas, who informed that he knew who had been starting 
the church fires in Dallas, Texas. Fannin stated he referred this 
matter to the Dallas Fire Department. 

Captain Fannin stated that on the instructions of Chief 
of Police Jesse E. Curry, Dallas Police Department, he dispatched 
Detectives Homer Burris and Tommy J. Taylor to the Fort Worth, Texas 
Police Department for the purpose of interviewing Dean Washington 
McAdams, in company with a detective from the Fort Worth Police 
Department, for any information McAdams might have concerning church 
burglaries and fires in Dallas, Texas. 

Captain Fannin furnished a copy of the report submitted by 
Detectives Burris and Taylor concerning their interview with Dean 
Washington McAdams on June 24, 1964. This report is as follows: 
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"City of Dallas 

"OFFICE MEMORANDUM : 

"To- Captain W. C. Fannin 

"Subject: Dean Washington McAdams 

"We went to Fort Worth with Bob Williams of the Fire 
Investigators Office and got with Detective Stephens of the 
Fort Worth Police Department. We contacted Mr. Dean 
Washington McAdams, w/m/53 , 424 College Avenue in Fort 
Worth, Texas. 

"This subject is blind and lives in very dire circum- 
stances . He wanted to tell us mostly of the Communist 
activities rather than to talk of the church burglaries and 
fires . When we asked him of the proof be had on these church 
fires, he would refer back to a church fire in Huntsville, 
Alabama that apparently was set by a boy named Kirkendahl 
and thought his son, William Jackson McAdams had something 
to do with it about 10 years back. He finally told us that his 
son, William Jackson 'McAdams , w/m/30 who is an ex-convict 
from Texas Department olSCorrection, told him that Robert 
Franklin McAdams, w/m/20 and Kenneth Noil Watson, w/m/24 
have been burglarizing and burning churches in Dallas. Ihis 
information we already had. Dean W. McAdams * record in Fort 
Worth shows he was arrested in 1953 for shooting his son, 
William Jackson McAdams and in 1960 he claimed that he had 
$12,450.00 stolen from him and he appears that he has never 
had over $50.00 in his life. In 1957 his wife had him put in 
jail in a family argument. This Mr. Dean McAdams admitted 
that the people who live in this neighborhood had weak minds. 

,r Mr . McAdams 'stated that William JAckson McAdams was the 
Crippled Church bandit which was active in Dallas some years 
back and. that Tommy West, no other description, and Billy 4 
Driver, no other description and Robert Stanley McAdams set 
grass fires in San Rafeal, California , end cut . telephone wires 
in Johnson County , Texas .

"Labor Day, 1963 a boy was killed on the school grounds 
in East Dallas and that he was killed because he was fixing 
to tell authorities of these activities but did not know who

"Mr. Dean McAdams stated he received a letter back in - 
July, i963 from a Harry Cadage of Cambridge, Massachusetts and 
stated that President Kennedy would be killed by Lee Oswald 
and Charles Williams v&en he came to £ort Worth or Dallas. 
Charles Williams lives in Austin, Texas. He also showed us 
letters in braille from a Vera Stinnette, 719^ Hackberry 
Street, Duncan, Oklahoma. He stated two letters which con- 
— tained important information was taken from. the envelopes 

by a couple named Homer and Claudia of the Chiefs Bar in Fort 
Worth after stomping and breaking his hand. 

"He insisted on us taking two letters 'in braille to ~ 
keep the Communists from taking them from him. We will turn 
these over to the FBI.

Captain Fannin advised the records of the Fort Worth Police 
Department reflect that on June 30, 1960, Dean W. McAdams, a white : 
male, age 48, then residing in Room 25, Trinity Hotel, complained to 
the Fort Worth Police Department that he had $12,450.00 stolen from 
him at the Trinity Hotel. An inquixy was conducted by the Fort Worth 
Police Department and McAdams' ex-wife and brother both stated that 
McAdams never had that much money and never would. They closed the • 
investigation marking the complaint of McAdams as "Ho Offense."

' William F-r'Alexander , Assistant District Attorney, has been 
interviewed by Dallas and has denied that he was responsible nor does 
he have any knowledge of how the material contained in the Oswald diary 
was obtained by news media. When interviewed, Alexander was adamant. 

When talking to a representative of "The Dallas Times Herald," he told 
this representative that President Johnson, John Edgar Hoover, the FBI 
and the Warren Commission "could kiss my a ." Alexander was strongly 
admonished for having made such a statement. Alexander has also claimed 
he has information from a sdurce he would not identify, that Representative 
Ford of the Warren Commission showed copy of the diary to a representative 
of Life Magazine. He also disclaimed any knowledge of any $15,000 
exchanging hands. 



Mr. William A. McKenzie, attorney for Marina Oswald, on 7-6-64, 
said he sold publication rights of the diary to Life Magazine on 7-1-64.

A member of the Coomissiop staff, Mr. Wesley J. tkieoeler, 
took the deposition of Mrs. Silviy Odio in Dallas, Texas, on the 
morning of July 22, 1964. Mrs. Odio* 6 reliability hasbeen vouched 
for by several reputable persons who knov her. 

She claims that on either September 2 6 or September 27, 
1963, three men came to her apartment in Dallas, one of whom called 
himself "Leopoldo," and two of vhom introduced themselves as leaders 
in the Anti -Castro Cuban Forces. They asked her help in writing 
letters to businessmen in the Dallas area in an effort to raise money 
for their cause. The man who celled himself Leopoldo 6aid that he 
knew about her father being in prison in Cuba and some of the cir- j 
• cumstances surrounding his imprisonment. The third man with the 
J two Cuban leaders, according to Mrs. Odio, was introduced to her 
! as, “Leon Oswald" and looked like the pictures she has 6een of Lee 
Harvey Oswald since the assassination. Mrs. Odio says further that 
she wrote a letter to her father about this incident and he wrote 
her back disclaiming any knowledge of the two al l eged anti-Castro 
Cuban leaders. 


With Mrs. Odio at the time was her sister. Miss Annie 
Laurie Odio. According to Silvia Odio, Annie Laurie Odio is now 
residing at 1600 Southwest 82nd Place, Miami, Florida. Mrs. Odio 
says that soon after the assassination her sister contacted her 
and asked if she, Mrs. Odio, had recognised Oswald as the man they 
had both met on this occasion. Thus, both women apparently have 
independently identified Oswald as the person introduced to them 
in Dallas sometime in late September or early October 19&3* . 
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As^you know, the Conmissfon already possesses firm ■ 
evidence >that Lee H&rvey Oswald was on a bus traveling from • ' :***»;,' 

Houston, Texas, to Mexico City, Mexico on virtually the entire * . / 
day of September 26 and until 10:00 in the morning of September 27* * 

We also have evidence that he registered at the Hotel del Coemercio 
In Mexico City later In the morning of September 27 and that he then 
made several visits to the Cuban and Russian Consulates during the 
balance of that day and probably also throughout Saturday, 

I September 28. We have therefore concluded that either Silvia Odio's 
testimony Is a case of mistaken Identity or she Is wrong on the . * - 
- dates upon which she 6 ays she saw the man called "Leon Oswald."

Match" magazine, accompanied her during her initial contact 
‘with Mrs. WHITWORTH. 

On July 17, 1964, Mr. JERRY ALLE& 'HERALD , mailing 
address Box 81, Gonzales, Louisiana, was interviewed by a 
Special Agent of the New Orleans Office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. Mr. HERALD advised the interviewing Agent 
that he had destroyed his notes and tapes made of interviews 
of persons regarding LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

Mr. HERALD advised that on November 22, 1963, he 
arrived in Dallas, Texas, at approximately 4:45 PM on an 
‘assignment from the New York office of the "Paris-Match" 
'ifoogazine to make photographs regarding the assassination of 
./£rpsident KENNEDY. He advised that approximately five days 
after arriving in Dallas he and Miss JEAN CAMPBELL, a corres- 
pondent for the "London Evening Standard,” were in Irving, 

Texas, to contact persons regarding Mrs. OSWALD. He stated 
that as he and Miss CAMPBELL were driving down the street they 
noticed a sign that said "Gun Shop” and decided to stop at 
this place to see if anyone there might know OSWALD. Upon 
entering the shop, they found that it had been converted into 
a used furniture store and was no longer a gun shop. 

He advised that they talked to a woman in the store, 
a Mrs. EDIULmllTWORTH, and asked her if she knew the OSWALDS.

Mrs. WHITWORTH advised them that LEE HARVEY OSWALD was in her ' 
store on a Wednesday or Thursday afternoon about the first 
week in November. 1963. Mrs. WHITWORTH told them that OSWALD 
asked her for a gun part, and Mrs. WHITWORTH specifically 
named this part, calling it a "plunger.” Mr. HERALD advised 
that Mrs. WHITWORTH then stated that OSWALD became interested 
in some of the furniture in this store, and a womatr-entered 
the store whom she assumed to be OSWALD’S wife, and this 
woman had two children with her, one being a very young baby.

had been in her store. 

Mr. HERALD stated that Mrs. WHITWORTH advised them 
that there was another woman in the store at the time the • 
OSWALDS were in there. He advised that he and Hiss CAMPBELL, 
upon leaving the store, telephonically contacted this other 
woman, and she told them basically the same story that 
Mrs. WHITWORTH bad told them. Mr. HERALD further advised that 
Mrs. WHITiVORTn had referred OSWALD to a local sporting goods 
store in Irving.

lhe Commission has received a tape recording of a recent 
appearance by Mr. Mark Lane on the Barry Gray program which is broadcast 
nightly over Station WI4CA in Hew York City. This recording is on 
two tapes which are enclosed with this letter. 

Approximately one -fourth to one- third through Tape Ho. 1 
there appears an allegation by Mr. Lane to the effect that several 
months ago he advised your Bureau of a witness to the Tippit shooting. 
According to Lane, your Bureau interviewed 11110 witness, who is a 
woman, and learned that die saw two people involved in the Tippit 
slaying. Lane alleges that despite your Bureau's knowledge of 
this witness she lias never been called by the Warren Commission. 

* We request that your Bureau odvise the Commission as to 

whether Mr. Lane or anyone associated with him has ever told you about 
a witness meeting this description. We further request that you ’ ,

Mark Lane (L) : ...I can tell you this we now have a 

statement ah— from another witness to the —ah Tippit 
killing. This is a witness who has been questioned at 
our request by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Months and months ago she was questioned. She is an 
eyewitness to the killing of Officer Tippit. To this 
day she has not been called before the Warren Commission 
to testify — and her statement is that she saw the killing 
of Tippit and two men were involved in the murder of 
.Tippit, two men. One on each side of the street conversing 
with each other. Tippit got out of the car and walked toward 
one, this man pulled out a revolver, shot that man and then 
both of these men, who had been conversing before the 
shooting, ran in opposite directions. Thus far the 
Commission, which I assume must know of this testimony 
because we gave it to the FBI months ago and now we have 
given it to the Commission as well, the Commission has 
declined to call this eyewitness to the, this other 
eyewitness to the murder of Patrolman Tippit.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 

As has been previously reported, OSWALD vas regis- 
tered from September 27, 1963, through October 1, 1933, in 
* Room No. 13 of the Hotel del Comercio, located at Calle 
Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, Mexico, D.F. , Mexico. 

^ The records of the hotel reflect that ERNESTO LIMA 

JUAREZ, Reynosa, Tamaulipas, Mexico, vas registered in Room 
No. 3 on September 26, 1963, and FRANCISCO MORALES, also 
of Reynosa, was registered in Room No. 3 from September 27, 
1963, through October 1, 1963. 

On interview in Reynosa on June IS, 1964, ERNESTO 
LIMA JUAREZ, a masonry contractor, advised he was in Mexico, 
•*D.F. , Mexico, where he stayed in Room Ho. 3, Hotel del 
. liCpmercio, for a few days in the latter part of September, 
u; ‘ ,1963 , and possibly the first day or two in October, 1363. 

- was in Mexico, D.F. , on business and was accompanied by 
FRANCISCO MORALES, whom he was attempting to aid in securing 
employment. 

While at the hotel, LIMA JUAREZ noticed an American, 
whom he later recognized from news media photographs as LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD. He did not associate with OSWALD, and as 
far as be knows, MORALES did not associate with OSWALD. 

He pointed out that at that time he had no reason to pay 
any particular attention to OSWALD. 

LIMA JUAREZ also saw four Cubans at the hotel and 
saw OSWALD associating with these Cubans on one or two 
occasions, but these meetings appeared to be social in 
nature. He did not associate with the Cubans and did not

drinks with them on one or two occasions and might possibly 
have their names or other information pertaining to them. 


INQUIRIES AT HOTEL DEL COMERCIO 
CONCERNING ALLEGATIONS OP 
ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ 


* A confidential source abroad obtained the following 

information on July 15, 1964: 


GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA, Owner and Manager, Hotel 
del Comercio, Sahagun No. 19, Mexico City, Mexico, and 
SEBASTIAN PEREZ HERNANDEZ, the desk clerk at this hotel, 
advised on July 15, 1964, that the records of this hotel 
disclosed that ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ and FRANCISCO MORALES 
occupied Room No. 8 at the Hotel del Comercio from September 
15 to October 1, 1963.. Mr. GARCIA advised that neither name 
appears on the payment book after that date and the records 
disclose that they checked out on October 1, 1963, still 
owing the sum of 106 pesos ($8.48 U.S.), which was later 
paid by LIMA'S daughter. 




Mr. GARCIA advised that the only Cuban in residence 
at that time was JULIAN HUERTA, who bad checked out of the 
* ’hotel on September 23, 1963. 

i ' Mr. GARCIA stated that Mr. HUERTA, during his 

period of residence in the hotel, spent a lot of time in the 
lobby where he became friendly with GABRIEL CONTRERAS , 

ERNESTO LIMA, MANUEL SANTOS and FERNANDO VALENZUELA, who were 
also guests at the hotel. Mr. GARCIA was of the opinion that 
HUERTA joined some of these individuals for coffee and they 
possibly may have taken him sightseeing. 


Mr. GARCIA and Mr, PEREZ identified a photograph 
of JULIAN FRANCISCO-HUERTA-OLIVA, born January 28, 1902, in 
Havana, Cuba, as the JULIAN HUERTA who was a guest at the 
Hotel del Comercio.

exception of ANTONIO OLIVA , described as a tall, slender, 
male Negro about twenty-nine years old, Ur, GARCIA said that 
OLIVA has the dark skin and kinky hair of a Negro and for 
this reason was sometimes referred to as a Cuban; however, 
OLIVA claimed to be a Mexican from Veracruz, Mexico, according 
to Mr, GARCIA, 

Mr, GARCIA stated that OLIVA claimed employment 
as a musician, but neither Mr. GARCIA nor Mr. PEREZ noted 
any music or musical instruments in his possession and 
believed that OLIVA worked as a waiter in some night club or 
cafe, Mr. GARCIA said that OLIVA worked nights and lived 
with a woman about his age who also had a dark complexion 
.but who appeared to be a Mexican. 

Mr, GARCIA advised that OLIVA and his companion 
occupied Room No, 4 on the top floor of the hotel. Other 
rooms on this floor are numbered 24 through 30, He 
explained that the space formerly occupied by Room No, 4 
on the ground floor had been converted into an office with 
no room number. Thereafter, an additional room was 
constructed on the top floor and the number 4 was arbitrarily 
assigned this room, replacing the Room No. 4 on the ground 
floor which was converted into an office. This new Room 
4 on the top floor is one floor above the floor where 
No, 18, occupied by OSWALD, is located, 

Mr, GARCIA noted that HUERTA and LIMA were on the 
top floor and GABRIEL CONTRERAS was on the second floor in 
Room No, 14 during the pertinent period, Mr, GARCIA and 
Mr, PEREZ were not certain of the identities of all of the 
persons on the second floor for this period, but were certain 
that none of them were Negroes or Cubans* 

Mr, GARCIA advised that OLIVA and his companion had 
no one else staying with them and occupied no other rooms at 
the hotel* 

Mr, GARCIA and Mr, PEREZ checked the hotel records, 
recalling that two Cuban families had stayed at that hotel 
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for some time in the past while awaiting visas from the 
United States Embassy to go to the United States; however, 
a check of the records by Ur. GARCIA disclosed that these 
individuals had all departed from the Hotel del Comercio 
prior to the end of August, 1963. 




Ur. GARCIA pointed out that OLIVA departed owing 
the hotel approximately 200 pesos ($16 U.S.), and Mr. GARCIA 
has not seen or heard anything concerning him since his 
.departure. Mr. GARCIA and Mr. PEREA believed that his "wife" 
was working as a waitress, but they had no information 
concerning the place of her employment. 


MATILD3 GARNI CA, maid, Hotel del Comercio, Mexico 
• City, Mexico, furnished the following information to the 
above-mentioned confidential source abroad on July IS, 1964. 

Miss GARNICA could not recall that any Cubans had 
resided at that hotel ‘during the pertinent period except 
Mr. HUERTA, an older man who lived in Room No. 28, and 
ANTONIO OLIVA. She could not recall that any Negroes had 
resided at the hotel during the pertinent period except OLIVA. 
She stated that OLIVA claimed to be a Mexican, but his "wife," 
IRMA, a Mexican of Indian appearance from Oaxaca, Mexico, 
told her that actually OLIVA is a Cuban.

After OLIVA and his companion left the hotel. 

Hiss GARNICA later saw them together on two occasions, once 
on Chopo Street near the Hotel Museo, and on another 
occasion at the Metropolitano Movie Theater. On both 
occasions they appeared to be avoiding her, presumably 
because of their outstanding bill at the hotel. 

On one occasion Miss GARNICA noted that OLIVA had 
a letter which bad been directed to him at Calle Sullivan 23, 
Mexico City, Mexico. 
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•Miss GARNI CA did not recall that anyone had stayed 
with OLIVA and bis companion, but recalled that OLIVA has a 
close friend who may be described as being a dark, slender 
young Negro who is taller than OLIVA. She believed that 
this individual was called "TONY."

Previous investigation has established that WILLIAM 
H. DUFF is Identical to WILLIAM MC EWAN DUFF, also known as 
WILLIAM MC EWAN MC DUFF, BILL DUFF, "SANDY", "SCOTTIE", and 
"SCOTTY". 

DUFF first came to the attention of the Dallas Office 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation on December' 10, 1963, 

When JOE LORIA, Dallas restaurant operator, stated that approxi- 
mately seven or eight months before, he saw an Individual known 
to him only as "SCOTTIE", subsequently identified as DUFF, with 
an Individual believed to-be LEE HARVEY OSWALD, in LORIA's 
restaurant. Mr. LORIA based his identification on photographs 
of OSWALD he had seen in Dallas newspapers and could recall only 
one time he thought he saw OSWALD and "SCOTTIE" together.

at the 30th Street Station, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. He was 
never a regular employee.. KAYLOCK said that he was otherwise 
regularly employed as a news vendor on the corner of 16th and 
Market Streets, Philadelphia. In February, 1963, he suffered 
a heart attack and in September, 1963, he moved to St. Petersburg 
to the YMCA and has resided there since that time. 

KAYLOCK assured the interviewing Agent that he was 
not f a "crank” or a ”crack pot" and he related the following 
incidents. 

: 

Li‘ f*- # * On October 2, 1963, KAYLOCK made a trip to Naples, 

Florida, to look over real estate, which was offered for sale 
by the Gulf American Land Corporation (Golden Gate Estates). 

He traveled in an automobile driven by a Mr. LANCASTER, a 
representative of the land corporation, and two women, whose 
names he does not recall but who were also Interested in looking 
at real estate. The group made a rest stop at Stuckey's Pecan 
Shoppe, Punta Gorda, Florida, for coffee and doughnuts. KAYLOCK 
finished before the others and walked outside to wait for the 
group. Outside of Stuckey's, a man walked up to KAYLOCK and 
Introduced himself as "LEE OSWAID from Dallas, Texas." KAYLOCK 
introduced himself by name and said that he was from Philadelphia. 
OSWAID opened the conversation by asking KAYLOCK what the people 
in Philadelphia thought about President KENNEDY. KAYLOCK replied 
that KENNEDY was not popular in Philadelphia because he was 
supporting Mayor TATE for re-election and he said that KENNEDY , 
and TATE were the cause of the Negroes "running rampant" in V 

Philadelphia.

OSWALD said,* "Well, don’t worry, we’ll get him this 
time.** KAYLOCK asked what OSWALD meant by that and OSWALD made 
a motion with his thumb and forefinger of one hand indicating 
a length of about four inches. KAYLOCK took that to be a 
reference to the length of a rifle bullet. KAYLOCK Indicated 
disbelief and OSWALD then used his shoe to mark on the pavement 
showing an intersection. He said that KENNEDY would be "coming 
this way and we’ll be shooting down on him. We can’t miss this 
time." KAYLOCK then mentioned to the man that he had been in 
Dallas once. When he said that, the man appeared startled, fear 
crept into his face, and he said that he had to meet his wife and 
he walked away. KAYLOCK did not see his wife and does not know 
where the man went. 

*. KAYLOCK then walked back inside Stuckey’s and asked 

.one of the waitresses, "What about this guy Oswald outside?" 

The waitress told him not to pay any attention to OSWALD; that 
he is Just a kid who likes to brag; that he does odd Jobs around 
Punta Gorda, and she felt* sorry for his wife and two children in 
Dallas, Texas. KAYLOCK did not mention his conversation with 
OSWALD to the other people in bis party and he thought no more 
about the conversation until November 22, 1963, when he heard 
that President KENNEDY had been assassinated in Dallas, Texas. 

KAYLOCK said that about January 18 or 20, 1964, he 
wro'te .a letter to Hr. ALBERT E. JENNER, of the Warren Commission, 
offering to furnish the information set out above. He received 
* . .a I.eVter of acknowledgement from Hr. JENNER but has not been con- 
tacted for information. He said that he did not tell Hr. JENNER 
exactly what information he had and he indicated that he wanted 
to talk only to Hr. JENNER personally. 

KAYLOCK said that from his conversation with OSWAID, 
he is certain that OSWALD had "inside" information about the 
route President KENNEDY would follow in Dallas, Texas. 

KAYLOCK continued that in about Harch, 1964, at about 
10:00 o’clock at night, he was crossing First Avenue North, in 
St. Petersburg, at 5th Street. There is a traffic light at that 
Intersection, and as he started to cross the street - with the 
light - a "sixth sense" told him that someone was going to try 
to run him down with an automobile and told him to walk out into 
the Avenue a little way -and then Jump back. He did that and ; 
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LBS HARVEY OSWALD 
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as he Jumped back "an .old Chevrolet" missed him by about three 
Inches, running the red light* The driver swerved toward him ? ? ^ 
but missed, and cursed him as he went by* KAYLOCK looked at * 

the rear of the car as It was going away and could clearly see 
the silhouette of OSWALD'S widow outlined in the right front 
seat of the automobile* 

He further said that sometime during the trial of 
JACK RUBY in Dallas, KAYLOCK saw UELVIN BELLI, RUBY'S attorney, 
at Central Avenue and Fifth Street in St* Petersburg* He said 
that he saw him on about four different occasions and each time 
BELLI was watching KAYLOCK. He said that BELLI looked dejected 
and KAYLOCK knew from his appearance that BELLI was "losing" in 
the trial* 

KAYLOCK said further that about two weeks after the 
•RUBY trial ended in Dallas, he saw Dallas Detectives J* R* 

LEAVELLE and THOMAS B. MC MILLON at Central Avenue and Fifth 
Street in St* Petersburg* The detectives were also watching 
KAYLOCK and it is KAYLOCK's belief that OSWALD'S widow, BELLI, 
and the detectives had in some way learned that KAYLOCK had 
Information pertaining to the assassination* 

KAYLOCK said that the "LEE OSWALD" whom he met at 
Punta Gorda strongly resembled the late Senator JOSEPH MC CARTHY, 
except that he was shorter and stockier than MC CARTHY and had 
blu’e eyes and chestnut brown hair* KAYLOCK said that he 
immediately recognized the television and news photographs of 
vJjEK'OSWAID as being the same man that he talked to in Punta Gorda* 

Mr. KAYLOCK exhibited an old issue of "Life" magazine 
from which the cover had been removed, which issue carried an 
article entitled, "Violence, Froth, Sob Stuff - Was Justice Done?" 
by SYBILLE BEDFORD. The article carried photographs of MELVIN 
BELLI and the detectives mentioned by KAYLOCK above* Mr* KAYLOCK

'and CCI/F ROBERTS, private investigators retained by Mr. WATTS. The 
shells were reported to have been obtained in the spring of 1963, 
when KEESTER and ROBERTS had investigated DUFF os a suspect in the 
attempt to assassinate General WALKER. Mr. WATTS had been given 
the shells on conclusion of the investigation in the spring of 1965 
and had retained them to this time, continuing to retain one of the 
three shells found. 

The results of interviews concerning these shells with 
CLYDE J. WATTS, WILLIAM ROSS KEESTER, and CLIFF ROBERTS follows 

On July 27, 1964, Mr. CLYDE J. WATTS, Attorney, was

In the spring of 1963, he 
had hired WILLIAM KEESTER and CLIFF ROBERTS, Private Investigators 
of Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, to go to Dallas, Texas, to investigate 
the matter of somebody shooting at EDWIN A. WALKER, a former General 
of the United States Army. An individual named WILLIAM DUFF, a 
former employee of WALKER, was developed as a suspect in the 
shooting by KEESTER and ROBERTS. The three cartridges were 
obtained by KEESTER and ROBERTS from DUFF'S residence without 
DUFF'S knowledge. KEESTER delivered the three cartridrcs to him 
at his office in Oklahoma City, 219 Conch Drive, scnit'iie during 
the summer of 1963. He placed the three curtri.V*sra in elope 

andput them in his desk at his office and they have been there 
ever since that time. 


WATTS had completely forgotten ahouf tW t \ cartridges 
until a recent visit to Dallas, lei-i*, w'tv-n :\*.t before the 

Warren Commission. During this recent trip to Dallas, he talked 
with one Mr. L1EBLER (Phonetic), an attorney for the Warren 
Commission, at which time he recalled and mentioned to Mr. LIEBLER 
the incident concerning his obtaining the three cartridges. 


Mr, LIEBLER told him to give the three cartridges to the 
FBI in .Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, so that they could be forwarded 
to the Warren Commission in Washington, D. C. 

# * WATTS desires to maintain possession of one of the 
cartridges. He believes KEESTER should be able to furnish specific 
details as to how he and ROBERTS came into possession of the three 
cartridges. 

Mr. WATTS did not place any marks on the cartridges 
by which to identify them. He docs not know if KEESTER or ROBERTS 
placed any identification marks on the cartridges. The two 
cartridges need not be returned to him. 

Regarding WILLIAM DUFF, DUFF came to Oklahoma City 
about two months ago and told him he was being discharged from 
military service due to a fraudulent enlistment. He wanted to 
keep tabs on DUFF, so he prevailed upon a friend of his, H. W. 
THOMPSON, of the Oklahoma Paving Company, Oklahoma City, to give 
DUFF a job. As far as WATTS knows, DUFF is presently working for 
the Oklahoma Paving Company in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. 
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On July 28, 1964, WILLIAM ROSS KEESTER, 2224 Southwest \. 
61st Terrace, telephone Mutual 5-2745, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma f 
operator of the K 6 R Investigation Service, 417 Leonhardt 
Building, telephone CEntral 2-0233, Oklahoma City, advised of the 
following relative to three rifle shells supplied on July 27,

stated that he had obtained them from Mr. KEESTER in mid-1963 and 
that .the shells related to the investigation of suspect WILLIAM 
MC EWAN DUFF in the attempted assassination of General EDWIN A. 
WALKER; 

Mr. KEESTER advised that it if h i?ecl!ecticn that 
the shells in question were obtained by CLIFF ROilERlS, w*ih vhoat 
he had been associated in the investigation of CUFF at Dallas, 

Texas; that ROBERTS had delivered the shells to Mr. WATTS. Mr. 
KEESTER said he had no other recollection concerning the shells, 
suggesting contact with Mr. F.0REP. T C new by t\e OVlrhcnst 

Bureau of Investigation, Oklahoma City, as an xr. -estimator. 

On July 28, 1964, Mr. CLIFF ROBERTS, Investigator, 

Oklahoma State Crime Bureau, Oklahoma City, advised that in the 
spring of 1963 he had been associated with WILLIAM F/JSS KEESTER in 
the operation of the K 6 R Investigation Service, 417 Leonhardt 
Building, Oklahoma City; that the p» ltners hin had been retained by 
AttoYney CLYDE J. WATTS* counsel for General EDWIN A* WALKER, for 
purposes of conducting investigation relating to WILLIAM MC EWAN 
• JJUFF # *a& a suspect in the attempted assassination of General WALKER. 

In connection with the investigation concerning DUFF, as 
previously reported, ROBERTS said he and KEESTER had moved into the 
same apartment building with DUFF and, on an undercover basis, had 
established an acquaintanceship and then his confidence in a 
proposal that DUFF kill General WALKER for them. This was done in an 
effort to establish what knowledge DUFF might have had concerning 
the earlier attempt to assassinate General WALKER. 

In the development of this proposal to DUFF, ROBERTS said 
he had obtained some rifle shells from DUFF'S apartment without 
DUFF'S knowledge. He did not recall how many he had obtained or 
how many he had found. As he recalled, he had found these shells in 
a shoe box in a closet located in DUFF's apartment. There were two 
other men, names not recalled, who were living at that time in the 
same apartment with DUFF. ROBERTS stated he cannot now recall how 
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he had identified the shells with DUFF, as opposed to the two 
others. There were two closets in the apartment and the effects of 
these individuals were commingled. It was ROBERTS' recollection 
that he had found something else in the shoe box which had identi* 
fied the shoe box, containing the shells, with DUFF. 

ROBERTS stated that he had not marked the shells 
with anything which he could identify when the shells were found, 
nor does he believe he now could identify the shells, except 
through a chain of evidence by testimony that he had given the 
shells to Mr. CLYDE J. WATTS, counsel for WALKER. 

ROBERTS stated that he had found no evidence in his 
contacts with DUFF, nor when he had located the shells, that 
DUFF had a rifle, a firearm of any other type, or had any particular 
knowledge of the use of firearms. 

Never, ROBERTS said, had he or KEESTER confronted DUFF 
witli their knowledge of his possession of rifle ammunition, nor 
had'IY<hey intimated this to DUFF. Not having discussed the

-It was requested that parents of 
these babies be interviewed to determine whether any of these 
families have an older female child approximately two and one- 
half years old and whether any of these families were in 
Mrs. T/hitworth’s furniture store in early November, 1963, and 
under what circumstances. 

.» It should be noted that in connection with the re- 
quested ‘investigation no contact was made with parents of female 
, batie^ born on October 20, 1963, where it was established this 
• whs •tfhed.r only child. Furthermore, where difficulty was en- 
countered in locating parents who had moved from the addresses 
they had on October 20, 1963, such individuals were not located 
and interviewed where Investigation to locate them had established 
they did not have a car fitting the description of a blue and 
cream or blue and white 1957 or 1953 Ford, and where the physi- 
cal descriptions of the mother and father of such female babies 
did not in any way fit the descriptions of Lee Harvey Oswald and 
bis wife, Marina Oswald.

She stated these records of births cover the area 
which encompasses Irving and all other towns In Dallas County 
with the exception of the city of Dallas itself. Mrs. Prator 
advised records of births occurring in the city of Dallas are 
maintained by the Bureau of Vital Statistics, Dallas City Health 
Department, 1936 Amelia, Dallas, Texas. 

Mrs. Prator made available the Birth Index Book which 
covers the period of May, 1963, through December, 1963, and 
lists all legitimate white babies born in Dallas County excluding 
the city of Dallas which were reported during this period. She 
pointed out that there is sometimes a delay by doctors and hospi- 
tals in registering births, but the delay usually never exceeds 
several weeks. She stated the above Birth Index Book would re- 
flect the names of all legitimate babies born in Dallas County 
excluding the city of Dallas on October 20, 1963. She stated 
the birth certificate itself has been placed on Recordak film 
reels and would be available for review. 

According to Mrs. Prator, illegitimate babies born 
in Dallas County are not entered in the Birth Index Book. These 
births- are filed under the mother's name, which name would be 
needed prior to any search of the records and Texas State Law . 
•requires' a court order in each instance to get information 
regarding illegitimate births in the state of Texas.

Who was a photographer at the hospital Where 
President -KENNEDY was taken following the assassination. RITA 
'MC CARTY stated she did not observe any photographs taken by 
this individual, but overheard PAULETTE tell her sister-in-law, 
Mrs. EVA MC CARTY*, that she had seen photographs of pieces of 
skull found on the street following the President's assassi- 
nation Which were brought to the hospital and photographed.

1963, Dr. JACK C. HARPER and Dr. A. B. CAIRNS, the Chief

• some pictures of a bone specimen. 

During the course of taking these pictures, BOLLETER 
stated Dr. HARPER related that this piece of bone was found by 
his nephew, BILLY A. HARPER, about twenty-five feet south of 
the location vfaere President JOHN KENNEDY was assassinated.

By letter dated June 30, 1964, the President's Commission 
requested that a check be made of the public records of births for 
the area which encompasses both Dallas and Irving, Texas, to ascer- 
tain the names and addresses of female babies born on October 20, 
1963. It was requested that parents of these babies be interviewed 
to determine whether any of these families have an older female 
child approximately two and one -half years old and whether any of 
these families were in Mrs. WHITWORTH'S furniture store in early 
November, 1963, and under what circumstances. 

It should be noted that in connection with the requested 
investigation no contact was had with parents of female babies born 
on October 20, i963, where it was established this was their only 
child. Furthermore, there difficulty was encountered in locating 
parents who had moved from the addresses they had on October 20, 
1963, such individuals were not located and interviewed where 
investigation to locate them had established they did not have a 
car fitting the description of a blue and cream or blue and white 
1957 or 1958 Ford and where the physical descriptions of the mother 
and father of such female babies did not in any way fit the 
descriptions of LEE HARVEY OSWALD and his wife, MARINA OSWALD. 
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t Mrs • EARLINE PRATOR, Deputy In the Dallas County Clerk's 

Office, Bureau of Vital Statistics, Dallas County Records Building, ;, 
advised that all births occurring in Dallas County excluding the 
city of Dallas are registered at the Dallas County Clerk's Office, . 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, She stated these records of births 
cover the area which encompasses Irving and all other towns in 
Dallas County with the exception of the city of Dallas itself, Mrs. 
PRATOR advised records of births occurring in the city of Dallas 
are maintained by the Bureau of Vital Statistics, Dallas City Health 
Department, 1936 Amelia, Dallas, Texas. 

Mrs. PRATOR made available the Birth Index Book triiich 
covers the period of May, 1963, through December, 1963, and which 
lists all legitimate white babies born in Dallas County excluding 
the city of Dallas which were reported during this period. She 
pointed out that there is sometimes a delay by doctors and hospitals 
in registering births but the delay usually never exceeds several 
weeks. She stated the above Birth Index Book would reflect the 
names of all legitimate babies bom in Dallas County excluding the 
city of Dallas on October 20, 1963. She stated the birth certificate 
itself has been placed on Recordak film reels and would be available 
for review. 


Mrs. PRATOR stated illegitimate babies bom in Dallas 
County are not entered in the Birth Index Book. She said these 
births are filed under the mother's name, which name would be needed 
prior to any search of the records. She further stated Texas State 
law requires a court order, in each instance, to get information 
regarding illegitimate births in the state of Texas. 

A review of the above Birth Index Book reflects that 
CYNTHIA DIANE ANDERSON was bom on October 20, 1963, and recorded 
on Recordak reel B2, frame 21. This Birth Index Book also reflects 
that ELENA VERLENE HENRY was bom on October 20, 1963, which birth 

was recorded on Recordak reel B2, frame 335.

.. A review of Recordak reel B2, frame 21, reflected that 
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CYNTHIA DIANE ANDER60N was born October 20, 1963, at Professional '

They resided at 500 W. 6th Street, Apartment 68, 
Irving', Texas. 

** A review of Record ak reel B2, frame 335, disclosed that 
ELENA VERLENE HENRY was born October 20, 1963, at Garland Clinic 
and Hospital, Garland, Texas, to TOM C. and JUANITA HENRY, nee 
Henley. They resided at 3117 Hickory Tree Road, Mesquite, Texas. 

Other than the above listed two births, no other white ’ 
female babies were reflected in the Birth Index Book mentioned 
above as having been bora on October 20, 1963.

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The President's Commission, by letter dated July 24 # 
1964, requested investigation concerning the following alle- 
gations! 

Dallas Police Officer J. D. TIPPIT violated . 
radio procedures in failing to notify his 
headquarters that he was stopping to question 
a suspect. 

Prior to the assassination, Dallas Police 
Officers searched other buildings in the 
vicinity of the Texas School Book Depository 
but not the Texas School Book Depository 
itself. 

Precautions taken by the Dallas Police De- 
partment on November 22, 1963, prior to the 
assassination included surveillance of many 
people, including some Who did no more than 
speak in favor of school integration. 
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JESSE E. CURRY, chief of Police, Dallas Police • 

Department, advised there is no requirement or regulation 
of the Dallas Felice Department that any police 

officer notify headquarters when such officer is ^ 

stopping to question a suspect. He stated that if the 
officer is going to be away from his radio, he is required 
to check out with the radio dispatcher at the Dallas Police 
Department. He also stated that if an officer is alone and 
is stopping an automobile to question the occupant or 
occupants, the officer is required to contact the radio 
dispatcher at the Dallas Police Department and give the 
'model, the license number and the location of the automobile 
stopped. He stated Officer J. D. TIPPIT did not violate 
radio procedure in not notifying the radio dispatcher at the 
Dallas Police Department that he was stopping the then sus- 
pect LEE HARVEY OSWALD to question him. 

Chief CURRY advised that prior to the assassination 
of President KENNEDY, the Dallas Police Department did not 
search any buildings in the vicinity of the Texas School 
Book Depository building, the Texas School Book Depository 
building itself, or any other buildings. 

• 

Chief CURRY advised that prior to President KENNEDY'S 
visit to Dallas on November 22, 1963, he was advised of this 
proposed visit by Secret Service. Chief CURRY stated the 
Criminal Intelligence Division of the Dallas Police Department 
conducted a diligent investigation of organizations comprised 
of members Whose political views are considered extreme, both 
right and left. He said the Dallas Police Department had 
infiltrated these organizations and had informant coverage 
regarding their activities. He said this investigation dis- 
closed that only two of these organizations planned demon- 
strations during President KENNEDY'S visit to Dallas. Chief 
CURRY advised that Chief Of Police ANDY ANDERSON, Denton. 

Texas, notified the Dallas Police Department that the Young 
people's Republican club at North Texas State University, Denton, 
Texas, planned to meet with General EDWIN WALKER'S group and 
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organize a demonstration somewhere along the route o£ President 
' Kennedy's motorcade in Dallas. Chie£ CURRY stated a representa- 
tive of the Criminal Intelligence Division of the Dallas Police 
Department contacted the Young People's Republican club at North Texas 
State University regarding the proposed demonstration and* as a 
result «.the demonstration did not materialize. Further* CURRY 
stated* the Criminal Intelligence Division of the Dallas Police 
* Department learned that General WALKER departed Dallas on No- 
vember 21* 1963, en route to another state for a speaking 
engagement and his group did not make an appearance. 

In addition* Chief CURRY stated, he was informed by 
Chief of Police ANDERSON, Denton* Texas* several weeks prior to 
President KENNEDY'S visit of November 22, 1963* that NORMAN LEE 
ELKINS* 1115 West Crawford Street, Denison, Texas* had made 
comments that he intended to do something to embarrass President 
KENNEDY. He stated Detective H. M. HART and Lieutenant JACK 
REVILL of the Dallas Police Department, and JOE HOWLETT of 
Secret Service, contacted ELKINS and he advised he was not going 
to be in Dallas, Texas* on November 22, 1963. 

Chief CURRY advised the Criminal Intelligence Division 
of the Dallas Police Department learned that the Indignant White 
Citizens Council had prepared some signs and placards vfaich were 
designed to embarrass President KENNEDY. He stated the Indignant 
White Citizens Council planned to picket the Dallas Trade Mart 
and were the only demonstrators observed at the Dallas Trade 
Mart. CURRY advised that shortly after the assassination of 
President KENNEDY, six of these individuals were taken into 
custody by the Dallas Police Department to prevent their assault 
by spectators at the scene. 

Chief CURRY stated the Dallas Police Department had no 
one under surveillance on November 22, 1963, as a precaution taker, 
during President KENNEDY'S visit to Dallas.

B. Allegation by DEAN WASHINGTON MC ADAMS That 
He Had Some Letters Written In Braille Dated 
In July and August 1963, Stating LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD and CHARLES WILLIAMS Would Kill 
President KENNEDY When He Came To Fort Worth 
or Dallas , Texas 
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On June 24, 1964, Detective HOMSR BURRIS, Dallas 
Police Department, Burglary & Theft Division, Dallas, Texas, 
telephonically contacted the Dallas Office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and informed Special Agent JAKES P. 
HOSTY, .JR., that he and Detective TOMMY J. TAYLOR, also of 
the Burglary & Theft Division, contacted a Mr. DEAN WASHINGTON 
* McADAMS, of 424 College Avenue, Fort Worth, Texas. He stated 
they contacted McADAMS because of a letter he had written to 
the District Attorney in Fort Worth, Texas, in which he stated 
his son was involved in the recent church burglaries and arsons 
in Dallas, Texas. 

BURRIS stated when they contacted McADAMS he started 
telling them all about his knowledge of communists and stated 
he had some letters written in Braille dated August, 1963, which 
stated LEE OSWALD and CHARLES WILLIAMS would kill President 
KENNEDY when he came to either Fort Worth or Dallas. BURRIS 
advised he and TAYLOR obtained these letters written in Braille 
and they are presently at the Dallas Police Department Burglary 
& Theft Division, and would be turned over to the Federal Bureau 

of Investigation. 
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The files of the Dallas Division disclose that in 
1957 an investigation captioned, "SYLVIA DEAN McADAMS; EMMIE 
LOU McADAMS; KENNETH NOEL WATSON; BILLIE LOUIS DRIVER; SYLVIA 
BELI£ McADAMS - VICTIM; ROBERT FRANKLIN McADAMS - VICTIM; DEAN 
WASHINGTON McADAMS - VICTIM, KIDNAPING; JUVENIIB DELINQUENCY 
' ACT," was conducted on a complaint by DEAN WASHINGTON McADAMS 
to the effect that he was a victim of an alleged kidnaping. 


In a preliminary discussion of the facts of the case 
with Assistant United States Attorney CAVETT S. BINION, Northern 
District of Texas, Fort Worth, Texas, he advised he desired no 
investigation regarding the alleged kidnaping, inasmuch as the 
facts do not indicate a violation. Further, Assistant united 
.States Attorney BINION declined prosecution with regard to any . 

. false statements made by McADAMS, in view of the fact that he ’ 
is blind and would appear to be mentally ill and it is doubtful 
any successful prosecution could be had in view of these facts. 

The files of the Dallas Division also disclose that 
in the Fall of 1963 an investigation captioned, "DEAN WASHINGTON 
McADAMS, IMPERSONATION, “ was conducted cn an allegation made that 
McADAMS was impersonating a Federal Bureau of Investigation em- 
ployee. 


W. M. YOUNG, Identification Officer, Tarrant County 
Sheriff's Office, Fort Worth,. Texas, advised he had received 
a letter from Miss VERA STINNETT* 717*5 Hackberry Street, Duncan, 
Oklahoma, in which she stated she had been corresponding with 
DEAN WASHINGTON McADAMS, 509 Hemphill, Fort Worth, Texas. She 
further stated that McADAMS had informed her by letter that he 
was "working for the FBI." She described McADAMS as being from 
45 to 50 years of age and totally blind. 

McADAMS, on interview, denied he ever represented 
himself as an Agent or employee of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. Prosecution in this matter was declined by - 
Assistant United States Attorney CONRAD FLORENCE, Northern 
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District o£ Texas, Fort Worth, Texas, in view of the fact that 
nothing of value was received through McADAMS' impersonation of 
a Federal Bureau of Investigation Agent or employee. 

The files of the Dallas Division further disclose that 
in the jgpring of 1964 an investigation captioned, "DEAN WASHINGTCH 
MCADAMS; RACHEL ELVINA CANDAGE - VICTIM, EXTORTION," was conducted 
' concerning a letter written in Braille by McADAMS, which contained 
a threat. This letter was directed to Miss RACHEL ELVINA CANDAGE, 
Dixfield, Maine. 

Miss RACHEL ELVINA CANDAGE, on interview, advised she 
has been almost totally blind since the age of seven and is now 
fifty-three years of age. She advised that about a year and a 
half prior to May, 1964, she started corresponding with another 
blind person, DEAN W. McADAMS, 509 Hemphill, Fort Worth, Texas, 
having initiated this correspondence through a magazine for the 
blind Known as "Christian Record." Through this correspondence, 
she and McADAMS finally agreed to be married, but because of- the 
evasive manner in which McADAMS avoided furnishing any background 
concerning himself, she asked one of her relatives to try and 
obtain some information about him at Fort Worth, Texas. 

In May, 1963, and before obtaining this background 
information, she started to travel to Fort Worth, Texas, to 
marry McADAMS, but the aforementioned relative contacted her 
at the airport in Chicago, Illinois, and advised her that he 
had obtained the results of his inquiry at Fort Worth, Texas, 
and that McADAMS was generally regarded as a blind beggar who 
was mentally deficient. After receiving this information, she 
returned to her home in Dixfield, Maine, and discontinued corres- 
pondence with McADAMS. She continued, however, to receive quite 
a number of irrational letters from him, which she thought to 
be of a threatening nature. 

Miss CANDAGE reviewed a letter written in Braille, 
postmarked February 26, 1964, Fort Worth, Texas, addressed to 
|{ Miss RACHEL CANDAGE, Dixfield, Maine, but bore no return address 
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on the envelope. It did bear the name of "SYLVIA" at the end 
of this Braille letter, according to Miss CAN2AGB. Mies GANBAGB 
stated she Is certain this letter was written by DBAN w. McADAMS, 
because she recognizes his phraseology and the feet that- she has 
been previously corresponding with him for over a year. She 
stated -that the pertinent portion of the letter, which was a 
, lengthy one, read as follows t 

"You can either stop him and save us from a court 
new or If any of my party gees to prison there will 
be many still free and you will pay for our trouble 
with your own life. You will have to take all blame 
and there is enough killings to send you to the death 
house many times over." 

Hiss CANBAGB stated she is not entirely clear as to 
what McABAMS meant by the above paragraph. She stated she does 
not believe McADAMS had any real intent to come to Dlxfield, 

Maine, and do bodily harm to her, because of the fact he appar- 
ently is penniless and almost blind. 

.. She has received no additional correspondence from 
McADAMS since February, 1364, and dees not Intend to ccrresp>cnd 
with him any more. 

In April, 1564, Assistant United States Attorney WILLIAM 
B. McKinley, Federal Building, Portland, Maine, stated he would 
decline prosecution of PSAN W. McADAMS, because of his apparent 
mental condition and his inability to carry out the threats because 
of his blind condition. 
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* Captain WAITER C. FANNIN, Dallas Police Department, 

Burglary and Theft Division, advised that several weeks ago 
he received a telephone call from an individual at Radio Station 
KRLD, Dallas, Texas, informing that Radio Station KRLD had re- 
ceived a letter from DEAN WASHINGTON McADAMS, Fort Worth, Texas, 
who informed that he knew who had been starting the church fires 
in Dallas, Texas, FANNIN stated ha referred this matter to the 
Dallas Eire Department* 

FANNIN stated that on the instructions of Chief of 
Police JESSE E. CURRY, Dallas Felice Department, he dispatched 
Detectives HOMER BURRIS and TOMMY J. TAYLOR to the Fort Worth, 
Texas, Police Department, for the purpose of interviewing DEAN 
WASHINGTON McADAMS, in company with a detective from the Fort 
Worth Police Department, for any information McADAMS might have 
concerning church burglaries and fires in Dallas, Texas* 

FANNIN furnished a copy of the report submitted by 
Detectives BURRIS and TAYLOR concerning their Interview with 
DEAN WASHINGTON McADAMS on June 24, 1964* This report is as 
follows i

•Subjscts Dean Washington McAdams 

"We went to Fort Worth with Bob Williams of the Fire 
Investigators office and got with Detective Stephens of ths 
Fort Worth Police Department. Wa contacted Mr. Dsan Washington 
McAdams, w/n*/53, 424 Collage Avenue in Fort Worth, Texas. 

•This subject is blind and lives in very dire circum- 
stances. He wanted to tell us mostly of the Communist activities 
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"rather than to talk of the church burglaries and fires. When 
we asked him of the proof he had on these church fires, he would 
refer back to a church fire in Huntsville, Alabama that appar- 
ently was set by a boy named Kirkendahl and thought his son, 
William Jackson McAdams had something to do with it about 10 
years back. He finally told us that his son, William Jackson 
McAdams, w/m/30 who is an ex-convict from Texas Department of 
Correction, told him that Robert Franklin McAdams, w/nv/20 and 
Kenneth Moil Watson, w/m/24 have been burglarizing and burning 
churches in Dallas. This information we already had. Dean W. 
McAdams' record in Fort Worth shows he was arrested in 1953 for 
shooting his son, William Jackson McAdams and in 1960 she claimed 
that he had $12,450.00 stolen from him and he appears that he has 
never had over 950.00 in his life. In 1957 his wife had him put 
in jail in a family argument. This Mr. Dean McAdams admitted 
that the people who live in this neighborhood had weak minds. 

"Mr. McAdams stated that William Jackson McAdams was the 
Crippled Church bandit which was active in Dallas some years* . 
back and that Tommy West, no other description, and Billy Driver, 
no other description and Robert Stanley McAdams set grass fires 
In San Rafeal. California and cut telephone wires in Johnson 
County, Texas. 

"Labor Day, 1963 a boy was killed on the school grounds 
in Bast Dallas and that he was killed because he was fixing to 
tell authorities of these activities but did net know who killed 
him. 

"Mr. Dean McAdams stated he received a letter back in July, 
1963 from a Harry Cadage of Cambridge, Massachusetts and stated 
that President Kennedy would be killed by Lee Oswald and Charles 
Williams when he came to Fort Worth or Dallas. Charles Williams 
lives in Austin, Texas. He also showed us letters in braille 
from a Vera Stinnetts,, 719*s Hackberry Street, Duncan, Oklahoma. 

He stated two letters which contained important information was 
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"taken from the envelopes by a couple named Homer and Claudia 
o£ the Chiefs Bar in Fort Worth after stomping and breaking 
his hand, 

"He Insisted on us taking two letters in braille to keep 
the Communists from taking them from him. We will turn these 
over to the FBI.

FANNIN advised the records of the Fort Worth Police 
Department reflect that on June 30, 1960, DEAN W. McADAMS, a 
white male, age 48, then residing in Room 25, Trinity Hotel, 
complained to the Fort Worth Police Department that he had 
$12,450.00 stolen from him at the Trinity Hotel. An inquiry 
was conducted by the Fort Worth Police Department and McADAMS * 
ex-wife and brother both stated that McADAMS never had that 
much money and never would. They closed the investigation 
marking the complaint of McADAMS as "No Offense. • 

FANNIN stated it was the opinion of Detectives HOMER 
BURRIS and TOMMY J. TAYLOR, of the Dallas Police Department! of 
BOB WILLIAMS, of the Dallas Fire Department; and of Detective 
STEPHENS, of the Fort Worth Police Department, all of whom in- 
terviewed McADAMS on June 24, 1964, that McADAMS is mentally 
deranged. 

FANNIN furnished four envelopes with a return address 
.of VERA STINNETT, 717 3 * Hackberry, Duncan, Oklahoma, postmarked 
at Duncan, Oklahoma, 'July 3, 1963; July 30, 1963| August 14, 

*1963, and August 22, 1963. The envelopes postmarked July 3 and 
July 30, 1963, were empty. The envelope postmarked August 14, 
.1963, contains three pages of Braille writing. The envelope post- 
marked August 22, 1963, • contains two pages of Braille writing. 
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t DEAN WASHINGTON McADAMS, 424 College Avenue, advised he vas 
. born March 4, 1912, at Huntsville, Texas. He said he has been blind 
for many years. T. ; ; 

At the outset of the Interview, McADAMS was antagonistic and 
belligerent. He stated he wanted It clearly understood that he had 
Information which required Immediate investigation by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation; that he had many contacts, had written many letters, 
and would continue to do so until he gets some action. When asked what 
information he had that would require investigation by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, McADAMS stated "You know exactly what I have 
in mind and if you plan to do nothing other than to come out here and 
_ threaten and abuse me, you can get out of my house. A man does not 
« have to take this kind of treatment in his own home." 

Following the above, McADAMS inquired why he was being 
interviewed. He was informed that the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
had been told he had information relating to the assassination of 
President KENNEDY. McADAMS stated he has been corresponding with 
VERA STINNETT, 1VH Hackberry Street, Duncan, Oklahoma, and has received 
four letters from her. He stated that in two of the letters he 
. received from VERA STINNETT in July, 1963, she informed that she had 
« received letters from HARRY CANDAGE, Cambridge, Massachusetts, in which . 
* he informed that President KENNEDY would be killed by LEE OSWALD if 
President KENNEDY came to Dallas or by CHARLES WILLIAMS, Austin, Texas, 
if President KENNEDY came to Fort Worth, Texas. McADAMS stated the 
two letters which contained this information were taken from him by 
a couple named HOMER and CLAUDIA of the Chief's Bar in Fort Worth, 

Texas, after they stomped him and broke his hand. McADAMS said he did 
not know the last names of HOMER and CLAUDIA. McADAMS advised he had 
been recently interviewed by police detectives and gave them two 
letters written in Braille which he had received from VERA STINNETT 
and two empty envelopes which had contained the two letters from VERA 
. STINNETT in which she had informed that HARRY CANDAGE had stated 
President KENNEDY would be killed by 1£E OSWALD or CHARLES WILLIAMS. 

. McADAMS also informed that in May, 1963, Miss RACHEL ELVINA 
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CANDAGE, Dixfield, Maine, end her brother, RARRT CANDACE of Canfcridge, 
Massachusetts, tried to swindle him out of some money and were completely 
unreliable and untrustworthy people. • He declined to discuss this 
further stating he had previously given this information to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

McADAMS was disjointed and rambling in ideas and speech. He 
said there are many communists in the Government but declined to name 
any stating "If you would investigate you would find them." He 
followed this by stating that a friend of his, one JACK HIGGINS, was 
stomped to death in Fort Worth, Texas, on November 27, 1963, and the 
authorities 6aid he died from natural causes. He said he would not 
furnish any details but stated "If you would investigate you would 
find the true facts." He also commented that he had given the Dallas 
Police information about church fires in Dallas, "but they didn't do 
anything about it." He rambled on stating that he has known for 
many years his wife has been unfaithful to him but he 6tayed with her 
until the children grew up "and then I got rid of her." 

As interviewing Agents were leaving, McADAMS stated "The 
core of the communist world is right in this three-block area and 
you ought to look into that too. They all have weak minds." 
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• GRADY HAIRE, Chief Investigator, Tarrant County Sheriff’s 
Office, Tarrant County Courthouse, advised he has known DEAN 
WASHINGTON McADAMS for 20 years. He said He ADAMS is "psycho" and. 
unreliable. Further, HAIRE stated he would place little, if any, ; 
credence in anything McADAMS said. He said the Sheriff's Office 
has had many contacts with McADAMS and has checked out many complaints 
made by McADAMS and found them without any basis in fact. 
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GEORGE JOHNSON, Tarrant County District Clerk and former 
Chief Deputy of Tarrant County, Tarrant County Courthouse, advised 
he has known DEAN WASHINGTON McADAMS for many years and described 
him as mentally deficient, irrational, and completely unreliable. 
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I On July 7, 1964, the FBI at Washington, D. C., advised 

‘ . . that the following letter had been received at the FBI, Washington, 

. D. C., dated July 2, 1964, at Fort Worth, Texas: 

"Jt have information about the assassination of 
President Kennedy. I notified the F.B.I. last September 
' - * that I had this information. If action had been taken at 

! - that time the President would not have been killed. But 

instead I was threatened into silence. Mow this infor- 
mation is being checked by the F.B.I. But it is being 

checked by one of the F.B.I. men who was involved in threat- 
ening me last October with my being arrested if I did not 
| keep quiet. Any one with common horse sense would know 

! that such person is not going to prove that he threatened 

me into silence. If other arrangements are not made 
' this information will be waisted and the truth will never 

come out. 

"I shall write to everyone possible and expose this 
attempt of injustice on the part of the F.B.I. for no man 
is going to turn up evidence which will convict himself 
and take away his job. 

"I hope that you will take note of this and take 
action to have an honest investigation made. For this 
one now is (one big joke) or rather It is one big farse." 

This letter bore the typed name of DEAN W. McADAMS, 

424 College Avenue, Fort Worth, Texas. 
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With respect to the allegations against Federal Bureau of 
Investigation personnel made by McADAMS in the foregoing quoted 
letter, the following Information Is set forth: 

The records of the Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation reflect that in connection with the investigation cap- 
tioned, "DEAN WASHINGTON Me ADAMS, IMPERSONATION," McADAMS was inter- 
viewed on September 26, 1963, by Special Agents JACK A. FRENCH and 
BENJAMIN 0. KEUTZER at 509 Hemphill Street, Fort Worth, Texas, con-, 
ceming his alleged impersonation of a Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Agent or employee. ' 

The records of the Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau of . 
Investigation fail to reflect that any information was received 
from McADAMS concerning any possible assassination on the occasion 
of the September 26, 1963, interview or on any other occasion. 

The records of the Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation fail to reflect that any Agent of the Federal _ 

Bureau of Investigation interviewed McADAMS in October, 1963. 

At the time of the interview with McADAMS on September 26, 
1963, McADAMS was cautioned that he should at no time represent 
himself to be an employee of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

McADAMS was interviewed on July 2, 1964, as previously 
set forth herein, by Special Agents A. RAYMOND SWITZER and ROBLEY Q. 
MADLAND. 




The records of the Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation fail to reflect that either of these Agents had 
ever interviewed DEAN WASHINGTON McADAMS on a prior occasion. 
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Under date of July 9, 1964, the FBI Laboratory

On January 24, I98«, WILLIAM McEWAN DUFF, U. S. Army 
Serial. .Number RA 18 6TS 666, Fort Sill, Oklahoma, identified as 
"SCOTT IE,'* was interviewed concerning his reported association 
with OSWALD, an allegation which he denied. On this occasion, 
he reported employment during the period November, 1962, to 
about April, 1963, in the household of General EDWIN A. WALKER, 
Dallas, Texas. Concerning JACK RUBY, DUFF stated on January 24, 
1964, that he had seen many photographs of RUBY in the newspapers; 
that he was positive he never had seen RUBY at any place, and 
had no information about him. He said he never had been in 
RUBY f s night club in Dallas. On May 25, 1964, however, DUFF 
laid claim to an association between RUBY and General EDWIN A. 
WALKER, alleging he had seen RUBY at the WALKER residence. This, 
according to information supplied by JAMES R. CANTRELL, Special 
Agent, U. S. Secret Service, to Special Agent DAVID H. BARRY 
on May 26. 196*. 
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v . PEGGY MARIE DUFF, 1213 Lawton Street (ELgin 5-8009), 

Lawton, Oklahoma, a civilian employee of the U. S. Army in the 
Consolidated Supply Department (ELgin 1-4208), at Fort Sillg 
Oklahoma, advised of the following in a telephone conversation 
initiated for the purpose of locating WILLIAM McEWAN DUFF for 
interview. 

Mrs. DUFF said that she is now divorced from WILLIAM 
McEWAN DUFF, a divorce filed by her attorney, J. MERRILL OAKES, 
on February 14, 1964, in Comanche County, Lawton, Oklahoma, . 
effective June 3, 1964. 

DUFF, she said, had been discharged from the U. S. Army 
at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, on June 2, 1964, under Section 606 for 
fraudulent enlistment and has left the Lawton area.. 

Although Mrs, DUFF said that she had not seen DUFF 
since June 3, 1964, he had called her on the telephone on June 12, 
1964, from Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. At this time DUFF, who would 
not give his address, perhaps because he is to pay $100 per month 
alimony in connection with his divorce, advised Mrs. DUFF that he 
had secured employment at Oklahoma City through General CLYDE 
WATTS whom he described as an attorney at Oklahoma City and 
counsel for General EDWIN A. WALKER.

Mrs. DUFF stated that on the evening of June 12, 1964, 
she had called the number VI 3-3075 at Oklahoma City to contact 
DUFF, The telephone was answered by an individual who she said 
sounded as though he were elderly and who had summoned DUFF to 
the telephone by addressing him as "BILL.” Mrs, DUFF said that 
this was a collect telephone call to the number, charges which 
DUFF accepted, and that the call lasted for well over an hour, 
terminating at about 12:25 a.m., June 13, 1964. 

. In her conversation with DUFF at this time, Mrs. DUFF 

said that she had reminded DUFF that he was to contact

U. S. Army, divorced from his wife PEGGY MARIE DUFF, and had -• 
moved to Oklahoma City, Oklahoma as of June 2, 1964, 

At the outset of the interview, Mr, DUFF was 
informed of the purpose of the current interview and 
informed of the identities of the interviewing agents, 
lie was told by SA DAVID H. BARRY that he did not have to * 
respond to questioning; that anything he said might be 
used against him in a court of law; that he had the right 
to consult an attorney before proceeding. 

With regard to his current status, Mr, DUFF 
said that he had been discharged from the U. S. Army at 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma on June 2, 1964 under Section 606, 
Fraudulent Enlistment, for the reason he had failed to 
disclose on his enlistment that he previously had served in 
the Air Force from which he had been discharged for failure 
to adapt. His wife, he said, had filed for divorce at 
Lawton, Oklahoma in February, 1964, a divorce effective

. A week before moving to Oklahoma City, DUFF said 
he had visited General CLYDE WATTS, an Oklahoma City 
attorney, who is counsel for General EDWIN A. WALKER by whom 
DUFF had been employed in 1962 and 1963 at Dallas, Texas. 

He said he had met Gen. WATTS when the General had visited 
with Gen. WALKER in Dallas,

friend of Gen. WATTS. With the same recommendation, he had 
obtained temporary employment at a firm managed by Mr.

Street, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, a firm which distributes 
and repairs lawn mowers of commercial and home type, Mr. 

DUFF said that he anticipates Gen. WATTS will find 

avy eouinment operator in road 
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construction at Oklahoma City by reason of his former 
association with Cen. WALKER. 

Mr. DUFF said that the information that he 
previously, had related to SA WILLETT and vould now relate,, 
was based on that gained in connection with his employment 
by Gen. EDWIN A. WALKER from November, 1962 to April, 1963. 

He said he had been employed by Gen. WALKER as his "batman”. 

He defined batman as a British military term for an orderly, 
valet, or personal aide, stating he previously had had such 
experience in England. Mr. DUFF said he had applied for 
the job on impulse as one day he had passed the residence 
of WALKER in Dallas, a house which he had identified by the 
flags of the United States and Texas flying in front of the 
house, along, with the name of the General. He said he had 
known nothing of WALKER until he had gone to Dallas; that 
he had learned of Gen. WALKER through newspaper accounts of 
the activities of the General. He said he had applied for 
the job in a personal contact with General WALKER who had 
been summoned by a volunteer aide when DUFF had appeared at 
the door; that he had supplied no references; none were asked. 

Mr. DUFF said that his duties at the WALKER 
residence largely concerned looking after the personal 
needs of the General, including cooking and chauffeuring for 
him. He said his day started each morning with the 
raising of the two flags in front of the house and con- 
cluded when the house was locked and the General retired. 

DUFF said that he was quartered upstairs, the front room 
to the left. He received no remuneration only room, board 
and other personal requirements. Though he had access 
throughout the house. General WALKER and his volunteer 
workers would use care that DUFF saw no correspondence nor 
overhear conversations of a business nature. 

DUFF said that during this period and in per- 
formance of his duties, he observed that WALKER had 
numerous visitors. 

When photographs of JACK RUBY appeared in the' 
newspaper in November, 1963 after his shooting of LEE .• 
HARVEY OSWALD, Mr. DUFF said he believed him to be one 
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of two individuals who had visited at the WALKER residence 
once each month in December, 1962, January and February. 
1963. Mr. DUFF said that he is "not sure" of his identi- 
fication; that there is "doubt in his mind"; that he "would 
not swear definitely" as to his identification of this 
individual- as JACK RUBY. He said there are a lot of men 
v;ho look like RUBY, adding "I saw one (of RUBY'S likeness) 
in Oklahoma City the other day.” 

Mr, DUFF said that what identification he had 
made was on the basis of personal appearance only, a 
likeness which he had noted upon seeing the photographs 
of RUBY in the newspapers; that never had he heard Cen. 
WALKER or anyone else in WALKER'S household mention RUBY 
in any respect nor had he any other basis which would 
indicate an association between JACK RUBY and Gen. WALKER. 

Mr. DUFF stated that to his knowledge the two 
individuals in question had visited on these three occasions 
only, each time in the late afternoon at about 4:30 p.m. 

In December and January he had not observed their arrival 
but had only seen their departure, observing them as they 
stood at the doorway conversing with Gen. WALKER for several 
minutes after emerging from the sitting room where they had 
conversed behind the closed French doors. Mr. DUFF stated 
that he had heard none of the conversation. He said WALKER 
always conducted his business in this manner, not wishing to 
be disturbed. On the occasion of the third visit of these 
individuals in February, 1963, DUFF said he had seen them 
arrive, parking a 19S8 Ford at the corner, Mr, DUFF was not 
able to provide further description of the Ford vehicle, 

Mr. DUFF said his view of the man whom he thought to be 
JACK RUBY was only a profile and view of the man's back only 

Mr. DUFF described the man whom he had con- 
sidered might be JACK RUBY as follows: 

White male American, 40 to SO years of age, 

S' 8", 12S pounds, grayish white hair, wearing a business 
suit. DUFF described this individual as being very thin in 
appearance, / 
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The second individual DUFF described as a white 
male American, in his late 40s, S' 11" to 6', 210 pounds, 
with an evident paunch* This man had very black hair and 
was believed to have been of Italian or Mexican descent 
according -to DUFF. He was described as wearing a dark 
business suit. Neither man carried brief cases or dispatch 
chses of any type. 

Mr. DUFF stated that he previously had not 
informed of this possible association between JACK RUBY and 
General WALKER based on his personal identification because 
on the occasion of his interview in January, 1964, he had been 
interviewed at the hospital at Fort Sill and was more con- 
cerned about his personal welfare and physical condition than 
the matter which ne reported. 

Mr. DUFF reiterated that while he cannot now be 
certain that the individual who visited WALKER actually 
was JACK RUBY, in his view, this possibility alone was 
sufficient to require his reporting it to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, lie volunteered to take a polygraph test 
concerning the matters which he had reported. 

- Mr. DUFF was asked whether or not he was acquainted 
with one ANDRE ANGELES. Mr. DUFF said he was not acquainted 
with such an individual and knew of none in his acquaintance- 
ship who had traveled to Dallas, Texas on November 22, 1963. 

DUFF stated that never had he seen nor had he 
been in any association with LEE HARVEY OSWALD; that he has 
never seen anyone of OSWALD'S description at the residence 
of Gen. WALKER. 

Mr. DUFF stated that he had left the employment 
of KALKER because of friction between himself and several 
women of the office staff, lie said he was supposed to have 
time off from his present duties when the General was away 
but. the women on the staff became very demanding of him , 
instructing that he make coffee, tea and expecting him to » 
do other chores for them. He said he finally had had enough 
of this and left. 
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Mr. DUFF stated that in the event a later 
interview might be required, he would advise of any change 
of address in order that he might be located readily.

Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, employed as manager for the 
Paul T, Blakeney Company, 330 N.E, 38th Street, 

Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, advised he had given temporary •. 
residence and employment to WILLIAM McEUAN DUFF upon 
the recommendation of General CLYDE WATTS, an attorney 
for the Blakeney firm, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, 

Mr, OSBORNE, who advised he had been 
general manager of the Twentieth Century Fox Films, ( Inc, , 
at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, from 1925, until he retired - 
several years ago, said that he knew nothing of the back- 
ground of Mr, DUFF, nor of the basis for DUFF*s interview 
sought by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
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CLYDE J. WATTS , Attorney, 219 Coucb Drive, Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma, contacted the Oklahoma City Office by 
telephone from Fort Worth, Texas, and furnished the following 
information: 

WILLIAM DUFF contacted WATTS in Oklahoma City on 
approximately June 7,1964, indicating be had Just been dis- 
charged from the army by reason of fraudulent enlistment 
( and was in need of employment* 



WATTS had known DUFF to be formerly associated with 
former General EDWIN WALKER in Dallas, Texas, and believes he 
possibly has information concerning the assassination attempt 
on WALKER. WATTS believed that if he kept DUFF around where 
be could talk with him there would be a chance he could "con" 
DUFF into revealing bis knowledge of the WALKER assassination 
attempt. WATTS contacted a friend at the Paul Blakeney 
Company, 'a Lawn Mower Service Company in Oklahoma City 
obtaining a Job for DUFF and believes DUFF is still employed 
by this company. 
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The following investigation supplements the results 
of investigation set forth on pages 184 to 189 of the report 
of SA ROBERT P. GEMBERLING dated July 2, 1964, at Dallas, 
Texas, in instant matter.

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IV* MISCELLANEOUS ALLEGED ACTIVITIES OF LEE HARVEY OSWALD 

A. Allegation By JOHN J. KAYLOCK That He Met LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD at Punta Gorda , Florida* On 
October 2, 1963 

B. Allegation By JESSE LEE DAVIS* JR. That He Saw 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD In A Car Turn Around In His 
Driveway At Dallas, Texas, On Morning of No- 
veiriber 22 , 1963 

C. Allegation That LEE HARVEY OSWALD Had Resorted 
To Violence Before and Possibly Shot Another 
Policeman Somewhere As Related To BOB WHITTEN, 
Radio Station KCRA, Sacramento, California,

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On June 25, 1964, Mr. JOHN J. KAYLOCK, 116 5th 
Street, South, St. Petersburg, Florida, addressed a letter 
to Mr. JOHN CONNOLLY, Governor, State Capitol, Austin, 
Texas, in which Tie offered to furnish information per- 
taining to the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY. 
He said* that his Information was obtained from LEE OSWALD, 
t on public contact at Punta Gcrda , Florida, on October 2, 
1963. KAYLOCK further said that on January 21, 1964, 
ho had written a letter to Mr. ALBERT E. JENNER, of the 
'barren Commission," offering him the above referred to 
information. 
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JOHN JOSEPH KAYLOCK, Room 318, YMCA, 116 5th ^ 
Street, South, St. Petersburg, Florida, was interviewed 
at the YMCA . KAYLOCK said that he was born January 15, 
1901, at Hazelton, Pennsylvania, and, until September 18, 
1963, he had lived in a rented room at 306 South 16th 
Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. From 1954 until 
1958, he was a part-time employee of the United States 
Post Office at Hazelton, Pennsylvania, and at the 30th 
Street Station, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. He was never 
a regular employee. KAYLOCK said that he was otherwise 
regularly employed as a news vendor on the corner of 16th 
and Market Streets, Philadelphia. In February, 1963, he 
suffered a heart attack and in September , 1963, he moved 
to St. Petersburg to the YMCA and has resided there since 
that time. 


KAYLOCK assured the interviewing agent that 
he was not a "crank* 1 or a "crack pot" and he related 
the following incidents: 


On October 2, 1963, KAYLOCK made a trip to Naples, 
Florida, to look over real estate, which was offered for 
sale by the Gulf American Land Corporation (Golden Gate 
Estates). Be traveled in an automobile driven by a 
Mr. LANCASTER, a representative of the land corporation, 
and two women, whose names he does not recall but who were 
also interested in looking at real estate. The group unde 
a rest stop at Stuckey *6 Pecan Shoppe, Punta Gorda , Florida, 
for coffee and d 9 ughnuts. KAYLOCK finished before the 
others and walked outside to wait for the group. Outside 
of Stuckey *s a young man walked up to KAYLOCK and introduced 
hiirself as "LEE OSWALD from Dallas, Texas". KAYLOCK 
introduced himself by name and said that he was from 
Philadelphia. OSWALD opened the conversation by asking 
KAYLOCK what the people in Philadelphia thought about 
President KENNEDY. KAYLOCK replied that KENNEDY was not 
popular in Philadelphia because he was supporting 
Mayor TATE for reelection and he said that KENNEDY and 
TATE were the cause of the Negroes "running rampant" in 
' Philadelphia. 
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OSWALD eaid, ’’Well, don’t worry, we’ll get hi* r 
this time". KAYLOCK asked what OSWALD meant by that and , J: - 
OSWALD made a motion with his thumb and forefinger of 
one hand indicating a length of about four inches. . 
KAYLOCK took that to be a reference to the length of a 
rifle bullet. KAYLOCK indicated disbelief and OSWALD ‘ 
then used his shoe to mark on the pavement showing an 
Intersection. He said that KENNEDY would be "coming this 
way and we'll be shooting down on him. We can't miss 
this-time". KAYLOCK then mentioned to the man that he 
had been in Dallas once. When he said that, the man 
appeared startled, fear crept into his face, and he said 
that he had to meet his wife and he walked away. KAYLOCK 
did not see any wife and does not know where the man went. 

KAYLOCK then walked back inside' Stuckey's and 
asked one of the waitresses, "What about this guy OSWALD 
outside"? The waitress told him not to pay any attention 
to OSWALD; that he is just a kid who likes to brag; that 
he does odd jobs around Punta Gorda, and she felt sorry 
for his wife and two children in Dallas, Texas. KAYLOCK 
did not mention his conversation with "OSWALD" to the 
other people in his party and ha thought no more about 
the conversation until November 22, 1963, when he heard 
that President KENNEDY had been assassinated in Dallas, 

Texas . 

KAYLOCK said that about January 18, or 20, 1964, 
he wrote a letter to Mr. ALBERT E. JENNER, of the 'Warren 
Commission," offering to furnish the infonta tion set 
Out above. He received a letter of acknowledgement fxo* 

Mr. JENNER but has not been contacted for information. 

He said that he did not tell Mr. JENNER exactly what 
inform* tion he bad and he indicated that he wanted to 
talk only to Mr. JENNER personally. 

KAYLOCK said that from his conversation with 
"OSWALD", he is certain that OvSWALD had "inside" informa- 
tion about the route President KENNEDY would follow in 
Dallas, Texas. 

KAYLOCK continued that in about March, 1964, 
at about 10:00 o'clock at night, he was crossing First. 
Avenue, North, in St. Petersburg, at 5th Street. There 
is a traffic light at that intersection, and as he started 
to cross the street - with the light - a "sixth sense" 
told him tha t someone was going to try to run him down 
with an automobile and told him to walk out into the 
Avenue a little way and then jump back. He did that and 
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an he jumped back "an old Chevrolet” missed him by about , 

three inches, running the red light. The driver swerved ?f’ r 
toward him btit missed, and cursed him as he went by. 5 

KAYLOCK looked at the rear of the car as it was going 1 • • -;.\- 

away and could clearly see the silhouette of OSWALD'S 
widow outlined in the right front seat of the automobile. 

He further said that sometime during the trial 
of JACK* RUBY in Dallas, KAYLOCK saw MELVIN BELLI, RUBY'S 
, Attorney, at Central Avenue and Fifth Street in St. Petersburg. 
He said that he saw him on about four different occasions 
and each time BELLI was watching KAYLOCK. He said that 
BELLI looked dejected, and KAYLOCK knew from his appearance 
that BELLI was ’’losing” in the trial. 

KAYLOCK said further that about two weeks after 
the RUBY trial ended in Dallas, he saw Dallas Detectives 
J. R. LEAVELLE and THOMAS D. MC MILLON at Central Avenue 
and Fifth Street in St. Petersburg. The Detectives were 
also watching KAYLOCK and it is KAYLOCK 's belief that 
OSWALD'S widow, BELLI, and the Detectives had in some 
way learned that KAYLOCK had information pertaining to the 
assassination. 

KAYLOCK said that the "LEE OSWALD” whom he met 
at Punta Gerda strongly resembled the late Senator JOSEPH 
MC CARTHY. except that he was shorter and stockier than 
MC CARTHY and had blue eyes and chestnut brown hair. 

KAYLOCK said that he immediately recognized the television 
and news photos of LEE OSWALD as being the same man that 
he talked to in Punta Gorda. 

Mr. KAYLOCK exhibited an old issue of Life 
Magazine from which the cover bad been removed, which 
Issue" carried an article entitled, ’’Violence, Froth, 

Sob Stuff - Was Justice Done?” by SYBILLE BEDFORD. The 
article carried photographs of MELVIN BELLI and the 
Detectives mentioned by KAYLOCK, above. Mr. KAYLOCK said 
that be had kept the magazine to "brush up” on whom he 
had seen in St. Petersburg. 
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The President's Commission by letter dated July 23, 1964, 
made available to the Federal Bureau of Investigation Headquarters, 
Washington, D. C., a copy of the following quoted letter dated 
January 21, 1964, from JOHN J. KAY LOCK to Mr. ALBERT E. JENNER, Jr., 
an Assistant Counsel to the President's Commission staff:

"On January 21, 1964, a letter was written to 
Albert E. Jenner, voluntarily offering him "information" 
pertaining to the case, secured from Lee Oswald on public 
contact at Punta Gorda, Florida, on October 2, 1963. 


"On January 24, 1964 Attorney Albert E. Jenner 
graciously acknowledged my letter in which he offered 
"confidentiality"' upon my request. He also stated that he 
would take advantage of my proffer to help when due time 
presented itself. To this very date no public contact for 
"confidentiality" for exchange of information, nor any mail 
from him. 
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"If the State of Texas is conducting its own 
Investigation, therefore, I voluntarily will offer 
"information" and co-operation to bring the investigation 
to a successful conclusion.

It should be noted that previous investigation has 
established that LEE HARVEY OSWALD was en route from Mexico City to 
Dallas, Texas, on October 2, 1963, which fact has been confirmed 
through Mexican Immigration records. 
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B. Allegation By JESSE LEE DAVIS, JR. That He Saw 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD In A Car Turn Around In Hie 
Driveway At Dallas , Texas , On Morning of No- 
vember 22, 1963 
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■JESSE LEE DAVIS , JR. , a self-employed plastering con- 
tractor, was Interviewed at his request. In rsspact to a telephone 
call received from him, at the residence of CHARLES C. HAMPTON* 

4348 Mockingbird Lane, telephone number iAkeside 8-8321, where 
he was employed doing some plaster repair. DAVIS said he resides 
at 2718 Peabody, Dallas, Texas, and has telephone number HA. 1-7991. 
DAVIS advised he was born July 2, 1918, at Mount Pleasant, Texas. 

DAVIS advised that on the morning of November 22, 1963, 
the day President KENNEDY was assassinated, a car turned around 
iri the driveway at his residence. DAVIS said he cannot set the 
exact time this occurred, but believes it was probably late in 
the morning. He said that, as near as he can recall, this car, 
make and model unknown, had either Alabama or Georgia license 
plates. DAVIS said he approached the car and its lone occupant, 
whereupon the occupant asked if he would like a tree removed 
from his yard. DAVIS advised he noticed there was nothing in 
the car which could be used in removing a tree and pointed this 
out to this individual. During this entire time, DAVIS stated 
the nan in the car "just kept grinning." After seeing LEE HARVEY 
OSWAID on television following the assassination of President 
KENNEDY, DAVIS stated he is certain in his own mind that the in- 
dividual who turned around in his driveway on the morning of £he 
assassination was LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 


DAVIS advised he discussed this incident with a friend 
named SALON MYERS, who lives somewhere on Denley Street, Dallas, 
Texas. DAVIS stated MYERS informed him he also observed LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD on November 22, 1963. He stated MYERS informed 
him that he saw OSWAID on East 10th Street in the Oak Cliff area 
of Dallas, and related that OSWALD had either driven to that lo- 
cation in a car or had been driven there because, when he (MYERS) 
saw him, he apparently had just left the car. His reason for 
leaving the car, MYERS informed, was because a police cruiser had 
stopped to question him. DAVIS said MYERS told him that, at this 
pciht, OSWALD drew a gun, ran toward the police car and shot the 
.police officer while he was still seated in the car. After doing 
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this, DAVIS stated, MYERS advised him OSWALD then ran across - - 

vacant lot and disappeared, 

DAVIS also advised that a WALTER STAIWORTH, who lives 
on Pennsylvania Avenue, Dallas, Texas, and who has telephone 
number BA. 1-3235, has seen OSHAU) frequently at a service station • 
located at Oakland and Peabody Streets, Dallas, Texas. DAVIS said 
he does not know the name of the service station, but stated there 
la only one located on this corner. 

DAVIS related he had besn advised by rmny of his associ- 
ates not to furnish the above Information to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, since he might get Into trouble. He said he had 
not planned to give the above In forma tlon to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation but, on May 17, 1964, he found a "San Antonio 
Express” newspaper In his car. He said the newspaper was dated 
November 22, 1963, and carried an article concerning the President's 
visit to San Antonio on November 21, 1963. DAVIS stated this news- 
paper was In "issue* condition and W38 not dirty or wrinkled. He 
stated he had no idea who left the paper In the car, but stated his 
car was unlocked and someone may have spent the night there. After 
finding this newspaper and after "praying," DAVIS said he decided 
to furnish this Information to the Federal Bureau of ^avestigation.

In support of the veracity of the above information, 

DAVIS said he would like it known that he has been "different" 
from his contemporaries. He advised that, as a young boy, he 
developed what he later learned to be a "sixth ssnfe." This 
caused him much difficulty in his adolescent years, because he 
was so much further advanced than his friends and they, at times, 
did not understand him. 

DAVIS advissd that although he has not concentrated ca 
this, power he has, which he stated he knows must cone from God, 
nor .has he tried to develop it, he stated it still remains with 
him. One evening, while in his late teens, DAVIS advised he was 
lying on the bed at hie home. He stated he had closed his eyes 
and, upon opening then, observed a square of light on the celling 
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and determined the source of this light to he coning out of hit i f 
chest over his heart. Naturally, DAVIS stated, this frightened 
him and he completely covered himself. He said he tucked the 
covers in the bed all around him and made a little tant so he 
could again observe this light. He said the light continued to 
come from his chest and projected a picture on the blanket. He 
said he was horrified when he observed himself in this picture 
lying in a”casket with his weeping mother and sister by his side. 
He stated he knew, if he remained living with his mother and 
sister any longer, he would die, and it vxs at this time he left 
home. 

DAVIS stated that, since this experience, he has had 
many similar ones, such as being able to look into a person's 
eyes and being able to determine if they are good or bad, or 
guilty or not guilty of a crime. On one occasion, DAVIS stated, 
he received a call from the mother of one of his friends and she 
asked if he knsw hoar her son had died. DAVIS said he knew nothing 
of the incident, but prayed and was able to t*ll the woman that 
her son had been the victim of a stabbing on a city street. 

DAVIS advised that, at times, it is very troublesome 
to him to be able to se9 things which others cannot see and to 
solve problems which others cannot solve. Ha staked he wished 
he did not have this power, but apparently this is God's will,’ 
which he accepts. 

DAVIS stated he is not acquainted with end, to his 
knowledge, has never had any contact with IDE HARVEY OSWALD or 
JACK RUBY. Further, he stated that, other than the S>bcvs, he 
had no information which might assist in the investigation of 
the assassination of President 1SHKBDY.

MYLES advised that on November 22, 1963, he was 
working on an apartment building at Patton and 9th Streets, 
Dallas, Texas.

has resorted to violence before and possibly shot another policeman 
somewhere.* 
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Sergeant GERALD L. HILL, Patrol Division, Dallas V 
Police Department, advised he resides at 1223 Ann Arbor Avenue* 
Dallas, Texas, and has home telephone number FR. 1-7723. . ; 

Sergeant HILL advised that on November 22, 1963, 
in the late afternoon following the apprehension of USE HARVEY 
OSWALD, he received a long distance call from BOB WHITTEN, 

Radio News Director of Radio Station KCRA, Sacramento, Cali- 
fornia. Sergeant HILL advised that WHITTEN was formerly as- 
sociated with Radio Station KRLD in Dallas, Texas. Sergeant 
HILL stated that WHITTEN called and requested an interview 
with Sergeant HILL concerning the part he played in the appre- 
hension of LEE HARVEY OSWAID. Sergeant HILL related that he, 
HILL, had, for seven and one-half years, been a newspaperman 
prior to joining the Police Department. 

Sergeant HILL related that he afforded WHITTEN an 
interview giving his comments concerning his part in the 
investigation of the assassination of President KENNEDY and 
the apprehension Of i£E HARVEY OSWALD. HILL said he also 
made other comments to WHITTEN during the interview concern- * 
ing the interrogation by the Dallas police of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
which was then in progress. Following the interview. Sergeant 
HILL stated WHITTEN Informed him he had recorded it and HILL 
said he offered no objection. 


Sergeant HILL was exhibited an edited copy of the 
tape recording made by WHITTEN of the interview conducted 
by him on November 22, 1963. HILL was questioned concerning 
the statement made by him, "The man, X understand, has resorted 
to violence before and possibly shot another policeman some- 
where." HILL stated the basis for this statement was hearsay 
from an unrecalled source at the Dallas Police Department during 
the interrogation of I£E HARVEY OSWALD by the Dallas Police 
Department following his arrest on November 22, 1963. Or, 

. HILL stated, he may have heard, again from an ui^recalled source 
at the Dallas Police Department, that OSWALD may have been ashed 
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during hie interrogation by the Dallas Felice Department if he 
had ever shot another policeman somewhere. '/ 


HILL said the above statement was strictly "third hand" 
and he, of his own knowledge, had no basis fer the statement* 
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•’CaptB in JOHN WILL FRITZ, HcnJ.cide & Robbery Bureau, \ 
Dallas Police Department, Dallas, Texas, advised that he had 
charge of the interrogation of IBS HARVEY OSWALD following ’ 

arrest on November 22, 1363. 

Captain FRITZ advised he was net aware of the tele- 
phone interview afforded BOB WHITTEN, Radio News Director of 
Radio Station KCRA, Sacramento, California, on November 22, 

1963, by Sergeant GERALD L. HILL, of the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment. Captain FRITZ was informed that during the course of 
this interview Sergeant HILL made the statement to WHITTEN thatj. 
"The man (OSWAlD), I understand, has resorted to viclence be fort 
and possibly shot another policeman eorwwhere." FRITZ stated he 
had never before heard the statement and stated the Dallas Police 
Department had no such Information and he is certain of this, 
because this information would have been available to him at the 
time of the interrogation of OSWAID. FRITZ stated OSWAID made 
no such statement during his interrogation and no statement to 
that effect was made by Dallas Police Department officials to 
OSWALD as an interrogation technique. 

FRITZ advised that during the interrogation of OSWAID- 
on November 22, 1963, the Dallas Police Department was filled 
with not only numerous law enforcement officers, but also with 
representatives of various news media. He stated there was much 
speculation,' many rumors, and general confu*ion caused by the 
magnitude of the crime of the assassination cf President KENNEDY. 
FRITZ advised the interrogation of OSWAlD vae held at the Homicide 
& Robbery Bureau, cf the D*ll\s Police Department, and Sergeant 
GERALD HILL was not present d irlr.g the interrogation and had no 
way of knowing the progress of the interrogation of OSWALD. 

FRITZ reiterated that he had never before heard the 
statement, "The man (OSWALD), I understand, has resorted to

KENNEDY to Houston and Dallas, EUSTACE had taken a trip to Houston 
and while in the train depot or bus depot had seen two men talk- 
ing together* After the death of President KENNEDY and the 
publishing of pictures of OSWALD and RUBY, he became convinced 
that the two men he had seen talking were OSWALD and RUBY. EUSTACE 
claimed to have reported this matter to authorities, but had not 
identified the authorities, and stated his opinion that little* 
if any, credence was placed in his information. 


The following Investigation was conducted by SA A. 
RAYMOND SWITZER on July 20, 1964 i 

Mrs. MARIE WILLIAMS, Receptionist, Home for Aged Masons, 
Arlington, Texas, advised that WALTER J. EUSTACE, a resident of 
that home, is presently visiting a friend at 4726 Arvilla Lane, 
Houston 21, Texas, and is not expected to return to Arlington, ■ 
Texas, until the first week in August, 1964. Mrs. WILLIAMS said 
EUSTACE visited a lot during the susxser months and returns to the 
home early each month to pick up his Social Security check. She 
said EUSTACE was born November 9, 1880. 
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WALTER J. EUSTACE was interviewed at 24o6 Avenue V t 
Galveston, Texas, and he furnished the following: 


Sometime around the first of November, 1963* he 
was seated in the waiting room at the bus station, Houston, 
Texas, ^when a man, tall, thin, age 30' s, sat down in a se*..i 
about six or eight feet from him. As well as he could re- 
* call, this man was there for about one hour. He did not 
converse with him. While waiting at the bus station, a 
bus from Dallas, Texas, arrived and a man departed from 
the bus with a bag on his shoulder. The above mentioned 
tall, thin man then followed the man with the bag on his 
shoulder from the bus station. A short time later, he 
observed the man with the bag on his shoulder, and this 
mem remarked he was going to New Orleans, Louisiana, to 
visit his sister. 

EUSTACE stated that after President KENNEDY was 
shot, he observed on television and later in the newspapers 
photographs of OSWALD and RUBY. 

EUSTACE selected from a group of photographs a 
photograph of OSWALD as resembling the tall, thin man 
mentioned above and selected the photograph of RUBY as 
resembling the man with the bag on his shoulder as related 
above . 

Mr. EUSTACE advised that he resides at the Home 
for Aged Masons, Arlington, Texas, and will be 84 years old 
in November, 19o4.

City Office advised that KENNER KNIGHT, Security Officer, 
Texoma Lodge, Kingston, Oklahoma, had advised on July 10, 
1964, that MARINA OSWALD, her two children, an older woman, 
and a White male using the name DECLAN P. FORD, 14057 Brook- 
crest, Dallas, Texas, were registered in cabins 37 and 38 at

four days and apparently planned to stay several more days.

which c*ll lasted fourteen minutes. This call was charged to 
Cabin 37, occupied by DECIAN P. FORD. Mr. VAN HISE advised 
that Mr. FORD placed a call to Dallas, Texas, telephone number 
824-4938 for one minute duration. 

Previous investigation has established that tele- 
phone number AD 5-2049 (235-2049) is a non-published telephone 
number in tfcs r„*ma of JEFF SMITH, 639 West Belt Line Road, 
Richardson, Texas, a neighbor of MARINA OSWALD, whose reeidence 
la located at 629 West Belt Line Road, Richardson, Texas.

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B. Information Concerning LEE HARVEY OSWALD Receiving 
"The Militant" and "The WorXer" 
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The President's Commission, by letter dated July 23# 
1964, advised that U. S. Post Office Inspector HARRY D. HOLMES 
had testified that two issues of "The Militant" were found in 
Post Office Box 30061 in New Orleans sometime after November 22, 
1963. These issues of "The Militant" had been addressed to LEE 
flARVEY OSWALD and, apparently through oversight, had not been 
forwarded by the Post Office Department to 2515 West 5th Street, 
Irving, Texas, as OSWALD had instructed. 

The President's Commission requested that efforts be 
made to determine the dates of the above issues and to determine 
if there was any indication OSWALD ever received the October 14, 
1963, issue of "The Militant." 
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HARKt D. HOLMES, U. S. Post Office Inspector, 0. S. Post ■ 
Office Annex, 207 S. Houston Street, advised that on November 22, 1963, 
following the assassination of President JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY he 
telephoned the U. S. Post Office Inspector's office in New Orleans , . 
Louisiana, and spoke with Postal Inspector JOSEPH ZARZA. He stated 
ZARZA informed him that New Orleans Post Office Box 30061 rented by 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD had been closed. ZARZA stated a forwarding order 
had been received and instructed that mail addressed to this box be 
forwarded to 2515 W. 5th Street, Irving, Texas. HOLMES stated ZARZA 
informed him that two issues of "Hie Militant" were then in the box. 
H0LME!> advised he was not informed of the dates of these two issues 
of "The Militant." HOLMES advised he is not a/are of the disposition 
made of these two issues but stated it would be routine to forward 
the issues of "The Militant" according to the order. However, he 
stated, under the circumstances Inspector ZARZA may have handled this 
differently. 
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Mrs. MARINA OSWALD, 629 Belt Line Road, Richardson, Texas, 
was interviewed in the office of her attorney WILLIAM A. McKENZIE, .

A photostat of the October 14, 1963, issue of "The Militant" 
was exhibited to Mrs. 0SWA1D and she was asked if she possessed any 
information indicating that L£E HARVEY OSWALD had received this issue 
of "The Militant." It was pointed out to her that on pages 4, 5, and 6 
of this issue of "The Militant" is an article entitled "What Is Our 
Line? The Line Of Consistent Anti- Imperialism," a major policy speech 
by FIDEL CASTRO. Mrs. OSWALD stated she did not know if her husband, 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD, had received this issue, October 14, 1963, of "The 
Militant" or if he had reed the article appearing on pages 4, S, and 6 
of this issue. Mrs. OSWALD further stated that her husband, I£E HARVEY 
OSWALD, had not discussed this article with her or made any remarks 
concerning this particular speech by CASTRO which would indicate he 
had read "The Militant" for October 14, 1963. 

Mrs. OSWALD advised that in early December, 1963, while she 
was living at the residence of her then business manager, JAMES H. 
MARTIN, in Dallas , Texas , she recalls that four newspapers were for- 
warded to her from New Orleans, Louisiana. She stated two of these 
newspapers were two issues of "The Militant," one issue of "The 
Worker," and she believes the other was a Russian language newspaper. 
She stated she does not recall who delivered these newspapers to her 
but definitely recalls th.at they had been forwarded from the post 
office box that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had rented in New Orleans, Louisiana. 
Mrs. OSWALD stated upon receiving these newspapers she threw them in 
the trash since they were addressed to LEE HARVEY OSWALD, and he 
was dead* She further stated she had no interest in them. She also 
stated she had no idea rf the dates of these particular newspapers. 

She also stated she dees not know if the October 14, 1963, issue of 
"The Militant" wa* among the newspapers she threw away. 
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MICfUEL R. PAINE, 2515 W. 5th Street, Irving, Texas, was ' 
interviewed at bis place of employment. Bell Helicopter Company X . ■ ' 
Research Laboratory, Arlington, Texas.

He was exhibited the October 14, 1963, issue of "The * % 
Militant" and it was pointed out to him that this particular issue 
of "The Militant" on pages 4, 5, and 6 contains an article entitled 
"What Is Our Line? The Line Of Consistent Anti- Imperialism," a 
major policy speech by FIDEL CASTRO. PAINE stated he had no infor- 
mation that LEE HARVEY OSWALD received the October 14, 1963^ issue 
of "The Militant" or any information that OSWALD had read that 
particular article appearing in the October 14, 1963, issue of "The 
Militant." PAINE stated he did not discuss the October 14, 1963, 
issue of "The Militant" with OSWALD nor did OSWALD make any comments 
to him regarding this particular issue of "The Militant" or regarding 
any articles appearing in this particular issue of "The Militant." 


PAINE stated that his discussions with OSWALD usually 
involved discussion of comounism and Russia, and he only recalls one 
occasion in October, 1963, when OSWALD mentioned CASTRO. This was 
following a meeting of the American Civil Liberties Union in Dallas, 
when LEE HARVEY OSWALD stated that a certain individual at this 
meeting, whom MICHAEL PAINE did not know, might be a communist since 
he spoke in favor of FIDEL CASTRO and CASTRO's regime in Cuba. 


PAINE advised he had no information regarding any mail 
forwarded to OSWALD at 2515 W. 5th Street, Irving, Texas, either 
prior to or subsequent to the assassination of President KENNEDY. 
PAINE pointed out that in September, 1962, he moved from 2515 W. 

5th Street, Irving, Texas, at which time he was estranged from his 
wife and did not move back to his Irving residence until a few 
days following the assassination of President KENNEDY. PAINE stated 
that his wife, RUTH PAINE, always removed the mail from the mailbox 
and stated he saw only the mail addressed to him. He said he had 
no information concerning any mail that may have been forwarded to 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD at 2515 W. 5th Street, ' Irving, Texas, from his 
post office box in New Orleans, Louisiana. 
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Mrs, RUIH PAINE, 2515 W. 5th Street, was exhibited the . 
October 14, 1963, issue of "The Militant" and it was pointed out to 
her that this particular issue of "The Militant" on pages 4, 5, end 6 
contains an article entitled "What Is Our Line?

Mrs. PAINE stated she had no information that USE HARVEY 
OSWALD received the October 14, 1963, issue of "The Militant" or 
any information that OSWALD had read that particular article appear- 
ing in the October 14, 1963, issue of "The Militant." Mrs. PAINE 
stated she did not discuss the October 14, 1963, issue of "The 
Militant" with OSWALD nor did OSWALD make any comments to her 
regarding this particular issue of "The Militant" or regarding any 
articles appearing in this particular issue of "The Militant."- 

Mrs. PAINE advised that about a week following the 
assassination of President KENNEDY, she became aware that LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD had read "The Militant" since one issue of "The 
Militant" had been addressed to him at 2515 West 5th Street, 

Irving, Texas. She said she does not know the date of this issue 
of "The Militant" since she did not take it out of its wrapper* 

She stated that OSWALD had one issue of "The Worker" addressed to 
him at 2515 West 5th Street, Irving, Texas, and one copy of a 
Russian newspaper. She said she does not know the date appearing 
on any of these newspapers since she did not open the jackets. 

She advised that the one issue of "The Worker" and the copy of a 
Russian newspaper arrived, addressed to OSWALD at 2515 West 5th 
Street, living, Texas, sometime during the approximate period 
November 12, 1963, to November 29, 1963, but she did not know the 
exact date each arrived. She said she destroyed all three of the 
above-described items sometime within a week or so after the 
assassination and she further advised that MARINA OSWALD did not 
see any of these items. 

Mis. PAINE advised that no mail was forwarded to USE 
HARVEY OSWALD at 2515 W. 5th Street after November 22, 1963. She 
stated ’she is positive that no mail was forwarded to LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD -from New Orleans, Louisiana, following November 22, 1963*

By letter dated July 20, 1964, the President's Commission 
on the Assassination of President Kennedy transmitted a copy of a 
letter directed to the Commission by one Mark Goddard. • 

In Mr. Goddard's letter he reported the owner of Lorene's 
Beauty Shop, Dallas, Texas, had told that her friend, a Mrs. Hall, 
who manages an apartment house on Ewing Avenue, near the residence of 
Jack L. Ruby, had been approached by Lee Harvey Oswald, in person and 
using his true name, to rent an apartment. It was further alleged 
that at the time, a Dallas policeman and his wife, a stripper in a 
downtown night club, lived in the apartment building managed by 
Mrs. Hall. 

The Commission noted that apparently Harry Olsen, ex-police 
officer, lived with his wife, "Kathy Kay" Coleman, one of Ruby's 
dancers, in the building where Oswald sought to rent. The Commission 
requested investigation of the rumor. 

Attached hereto are reports of interviews with Mrs. 

Virginia Towery, owner of Lorene's Beauty Shop, 205 N. Beckley 
Street, Dallas, and Mrs. J. E. (Irene) Hall in the above regard.

Mrs. J. E. (IRENE) HALL, 325 IT. Ewing, Apartment 3, formor 
manager of apartments at 321 and b25 U. Ewing, advisod as follows: 

She became manager of the apartments in December, 1952, 
when they were new. One of her firct renters was Mrs. KATHY KAY 
COLEMAN with her two young daughters, who occupied Apartment 111, 

321 N. Ewing. 

A few months later, Mrs. COLEMAN told her she had married 
HARRY OLSEN, and ho moved in with her. They resided together in the 
same apartment until about January, 1964, when they moved out. 

They caused no trouble of any kind while living there, and were 
regarded as satisfactory tenants. 

Mrs. HALL recalled that a low days before president 
KENNEDY was assassinated in Dallas sho x*ccc-ived a telephone call 
from an unidentified nan asking If sho had a sleeping room for rent. 
She replied that she did not, and there was no further contact with 
him. 

A few days after the assassination, she rocallod being at 
Lorene*s Beauty Shop, 2C5 N. Cocklcy, and discussing the assassi- 
nation with the owner, lira. VIRGINIA TO'./ERY, when it was mentioned 
that LEE HARVEY OSWALD was living in a room on North Bcckley. Just 
to make conversation, and without any foundation, Mrs. IIALL. commented 
she had received a call from a man a few days earlior, inquiring 
about a sleeping room, and that it might possibly have been OSWALD. 
She meant it as a joke and just “beauty shop talk," since there was 
no reason to believe it was OSWALD. 
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Mrs. VIRGINIA TOWERY, 122 N. Beckley Street, owner of 
Lorene's Beauty Shop, 205 N. Beckley Street, advised that a few.^ 5? t ; 
days after President KENNEDY was assassinated in Dallas, Mrs. , 

J. E. (IRENE) HALL, a customer of hers, who was manager of ' 
apartments at 321-325 N. Ewing, made a comment at the beauty 
shop that she had received a call from an unidentified man 
inquiring as to whether she had a bedroom for rent. She told him 
no room was available. Mrs. HALL commented that it might possibly 
have been LEE HARVEY OSWALD since he was said to have rented a room 
in the Oak Cliff section. 

Mrs. TOWERY stated she considered it to be f, beauty shop 
talk," and placed no importance in the comment.

Dr. HENRY J^fiOUSKA, M.D., 333 South East Avenue, Baltimore, ^ j 
stated to a Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) employee that 
ANDREW ZARYK, 237 South Collington Street, Baltimore, Maryland, 
a patient appeared familiar with Soviet Intelligence techniques, 
activities and operations and had undergone Soviet interrogation. 
HOUSKA believed ZARYK a former Soviet citizen and Lieutenant in 
Soviet Army. HOUSKA believed ZARYK possibly knew LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD because of his statements about OSWALD'S one-time 
residence in Minsk, Russia, motivation for plot to assassinate 
President KENNEDY and involvement of JACK RUBY in murder of 
OSWALD. HOUSKA interviewed on July 23, 1964, and stated he 
based his opinion of ZARYK* s knowledge of Soviet intelligence 
activities and interrogation techniques on graphic recital 
of personal experiences while prisoner of the Soviets in 1940-1941. 
HOUSKA stated ZARYK never claimed Soviet citizenship or 
military service, but appeared disciplined and alert which indicated 
military training to him. HOUSKA stated ZARYK did not admit any 
personal knowledge about OSWALD or JACK RUBY or their connection 
with assassination of President KENNEDY. Upon interview by FBI 
on July 23, 1964, ANDREW ZARYK, aka. ANDREI ZARYK said he was a 
Canadian citizen on visit to the U. S. ZARYK stated he was a 
prisoner of Soviets during 1940- 1941 and subjected to long tedious 
and painful interrogation. ZARYK denied any Soviet citizenship

or military service. ZARYK claims no factual knowledge of 
Soviet intelligence services, activities and operations. ZARYK 
denies any travel to Minsk or any part of Russia in his lifetime. 
ZARYK denies any factual information regarding a plot to 
assassinate President KENNEDY, knowledge of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 
MARINA OSWALD or JACK RUBY. ZARYK admits he spent considerable 
time reading about the assassination and formed an opinion which 
he expounded to others, to the effect that interrogation tactics 
of Soviets, if used on JACK RUBY and MARINA OSWALD, might result 
in solution of a plot which may have originated in the Soviet 
Union. ZARYK admits his opinions and conclusions motivated by 
emotional distress over untimely death of President KENNEDY. 
Description of ZARYK set forth. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service advised ZARYK* s Canadian visitor’s visa had expired and 
deportation proceedings will be instituted. 
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DETAILS: AT BALTIMORE, MARYLAND 


By memorandum dated July 16, 1964, the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA), Washington, D. C., advised the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation that a current CIA employee furnished the 
following information concerning ANDREW* ZARYK, 237 South Collington 
Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland, which he received from 'a physician. 

Dr. HENRY J. HOUSKA, 333 South East Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland. 

Dr. HOUSKA told the CIA employee that ZARYK was a 
medical patient who was a former Soviet citizen and Lieutenant in 
the Soviet Army. Dr. HOUSKA also stated to the CIA employee 
that ZARYK was familiar with Soviet intelligence techniques, 
espionage, counter-espionage and assassinations and that he at 
one time had undergone eleven weeks or eleven months of Soviet 
interrogation. It was Dr. HOUSKA’s opinion that ZARYK possibly 
knew, or knew of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. ZARYK told Dr. HOUSKA that 
OSWALD lived in Minsk, the location of the training center for 
Soviet assassination missions. According to Dr. HOUSKA, it was 
ZARYK* s opinion that OSWALD was a trained assassin motivated by 
promise of a reward by the Soviets if he accomplished his mission 
and escaped but, if caught, the Soviets would deny any 
connection with him. ZARYK told Dr. HOUSKA that he believed 
the assassination of President KENNEDY was a Soviet plot and that 
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JACK RUBY and LEE HARVEY OSWALD were acquainted with each other 
and that RUBY murdered OSWAID because OSWALD had been caught and 
was in the hands of American authorities. Dr. HOUSKA gave the CIA 
employee the impression that ZARYK had been in the United States 
only a short time, possibly two years or less. 
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Dr. HENRY J. HOUSKA, Medical Physician. 333 South East 
Street, Baltimore, Maryland, residence address 32l4 Montebello 
Terrace, Baltimore, Maryland, voluntarily furnished the following 
information: Dr. HOUSKA has been treating as patients the family 

of ANDREW ZARYK, who reside at 237 South Collington Avenue, 
Baltimore, Maryland, for the past four months. In conversation 
with ZARYK, Dr. HOUSKA gained the impression that ZARYK has been 
in the United States only a short time, possibly two years. 

Dr. HOUSKA stated that he is very interested in the 
background stories of his patients, who are for the most part, 
displaced persons and foreign-born. On the few visits to Dr. 
HOUSKA* s office, ZARYK impressed HOUSKA with his familiarity 
of Soviet interrogation techniques, and stated he at one time 
had undergone eleven weeks or eleven months of Soviet 
interrogation. ZARYK created the impression in Dr. HOUSKA's 
mind that he was well versed in Soviet intelligence techniques 
because he, himself, had been a victim of their oppression. 

Dr. HOUSKA stated that ZARYK never indicated to him any former 
Soviet citizenship or military rank in the Soviet Army, but 
. that his mannerisms conveyed the military bearing of a disciplined 
and alert lieutenant in the service of a Soviet or Soviet- 
dominated nation. Dr. HOUSKA said he had considered inviting 
ZARYK to speak at a professional meeting of doctors in his 
neighborhood on Soviet intelligence and other topics. 

. On the subject of President KENNEDY'S assassination, 

ZARYK told Dr. HOUSKA that since LEE HARVEY OSWAID once lived In 
Russia, he may have possibly been trained in Minsk, the location 
of a training center for Soviet assassination missions. Therefore, 
he felt OSWALD, as a trained assassin, was motivated by the 
promise of a reward by the Soviets if successful in the mission 
to assassinate President KENNEDY, but would be doomed if caught. 
ZARYK told Dr. HOUSKA in his opinion the assassination of 
President KENNEDY was a Soviet plot and JACK RUBY was a part of 
the plot. It was RUBY'S duty to murder OSWALD because OSWALD had 
been caught and was in the hands of American authorities. 
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Dr. HOUSKA stated as a result of the above statements 
by ZARYK, he was led to believe that ZARYK possibly knew, or knew 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S activities prior to returning to the 
United States. Dr. HOUSKA did not solicit any added information 
or verification from ZARYK on his opinion of President KENNEDY'S 
assassination, and ZARYK did not volunteer any other information 
on the subject.

Dr. HOUSKA stated he knew nothing about ZARYK* s 
background other than the statements made by ZARYK to him that he 
was a victim of Soviet interrogations and related techniques. 
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ANDREW ZARYK, sheet metal helper, 237 South 
Collington Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland, furnished the following 
information voluntarily: - . . 

ZARYK stated that he was born ANDREI CARYK 
March 17,^-920 > &£ Zerwanycia, Ukraine, the eldest son of DMYTRO; ,■*- 
_ and ANNA ^tARKOT^GARYK , whose present address is 237 South 

Collington Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland.' ZARYK said he legally 
changed the spelling of his Ukrainian surname from CARYK to ZARYK 
after arrival in Canada in 1948. ZARYK stated he is a Canadian 
citizen but since 1956 has been making frequent trips to the 
United States to -visit his parents in Baltimore.

ZARYK 1 s wife, MARIA, nee"-BYL0, was born on July 29, 

1929, at Zerwanycia, Ukraine; his son, ROMAN DMYTRO, was born 

June 10, 1957, at Toronto, Canada; his daughter, ANNA SOFIA, was 

born July 10, i960, at Toronto, Canada. ^ ' j'- 

ZARYK stated his brother, TEODOR" CARYK, is an 
employee of the Library of Congress in Washington, D. C. 

Another brother, MIKHAIIr^GARYK, is employed by the Continental 
Can Company, Baltimore, Maryland. ZARYK's two sisters, ANASTASIA 
ALEKSIUK, and PARANIArMAKSYMIUK are married, housewives, and reside 
in Baltimore, Maryland. - < -4~ / 

J" Since November, 1961, ZARYK and family have 

lived in the United States on a visitor’s permit, returning 

every six months for a period of about two weeks to comply with 
Canadian immigration requirements. ZARYK said he understood that 
he could continue to maintain his residence and his employment 
in the United States on this basis, as long as he paid his income 
taxes and social security taxes. He said he filed an Alien's 
Address Report Form #1-53, in January, 1964, with the local 
Immigration and Naturalization Service Office. 


ZARYK said he is employed as a sheet metal helper by 
the Lenderking Metal Products Company, Incorporated, 1000 South 
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Linwood Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland. His wife, MARIA, is 

employed as a charwoman by Commercial Credit of Maryland, Incorporate 

300 North St. Paul Street, Baltimore, Maryland. 

ZARYK and his family make their Baltimore home at the . 
residence of his parents, 237 South Collington Avenue, and list 
123 Kendall Avenue, Toronto, Canada, as their most recent 
Canadian address. It is ZARYK's intention to eventually file 
application for citizenship in the United States. 

ZARYK furnished the following background data on 
himself: He attended public school at Belejiw, Poland, while 

his father was employed as a secretary in the Polish government 
from 1921 to 1939, under the regimes of MARSHAL PILSUDSKI and 
others. During the war between Poland and Germany, Russians 
entered the city and he was sent home to Zerwanycia. He learned 
the Russians were looking for him and to avoid military service 
he spent three months in the Polish underground. However, he was 
picked up by the Soviet military secret police in August, 1940, 
and sent to jail in Stanislav. He was interrogated extensively 
during the ensuing 11-month period by the N.K.V.D. and 
urged to give false testimony about his father's political 
activities against the Soviet government. He steadfastly refused 
and thereupon was subjected to painfully persuasive tactics 
on occasion to change his story about his father. 

One of the methods described by ZARYK as used by 
his interrogators was the tactic of placing his hands in the 
space between the edge of the door and the frame and then slowly 
closing the door, thus wedging the fingers in a vise- like grip. 

Sharp long needles would then be placed under the fingernails of 
ZARYK's hands until the pain became unbearable and the desired 
testimony would be forthcoming. 

ZARYK escaped from the Soviet jail on July 7 , 1941, 
and made his way to Chortkow where he was conscripted as a farm 
laborer and taken to Germany in 1942. From 1945 to 1948 he spent 
his time in a Displaced Persons camp in Munich working on a police 
detail. In November, 1949, he emigrated to Canada, where he secured 
work in a Hydro-Electric plant near Mattawa, Canada. In 1950 he 
moved to Toronto, Canada, where he married his present wife. He 
held various unskilled jobs in Canada during the period 1950-1961* 

ZARYK denied he had ever been a Soviet citizen or 
member of a Soviet or Soviet-dominated Army. He said he never 
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had or claimed to have any knowledge of Soviet intelligence 
services, activities and operations. He said the only experience 
he encountered with Soviet intelligence units was during long 
painful and tedious interrogations to which Ukrainians, Poles 
and others suspected of activity against the Soviets were exposed. 
These interrogations, ZARYK claims, have forever established in 
his mind the ruthless and methodical methods which the Soviets 
use to get the desired results. He said he had never visited 
or traveled to Minsk or any part of Russia and any knowledge of 
Minsk's importance to the Soviet intelligence setup has been 
realized by reading books and newspapers. 

ZARYK said he has no factual information regarding 
any plot to assassinate President KENNEDY. ZARYK stated he had 
no personal knowledge of or acquaintance with LEE HARVEY OSWAID, 
MARINA OSWALD , his wife, or JACK RUBY. 

ZARYK said he spent considerable time reading papers, 
periodicals and pamphlets about the KENNEDY assassination and had 
concluded in his own mind that OSWALD was a trained assassin, who 
was schooled by the Soviets to complete his mission for a promise 
of a reward if successful. However, ZARYK believes because of 
OSWALD'S capture and arrest by the police, JACK RUBY, an acquaintanc 
of OSWALD, murdered OSWALD to silence him forever. 

ZARYK believes that if JACK RUBY were subjected to 
interrogation tactics, similar to the ones used on ZARYK as well 
as other prisoners of the Soviets, RUBY might produce the solution 
of a plot which may have had its beginnings in the Soviet Union. 
ZARYK said he would also question the sincerity of MARINA OSWAID, 
since her departure from Soviet Russia as OSWALD'S wife appeared 
to be arranged very easily. ZARYK did not have any basis for his 
feeling about MARINA OSWALD, except to comment that she "is a 
Russian at heart." ZARYK stated that he discussed his theory 
on tactics for use in interrogating spies and enemies of the 
United States Government, as well as JACK RUBY, with several 
Baltimore people, among whom was his family physician. Dr. HENRY 
J. HOUSKA. 

ZARYK concluded that his personal impressions on 
handling individuals such as LEE HARVEY OSWALD and JACK RUBY were 
motivated by his emotional distress over the untimely death of a 
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man dear to all grateful citizens of countries behind the Iron 
Curtain, for whom President KENNEDY was a shining beacon of 
hope in an era of tragedy. He allowed that his convictions 
on the Presidents assassination may have caused some people 
to believe he was familiar with Soviet intelligence services 
and techniques to a greater degree than stated above.

HERBERT LOVETT, Investigator, Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, 707 Calvert Street, Baltimore, Maryland, 
made available ANDREW ZARYK's Form 1-53 "Address Report" 
filed with Immigration and Naturalization Service on January 29, 
1964. 

The form reflected that ZARYK was a visitor from 
Canada, who entered the United States at Niagara Falls, New York, 
on June 30, 1963* He listed his occupation as a sheet metal 
helper employed by the Lenderking Metal Products Company, 
Incorporated, 1000 South Linwood Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland. 

ZARYK listed March 17, 1920, Ukraine, as his birth 
date and country of birth. He stated that he was visiting his . 
parents residing at 237 South Collington Street, Baltimore, 
Maryland. In addition to ZARYK's Form 1-53, three other 
similar forms were on file for MARIA, ROMAN DMYTRO and ANNA 
SOFIA, wife and children of ANDREW ZARYK. 

Mr. LOVETT stated that no application for extension 
of visitor's permits had been filed by the ZARYKS and since 
original permits have expired in January, 1964, the ZARYKs are 
subject to deportation proceedings. He stated such proceedings 
will be instituted.

Comments of anti-Castro Cubans re Oswald 

The "Shreveport Times," Shreveport, Louisiana, issue 
of April 26, 1964, reported a talk made by Or. J0RG5''GARCIA- 
MONTEZ, former Prime Minister of Cuba, before approximately 
.200 delegates to the 84th Annual Louisiana Press Association 
Convention at the LeSands Western Hills Hotel, Bossier City, 
on April 25, 1964. 

This article reports Dr. GARCIA -MONTEZ as stating 
that inflammatory speeches against- the United States and 
President KENNEDY helped incite LEE OSWALD to assassinate the 
President. This article quoted GARCIA -MONTEZ as stating: 

"Oswald was a devoted Fldelista as was proved by 
his activities in New Orleans before the assassination, and 
he must have known of Castro's speeches in which he said he 
feared rapproachment between Russia and the United States and 
called the President a 'ruffian' and leaders of the United 
States 'gangsters and pirates.' " 

GARCIA -MONTEZ is further quoted as stating: 

"I do not say that Castro induced Oswald to murder 
t~ President Kennedy, what I do say is that the peculiar plant 
* ’ of Castro ideology was responsible for that murder of the 

President of the United States. If Castro would not have been 
helped by the United States Government to win power or if his 
regime would have been suppressed at the Bay of Pigs or before, 
the President of the United States would be alive today." 

This article contained a photograph of Dr. GARCIA- 
MONTEZ and SERGIO ROJAS, former Cuban Ambassador to Great 
Britain, showing Dr. GARCIA -MONTEZ holding a picture reportedly 
taken at a Castro rally before the assassination of President 
KENNEDY, which picture bears the inscription "Here lies Kennedy. . 
The Cuban revolution killed him." 

SERGIO ROJAS was also reported to have made a talk 
to this convention, both GARCIA-MONTEZ and K«.«JAS expressed 
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dissatisfaction with the restrictions placed by the United 
States on efforts of Cuban refugees to take action against 
the Cuban Government.

Therefore, It might be possible to ascertain the 
Identities of persons who made applications at New Orleans, 
Louisiana during the pertinent period by reviewing his Agency's 
dally teletypes from New Orleans, Louisiana, to Washington, 

D. C. for the period of June 17, 19^3, through July 1, 1963. 

Mr. MADDOCKS stated that If the identities of these 
Individuals can be ascertained frou these dally teletypes, 
the desired information can be obtained from their applications, 
which are on file at Washington, D. C. 

Mr. MADDOCKS advised that during the period of June 
17, 1963, through July 1, 1963, a total of 280 applications 
for passports were made In person by individuals at New 
f' Orleans, Louisiana. Mr. MADDOCKS further stated that during 
*' this same period, an additional 2091 applications for passports 
were received by his office through the mall. 

On June 22, 1P64, Mr. YAZ>WS>, Act lag Agent 

in Charge, Passport Agency, Department of State, 701 Loyola 
Avenue, New Orleans, Louisiana, furnished the following 
information regarding the administrative handling of passport 
applications personally presented at his agency's New Orleans 
office. 

Mr. Jf.APDOCKS informed that wh-^i an individual presents 
an application for a passport, an employee at r.V» counter first 
checks the application to b* sure that it i* properly filled 
out and signed. This employee also checks th?> applicant's 
evidence of citizenship and also Insures that the money accompany- 
ing the application for the passport is correct. 

When everything Is in order this employe* then stamps 
the date the application was perr-roaMy pre^v.t ■*d on the 
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execution part of the passport application. This date then 
becomes the date of the formal application for the passport. 

Mr. MADDOCKS informed that the application, 
together with the money, be it a check, money order or cash, 
is then sent to his agency's cashier who inserts a part of 
the application in a cash register, and, at the time the 
amount of money is "rung up" on the cash register, a date is 
also stamped by the cash register on the passport application. 
This date is known as the cashier's date stamp. Mr. MADDOCKS 
stated thereafter cards are made of the applicant's name and 
address for administrative handling and the applicant's name 
is included with other names in a TWX which is sent to the 
passport office in Washington, D. C. 

Mr. MADDOCKS stated that generally the date shown 
by the cashier* 8 date stamp and the date shown by the execution 
date stamp on the passport application would b6 the same except 
for the following reasons: 

He Informed that his agency's office closes at 5 p.m. 
each week day. However, at 4 p.m. each week day no additional 
applications and money are sent to the cashier. The cashier 
from 4 to 5 p.m. "balances out", that is, insures that the 
amount of money shown on the cashier's tab for that day balances 
with the amount of money on hand. Therefore, any applications 
- 7 personally brought to his agency's office between 4 and 5 p.m.,' 
would be stamped at the counter bearing that date in the 
execution part of the passport application. However, the 
application would not be sent to the cashier until the 
following day at which time the cashier's date stamp would 
be applied.

"Conversation Carte Blanche ^*, Radio Station

On May 27, 1964, JOHN^CORPORAN, Hews Director, Radio 
and Television Station WDSU, 520 Royal Street, Kew Orleans, 
Louisiana, stated that his station maintains the original 
tape of the radio program entitled "Conversation Carte Blanche", 
which was broadcast over WDSU Radio on August 21, 1963. Mr. 
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CORPORAN stated that on the program of August 21, 1963, LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD was a participant. Mr. CORPORAN advised that * 
he would have CHARLES H. FLOTTE, an engineer with WDSU Radio, 
make a copy of the original tape and that this copy could 
subsequently be obtained from VERA GILBERT, Mr. CORPORAN *s 
secretary. 

On May 29, 1964, CHARLES K^VlOTTR, Engineer Radio 
and Television Station WDSU, 620 Royal Street, New Orleans, 
Louisiana, advised that on May 27, 1964, he tad made a copy 
of the original tape of the pregram "Conversation Carte Blanche**, 
which was broadcast over Radio Station WDSU, New Orleans, 
Louisiana, on August 21, 1963. Mr. F LOTTE advised that he had 
attached a t8g to the spool containing the copy he had made 
in order to identify the contents of the tape. He. advised 
that he had made the following notation? on this tag, 

’’Lee Oswald tape dub from Master Carte Blanche of 8/21/63**. 

Mr. FLOTTE advised that he had initialled this tag and also 
made the notation "dubbed 5/27/64". 

Mr. FLOTTE stated that after h* had made this 
copy he gave it to VERA GILBERT on May 27, 1964. Mr. FLOTTE 
suggested that the copy be wrapped in aluminum foil to prevent 
possible erasure of its contents. 

On May 29, 1964, Miss VERA 'GILBERT, Secretary 
to News Director, JOHN CORPORAN, Radio and Television Station 
WDSU, 520 Royal Street, New Orleans, Louisiana, furnished 
the copy from the original tape of the program "Conversation 
Carte Blanche” which program was broadcast over WDSU Radio, • 

New Orleans, Louisiana on August 21, 1963. She stated this 
copy had been given to her by CHARLES H. FLOTTE, an engineer 
at the station, on May 27, 1964, and that she had kept this 
copy in her possession since that time. 

Miss GILBERT stated that she had affixed her initials 
and the date "5/27/64" to the tag attached to the spool. 

Upon receipt of the tape from Miss GILBERT, Special 
Agent STEPHEN M. CALLENDER of the FBI, initialed the tag and 
placed the date of ’'5/29/64" thereon.

Confidential Informant NO T-l advised on Kay 15# 
1964, that CARLOS JOSE BRINGUIER, 510 Adele Street, Apartment 
P, New Orleans, Louisiana, had mentioned that prior to leaving 
on a trip on May 7# 19^4, that he was writing a book, which 
he is in a hurry to conclude. NO T-l added that BRINGUIER 
is a delegate to the Student Revolutionary Directorate.

NO T-l added that there will apparently be no actual 
facts on which to support this alleged relationship. NO T-l 
stated that BRINGUIER will probably relate certain incidents 
that BRINGUIER will use to create a doubt that 03VAID acted 
alone in the assassination of President JOHtf F. KENNEDY. 

NO T-l stated that the Student Revolutionary

There was a large crowd of people in the establishment 
at the time but he could not recall the identity of any other 
customers or any of the employees who were there at the time. 

The WHITES wanted to play shuffleboard and were looking 
for partners. They found a Latin American man, description, 
name, and location unknown, who agreed to be Mrs. WHITE** 
partner. Mr, WHITE went over to A table wheru two men and 
two women were eating and asked the older and larger of the 
two men if he would care to play shuffleboard. The man, 
who Mr. WHITE later stated he believed was JACK RUBY, stated 
that he did not want to play but perhaps the younger man 
at the table would like to play as WHITE'S partner. 


The younger man, who WHITE later stated he believed 
was LEE HARVEY OSWALD, stated that although he had never 
played the game before he would like to play. 


WHITE added that while they were playing shuffleboard 
the young mem who was his partner, mentioned that the other 
man who remained at the table operated a night club and that they 
were in Kerrville for a vacation and he wondered where a good 
place to stay would be. WHITE added that he did not recommend 
any place in particular but stated that there were numerous 
motels in the area.

College, was reinterviewed on Julv 13. 1964. 

In this connection, it is to be noted Mr. WALLACE, 
when interviewed previously, advised that he could not tell 
from any of his records what date the book entitled Soviet 
Co.TUiunism was returned to the college from the Universal™ 
look binding Company after it had been bound. 


During the interview on July 13, 1964, Mr. WALLACE 
as asked to review the procedure utilized in recording the 
•late when library books are sent to the bindery for binding. 

He advised that the library does not record the date on 
which a book is sent to the bindery for binding. He 
explained that at the time * particular book is sent to 
the bindery, the library makes a bindery slip which consists 
of th^ original and a duplicate copy. This bindery slip 
contains the library's instructions to the bindery concerning 
the work to be done on the book, but it does not list a 
date thereon. The original of the bindery slip accompanies 
the book to the bindery. The carbon copy is maintained 
at the library. When the work on the book at the bindery 
: : completed, the bindery pastes the original bindery 
-xip in the book and returns the book to the library. The . 
’ibrary, upon receipt of the book, removes the original 
of the bindery slip and matches it with ths carbon copy 
which has been maintained at the library. Both are 
destroyed after the library examines the book to determine 
if the bindery perfbmed the appropriate work on the book; 
therefore, no permanent record of this procedure is maintained. 


WALLACE was asked if the date a particular book 
was sent to the bindery would be placed on the book pocket 
card after the book was returned to the library from the 
bindery, and he replied that this would not be done. 

It was pointed out to WALLACE that STEVE^SMYERS , 
the e mploy ee of tt»e Universal Book Binding. Company, who found 
this book, Soviet ‘Communism ,'~on~~the street in San Antonio, 

•had advised that he, SMVERS, upon finding the book in 

•April 1964, had observed a card in the book with a notation 

— - _ ■ - - _ . .. , „ . .■■■■■ 
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to the effect that the book had been charged out to 
the book binding company in January 1964, possibly 
January 20, 1964. WALLACE was asked if he could recall 
such a date on the book pocket card when the book was -• 
returned to him in April 1964, WALLACE replied that he ' " A. " 
recalled there was a date on this card, but he could not 
remember what the date was. He pointed out, however, 
that this date was written on the card in what appeared 
to be the same red ink as the other notations or markings 
in question had been written. He pointed out that this 
date on this card was not an official check-out date from 
the library. 

WALLACE was asked if it were possible that the 
library could receive the book, Soviet Communism , in 
June 1962 and yet not dispatch it to the book binding 
company for binding until January 1964, He pointed out 
that the normal procedures of the library would be to 
send this book to the bindery prior to January 1964. 

He pointed out that under the general practice of the 
library the book would have been kept in the library 
for four or five months at the most before it was sent 
to the binding company and it probably would have been 
sent no later than the Fall of 1962, However, WALLACE 
explained that there are no present available records 
to reflect the date when this book was sent to the bindery, 

WALLACE, in conclusion, again commented that 
it was-his belief that the markings or notations in 
question were placed in the book after its return from 
the binding company and that these were made as a prank 
and are of no significance, 

WALLACE advised that the book, Soviet Communism. 
was eight inches in length. 
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On July 13, 1964, STEVE SMYERS, Estimator, 

Universal Book Binding Company t was reinterviewed* 



In this connection, it is to be noted Mr* 
SMYERS, when previously interviewed, advised that when he 
found this book, Soviet Communism , on the street in San 
Antonio in April 19 6 V,” "he had observed that the card in 
the book had a notation to the effect that the book had 
be ;n charged out to the book binding company from San 
, , .uonio College in January 1964* He stated at that time 
he was not certain as to the exact date, but believed it 
to have been January 20, 1964, Also at that time, he 
exhibited the only records of his company that, in his 
estimation, could pertain to this book* A part of these 
records was a work sheet which reflected that eight books 
had been handled on that particular order; however, these 
books were not listed by title, but by length in inches* 


During the interview on July 13, 1964, SMYERS 
again exhibited the above-mentioned work sheet which 
reflected that of the eight books listed therein, only 
two were books of eight inches in length* In this regard, 
it will be noted that Mr. JAMES 0. WALLACE, Librarian, 
Antonio College, had advised that the book, Soviet 
Communism , was eight inches in length* 

_ SMYERS explained that of the two eight-inch 
books listed on the work sheet, one could be .eliminated 
inasmuch as the work sheet reflected that this book was 
from a matched set. SMYERS pointed out that the book, 
Soviet Communism , was not from a matched set. 

During this interview with SMYERS, it was pointed 
out to him that Mr. WALLACE, the librarian at San Antonio 
College, had advised that the date on which the book was 
sent to the bindery would not have been placed on the. 
book pocket card after the book was returned to the library 
from the bindery. SMYERS reiterated that when he found 
this book on the street in April 1964 there was a. date 
stamped on the book pocket card and the date was in 
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Janu'ary 1964 and SMYERS believes it to be a date on or 
about January 20 , ^1964*. He explained that this date 
was staged with & rubber stamp and th$.t there ^some 
notation on this card reflecting the book had keen 
checked out to the bindery br for binding* He stated 
nothing eloe appeared on the card, other than a penned 
or pencilled notation which read either "LEE H. OSWALD" 
or "LEE HARVEY OSWALD." He pointed out that because 
of this date in January 1964, which he observed on the 
card,. he felt that the notation was a prank*

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BASIS FOR INQUIRY 


As has been previously reported, investigation 
disclosed that one H. O. LEE, believed to be identical with 
OSWALD, departed Mexico City at 8:30 AM on October 2, 1963, 
on bus No, 332 of a bus line called "Autobuses Transportes 
del Norte" (hereinafter referred to as Transportes del .Norte), 
A total of sixteen passengers, including LEE, boarded the bus 
in Mexico City with destinations of Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, 
Mexico; Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico; Laredo, Texas; and 
points beyond. Ten additional passengers boarded the same 
bus in San Luis Potosi, State of San Luis Potosi, Mexico,

INTERVIEW OF PEDRO GONZALEZ YE RENA 


On July 10, 1964, PEDRO GONZALEZ YERENA, Carrizo 
Oil Camp, Municipal District of Cardenas, Tabasco, Mexico, 
furnished the following information to a confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past. 


PEDRO-^GONZALEzHeRENA advised that his permanent 
residence is located at Porfirio Diaz No, 716 Sur, Monterrey, 
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Group 1 
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„ ..ncTTmvi'n downgrading and 
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Nyievo Leon, Mexico. The headquarters of the firm which 
employs him, the Compania Constructora de Gaseoductos y 
O$.eoductos, is located on the Monterrey— Saltillo Highway at .. 
a place known as Santa Catarina. 

GONZALEZ stated be, MAXIMINO ESQUIVEL, CECILIO 
CARDENAS , and JOSE CRUZ CUELLAR had been looking for work in 
Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, in early October, 1963. They 
had also sought work in the State of Michoacan, Mexico, but 
had been unsuccessful and had decided to return to Monterrey, 
Nuevo Leon, Mexico. 

On October 2, 1963, they boardod a bus of the 
company called "Camiones Azules’ 1 (Blue Buses) at Guadalajara, 
Jalisco, Mexico, and arrived at San Luis Potosi, State of 
San Luis Potosi, Mexico, at about 2:00 or 3:00 PM. 

They immediately boarded a Transportes del Norte 
bus bound for Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico. This bus had 
come from Mexico, D. F., Mexico, and was destined for 
Monterrey and Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico. 

CECILIO CARDENAS and GONZALEZ occupied seats which - 
were numbered somewhere between 20 and 24 on the same side 
of the bus occupied by the driver. An American occupied a 
seat almost opposite them. This American was wearing a blue 
coat and a sport shirt. GONZALEZ stated he is certain this 
American is the same individual whose photographs have appeared 
in the newspapers as being the alleged assassin of President 
KENNEDY. GONZALEZ claimed that when he saw the photographs 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD in the newspapers he knew he had seen 
OSWALD before, but had been unable to recall exactly where. 

GONZALEZ claimed to be certain that he now recalled 
very clearly that the American on the bus between San Luis 
Potosi and Monterrey was LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

GONZALEZ, pointed out that he and his friends had 
purchased a wooden container of tequila in Guadalajara and 
had been steadily drinking tequila from the time they left 
Guadalajara. JOSE CRUZ CUELLAR invited the American, on 
several occasions, to have some tequila, but the American 
always refused by shaking his head. GONZALEZ recalled that 
the bus driver had finally requested GONZALEZ and his friends 
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to stop drinking and to stop bothering the other passengers • 


? GONZALEZ stated that be bad descended from the bus 
a few blocks before it reached the bus terminal at a location 
near bis borne. Therefore, GONZALEZ stated, be bad no further 
information concerning the activities of OSWALD.

AT BUFFALO, NEW YORK 

On July 31, 1964, THOMKS- S GOVIO, 11 Garden Street, 
Buffalo, Ke;i York, stated that he was born in Buffalo, New York, 
on October 17# 1916, that in 1935 he traveled to Moscow, Russ ia, 
with his mother and his sister, GRACE. He stated the purpos'd 
of their travel was to join his father, an Italian citizen, who ’/• 
upon being deported from the United States in 1932 for Communist 
activities had chosen to be deported to Russia. 

THOMAS SGOVIO stated he resided in Moscow, Russia, 
from 1535 to March, 1938, was arrested in March, 1938, after 
seeking assistance from the United States Embassy for return 
to the United States, and spent the period from March, 1938. 
to 1946 in concentration camps. He resided from 1945 to 1948 
outside of Moscow, but periodically visited there. He was 
re-arrested and was in concentration camps from December, 1948, 
to 1954, and then resided in Moscow again from 1954 to January, 
I960. In January, i960, he was permitted to leave Russia with 
his mother and traveled with her to Italy. His sister, whose 
name is now GRACB^fiSlTCHrBOGGAY, was permitted to leave Russia 
in November, 1962, and traveled to Italy. THOMAS SGOVIO re-entered 
the United States from Italy in April, 1963. His mother and 
sister are presently residing at Via Montello 28, Modugno Bari, 
Italy, awaiting permission from United States Authorities for 
his mother, who never became a United States citizen, to re-enter

THOMAS SGOVIO stated that the name LEV or LEO SETYAEV Is 
completely unknown to him. 

He stated that the names ANNETTE or ANITA MAY 2UG0FF, * 
ANNETTE HENKIN or HENKINA, ANNETTE SETYAEV. hM 'MOSCOW MOLLY" 
are completely unknown to him. He added he d -c.s recognize the 
last name HENKIN as being that of a faunous a.; v or and variety 
show star in Moscow, Russia, as of 1935 when he himself arrived 
there. This HENKIN, first ncune unrecalled, was already quite an 
old man in 1935> and has probably been dead for many years . 

A group photograph containing pictures of NIKOLAI 
SERGEYEV, ANNETTE HENKINA (new SETYAEV, also known as "MOSCOW 
MOLLY,"), JOE ADAMOV, ANN ABELLS BUCAR, SERGEI RUDIN, and LUCY 
PRAVDINA were displayed to THOMAS SGOVIO. 
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f SG0VI0 stated the photograph of and the name NIKOLAI 

SERGEYEV are unknown to him. : 4 .:^^-. 

He stated the photograph of ANNETTE HENKINA is unknown 

to him. 

He recognized the photograph of . JQ E-~ABAMDV as being / 
that of someone he had known in Moscow, but could not recall 
this person's name. When the name JOE ADAMOV liras mentioned, 

SGOVIO immediately knew the name and stated he feels sure the 
photograph is that of JOE ADAMOV. SGOVIO' s knowledge of JOE 
ADAMOV will be set forth below. 

SGOVIO was unable to recognize the photograph of 
ANNABELLE 1 BUCAR, and when this name was mentioned to him, he 
stated that although he had seen ANNABELLE BUCAR in Moscow on 
possibly three or four occasions during the 1954-195^ period, 
he never knew her personally, and still could not state 
definitely that the photograph is that of BUCAR. SGOVIO* s 
knowledge of BUCAR will be set forth below.. 

SGOVIO stated the photograph of SERGEI RUDIN is 
definitely that of an individual he had known in Moscow named 
EDDIE RUDERMAN, but that he had never known him to use the name 
SERGEI RUDIN. SGOVIO 's knowledge of RUDERMAN will be set forth 
below. 

SGOVIO stated that the photograph of and the name LUCY 
PRAVDINA are unlcnown to him. 

SGOVIO stated that he first met JOE ADAMOV in Moscow, 
Russia, in 1954, shortly after he himself returned to Moscow 
after his second imprisonment. SGOVIO 's sister, GRACE, was then 
working for Mos-Filra (sin apparent contraction for Moscow Film, 
although this full name was never used), was acquainted with 
JOE ADAMOV, and took SGOVIO to meet ADAMOV in an attempt to get 
SGOVIO a job with Mos-Film, but the job never materialized. ADAMOV 
was at that time the head of the American Section of Radio Moscow, 
was connected with Mos-Film, served as a translator and guide for 
American delegations and entertainers visiting Moscow, and seemed 
to have his fingers in just about everything connected with the 
radio and public relations field. He was regarded generally as 
being very well off financially and was continuously referred to 
by those who knew him as the “American Millionaire" or the 
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"Mo 3 cow Millionaire." Most of SGOVTO's knowledge concerning H 
ADAMOV came to him from his sister, GRACE. GRACE had stated . 
that! she herself was not sure of ADAMOV' s origin, but that he 
either was born in the United States or had spent several years 
in the United States as a youngster. She had said that during 
the early 1930's ADAMOV had at tend ed the Anglo-American School 
in Moscow with J OSEPH--£ffiITCtt = i5U(JLr7iY, the latter subsequently 
becoming GRACE'S husband. GRACE had also heard ADAMOV «s 
father was an American. SGOVIO stated that ADAMOV was quite 
an important person in Moscow during the 1954-1960 period, and 
that his name and picture frequently appeared in the newspapers. 

It was the opinion of SGOVIO and of others who knew ADAMOV that 
the latter was connected with the Russian Secret Police because 
of the Jobs held by ADAMOV and his general air of self-confidence. 


THOMAS SGOVIO stated he never had personally known 
AIRIABELIiEiBUOARr' but that she was generally known in Moscow 
in the middle 1950' s as an American who had defected to Russia 
while working for the American Embassy there, and who subsequently 
wrote a book in Russia defaming American Embassy personnel. 

SGOVIO himself read the book. SGOVIO 's sister knew who BUCAR 


was because BUCAR resided in the same apartment building as 
an American named GOLDIE PORTNOI, and GRACE on one occasion in 
1954 or 1955 pointed BUCAR out to SGOVIO. SGOVIO recalls 


knowing that BUCAR was married to a Russian opera singer named 
KONSTANTIN LAPSHIN. GRACE had heard through some artist friend 
who knew ANNABELLE BUCAR that BUCAR' s husband was a drunkard 


and frequently beat her up as a result of which BUCAR was very 
unhappy with life in general. SGOVIO believed BUCAR worked 
for Radio Moscow. .• ... 



SGOVIO stated that EDDIIi ’.RUDERMAN* was already in Moscow 
in 1935 when SGOVIO arrived there. SGOVIO met him in 1935 through 
their mutual attendance at the Foreign Workers Club in Moscow. 
RUDERMAN was then about 23 years old, stated he was originally 
from the New York City area, had attended either New York 
University or Columbia University, and was studying Chemistry in 
Moscow. RUDERMAN was also a violinist and had played with 
some orchestra in New York City. When SGOVIO returned to Moscow 
in 1954, he again met RUDERMAN. and RUDERMAN was then working 
as an announcer for Radio Moscow and also for Mos-Film. RUDERMAN 
had by then married a Russian woman, and mentioned having either 
one or two daughters, who as of 1954 were around eighteen years 
of age. One of these daughters played the violin. SGOVIO 
periodically saw RUDERMAN during the period 1954-1960, and RUDERMAN

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 


As has been previously reported, on September 27, 

1963, OSWALD registered at the Hotel del Comercio, Calle 
Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, Mexico City, under the name of 
LEE^ HARVEY OSWALD. His name was contained in the guest 
records of the hotel through October 1, 1963. He occupied 
room No. 18. 

According to the guest records of the hotel, 

FERNANDO VALENZUELA, Chihuahua, State of Chihuahua, Mexico, 
occupied room No. 6 from September 26 through October 1, 1963. 

INTERVIEW OF FERNANDO VALENZUELA 

On July 10, 1964, FERNANDO 'VALENZUELA , Calle 33 
No. 2213, Chihuahua, State of Chihuahua, Mexico, furnished 
the following information to a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past. 

VALENZUELA stated he resided at the Hotel del Comercio 
during the last week of September, 1963, and the first part 
of October, 1963, but could not recall the exact dates. 

VALENZUELA viewed a series of photographs of LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD and stated he knew who this individual was as 
a result of the publicity concerning him following the / 
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assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY. VALENZUELA said 
he did not recall ever having seen the subject. 


VALENZUELA said he did recall that there were a 
few Americans, or at least persons who spoke English, at . 

the hotel during the period of time he was there. VALENZUELA 
also recalled that a Cuban family and possibly one or two j| 

young Cuban men were also there, but he could not recall the t 

names or descriptions of these individuals, other than the 
Cuban family. f 

VALENZUELA recalled that a political dispute arose 
between a tie salesman of unknown origin and the Cuban, who 
was awaiting passage for Miami, Florida, with his family. 

VALENZUELA recalled that this discussion led to some comments 

concerning bommunism and vaguely recalled that the tie 

salesman was trying to convince the Cuban concerning a point ; 

about communism. VALENZUELA did not recall any cf the ‘ 

details of the discussion, but it was his impression that 

the Cuban who was planning to travel to Miami, Florida, 

apparently opposed any communist ideas. 

VALENZUELA stated he could not furnish any 
additional identifying information regarding any of the 
other guests at the hotel or any of the activities at the 
hotel which may have concerned OSWALD, during the period of 
time that VALENZUELA was a guest at the hotel.

The Presidents Commission, by letter dated July 24, 1964, 
requested photographs be taken from inside the sixth floor of the 
Texas School Book Depository southeast corner window, from which the 
assassination shots were fired, showing "by visual demonstration” 
the distance between the floor and window sill as well as the height 
of the opening in the window when the window is half open as it was 
on the day of the assassination. 

The letter from the President's Commission also requested a 
photograph of a person about 5' 9" tall, showing the relative position 
of the window ledge and the window to a person about Oswald's height. 

On July 29, 1964, Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation took the following described photographs with a Bureau- 
owned Speedgraphic camera of the sixth floor window located in the 
southeast corner of the Texas School Book Depository Building located 
at 411 Elm Street, Dallas, Texas. This is the window from which the 
shots were fired on November 22, 1963. 

Photographs 1, 2, and 3 were taken from a spot north of 
the window looking south with a surveyor's measuring rod located 
near the window. 

Photograph 4 depicts V. Ray Baggett, employee of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, Dallas, Texas, sitting on a box near the 
window with the surveyor's measuring rod nearby. This photograph 
was also taken from a spot north of the window looking south. 

Photograph 5 depicts V. Ray Baggett, who stands 5'8V' 
tall, standing next to the window with the surveyor's measuring 
rod nearby. This photograph was also taken from a spot north of 
the window looking south.

The President '^''commission advised during a recent 
appearance on th e Barry ^Gray program, which is broadcast Mj- ' 
nightly over station WMCA, New York City, MarV’Laoo alleged *i 
that several months before he had advised the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation of a witness to the Tippit shooting. This 
alleged witness, Who is a woman, was reported to have been 
Interviewed by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, but she 
was never called as a witness by the President's Commission. 

She is alleged to have stated she saw two people involved in 
the Tippit shooting, one on each side of the street, con- 
versing with each other. After the shooting of Tippit, these 
two men were alleged to have run in opposite directions. In 
the broadcast , Which was taped , Lane refers to the woman as 
"another witness to the Tippit killing" and "this other eye- 
witness to the murder of Patrolman Tippit." 

The President's Commission, by undated letter re- 
ceived at Federal Bureau of Investigation headquarters, 

Washington, D. C., July 29, 1964, requested it be advised 
Whether Mr. Lane or anyone associated with him furnished in- 
formation to the Federal Bureau of Investigation about a 
witness meeting the above description, and vftiether or not such 
a woman was interviewed by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The President's Commission also requested to be advised vfaether 
the name of this witness was furnished to it if such a witness 
exists. 

A review of all references to Mark Lane contained in 
the files of the Dallas Office of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation was made and no information was located indicating 
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Ret LEE HARVEY OSWALD 

Mr. Lane, or an associate, furnished information regarding a 
woman witness to the shooting of Tippit as described previously.

It was noted during a review of the results of in- 
vestigation relating to the Tippit shooting, the report of 
Special Agent Robert P. Gernberling, Dallas, Texas, dated 
March/lO, 1964, on pages , 262-264 , sets forth the interview of 
Tedypallaway ■_ Mr. Callaway, who , on November 22, 1963, was 
employed at Harris Brothers Auto Sales, 501 East Jefferson, 
Dallas, Texas, stated at about ItOO P.M. that date he heard 
about five shots, vfoich apparently came from the back of the 
car sales lot on 10th Street. He stated he ran out on the 
Patton Street side of the sales lot toward 10th Street, 
looking in the direction of 10th Street, when he observed a 
person running in a sort of trot on the east side of Patton 
toward Jefferson Avenue. This man had a pistol in his right 
hand in a "raised pistol" position. He said the man was across 
the street from him and he hollered at the man, "Hey, man, vttiat 
the hell is going on!" He said the man slowed his pace, 
shrugged his shoulders and made an unintelligible reply and

He observed a policeman in a squad car going east on 
10th Street at a slow rate of speed.

The next thing that attracted Scoggins 1 attention was 
a gun firing and he heard three or four shots, saw smoke near

Approximately 15 to 30 minutes later she heard two 
loud reports, which she thought were gunshots. She and her 
sieter-in-law ran to the front door of the house and looked 
cut. She observed a young white man walking across her front 
yird in a southwesterly direction, who had a pistol in his 
h3rd and who appeared to be trying to unload it. The chamber 
of the pistol was open and he was shaking it as he walked. She 
and this individual looked at each other and he then disappeared 
around the corner of the house on Patton Street. 

At this point she heard a woman, who was standing on 
th<i northwest corner of the intersection of East 10th Street 
and Patton Street, scream "He shot him, he shot him, he killed 
him", and saw her point toward a police car parked on East 10th 
Straet, a short distance east of her residence. After seeing 
the police car approximately a house and a half from her 
residence, she went into her residence and called the police. 

Shs later went to the police car where she observed a uniformed 
police officer lying on the ground bleeding.

Be was walking in a southwesterly 
direction and disappeared around the comer of the house on 
j Patton Street.

East Anaheim Street, Long Beach, 
California, advised in a letter received by the Los Angeles Office 
of the FBI on July 28, 1964, that in connection with some study 
he was doing for his Political Science and Philosophy classes 
at night school, he had written a paper for the purpose of 
self-expressibq. He stated he was furnishing this paper 
captioned, "An.jXn^lysis of the Character of the Assassin of 
President John F. Kennedy" with the hope that some idea in it 
might be helpful to people who are legally charged with the 
responsibility of safeguarding the life of the President.

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“AN analysis of the character of the assassin 

OF PRESIDENT JOHN F. KENNEDY 

"Lee Harvey Oswald died before he was given the oppor- 
tunity of a trial for the murder of the President and 
thus the case of the assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy will never legally be solved. Oswald will 
always be recorded in American History as the suspected 
and probable assassin. We have the further knowledge 
that one of the sternest admonitions in the Bible is 
that of: 'Judge not lest ye be judged.' 

"With the above being accepted as a foundation, the 
reason I have undertaken this analysis of the probable 
assassin of the President is that to the extent that 
the personality characteristics of this man and any 
man in general like him could constitute the make up of 
a man who might and would possibly assassinate a 
President or other high government official, it would 
be a civic duty in conscience of a private citizen to 
communicate such an analysis to agencies which are 
charged by law with the responsibilities of safeguard- 
ing the life of the President and other officials 
since they have the obligation in prudence to consider 
possible individuals who might be construed as a cause 
for concern in the fulfilling of the tasks of their 
profession. 

”1 don't know Oswald personally but taking the reports 
of him and the manifestations of his character as given 
in the news media, I would hold that an atheist could 
perpetrate this horrible crime. For the purposes of 
this analysis I will assume a fictional character 
named Oswald who does perpetrate this crime to recon- 
cile the facts that, while the human being Oswald 
cannot be licitly judged, the mind naturally seeks a 
solution to the crime. 

"When a person believes in and has obedience to Almighty 
God, he accepts the existence and obligation to build 
a spiritual life and a moral code as given by this 
. Creator as ruling his conduct as a person individually 
* and in association with other persons in society. 
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For such a person, the center of his life is Almighty 
God. His actions, behavior and thoughts are performed 
with reference to God end His Laws. There also exists 
other possibilities as a philosophy of life. A person 
can deny that there is a one, true God in Heaven Who 
created life and rules men and all that exists, and in 
so doing the person who believes this way now makes 
himself the center of life and society and in so doing, 
in effect, makes himself a god. The false 'god' that 
an atheist makes of himself is all-powerful and almighty 
to the extent of the maximum effect that his will can 
have in life. 


"As opposed to the Creator Who is perfection itself 
and Whose goodness, mercy and justice are infinite, 
the false 'god' that an atheist makes of himself may 
exercise his will to its maximum power in envy, hatred 
and malice. To such a person, if the impulse presents 
itself of beating his wife, since his will is the center 
of the universe and its exercise is held to be a good, 
he therefore beats his wife. If the envy, malice and 
hatred of our country and its constitutional head, the 
President of the United States as an office and the 
individual man who holds that office with courage and 
dedication, is powerful enough to present to the will 
of that atheist the desire to express these evil 
qualities and, further, if there is no moral frame of 
reference restraining this will but the will acting 
is the good sought after j then the person may take 
the life of this man who was the President of our 
nation in an act of murder. Let us assume our fictional 
Oswald is such a man. 


"Los Angeles Times by Robert E. Thompson datelined 
Dallas - approximately November 23, 1963. 


"•Lee H. Oswald, 24, an ex-Marine, was booked as Mr. 
Kennedy’s alleged assassin after he had been inter- 
rogated for nearly eight hours by federal, state and 
local law enforcement officers. Dallas Police Chief 
J. E. Curry, told newsmen Oswald had not confessed. 
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"But, the Chief said, he would he charged with 
murder based on physical evidence. . .Investigators 
said they still have considerable work to do on the 
case but are convinced that Oswald is guilty of the 
President's murder. Police said Oswald admitted he 
worked in the textbook warehouse building from which 
the shots that killed the President were fired. 
Oswald would not account for his whereabouts at 
the time of the assassination, police said... but 
from the moment Oswald was apprehended, the primary 
objective of the FBI, the Secret Service, Texas 
Rangers, and the Dallas Police was to determine 
whether he fired the fatal shot at the President. 
Curry said Oswald admitted his Communist sympathies 
and activities in the pro-Castro " Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee." But, beyond that, Curry said, 
Oswald would admit nothing. The Police Chief des- 
cribed Oswald as a stoic.' 



"The reason he refuses to account for his whereabouts 
and does not confess follows from his past pattern of 
behavior of defiance of authority. His face shows 
considerable frustration as a general condition but 
from the news photos of him just before he was shot 
while between officers J. R. Leavelle and L. C. 
Graves, as a specific condition, his face and bear- 
ing show considerable self-composure and contentment. 


"In the police interrogation room while all the 
investigations from the different agencies stand 
around him, he has this self-assurance and refuses 
to confess a crime he committed since he feels a 
sense of power and superiority to the men around him 
as he watches their helplessness in the face of the 
effect of his will. Their chief interest is not in 
obtaining a confession from him as such. On this day, 
every man questioning him ardently wishes that this 
deed could be undone. He sees their uneasiness and 
exults in the fact that it was the action of his will 
that is the power in front of which they are helpless. 
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"Most people seldom look at other persons as those 
persons are, but rather superimpose the qualities 
they consider important as an overlay to another’s 
character. The average person refers to the assassin 
as a ’kook* or 'nut' . The reason they say this is 
that they never look at the assassin as one human 
being and what he is like but rather put this overlay 
of their own traits on him and come up with confusion. 

Nearly all of us spent the weekend of November 22-24 
in a state of shock as a result of the difficulty in 
assimilating the enormity of this crime. 

"The average person starts out with the following 
premises: 

"(1) I love my country and assume that others 
do too. 

(2) I would never murder any one and I assume 
that no one else would either. 

"When a person comes along who retains in his character 

contradictions of both of these statements to a profound 

degree and is prepared and does act in reality with these 

evil elements in his character as motives, no one has 

to be ashamed of experiencing confusion in trying to ' 

understand such an individual. 

"While the suspect has this sense of power, there also 
is the fact of his lack of comprehension of the signifi- 
cance of what he has done since if, to him, the exercise 
of his will is the main good in life, then the social 
implications of his acts is a meaningless term. With 
such a person you could mention Kennedy, assassination, 

Connally and murder all day long and he wouldn't bat an 
eyelash or twitch a lip. These terms are of no impor- 
tance to him.

"The exercise of his will is important to him. The * 

people who are hurt in this exercise of his will are 
extraneous to his interest. If he was shown a picture t 

* of Mrs. Kennedy and her children and was told that as i 

! a result of his action this young woman is now a widow f 

and will have to bring up her children without a father, ?

acting is important to him and the suffering of 

this woman and her children are not. .

For the purposes of speculation assuming he had » 

not been shot, when he was visited in Jail by his 
wife and mother, he'd ask for newspapers to read 
what reporters were saying about him and exult in 
the glow of his self-importance. This would be an 
example of how morally obtuse this man is. He would 
have a silent glee in all the attention being paid 
him but would not, because of h:*.s moral and spiritual t 

condition, comprehend the abhorrence that the public , 

would experience for his act. At the end oi. his trial j 

assuming he was found guilty, the newspapers would 
report that Oswald maintained the same stoic composure • 

as the Judge sentenced him that he had all during the 
trial. The word here would not be stoic but uncompre- 
hending. He would not comprehend the fact that society 
found his act reprehensible. 

"Assuming he was sentenced to life imprisonment, as : 

the years passed and the Communist and leftist but j 

non-Communist news media around the world raised the , 

cry that Oswald was innocent and that the assassina- 
tion was a Tightest plot he would never consciously 
say anything to contradict this and would enjoy the 
attention given him. • 

"As an example which contrasts with this line of 

behavior and might be considered as the way the 

average murderer from a motive of passion acts, 

they had a case in Seattle where an Italian laborer 

killed his unfaithful wife in a very brutal and ' 

violent manner. For the first fifteen hours he was. 

in custody, the man admitted nothing. At this 

point, the suspect was reported as having gone into 

a catatonic like fit in which he re-enacted his 

crime fearfully sobbing all the while. Eight hours i 

later after sleeping, he denied any previous verbal 
J confession which he had made. What probably occurred ( 

| was that the enormity of his act filled him with 

overwhelming emotions which caused him to act against , f 

his own self-interest. 
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"A father of a young boy hits the child in anger 
and then is immediately remorseful. The reason 
he experiences remorse is because of the love the 
father has for the child. If he didn't have this 
love, he wouldn't experience sorrow. 

"If the reader accepts as a speculation the foregoing 
analysis and then compares the picture of Oswald 
from the newspapers before and after he was shot, 

I would premise that the key feature on his face 
as he is shot is the lack of comprehension he has 
even of the significance of his own death. 

"The question presents itself of the spiritual 
implications of this event. At the split second 
that the assassin was squeezing the trigger to 
fire the bullet at 12:30 P.M. on the 22nd of 
November, Almighty God saw this and as the Ruler 
of the world, all the societies and people in it 
and every act and power to act that exists in His 
creatures would have caused a slight gust of wind 
which would have swerved the bullet to miss the 
President by 2 inches. Our Lord had the power to 
do this, but Ee did not use it. 

"It is said that Our Lord never causes evil but 
rather permits it to occur and that even then He 
draws good out of the evil act. This assassination 
was a singularly monstrously evil act. 

"(1) Why did our Lord permit it to occur? 

(2) What good does our Lord expect to derive 
out of this evil act? 

(3) What does He wish that we. His creatures, 
learn from this event in an understanding 
which will reflect His glory and goodness? 


"Possibly we may have to put aside the image of the happy, 
pleasant America with no problems which has millions of 
its citizens fleeing a confrontation with their con- 
sciences by occupying their attention with subscription 
pay television, new cars with side windows that move at 
the press of a button and other distractions. 
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"The purpose of our Lord in permitting this horrible 
crime to occur may well be that he is no longer will- 
ing to accept only the implicit belief in God that is 
the foundation of our society and country but wishes 
that this profession of allegience end obedience to 
Almighty God be publicly made and acted upon by both 
the individuals and institutions of our country. 

"This implicit belief exists when a person places his 
hand on the Bible in court and says that: 'I will 

tell the truth and nothing but the truth, so help me 
God.' The implication is that the words and the Judicial 
system that rests on their meaning are worthless with- 
out the witness of our Lord. 

"The people of our country have experienced much grief 
over this event and possibly some of it is excessive. 

The assassination of President John F. Kennedy, shock- 
ing though it is, has to be viewed in a spiritual 
perspective. 

"The life of John F. Kennedy belonged to Almighty God 
and when He, in His wisdom, chose to call his servant 
to his eternal rev:ard whether on that day, two days 
before, ten years before or ten years after November 22, 

1963> was 831 expression of His will — a will which has 
to be received by His creatures with a submissiveness 
characterized by humility and meekness. 

"Is all the grief that our country experienced, both 
individually and collectively, equal to the sorrow 
that our Blessed Mother felt on the day that she saw 
her Son carry His cross along the road to Calvary and 
there watch Jesus be crucified? 

"As individuals and a country, it may be said that to the 
extent: ' 

"(a) of our faith in materialism that our * 

scientists are our priests, 

. (b) of our faith in secular humanism that 

our psychiatrists are our priests, and 
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(c) of our faith in Almighty God that our j 

Catholic Priests are our Priests (i.e. j 

author’s partisan view - it would be a t 

Rabbi or Minister for those of other 
faiths).

As the 

natural life of John Kennedy ebbed away, despite the j 

frantic efforts of our magnificant medical doctors 

and the facilities they have, the faiths of Materialism 1 

and Secular Humanism and its ministers, the scientists [ 

and psychiatrists, stood by helpless and despairing. t 

One faith, that in Almighty God, demonstrated that it l 

lives even through such terrible events in Glory and l 

Majesty and provides to its adherents the spiritual j 

power of the Love of God which has overcome death. •

"At the end of this analysis, it is necessary to j 

mention once again that as a person who has left 

the living Oswald will never be able to be tried ; 

for this crime. It is the duty of a Christian to | 

wish the mercy of our Lord on the soul of the man f 

Lee Oswald and leave to Almighty God His Judgement. | 

"The only Justification that can be presented for { 

undertaking such an analysis is that the confusion . 

most people experience due to the main suspect's ' 

untimely death, ignorance of motives and the utmost 

seriousness of the act perpetrated as of now lend 

themselves, with a realistic knowledge of human 

weakness, to unscruplous individuals using this 

situation to make unfounded charges against second 

parties and in turn leading to general, unproductive 

investigative work.
